fountaines, but abounding with wheatc, hony, currans, Manna » cheefe, wooll, 
Turkies, excellent oyle, incomparable (though not long lafting ) Mufeadines, 
and powder for the dying of Scarlet. This growes like a blifter onthe leafe of the 
holy Okea little fhrub, yet producing acornes; Being gathered they rub out of it 
a certaine red duft,that conuerteth after a while into wormes;which they kil with 
wine when they beginto quicken, Amongft her many harbors, W4rgostoléis the 
principall; capacious enough for anauie. The inhabitants of this Iland are Gyeci- | 
ans, the Venetians their foucraignes. Hauing paft through the Streights that di- 
uide this Hand from the next, (vulgarly called Canale del Zant) onthe fecond of 
September weentred the hauen of Zacyathws, and faluted the Cattle with our 
ordnance. 

This [land (900 miles diftant from PF enice) fo called of Zacynthus the fonne of 
Dardanus, and at this day Zant; containeth incircuit not paft6o miles. On the 
South and South-eaft fides rockic and mountanous,, but plaine in the mid{t » and 
valpeakeable fruitfull,producing the beft oyle of the world, andexcellent {trorig 
wines, both whiteand red, which they call Rébolla. But the chiefe riches thereof 
confifteth incurrans, which draweth hither much trafficke (efpecially from Eng- 
fand and Holland, for here they know not what to do withthem:) infomuch that 
whereas beforethey were {carce ableto free themfelues from importunate fa- 
mine,they now (belides their prinategettings, amounting to 15 0000 Zecchins) 
do yearcly pay vato $,Afarke 48000 Dollars forcuftomes and other duties. Tr jc 
inipoffible thatfo littlea portion of earth, fo employed, fhould be more benef... 
ciall ; the mountanous part being barren: andthe rett comprized withintwo or 
three not very ample vablies , but thofeall ouerhusbanded Like an entire garden, 
They fow littlecorne,as employing their grounds to better aduantage for which 
they fometimes fatter , being ready to ftarue, when the weather continueth for 
any feafon tempeftuous and that they cannot fetch their prouifion, which they 
haueas well of flefh as of corne,from Morea, being ten leagues diftant. They haue 
falt-pits of their owne,and ftore of frefh water, butlittleor no wood, thoughce- 
lebrated for the abundance thereof, by Homer and Virgil. Of which , his ENC:

Divers of their houfesare fhadowed with vines that beare a certaine great grape, 
which in regard of their fhape were called Bamastos by the Grecians , the clufters 
being of a marucllous greatneffes High aboue the Towne, on therop ofa fteepe 
round mountaine ftands the Caftle » which ouerlooketh the fea, and comman- 
deth the harbour: a little Citie of it felfe, afeended vato by a difficult paflage, 
firong,and well ftored with munition. Herea garrifon is kept; fupplyed by the 
townel-menvpon each fodaine fummons. Vpon the wall a watchman flandeth 
continually , to dicouer the fhipping that approcheth: who hangs’ out as many 
flags-as hedeferibech veflels;{quare if fhips, if gall ies pendants. Here the Gouernor

here, the Captaine Ba(fa paft by with 60 gallies: who yéarely about this time fate 
leth in circuite,to receiue tribuic , fuppreffe pirates , and to dofemecxploit vpon: 
the A4altcfes, Spaniards, and Florentines , with whom they are onely in hoftilitie. 
Diners of their gallies putting into the hanen were curtcoufly entertained:for the 
Venetians endevor,as muchas in them lies, to keep good quarters withthe Turkes 
notoncly forthe reafon aforefaid (which perhaps might extend as farreas their 
Ciry:their teritories though largeand fruittull, too narrow to futtainefo popw.. 
lous a State, ifvareliened from Turkic, and that their paflage into the Midland- 
fea were interrupted ) nor for the lofle they should futtaine by the ceflation of 
trafiichewith the A¢ahometans: but knowing him by deare experiencetoo power- 
full an aduerfary for them by land, and though they are perhaps ftrong enough 
by fea,yer,fhould they lofea nanic, their loffe werevnrecoyerable, whereas the 
Turke within the {pace of a yeare is able to fer forth another. 

The inhabitants of his land are in generall Grecians (of whom we will {fpeake 
no more then concernes the particular cuftomes of the place, referuing the reft 
to our relation ofthat people: ) in habite rhey imitate the falians bur eranfcend 
ehem intheir rencnges,and intinitely leffe ciuill. They will threaten to killa mer. 
chant that widlnot buy cheircommodities sand make more confeienceto breake 
a Faft,then to commita mutther.One of them at our being here, putfueda poore 
jailer (an Englithman) for offring burto carry alittle bag of Curraris aboord yn- 
cuftomed , and killed him running vp a paire of ftaires for fuccour. Heis wearic 
ofhis life that hatha ditference with any of them,and will walkeabroad after day- 
light. Butcowardize is ioyned with their crueltie, who dare doe nothing but fo- 
dainly, ypon aduanrages; and are eucr privately armed, Encouraged to villanies 
by the remifneffe of their lawes: for none will lay hands ypon an offender, vatill 
fourteene dayes aficr that he be called to the Scale, (an eminent place where one 
doth ftand and publikely cite the offender:)who in the meane time hathleifure to 
make his ownepexce,or elfe to abfent hinvfelfe, Ifthen he appeare not, they ba- 
nifh hims and propound areward according to the ereatnefle of the offence » to 
hie that fhall either kill or take him aliue : and if ic be done by onethatis bani- 
fhed his owne banifhment(the leaft reward)is releafed. The labourers do go into 
the ficlds with {words and partizans, as ifinan enemies countrey;bringing home 
their tines and oylesin hogs-skins,the infides turned outward. It isa cuftomea- 
mong fttacin to inuite certaine men vnto their marriages, whom they call Com- 
peeres. Encry one of thefe do beftow a ring, which the Prieft doth put vpon the 
Bride and Bridegroomes fingers; interchangeably thifting chem; and fo hedoth’ 
thegariands on their heads. Of thefe they are neuer icalous (an abufe inthat kind 
reputed as detcitable a crime,as ifcommitted by anaturall brother;) fothat they 
lightly chufe thofe for their compeeres that haue bene formerly fulpected roo fa- 
inihar, The Bridegroome entring the Church, ftickes his dagger in the doore, 
held anailable againft inchantments. Por here it isa common practife to bewitch 
them :made thereby impotent with their wines, vntill the charmebeburnt, or 
otherwife confumed:infomwch that oftentimes (as they fay) the mothers ofthe 
betrothed, by way of prewention doe bewitch them themfelues, and againe vn-

The nuptiall fheetes ( asin fomecafes commandedby the Moy/aicalllaw) are 
publikely fhewne: and preferued by their parentsasa teftimony of their vncor- 
rupted virginities. 

There be here two Bifhops: one of the Greeks , and another ofthe Latins. The 


Greeks haue diuers Churches, the principall that of S. Wicholas (which giueth to > 


che hauen aname,and not far remoued) witha Monattery of Caloieros ; for fo are 
their Monks called.Onthe other fide ofthe harbor, vponthe top of the Promon- 
tory,they haue another far leffe ; witha Chappell dedicated to the Virgin Marie, 
called Madonna del Scopo: reputed an effeGrefie of miracles, and much inuocated 
by fea-faring men.Asthe Duke of Venice doth marry the Sea;fo yearely doth this 
Bifhop vpon the T welfe day baptife ir-alchough with lefle ftate, yet with noleffe 
cercmony. The Venetians here (asin Candy ) do ioyntly celebrate the Grecian 
feftinalls: either to gratifie, or elfe toauoid occafions of tumult. As forthe Ro. 
mane Catholike Bifhop, he hath his Cathedrall Church and refidence within 
the Caftle:where there is a Conuent of Francifcans. A mile and halfe off, in fight 
ofthe towne, on the fide ofa mountaine, they haueanother Monatteric » called 
the Annuntiata where the Latins hauetheir burials:built in the yeare 165 0.when 
vnderthe ground there were found two vrnes;one full of afhes, and the other of 
water, inan ancient Sepulcher. Vpona fquare ftone that couered the tombe, was 
ingrauenM. Tvi. Crcaro Lave Er Tv Inpria ANTONIA » and vnder 
the vrne whichcontaineththeafhes, Ave Mar. Tyx. It being fuppofed thar 


Cicero was there buried : peremptorily affirmed by atraueller then prefent:repor- 
ting withall that he {aw this Epitaph:

The Zewes haue herea Synagogue, (of whom there are not many ) one hauing 
matriedan Evg/ifh woman,and conuerted her to his religion. They weare ablue 
riband about their hats for adiftinction. The forraine merchants here refident are 
for the moft part Englith, who by their frequent deaths do difprouctheaireto be 
fo falubrious as is tcported; who haue their purchafed interments in gardens: nei. 
therfi uffered by Greeks nor Latins to be buried in Churches, Ifa ftranger here 
take a fraught of a Venetian » and a Venetian {hip be in Port,the Matter thereof, 
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List, Peloponnefus. § trephades. 9 
vpon a proteftetion, will enforce the ftranger to vnlode, and ferue his own turne 
therewith,if it be for his benefit. In this Iland there are forty villages. 

Onthe 14 of September Iimbarked in another Englith thip, called the Great 
Exchange;firft bound for (ios,and then for Tripolss. With a pro{perous wind we 
compafled a part of Adorea;smore famouspy thename of Peloponnefus - fhaped like 
a plaintaine leafe,& imbracedalmoft by the Corimthian and Saronian armes of thé 
Meéditerraneum., Onthe Worthitadioyneth tothe reft of Greece by a narrow 
Ifthmos: where {tood that renowned City of Corinth, in hearing of both Seas, & 
hauing aport vnto either. Diuers great Princes, (as Demetrins, Inlius Cefar , Cali= 
gula, and Nero ,) with fucceflefle labour , hane attempted to make that rockie 
ftreighta nauigable paflage:bothto ftrengthenthe fame, and that the voyage into 
the Aigeaw Seamight thereby become more fhort,and lefie perillons. In fuccee- 
ding time,a dinifion was made by a ftrong wall; throwne downe by the Turkifh 
Amurath repaired inthe yecre 1453 by the Yenetians,in fifteenedayes {pace, by 
the hands of thirty thouland pioners: and againe fubuerted by the Atahomertans. 
This frnitful country was diuided into eight Provinces, Corinthia , Argia, Laconia, 
Meffenia, Elis, Achaia, Sicyoniaand Arcadia: glorious throughout the world, for 
the common wealths ofthe Mycentans, Argines, Lacedemonians, Sicionians , Elians, 
Arcadians, Pylians, and Mefeniaas :watered by the noble riuers of Afopus, Penciés, 
_Alpheus,(which receiueth tribute of an hundred and forty {prings) Panifus,Euro- 
tas,and Inacus,{o highly celebrated by the ancient Poets. But now, pref enting no- 
thing but ruines,ina great part defolate,ic groneth vnder the Turkifh thraldome, 
being gouerned by a sanZacke,who is vnderthe Beglerbeg of Grecia; &isto ferue 
him withathoufand horfe whenfocuer he iscalled vpon. The inhabitants are for 
the moft part Grecians.

This Phinews was King of Arcadia, who bereft his fonnes of their eyes by the in- 
{tigation of their ftep-mother: for which offence the offended gods (as the ftorie 
goes)depriued him of his,and fent thefe rauenous Harpyes to affi@ him: But the 
Argonauts being by him curteoufly entertained, fent Zethws and Calais , the win- 
ged iflue of Boreas and Ovithia,to chafe them away. Who purivingthem to thefe 
Hands,were coramanded by Jrés,to defift from doing further violence tothe dogs 
of Jupstersof whofe returne the Ilands were fo named. And what werethefe far- 
pyes but flattercrs,delators,and the inexpleably couetous ? whoabufe, deuoure, 
and pollutethe fame of miferable Princes, blinden in theirvnderftanding. Zetes 
and Calais, arefaid to haue wings by fome in regard of the fafhion of their gar- 
ments; by others, for their long and beautifull haire. But Lratherthinke for their

vnder the Sea:in regard of a certaine tree ouer-{hadowing a little lake : the leaues 
thereof (or like vntothofe) being often found in this fountaine ; there srowing 
none of that kind inthe Land.

But the truth is, it was faidto be vnftable, inthat miferably fhaken with earth- 

quakes, vntill freed thereof bya petition made to Apolloowho enloyning certaine 
facrifices,commanded,that thenceforth they fhould neither bury their dead there 
nor fuffer a dog to enter the Hand: (fo that the Delians had their inrerments in 
Rbewa, alittle defart Hand foure furlongs diftant) and called Dels,for that where 
in other places his Oracles were obfcure and ambiguous;they here were manifett 
and certaine. Ona plaine within the enuironing rocks,ftood the City, fo honou- 
red for the Temples of Apollo and Latona,vnder the mountaine Cysthus + of which 
LApollowas called Cyathins,and Diana Cyathia ; as Delins, and Delia of the Tland,. 
Made more famous by the neighbouring Cyclades, that likea ring did enuiron is; 

and yearly fent multitudes of men,and troups of virgins,to celebrate his folemni-- 
ties with heards of facrifices. Asthus in reputation, foincreaftin wealth 
the fubuerfion of Corinth by the Rowans, The merchants remouing hither: inui- 
ted by the immunities of the Temple, and conueniencie of the place, it lyingin 
the paflage betweene Greece and Afia, and frequented by fo great a concourfe of 
people. Vponthereedifying of Corinth, it was held by the Athentans, and flouri- 


through 


fhed bothinher rites and trafticke, yntill laid wafte by Mithridates. From thet 
time continuing poore:& when Oracles ceafled,veterly forfaken. Which doubt. 
lefle was vpon the paffion of our Saviour. For Plutarkereports from the mouth 
of one Epitherfes,;who had been his {choole-mafter, thathe imbarking for Italy, 
and one eucning becalmedbefore the Paxe (two little Ilands that lie betweene 
Corcyraand Leucadéa)they fodainly heard a voice from the fhore(moft of the paf- 
fengers being yet awake)calling to one Thamusa Pilot, by birth an ARgyptian, 
who till che third call would not anfwer. Thes (quoth thevoyce) whes thow art 
come to the Palodes,Proclaime it aloud,hat the great Panisdead. Allin the thip that 
heard this,were amazed. When drawing neare tothe aforefaid place, Thamus 
{tanding on the poupe of the fhip, did vcter what formerly commanded; forth- 
withthere was hearda great lamentation, accompanied with grones and skree- 
ches. This comming tothe knowledge of Tiberins Cefar , hee fent for Thamus, 
who auouchedthe truth thereof, Which declared the death of Chrift (the great 
Shepheard,) and fubiection of Satan, who now had no longer powerto abufe 
the illuminated world with his impoftures. The ruines of Apodos temple are here 
yet to be feenc,affoording faire pillars of marble to fuch as wil! fetchthem, and. 
other ftones of price, both in their nature and for their workmanfhip ; the whole 
Hand being now vninhabited. 
Three dayesafter our imbarkement(as quicke apaffage as euer was heard of)

as it ripeneth. Of this tree,thus writeth an old Poet:

By reafonofthefe treesthey hauethe beft hony ofthe world, which interming- 
led with water,is not much inferiour in rellith to the coftly Shurbets of Confian- 
tinople: The lland produceth corneand oyle in indiftetent plenty.Somefilk they 
make,and fome cottons here grow, butfhert in worth vnto thofe of Smyrna. It 
hathalfo quarries of excellent marble: anda certaine greene earth, likethe ruft of 
brafle,whichthe Turks call Terra Chia : but not that fo reputed of by the ancient 
Phyficions. The coatt,efpecially towards the South, is fet with {mall watch-tow- 
ers, which with {moke by day , and fire by night,do giue knowledge vnto onea. 
nother(and fo to the vpland)of fufpected enemies. The enuironing fea being free 
from concealed rocks,and confequently from perill. 
Onthe Eaft fideofthe Iland, foure leagues diftant from the maine of A/a, 
from that part which was formerly called énia, {tands the City of Sio: hauing a 
fecure hauen (though daily decaying) yet with fomething a dangerous entrance, 
{treightned onthe North fide by the fea-ruined wallof the Mole, incroching 
nearer the Liamond,which ftands onthe other fide of the mouth ; (fo cal'd of the 
fhape,rifing out of the fea,and {upportinga Lanterne, erected by the Genoefes,) 
infomuch that fhips of the greateft fize do anchor in the channel] : but ours thruft 
in, when going afhore I was friendly entertained of the Englifh Confull. The 
towne ftretcheth along the bottome ofeheraner : backt on the Weft with aroc- 
kie mountaine : the building meane,the ftreets no larger thenallies. Vpon the Ca- 
ftle hill there is a Bannia, which little declines from the ftate of a Temple ; paued 
with faire tables of marble, and fupported with columnes, containing feuerall 
roomes, onc hotter then another, with conduits of hot water, and naturall foun- 
taines.

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taines. Onthe North fide ofthe City ftandsthe Caftle, ample, double walled, 
and enuironed with a deepe ditch: manned and inhabited by Turks, and well fto- 
red with munition. This not many yeares fince was fodainly fcaled ina night by 
the Floremtines: who choaking theartillery, and driuing the Turks into acorner, 


were. now almoft mafters thereof: when a violent ftorme of wind .» Ontather of 


feare, enforced their companions to Sea, andthem to a compofition; which was, 
to depart with enfignes difplayed.But the Gouernor hauing gotten them into his 
power,caufed their headsto be ftruck off; and tobe piled in morter onthe Caftle 
wall;where as yet they remaine:but not vnreuenged. For the Captaine Baffavpon 
his comming, ftrangled the perfidious Gouernor:either for difhonouring the Turk 
in his breach of promife:or for hisnegligence in being fo furprifed.Since when,a 
watch- word every minute ofthe night goeth about the wals,to teftifie their vi- 

gilancy. Their orchards are here enriched with excellent fruits: amongft the reft, 

with Oranges, Lemons, Citrions, Pomegranates, and Figs, fo much cfteemed by 

the Romanes for their tartnefle : 


The Chian figs, which Setia tome (ent, Chia feni fimilis Baccho,quam Setia 
Taite like old wine : they wine and falt prefent. pla metum fecum portat & ipta fa | 


lem. Mart./.1 3 pig.23, 


Vpon thefe fig-trees they hanga kind of vnfauourie fig : out of whofe corruption 
certain {mall wormes areingendred, which by biting the other (as they fay ) pro. 
cure them to ripen. Partridges here are an ordinary food , whereof they haue an 
incredible number, greater then ours; and differing in hiew: thebeake and fecte 
red,the plume afh-colour. Many ofthem are kepttame : thefe feedin g abroadall 
day, at night vpon acall returne vnto their feuerall owners. 

The Chiots were firfta free people, being a Commonwealth of themfelues, 
and maintaining a nauic of fourefcore fhips ,( not deftitute of dinerfitie of har. 
ors) whereby they becamethe Lords of thefe Seas. Their City is one of thofe 
that contended for the birth of Homer ( ftamping his figure in their coine ) al- 
though not mentioned in that Diftichon:

RhodessColophon, Salami yA thens, and Argos. Smyrna, Rhodos, Colophon,

They alfo boaft of his Sepulcheraboutthe Phaneas promontory,not farre from 
whence , inagroue of Palmes ftood the temple of Apollo. They-at this day fhew a 
place nor pafta quarter of a mile fromthe town,not far from the Sea,now by the 
Handers called Evithrea,(I know not vpon what grofid) where they fay that Siby! 
prophefied. The rocke there rifeth aloft,af{cended by ftayers on the Weft fidescit 
plaine on the top , and hollowed with benches about, like the feates of theater. 
Inthe midfta ruined chaire,fupported withdefaced Lyons,all of the fame {tone, 
which yet declares the skill of the workman.Here they fay fhe fate,andgaue ora- 
cles, Butthe relickein my conceit doth dif proue the report. Forthere are the 
fhape of legs annexed to the chaire:the remaines of fome Image, perhaps erected 
in her honor, though I neuer read of a Chian Stbyl, nor of an Erithreain this ie 
land; yet ftood there atowne fo named on the oppofite fhore: why rather not 
fome Idol of the Pagans ¢ In times paft they were for the moft part ferued by 
flaues: Infomach that when PAilipthe fonne of Demetrius befieged the City, he 
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proclaimed freedome to fuch as would rebel;and their miftrefles to wiues,for re= 
ward oftheirtreafons. Which contrarily fo prouoked their loyall furie, and the 
womens indignations,that they iointly endeauoured with hands and encourage- 
ments, in fuch fort as repulfed the befiegers.Atlength they became fubiect rothe 
Romanes,and thento the Greeke Emperour : Andronicus Paleologus beftowing, of 
rather felling the fame to the Iustinzans, afamily of Genoa.After it grew tributary 
tothe Turke, y ct wasit gouerned and poffetfed by the Genoefe: who paid for their 
immunities theannuall fumme of fourtcene thovfand duckets. But Solyman the 
Magnificent,pickinga quarrell with the Gouernour , fora fufpected correfpon- 
dencie with the great Mafter of Malta, during thofe warres,and difconerie of his 
defignes:hauing befides neglected accuftomed prefents with the payment oftwe 
yeares tribute,fent Pal the Captaine Baffatofeize onthe Hand; who on Eafter day 
in the yeare 15 66:prefenting himfelfe before Sie with foure {core gallies,fo terri. 
fied che inhabitants, that before they were fummoned, they quietly furrendred 
both it and themfelues to his difpofure. The Gouernour, together with the prin- 
cipall families, intending to depart for Italy, he fent vnto Conflantinople; and fuftc~ 
redthe common people to ftay or remoue at their liking. So that the whole Iand. 
isnow gonerned by Tarkes, and defiled with their fuperftitions: yer haue the 
Chriftians their Churches, and vnreproued exercife of religion. Befides impo- 
fitions vpon the land, and vpon commoditiesarifing from thence,the Great Tark 
receiues yearely for enery Chriftian aboue the age offixteene, two hundred Af- 
pers;but the husbandmen are exempted vntill mariage. The inhabitants for the 
moft part are Turkes and Grecians; thofe living incommand, and loofely : the o- 
ther husbanding the earth,andexceeding them infinitely in number. They are in 
amaner releaft of their thraldome,inthat vnfenfible of it: well meriting thename 
ofMerry Greeks, when their leifure will tolerate. Neuer Sunday or holiday paifles 
without fome publike meeting or other: where intermixed withwomen, they 
dance out the day, and with fullcrownd cups enlengthen their iollitic: nor fel- 
dome pafling into 4fiz, and the adioyning Iands , vnto fuch affemblics. The 
ftreets do almoft althe night long partake of their muficke. And whereas thofe of 
Zant do go armed into the field to bring home their vintage ; thefe bring home 
theirs with fongs andreioycings.Moft differ but little from the Genoefe in habite, 
of whom there are many: and though they haue corrupted one anothers Jan. 
guage,yet retaine they their religion diftin@ly. The women celebrated of old for 
their beauties, yet carrie that fame : I will not fay vndeferuedly, They haue their 
heads trickt with taffels and flowers, The bodies of their gowns exceed not their 
arme-pits:trom whence theskitts flow loofely, fringed below; the vpper fhorter 
then the neather; of damasks or ftuffes leflecoftly , according to their condition. 
The merchants pay here forcuftome but thrcein the hundreds and intheir re- 
turne but one and ahalte, if they haue paid cuftome at Constantinople. 

Smyrna is norfarrediftant from Chios: but by reafon of the doubling of acer- 
taine Cape which ftretcheth tothe North, requiring two contrary winds, it isby 
feaalongcr and more troublefome iourney. The Bay doth rakethe name of the 
Citie; atthe end whereofit is feared. Ouerthrowne by the Lidians, reedified b 
Antigonus, and after by Lyfimachus. The moft beautifull part thereof pofleffed 
the hil:bur the greater, the plaine adiacent to the fea. Amongft other goodly tem- 
ples,they had one cdfecrated to Homer, (forthe Smyrnians will hauehim a citizen 
of theirs) containing his honopred image. For leffe beholding was heto Pythago- 
rH, 
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ras, who reposts thathe faw him hanging in hell, for fo fabline of the Gods, A 
Citie not fo reputable for her {chooles of learning and admirable Libra ry, asin 
the title of one ofthe primatiue Churches of Afia. But now violated by the 
Mahometans, herbeautie is turned to deformitie, her knowled ge into barbarifme, 
her religioninto impietic. Frequented notwithftanding ir is by forren Merchants: 
Natolia attoording ereat {tore of Chamolets and Grogerams; madcabout U4x- 
gra,and a part brought hither, before fuchtime as the goats(whofe haire they pul, 
whire, long, and foft ) were deftroyed by the late Rebels; confifting for the moft 
part of the expulfed inhabitants of burned townes ; who hauing loft all chat they 
had, knew not better how to recouer their loffes,than by preying vpon others:& 
fo ioyned with their vndoers. Led by Calender Ogly and Zid Arabiand erowne 
to fo fearefull a head,thatthe Great Turke(fome fay yhad oncea thought to haue 
forfakenthe Imperiall Citie:they being fifticrhoufand, but deftitute of artilleric. 
After foyled by Morat Baffathe great ViZer: who for that feruice (but chiefly for 
theouerthrow of Lamballat the Baffa of Aleppo, and natural Lord of the rich valle 
of Achillis\was called by him his Father and Deliuerer. They befieged this City, 
and were by certaine Englith fhips that lay in theroade, vnfriendly faluted. In the 
end they burnt a part thereof, and tookea ranfome for {paring the reft. But the 
principall commoditie of Smyrnais Cotten wooll , which theregrowethin great 
quantity. With the feeds therof they dofow their fieldas we ours with corn. The 
ftalke no bigger thanthat of wheate,but roughas the beanes ; the head round and - 
bearded, in fizeand fhape of a Medler:hardasa ftone;which ripening breaks, and 
is delinered ofa white foft Bombatt intermixed with feeds , which they feparate 
with an inftrument. You would thinkeit ftrange, that fo {mall a thell fhould con- 
taine fuch a quantitie:bur admire , if you faw them ftiue it in their thips,enforcing 
afacke as big asa wool-packe into aroome atthe firft too narrow for yourarme, 
when extended by their inftruments: fo that oft they make the very decks to 
ftretch therewith. 

Our fhip(ere to depart from Trépolis)being bound for this place,where herbu- | 
finefle would detaine her for fome fifteen daies:my defire laid hold of the interim 
(informed that although Icame fhort of this paffage, I fhould light vpon another 
not long after ) to fee the City of Constantinople. Taking with me a Greeke that 
could fpeakea little broken Englith,for my Interpreter, on therwentieth of No- 
uember I did put my felfe into a barke Armadoof Simo, alittle Iland hard by the 
Rhodes (the Patron a Greeke,as the reftybeing laden with {fponges. That night wee 
came to an anchor, vnder the South-weft fide of Mitylen, 

This Iland, not paft feuen miles diftant from the Continent of Phrygia, contals 
neth eight feore and eight milesin circuite. The South and Weft parts mountai- 
nous and barren, the rett levelland fruitfull, producing excellentcorne,

A vertue fained to haue bin giuenit by Bacchus. The Zewes haue taughtthetn how 
to helpe the colour (of it felfe but pallid) withberries of Ebulum, Sheepe and 

attel are here bred and fuftained ingreat plenty : horfes, although low of ftature, 
yet ftrangand couragious. This countrey was firft inhabited by the Pelalgians 
vnder the conduct of Zanthus the fonne of Triopus, after that by “Macarius: who 
followed by certaine Ionians, and people of fundry nations,here planted himfelfe. 
Through the bountie of the foile he acquired much riches:and by his iuftice and 
humanitie, the empery of the neighbouring Ilands. Then Lesbusthe fon of Lapi- 
thus, (fo aduifed by anoracle) failing hither with his family, efpoufed Methimna 
the daughter of Adacariue, Of thefe the Hand was called Pelafeia, Marcaria, and 
Lesbos. As Methimna hada City which retained her name , fo had her fifter Mity- 
lea: which gaue, and doth at this day giue a name tothe Hand. Seated ona penin- 

ila which regardcth the maine land; {trong by nature,and fortified by Art:ador- 
ned herecofore with magnificent buildings , and numbred amongft the paradifes 
of the earth, for temperate aire,and delightfull fituation.

wiere.Ontheir coine they ftamped the figure of Sappho. Not lefle honored they 
Aiceussa bitter inucigher againft the rage of ryrats that then opprefled this coun- 
| trey. 
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trey. Amongft whom the forenamed Psttacus might feeme one; but his purpofe 
was contrary:who vifurped the foueraigntic of all, that by fupprefling the inferior 
tyrants, he might reftore the people to their liberty. For whence came alfo Arion, 
Theophraftus and others. This land wasgiuen by Calo Iohannes the Greek Empe- 
rour,together with his filter, vnto Francifcus Catalufins a Genoefe,in the yeare 1355 
in recompence of his valour and feruice done him in the Turkifh wars. In whofe 
pofteritie it long continued, they gouerning the fame with great iuftice:linkt in a- 
liance with the Emperors of Trapezond,and other Grecian Princes. But when the 
Turk had potteft himfeMfe ofall the confining nations, they became histributaries: 
paying for the fame the annuall fumme of foure thoufand Duckets. Dominicus 
Catalufius, hauing furprifed his elder brother, and deliuered himto Baptista a Ge- 
noefe, partaker of the confpiracie , andafter hauing murthered him inuefted him- 
felfinthe foueraignitie. The latt & wickedeft Prince of that family.For Mahomet 
the Great, in the yeare 1462. incenfed againft him, as well for harbouring the Pi- 
rats of Italyand Spaine, who foldto himtheir flaues , and gaue him part of their 
booty,as for the execrable murther of his brother; pafling into 4/fa with nora- 
boue two thoufand Janizaries (but followed by an hiidred faile of thips & gallics) 
came by land to Pofidium, ouer againit Lesbos : whither tranf{ported, fe ouer-ran 
the whole Iland ; and befieged the Prince inthe Citie of A@itylen; who after {e- 
uen and twenty dayes fiege furrendred the fame,together with all the trong forts 
of the Iland; vpon condition that he fhould giue him fome other countrey equall 
vntoitin value: whereunto by folemneoathhe obliged himfelfe. But the faith- 
lefle Turk pofleft of his prey,commanded the Prince to remoue to Conftantinople: 
puts a {trong garrifon into the city; and diftinguifhed theinhabitants according to 
their degrees , the better fort he leadeth away with him, giueth away thofe ofthe 
middle condition, (afterward fold as they do fheepein markets,) and leauethbe- 
hind the dregs of the peopletotheir own arbitrement, as dangerlefle,and vnpro- 
fitable:referuing to himfelf eight hundred boyes & virgins,excelling the reftboth 
in birth & beauty. But deferued vengeance would not fo relinquifhthe fratricide; 
caft not long after into prifon,vponthis occafion. A youth that had efcaped out 
of the great Turks Serraglio, was by him\entertained at cMitylen; whom he had 
conuerted to the Chriftian religion , and after notwithftanding moft wickedly 


contaminated. Vnmindfull of him in this tempeft of calamities , he had left him . 


behind him:when after, being prefented to the Emperor for his admirable bean- 
ty,he was knowne,and the Prince clapt vp as his inueigler, Now cuery day expe- 
cting the executioner, for his fafery he abiured his Sauiour : whereuponcircum- 
cifed,and vefted by the Great Turke, he was fet at liberty. Tcodearea purchafe 
far fo fhort a breath: imprifoned againe foone after, and finally ftrangled. This I- 
land in fuch fort fubiected tothe Turkifh obedience, at this day fo continueth:in- 
habited forthe moft part by Grecians.~ All thatis left ofthe City of Uitylen, 
which deferueth obferuation,is the Caftle, exceeding ftrong, and manned byan 
able garrifon,and the Arfenall for gallies : whereof diuers are here kepr continu- 
ally to fcowre thefe feas, infefted greatly by Pirars. 

Onthe one and twentieth of September the winds grew contrary: and the feas 
(though not rough)too rough to be brooked by fo finalla veffell; nobigger , and 
likein proportion toa Grauef-end tilt.boate, Yet rowing vnder the fhelter of the 
Jand,we entredthe gulph of Calonus : they hoping tohaue found fome purchafe 
abouta fhip caft there away but alittle before , divers of them leapt into the fea, 
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8 Lesbos. Liste 
and diuifig vnto the bottome,ftayed there fo long as if it had bene their habitable 
element. And without queftion they exceed all others in that facultie; trained 
thereunto from their childhood: and he the excelJenteft amongft them that can 
beft performe it:Infomuch, that although worth nothing, he fhall be proffered in 
mariage the beft endowed, & moft beautiful virgin of their Nand. For they gene- 
rally get their lining by thefe fponges, gathered from the fides ofrocks about the 
bottome of the Streights; fometimes fifteene fachom vnder water. A happy peo- 
ple, that liue according to nature ; and want nor much, in thatthey couet but lit- 
tle. Their apparel no other then linnen breeches;ouer that afmocke clofe girt yn= 
to them witha towel;putting onfometimes when they go afhore, long fleeueleffe 
coates of home-fpun cotten, Yet their backs need not enuie their bellies: Bifcor, 
Oliues, Garlicke, and Onions being their principall fuftenance. Sometimes for 
changethey will {cale the rocks for Sampier, and fearch the bottome of the leffe 
deepe {eas fora certaine little fifhGif1 may fo callityfhaped likea burre,and named 
by the Italians, Ricedo. Their ordinary drinke being water:yet once a day they will 
warme their blouds with a draught of wine, contented as well withtiys, as thofe 
that with the rarities of the earth do pamper their voracities.

Vpon the two and twentieth of September, the winds continuing contrary; wee 
buta little fhortened our tourney. Defcryinga {mall faile that made towards vs, 
and thinking them to be pirats, wee rowed backe by the fhore with all poffible 
ipeed. Inthe ecuening we returned to the place that we fled from. When going 
afhore, one attired likea woman, lay grouelling onthe fand , whilftthe reft skipe 
about him ina ring, muttering certaine words , which they would make me be- 
Jeeue were preualent charmes toalter the weather to their purpofe. Onthe three 
and twentieth we continued weather-bound , remouing after it grow darke vnto 
another anchorage: acuftome they held, left obferued by day from fea or fhoare, 
they might by night be furprifed.We lay ina little Bay, and vnder acliffe; where 
not one of vs but had his fleepe interrupted by fearefull dreams,he that watched 
affirming that he had feene the diuel :fo that ina great difmay we put from fhore 
aboutmid-night. But whether it proceeded from the nature of the vaporous 
place,or that infeftedby fome fpirit,I leaueto decide.It is reported of alittle roc- 
kic land hard by, named formerly e4x, andfacred vato Neptune (whereof me 
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Lisa Tenedos. Troje ip 
haue {poken fomething already ( thatnone could fleepe vpon it for being diftur- 
bed with apparitions. 

Onthe foure and twenticth the fea grew calme, and we proceeded on our voy- 


age. Towards euening we went afhore on the firme of Afia for frefh water, 
and camethat night vnto Tewedos:

And fo it isat this day: to which adioyneth the rowne fo named, with a Caftle of 
No great importance, This Iland containeth in circuite not aboue ten miles > Te- 
moued but fiue from the Sigean fhore; rifing into around mountaine towaras 
the North; thereft lenell , and producing exceeding {trong wines, which de- 
clare the inhabitants tobe Grecians. Firft it was called Lucophryn ; then Tenedos, 
of Tenes the fonne of Cycnus,who reigned in Colonea City of Troas. Itis faid , thar 
accufed by his ftep. mother (in renenge of her repulfes) for proffering that which 
fhe inceftuoufly fought, his father put him into a cheft, & threw him into the fea: 
being borne by a tempeft vnto this Hand,and fo admirably deliuered;where from 
that timeforward he reigned. And becaufe aMufician was of the conf{piracie 
“with his mother, he madea law, that no Mufician fhould enter the temple which 
he had built, andconfecratedto pollo Sminthisthe protector of this Iland, as 
appeareth by the inuocation of Chry/és :

But certaineitis, that Tenes came hither, and peopled it, being defolate before: 
Inthe wars of Troy he was flaineby Achilles. And for thathe wasa init Prifice, 
full of worthand magnanimtitie, they honoured him after his death with facrifices 
anda Temple: wherein it was not lawfull fo muchas to mention Achilles. 
With the morning they renewed their labour, rowing along the chalky fhore 

ofthe leffer Phrygia. Now againtt Cape Ianizari ( defirousto fee thofe celebrated 
fields where once ftood Idumthe glory of Afa, that hath afforded to rareft wits 
fo plentifullan argument ) with much imporninity and promife of reward (it be- | 
ing a matter of danger ) Igotthem to fermea fhore. When accompanied with . 
two or three ofthem, we afcended the not high Promontory , leuell aboue, and | 
crownd witha ruinous City whofe imperfeé wals do fhew to the featheir anti. ft 
quitie.

{tome was in funerals : facrificing to the ghoft of his kinfman , whom he reputed | 
moft happy, that had fuch a trumpet as Homer, to refound his vertues, rE

uer Scamander on the Nimph Idea, Him fucceeded Dardanus the fonne of tupiter 
and Eleétra,the daughter of Atlas , and wife to Coritws King of Hetruria, who fly- 
ing ftaly forthe death ofhis brother Lafiws, firft planted in Samotbracca, and after- 
ward remouing hither, efpoufed Batea the daughter of Teucer , and inher right 


poffeffed this kingdome. Whofe of-fpring is thus related by Aincas:

not cofenting tothe Rape of Helena ) who forbare to damnifie both his perfon 
and fortunes. Whereupon fufpected it was, that he betrayed the City. But the 
prophefie that Homer makes of him in the perfon of Neptune, then readieto be 
done to death by Achilles, in my opinion is a teftimonie for Virgil:

Paufanias reports from the mouthes of the Alolians , who re- 

peopled reedified Ilium; how that the armor of CAchilles (the caufe of his mad- 

nefle and felfe- laughter) was, after the fhip-wracke of 7 /y/fes,throwne vp by the 

fea vponthe bafis of his monument,

Twixt thefetwo Capes there lycth a fpacious vally. Neerer Sigenm wasthe ftati. 
on for the Grecia nauie : butneerer Retenm the river Sémois (now called Szmores) 
difchargeth it felfe into the Helle (pont. Vhis draweth his birth from the top of Ida, 
the higheft mountaine of Phrygia: lying Eaftward from hence;and refembled, for 
that ic hath many feet, vnto a certaine rough worme, which is called Scolopendra : 
approching the fea not farre fhort of Mitylen, and ftretching Northwardto the 
leffer Myfia. Famous for thetudgement of Parés, and pregnancy in fountaines: 
from whence defcend foure riuers of principal! repute; ABfopas and Granicus 
(made memorable by 4lexanders victory, ) thefe turne their ftreames to the 
North: Simoisand Scamander that regard the Agesm. Two not farre difioynin 
vallies there ate that {tretch to each other,and ioynein an ample plaine(the thea- 
ter of thofe fo renowned bickerments ) where ftood that ancient dlini, if not fors 
tunate, not inglorious, nor vnreuenged, | 


Old Troy by Grecks twice fackt : twice new Greece ried Bis vetus euerfinn eft Argiuls ion

Through thefe fore-named vallies glide simezs,and diuine Scamander :fonamed ; 
faith Homer, by men; but Zanthus by celeftials. Zanthiws, in that the fheepe that 
drunke thereof had their fleeces conuterted into yellow , according to rsstotle: 
Scamander of Scamander who therein drowned himfelfe. Of this riuer the y made 
a Deitie, and honoured it with facrifices. It was an ancient cuftome amoneft the 
Troian virgins,for fuchas were forthwith to bee married , to bathe themfelues 
therein, and with thefe words to inuocate the Riuer :

So that on atime one Cimonan Athenian (for the Athenians were mixed with the 
Trotans) being inloue with Callirrhoe a Lady of principal! parentage , now berro- 
thed to another,crowned his head with reeds , and hid himfelfc in the fedges ad- 
ioyning: when vpon her finging of that vfed verfe, he leapt out of the couert,and 
replying moft willingly , by conftraint deflonred her:vpon which occafion, that 
folemnitie was abrogated. Necrer the fea it ioyneth with Simois: there it fhould 
feeme where Achilles was fo ingaged by the waters. 


Nor fhrunke Scamander,but inrag dthe more , 
A climing billove high in airevp-bore. 

And with an ont-crée filuer Simos thus 
Exborteth : Come, deare brother , now let vs 
Our forces ioyne exc. 


and proceeding, doe make certaine lakes and marifhes. Thefe riuers, though now 
poore in ftreames,are not yet fo contemptible,as made by Belloniws : who perhaps 
miftaketh others for them, ( there being fundry riuolets that defcend from the 
mountaines) as by all likelihood he hath done the fite ofthe ancient Troy. For the 
ruines that arenow fo perfpicuous , and by him related , doe ftand foure miles 
South-weft from the forefaid place, defcribed by the Poets, and determined of 
by Geographers:feated ona hanging hill , and too neere the nauall ftationto af- 
foord a field for fuch difperfed enconnters , fuch long purfuites , interception of 
{couts, (then when the Troéaus had pitched ne:rer the navie) and executed ftrata- 
gems, as is declared to haue hapned betweenthe Sea and the City.Thefe reliques 
do fufficiently declare the greatnes of the latter , and not a little the excellencie. 
The walls(as Bellowius, but more largely deferibeth it )confifting of great {quare 
{tone , hard, blacke, and {pongie, in diuers places yet ftanding, {upported onthe 
infide with pillars about two yards diftant one from another, and garnifhed once 
with many now ruined turrets : containing a confufion of throwne downebuil- 
dings,with ample cifternes for the receit of raine;it being feated ona fandie foile, 
and altogether deftitute of fountaines. Foundations here are of a Chriftian tem- 
ple;and two towers of marble,that haue better refifted the furie of time ; the one 
on thetop ofa hill, and the other neerer the fea in the valley. From the wall ofthe 
Citic another extendeth ( fupported with buttrefles, partly ftanding, and partly 
throwne downe)well nigh vnto Zdazand then turning, is {aid to reach tothe gulph 
of Satelia, about twentie miles diftant. Halfe amile off, and weft of thefe ruines, 
oppoling Tevedss, are the hot water baths,heretofore adorned, and neighboured 
with magnificent building: the way thither inclofedas it were with fepulchers of 
marble,many of the like being about the Citie, both of Greeks and Latins, as ap- 
peareth by thefeuerall characters. Two baths there be; the one choked with rub- 
bidge,the other yetin vfe, though vnderafimple couerture. But now theruines 
bearenot altogether that forme leflened daily by the Turkes,whocarried the pil- 
lars and {tones vnto Constantinople to adorne the buildings of the great Ba//as ; as 
they now do from Cyzécws. This notable remainder of fo noble a City was once 
a {mall village of the /lians For the rlians , after the deftruétion of that famous L 
lium, often {hitting the feate of the new, here fixtit at laft, as isfaid, by the aduice 
ofan Oracle; containing one onely contemptible Temple dedicated to Minerwa, 
at fuch time as Alescander came thither; who then offered vp his fhield, and tooke 
downe 
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downe another (that which hee vied inhis fightes ) enriching the temple with 
gifts, and honouring the towne with hisname:exem pting ir from tributejand de- 
termining vpon his returne to erect in ita fumptuous temple, to infticute facred 
games,and to make it a great Citie. But Alexander dying, Ly fimachus tooke vpon 
him that care : who immured tt witha wall containing fortiefurlongs in eircuites 
yet fuffered itto retaine the name of Alexandria. After itbecame a Colony, and 
an Vniuerfitie ofthe Romanes, of no meane reputation. Fimbria the Queftor ha- 
uing in afedition flaine the Conful Valerius Flaceus in Bitbynta, and making him- 
felf Captain of the Romaze armice, the citizens refuling to receiue him, asa robber 
and a Rebell, befieged this Citie, and in eleuen dayes tooke it, who boafted thar 
he in cleuen dayes haddonethat, which Agamemnon with fiue hundred faile of 
fhips and the whole Greeke nation, could hardly accomplifh in ten yearés. To 
whom an I/iananfwered , That they wanted an Heéfor to defend them, Pieces of 
ruines throughout thefe plaineslic euery where fcattered. 
Returning againc to our barke, hard by onthe left hand left we Jmbrins, now 
called Lembro, oncefacred to Adercury: and not farre beyond Lemnos famous for 
the febulous fall of Pulcan.

that he brake his thigh with a fall froni a horfe onthe fide of a hill, which atthis 
day beareth his name. The earth in that place thereupon receiuing thofe excel- 
lent vertues ofcuring of wounds, topping of fluxes,expulfing poyfons,&c. now 
called TerraSigillita, in that {ealed: and there onely gathered. In regard of the 
quality of this earth which is hor,the Iland was confecrated to Yudcan,who figni. 
ficth fire. For the Ancient expreffed vnder thefe fables , as well the nature of 
things,as manners of perfons.And now, fo heretofore in the digging thereof they 
vied fundry ceremonies:ceremony which giueth repute vnto things in themfelues 
but triuiall.Ie was wont to be gathered by the Priefts of Venus:;who amogtt other 
rites , did mingle the earth with the bloud ofa Goate ( printing the litele pellets 
whereinto diuided,with his forme)which was facrificed vnto her. Theneglec of 
this her honour by the women of the Iland, was thecaufe, as they fable, of their 
goate-like fauour: fo that loathed by their husbands ( who fhortly after making 
wars vpon the Thracéans,had efpoufed their captiues)and burning with a woman- 
ly {pleen, in onenight they maffacred them al together with their concubines;af: 
ter murdering their owne children, left they in time to come fhould reuenge the 
bloud of their fathers: and fo extinguifhed the whole generation. This hill lyeth 
South of the ruines of that ancient Hepheftta which gaueaname vnto Valean, and 
about three flight-fhots remoued. Betweene which ftandeth Sogiraza little Chap- 
pell frequented by the Greeke Coloseros vponthe fixt of Auguft: where they begin 
their

their orifons , and from thence afcend the mountaine to open the veine from 
whence they produce it,which they do with great preparations & folemnitiesac- 
companied with the principall Turkes of the Hand. That which couereth it, being 
remoued by the labour of wel-nigh fifty pioners; the Priefts take out as muchas 
the Cadce doth thinlgfor that yeare fuffiicient, (left the price fhould abate by reafon 
of the abundance ) to whom they deliuer it:and then clofe it vp in fuch fort,as the 
place where they dig’d,is not to be difcerned. The veine difcoucred,this precious 
carth,as they fay, doth arife like thecafting vp of wormes; andthat only during a 
part ofthat day ; fo that it isto be fuppofed rather,that they gather as much as the 


i hy = 


{ame will affoord them. Certaine bags thereofare fenttothe great Turke:the ret 

they fellcofwhich [hane feen many cups at Conftantinople: ) butthat which is fold 

te the Merchants, is made into little pellets, and fealed with the Tur kifh character. 

The ceremonies in the gathering hereof, were firftinducted by the Venetians. 
And now weentred the Hele/pont, 
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fo called of Helle the daughter of Athamas King cf Thebes , and filter of Phryxus: 
who, flying the {tratagems of their ftep-mother Jo, was drowned therein. Boun- 
ded onthe left hand with the Thracian Cher fonefus(vulgarly call’d $.Georges arme) 
a pentnfula pointed to the Southweft: whereon ftood the Sepulcher o Hecuba, 
called Cynoffema, which fignifietha Dog: fainedtg hauebin meramorphofed into 
one, in regard of her impatiency. She in the diuifion of the Trosan captiues , con- 
temned,derided,and auoided of all, fellto the hated fhare of 7/y/feswhen to free 
her felfe from fhame and captiuitie, fheleapt into the Hellefpont. But Dittws Cre- 
tenfis faith, thatdiftraéed with her miferies,and execrating the enemy , was 
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Li Bale Seftos. Abydos. 2$ 
laine by them, and buried in the aforefaid promontory. Onthe right hand ,/the 
Helle/powt isconfined withthe leffer Phrygia. Itdiuideth Europe from Affa yin fun- 
dry placesnot aboue amile broad, in length about fortie » (now called thechan- 
nell of Con Stanténopleyand hauing a current that fetceth into Fizeum: atrade-wind 
blowing either vp or downe, which when contrary tothe {tfeame, doth excee- 
dingly incenfe ir, the mountaines on each fides are clothed with Pines, from 
whence much pitch is extracted. 

Three leagues aboue the entrance,and at the narroweft of this Straight, ftand 
Seitosand Abydos ; oppofiteto each other: formerly famous for the vnfortunate 
lones of Hero and Leander , drowned inthe vacompaffionate furges , and fung by 
Mufens. Here Xerxes, whofe populousarmy drunke rivers dry, and made moun- 


taines circumnauigable, is faid to haue paft ouer into Greece vpon a bridge of 
boates.

But how return'd ? Difmaid, through bloud-ftaind {eas Sed qualis reBjt? Nempe vnanaue 
With one boate,flopt by floring carcaffes. Fluibus & tarda per denfa cadaue- 
ra prora. 7 dens, Y 
Abydos ftands in CA fia, which the Adilefians firtt founded by the permiftion of 
Gyges King of Lydia,vnto whom allthe country was fubie@. ‘Taken bythe Turke 
in the reigne of Orcanes , {ucceflor vnto Ottaman , thoughthe treafon of the Go- 
ucrnors daughter;who likeanother ScyWa,bewitched withthe perl6 of Abdurach- 
man,and his valour, often feene from the towers ofthe Caftle , as heapproched ' ie 
necrethe wall, threw downealetter tied vntoa ftone, wherein fhee manifefted if 
_her affection; and promifedthe deliuery ofthe Caftle, if he would perfwade the a 
Generall to remouc his fiege, and returne himfelfe in the dead of the night, and Mat 
follow her dire@ions.The defendants ouer-ioyed at the enemies departure,drink ! 
freely,and fleep foundly; when Abdurachman comming witha felected crue, was 
et in by hisattending Louer, who conduéted him to the gates, where he fluethe qi 
drowfte guard, and fet them opento his followers, furprifing the Captaine in his i 
bed, whom hecarried away prifoner, and fortified the place with Mahometans. Hid 
Sestos {tands in Europe,though neuer great,yet ftrongly built,and once the princi. me 
pall city of the Cherfonefus :afterward defaced, a Hae was built inthe rome 


thereof,

thereof. Abydos is feated vpon a low leuell ; and Sesfos on the fide ofa mountaine, 
yet defcending to the fea: both bordering the fame with their Caftles; whereof 
the former is foure fquare,the other triangular. Terrible towardsthe {ca,in regard 
ofthe number and huge proportion of the Ordnance planted leuell with the wa- 
ter. Moreouer kep@by {trong garrifons : yet nothing lefle then inuincibie,by rea- 
fon ofthe other-peering mountaines that backe the one, and flender fortification 
ofthe othertoland-ward. Thefe at this day are vulgarly called the Caftles. All 
thips are fuffered to enter,that by their multitude and appointment do threaten 
no inuafion; but not to returne without fearch and permiffion: of which we fhal] 
{peake in the procefle of our lournall. A little beyond we paft by the rnines of a 
Caftle, which the Turkifh Carmafals and gallies {till failing by, falute wich their 
Ordnance, it being the firft fort by them taken in Europe,whocall it Zembenic.Sur- 
prifed by Solyman,the eldeft fonne of the forefaid Orchanes: who pafling the He/- 
lefpout by night,conducted by a Greeke, whom he had taken before, by means ofa 
dung-hill which furmounted the wail, with facilitie entred it; the inhabitants nog 
dreaming that they could haue paft into Ewrope, (who had made vpon the fodaine 
certaine little boates for that purpofe , yet more generally faid to betranfported 
by the Genoe/es for aducketa head )being difperfed in their vineyards,and treading 
their corne,whichthey accuftome to do by nighr in thefe countries. The beforted 
Grecians (a prefage of their approaching ruine) being fo far from endeauouring a 
recouery , that they iefted at the lofle, and faid that they had but taken a hogs-ftie, 
alluding co the name, called Cotrédocaftron. That night we came to €alipoly,fome 
zwenty miles diftant: and thruft into a little hauen North ofthe towne, but onely 
capable of finall veffels. 
_ Callipoly isa Citic of the Cherfonefus, feated at the bottom ofa Bay ; fo fhallow, 
that fhips do there vfually anchor,as throughout the whole Helle/pont. Some con. 
uerting C into G,do coiecture that it was called Gallipoly of the Gaulesthat oner-ra 
thofe countries, vnder the conduct of Brennus, a Brittain (if our Chronicles erre 
not) and brother to Belzmus. But in that a Greeke furname, it leemeth todenie the 
receit thereof from a forreiner.Paufanias makes mentionofone Callipolis,the yon- 
ger fonne of Calcothous, whohad{ent Echopolis his elder brotherto afiit Meleager 
inchafe of the Bore of Caledox. Echopolis there {laine,and the newes ther€of firft 
comming to Calizpolw; inarage he ran into thetemple, and threw the wood from 
the altar,his father then facrificing to Apollo:who thinking that it had bene incon. 
tempt of his facrifice, ftrucke out his braines witha fire-brand ; and fo depriued 
himielfe of pofterity. Calipolis maketh a faire fhewa farre off; butentred, is no- 
thing leflethenic promifed: a part thereof poffeffing the fhore , andthereft the 
rifing ofthe mountaine : vnwalled,and without either citadell or fortreffe. Alon 
the fhore,there are diuers dry ftations for gallies.On the South fide ofthe City in 
a litle plaine,are fundry round hils;the fepulchers,as they fay, of certaineThraciaz 
kings:for fuch was the ancient cuftome of buriall. The countrey aboue, is cham- 
pionand not barren;butrarely inhabited. The infinite number of Turkifhgraues 
by the high-way fides*€zadioyning hils, do fhew it to haue bene plentifully inha- 
bited by them,and of along continuance ;, itbeing the firft Citie that they tooke 
in Exrope,vnder the leading ofthe aforefaid Solyman, in the yeare 1358. Hereis a 
Ferry fortranfportatio into Afia. Greeks and lewes,together with the Turks, do ine 
habit the towne, andare admitted their Churches and Synagogues. Here alfo 
isa Monaftery of Romith Friers,of the order of S.. Anguffine one of them being

atthis time (but not dwelling in the Conent ) the Franke Contul; whole office is 
to difpatch,and difchargethe dues of al Chriftians fhips, not fubiectto the Grand 
Siguter, and adinitted free trading, below atthe Caftles. To his houfe I repaired, 
with hope of fome refrefhment after my wearifome voyage: buthe then from 
home, I was forced to returne to my water-bed ; there being no Innes for enter- 
tainment throughout inhofpitall Turkées yeristhistowne well furnifhed with all 
forts of prouifion. Whatis here fold by the Greeks , youmay agree for ona prife: 
but the Turkes will receiue your money and giue you aquantitic forir, according 
totheir owne arbitrement;but truly enough, and rather exceeding, then fhort of 
your expectation. For two or three Afpers(whereof twenty are neere vpon a fhil. 
ling) a butcher will curoffas much mutton(for they deuide it not into ioynts ) as 

will well fatisfe three though hungry : whichthey carrieto the cooks,who make 

no moreado, but {flicing it into little gobbets, prick irona prog of iron,and hane 

itinafornace. Derided , and flurted at by diners of the bafer people, atnight we 

returned to our Bark. And departing the next morning, were forthwith met with 

acontrary wind, which droue vs to the fhelrer of'a Rock not far from the towne: 

where we abodeall that day , and the night enfuing ; they opening and wafhing 

part of their {ponges: which layd on the fhore, by the bulke you would haue 

thought to haue bina fraught for a pinnace; which ftiued into facks > When wer, 

were beftowed vnder the fide benches and croffe bankes of their little veflell, 

On the feuenand twentieth of September, before day we left the fhore,and af: 
ter awhile entred the Propontacke {ea : confined with Thrace onthe one fide , and 
with Bsshynia onthe other: loyning to the Euxinefea by the Sireights of Bofphox 
rus,as it doth to the Aigean by the Hellefpont. Itisatoo & 50. furlongs in length, 
and almoft oflike latitude; fothatthofe which fuile in the midde(t » may difcry 
from all parts the enuironing land: callednow Mar de Afarmore by the Italians: 
of Marmora, alittle, but high Land, which ftandech again{t the mouth of the Hel- 
lefpont,and in fight of Calpoly : at whofe South fide that night wearriued, 

This Hand wasanciently called proconefus,the countrey of CAriflens,a famous 
Poct, that flourifhed in the dayes of Cre/ws,and a notable iugeler; who dyin 2 (or 
{o feeming to do ) his body could be no where found by his triends that were af. 
fembled to bury him. It had two Cities of that name, the Old and the New: the 
former built by the builders of Abydos.Celebrated for excellent quarries of white 
marble; and therefore now called Marmora: where anumber of poore Chriftian 
flaues do hew ftones daily for that magnificent Mufque which is nowa building at 
Conftantinople by this Su/tan.Ithath a {mall village towards the North, with a ha- 
uen, peopled by Greeks. The foile apt for vines, and not deftitute of corne: affoor- 
ding allo paftorage for goats, whereof they haue plenty. Incredible numbers of 
partridges, like to thofé of Sic, here run onthe rockes, and fliechiding about the 
vineyards. Hauing climbed the mountaines, fteepe towards the fea, we gotrothe 
towne,and bought vs fome victuals. At night we returned to our boate which lay 
inan ob{cure Bay , where they {pent the next day in wafhing the refidue of their 
{ponges : whileft I and my Interpreter {pent our time on the top of the mountain 

in the vineyards; not well pleafed with this their delay, now more attecting their 
eafethen when without the Hellepont : being rid of that feare (for no Pirat dare 
venterto come within the Caftles ) which had quickned their expedition. In the 
euening we defcended: where we found the Patrone lying on bis backe vpon a 
rocke,al dropping wet:{peechlefle,and sug ng with deathto our feeming. ung 
2 GrEeeKes 
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Greeks together by the cares, euery one with his fellow : fome inthe boate, and 
fome vponthe fhoare. Amongftthe reft there wasa blind man , who had married 
ayong wife that would not let him lie with her; and thereupon had vaderraken 
this iourney tocomplaine vnto the Patriarch. fle hearing hisbrother cry out at 
the receipt of a blow; guided tothe place by the noife, and thinking with his 
ftaffe to haue ftruckethe ftriker ; laid ir on with fucha force, that meeting with 
nothing but aire, and not able to recouer himfelfe, hee fellinto the fea: and 
with much difficultie was preferued from drowning. The clamor increafed with 
their contentions :and anon the Patrone ftarting vp , as if of a fuddenreftored to 
life, like a mad manskips into the boate,and drawing a 7: urkifh Cymiter , begin- 
nethto lay about him (thinking that his veifell had bin furprifed by Pirats,) when 
they all leapt into thefea; and diving vnder water like fo many Diuc.dappers, af 
cended withoutthe reach of his fury. Leaping a fhore,he purfues my Greek,whom 
feare had made too nimble for him ; mounting afteepe cliffe, which at another 
time hecould haue hardly afcended. Then turning vpon me onely armed with 
ftones,as God would haue it, he ftumbled by the way ; andtherelay likea ftone 
fortwo houres together: that which had made them fo quarrelfome being now 
the peace-maker;hauing caft che fetters of fleepe vpontheir-diftemperarures. For 
it being proclaimed death to bring wine vnto Conffantinople, and they loth to 
powre fuch good liquor into the fea, had made their bellies the ouercharged vef- 
els, When the Patron awaked,and was informed by my Greek how he had vied 
me, and withall of my refolution (which was rather to retirevnto the towne,and 
there expecta paflage, thanto commit my fafety vnto {uch people) he came vnto 
me,and kiffed me,as did the reft of his companions, (ateftimony amongftthem 
of good willand fidelitie ) and fo inforced me aboord. The windes thenext day 
blew frefhand fauorable. That night wecame to anchor a little below the feuen 
Towers:and betimes in the morning arriuedatthe cuftome- houfe. Then croffing 
the hauen, I landed atGalata, and fo afcended the vines of Pera: where by §S ir 
Thomas Glouer, Lord Embaflador for the King, [was freely entertained s:abiding 
in his houfe almott for the fpace of foure moneths.Of whom without ingratitude 
and detraction I cannot but make an honorable mention. 

Pau(anias King of Sparta, that is{aidto haue built, did but re-edifiethis Citie? 
then called Byzantinm of Byza thefounder,and taken by affaule buta little before 
from the Perfians. A while after he fendeth for Cleonice the daughter of an hono- 
rable Byzaxtine,with purpofe to haue abufed her: who vainely wafting tearesand 
intreaties, defires chat for modefties fake , thelights might beextinguifhed. The 
time delayed by her lingring addreffe,he falleth afleep:and fuddenly awaked with 
her ominous ftumbling, then comming vnto him, ftarts vp, misdoubting fome 
treafon, and ftrikes her to the heart witha dagger. Haunted by her ghoft, or tho- 
row the terrors of his guilt fo perfwaded,cuer founding in his eares this faying:

he was forced to repaire vnto Heraclea; where the fpirits of the deceafled, by cer- 
taine {pels & infernall facrifices were accuftomedto be raifed. Which performed 
the ghoft of Cleoniceappeared , and told him that foone after his arriuall at Syahbe 
his trouble fhould end. Which did with his life: mewed vp by the Ephor7 inet 
Temple of Adinerna, (where he had taken fanctuary:) condemned by them for the 
3 inten-

intended betraying of his countrey vato Xerxes. Byzantium from that time for- 
ward grew famous, and held an equall reputeamongtt the principall Cities: three 
yeares befieged ere taken by the Emperor Severys : andat laft made Soucraigne 2%. 
ofthe reft by the Emperor Conflantine. Who detetting the afcent of the Capiroll, 
tue Senate, and the people; amplified the fame, called it Constantinople, and made rhe Turke call 
it the feate of his Empiresenduing it withthe priniledges of Rome; the Citizens of # Th Fg 
one being free ofthe other, and capable of the dignities of either. But the chiefe 7™0/ “ 
caufe of his remoue was, that by being neere, and drawing into thofe parts his larsecisie 
principal forces , the Empire towards the Eaft might be the better defended, then 
greatly annoyed by the Perfians. The diuine determination hauing fo appointed 
or permitted, that way may be giuen to the {pirituall vfurper: and to reftore to 
the Wefterne worldtheir temporall freedome , by withdrawing of the legions, 
in the abfence ofthe Emperors;by the fucceeding diuifion, & confequent fubuer- 
fion of that Empire. He intended firft to haue built at Chalcedon, onthe other fide 
of the Thracian Bofphorus; in view ofthis, and alittle below it: whereotthe Mega- 
vtans were the builders. Called blind by the oracle, for that, firft arrining ac thar 
place, they made choife of che worfe, and leffé profitable fite : the fith ( efpecial 
ly the Twnaie bred in the lake of Afeotss, whichexceedingly enriched the ByXan- 
tines) that came out of the Ewxine fea, being driven tothe contrary fhore by the 
iireame, and frighted by the whitenes of the cliffes from the other. And euen at 
this day fith of fiidry kinds,at fundry times,in incredible multitudes are forced by 
the aforefaid current intothe hauen; when many entring far in, and meeting with 
the frefh, as if inebriated, turne vp their bellies,and arc taken. It is reported, tha 
whenthe workmen begantolaytheplatforme at Chalcedox, how certaine hagles 
conucyed their lines to the other fide of the Streight, and let them fall right ouer 
By<aatinm «whereupon the Emperor altered his determination, and built his Cj- 
tic where as now it ftandeth, as ifappointed to do foby the Deity. Finifhed it was 
onthe eleuenth of May , inthe yeare 331. andconfecrated to the bleiled Virgin, 
Rome he bereft of her ornaments, to adorne it: fetqhing from thence in one yeare 
more antiquities, thentwentic Emperors had brought thither before inan hun- 
d rea. Amoneft the reft,that huge Obelisk of Theban marble,called Placaton by the 
Greeks, (formerly brought out of-e£eypt) and erected itinthe Forum , witha bra- 
zen ftatue of antique and Dedalian workmanfhip,fer vpon the topofa Columne, 
and called by his name, (but fuppofed to bethe counterfeit of Apollotranilated fr6 
Jlinm)throwne downe by a violent winde in the raigne of Alexis. This place was 
alfo beautified with the Troian Palladinm; an image of Pallas three cubits high: ia 
the right hand holding a fpcare,inthe lefta{pindle, and appearing as if it walked: codonicus jes 
which fhe gaue,as they fain, vnto Dardanusin dowry with her daughter Chyy fas, 1 Augde cia, 
By dlas remoued Ynto tliwm, it was told them by an Oracle,that as long asitinclu- 4"? eae 
ded the fame,the Citic fhouldremainc inexpugnable. Whereuponit was placed Paufamas — 
inthe moftfecre’ part of the Temple ,andanother made likeit, exhibited to the bel WF hots 
view :ftolne after from thence by Vlyffesand Diomed. Bur the true one together ih phter ot lhe 
with the Troan Penates)was deliuered by Sycasto Aineas, who carriedit with hiay 4 4 Efcwlapins, 
intoJtaly: remoued from Alba longa to Rome ,and plaéedin'the remple’of posta, “4 M2 
Which fet accidentally on fire, Lucins Metellus being then High-prieft,did refcue 
with the loffe of his eyes. 

This Citie by deftinie appointed, and by nagure feated for Soueraigntie, was 
firftthe feate of the Romane Emperors , then.of the Greeke , as now it is of the 
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‘Tranflato imperio , pariter fortuna

It ftands onacape of land neere the entrance of the Bophorus. In forme triangu- 
ral:onthe Eaft fide wafhed withthe fame , and onthe North fide with the hauens: 


adioyning on the Weft to the Continent. Walled with 
mixed orderly : hauing foure and twentie gates and pofterns;wherco 
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Turkifh: built by Conflantine the fon of Helena, and loft by Conftantinethe fonne 
of another Helena (a GregoriethenBifhop, whofe firft Bifhop was a Gregorie) to 
cMahometthe fecond, in the yeare 1453. with the flaughter of her people, and de- 
ftruétion of her magnificent ftructures, The like may be obferucd of the Romane 
Emperors; whofe firtt was Auguftus, and whofe laft was Angajtwlus. So haue they 
a prophefie that Mahomet {halllofe it.

tence: La [lah lela Muhemet re ful AllahvizX. There is but one God, and Mahomet his 


Prophet. Mo Mofquecan haue no morethen one of thefe turrets if not built by an = 
Emperor. But that of Sanda Sophia, once a Chriftian Tem ple, (twife burnt, and 2 
happily, in that fo fumptuoufly reedified by the Emperour Zu/finian) exceedeth 
not onely the reft, by whofe patterne they were framed, but all other fabrickes 
whatfoeuer throughout the whole vniuerfe. A long labour it were to deferibe it 
exadlly : and hauing done, my eyes tharhaue feene it, would but condemne my 
defectiue relation. The principall parethereof rifeth in an ouall:farrounded with 
pillars,admirable for theirproportion, matter and workema 


anfhip. Ouer thofe o- 
thers, thorow which ample galleries, curioufly paued, and arched aboue, haue 


their profpectinto the Tem ple: dignified with the prefence of Chriftian Empe- 
Tors at the time of diuine Seruice ; afcended by them on horfebacke. The roofe 
compact,andadorned with AMofaike painting. An antique kind of worke, compo- 
fed of little {quare pieces of marble; gilded and coloured according to the place 
that they ate toaffume in the figure or ground:which fet together,as if imbofled, 
prefent an vnexpreffable ftatclinefle » and are of a maruellous durance : numbred 
by Pancirollus amongft things thar are loft : but diuers in Italy at this day excellin 
that kind : yet make the parcicles of clay, gilt,and coloured before they beneiled 
by the fire. The reft ofthe Church ; though of another proportion, doth 
tothis with acertaine harmonic. The fides and floore 
marble:vaulted vnderneath, and containing large cifte 
tcr ftom an Aquzdué#. Before the entrance ) there is agoodly Portico; where the 
Chriftians that vifite it vpon curiofitic, as wellas the Turks, do leaue their fhooes 
before they do enter. Within ontheleft hand, thereis a pillar couered withcop- 
per, cucr{weating, I know not why, voleffe in being paft thorowby fome con- |e 
duit) which the Turks wipe off with their handketchers:through avaine fuperfti- a. 
cion perfwaded, thatit is of facred and foueraigne vertue. The dores are curioufl 
cutthrough,, and plated: the wood of one of them fained to bee of the Arke of mn; 
Noe, and therefore left bare in fome places to be kifled by the deuonter people, ie 
Euagrius that lived athoufand yeares fince, affirmeth this Temple to haue bene i 
from Eaft vnto Welt, two hundred and threefcore feete long, and in height | 
one hundred and fourefcore: and Antonius CMenauinus, that inthe dayes of Ba- Sunta; in eo 
Zazet it contained at once fixe and thirtie thoufand Turkes.

Mahomet 
zhe Great, vpon the taking of the City, threw downethe altars,defaced the ima- 
ges, ( ofadmirable workemanfhip, and infinite innumber ) converting it into 2 
Mofque. Toeuery one of thefe principal Azo/ques belong publicke Bagnios , Hof- 
pitals,with lodgings for Santons,and Ecclefiafticall perfons :being endowed with 
competent reuenues. Theinferior Mo/quesare built for the moft part{quare: ma- 





> ny pent-houfd with opengalleries, wherethey accuftome to pray at times extra- 


ordinary :there being inall (comprehending Pera, Scutaré, and the buildings that 
border the Bofphoras) aboutthe number of eight thoufand. 

Butthis of Sophia,isalmoft euery other Friday frequented by the Su/tam being 
neere vnto the fore-front of his Serraglio, which poffeffeth the extremeft point 


ofthe North-eaftangle, where formerly f{tood the ancient ByXamtinm : deuided 


fromthe reft of the City by aloftie wall , containing three milesin circuite ; and 
comprehending goodly groues of Cypreffes entermixed with plaines, delicate 
eardens,artificiall fountaines, all variety of fruite-trees,and whatnot rare? Luxu- 
ry being the fteward , and thetreafure vnexhauftable. The proud Palace of the 
‘Tyrant doth opentotheSouth: hauinga lofty gare-houfe without lights on the 
out-fide,and ingrauen with Arabicke characters, fet forth with gold and azure,all 
of white marble. This leadeth into a {pacious court three hundred yards long, 
and aboue halfe as wide. On the left fide whereof ftandsthe round ofan ancient 
Chappell,containing the Armes that were taken from the Grecéans in the fubuer- 
fion of this City ; andatthe farend of this court afecond gate , hung with fhields 
and Cymiters,doth leade into another full oftall Cyprestrces,lefle large, yet not 
by auch thenthe former. The Cloyfters about it,leaded aboue, and paued with 
ftone,the roofe fupporced with columnes of marble,hauing copper chapters,and 
bafes. Onthe lefthand the Dinamo is kept; where the Baffas of the Port do admi- 
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nifter 1uftice; on that fide confined with humble buildings. Beyond which court 
on the right hand there is a {treet of kitchens: and on the left is the ftable, large e- 
nough for 5 00.horfe:wherethere is now to be feene a Mule fo admirably ftreakc, 
and dappled with white and blacke,and in {uch due proportion,as ifa Painter had 
doneit,not to imitate nature,but to pleafe the eye,and expreffe his curiofitie.Out 
of this fecond courtthere is a paflage intoathird,not by Chriftians ordinarily co 
beentred:{urrotided with the royal buildings, whichthough perhaps they come 
fhort of the /talian , for contriuement, and tinenefle of workmanthip ; yet not in 
coftly curioufnefle,matter,and amplitude, Betweene the Eaft wall(whichalfo fer. 
ueth tora walltothe Citie) & thewater, a fort of terrible Ordnance are planted, 
which threat deftruction to fuchas by fea fhall attempt a violententric or prohi. 
bited paflage. And without onthe North fide ftands the Sultans Cabinct,informe 
ofa fumptuous Summer-houfe;hauing a priuate paflage made for the time of wa- 
xed linnen, from his Serrag/io:;where he often folaceth himfelfe , with the various 
obiects of the hauen : and from thente takes barge to paffe vnto the delightfull 
places ofthe adioyning 4fa. This Palace howfocuer enlarged by the Ostamans, 
was firfterected by Iuftinus:

Now next to thefethe ottaman Manfoleasdo require their regards built allof 
white marble,round in forme, coupled onthe top; and having ftatel y porches, 
Within each isthe tombe of a feuerall Sa/tan,with the tombes ofhis children,thae 
either haue died before him, or haue after bene ftrangled by their tyrannicall bre. 
thren,according tothe Turki/h pietie. The Tombes arenotlonger,nor larger then 
fitting the included bodies, each ofone ftone, higher atthe headthen feete, and 
compaft aboue: without other ornament then couers of greene, and Tur- 
bants laid vpon the ypper ends. Atthe foure corners of thofe of the Sultans, there 
{tand fouretapers of waxe as big asathigh, but not lighted. The floores of the 
monumentsare {pred with carpets: and fome there are that do continually liue 
therein; performing fuch duties of prayers and lamentations, as agreethto their 
cuftomes:at certaine times befprinkled with the teares of their off-{pring. 

TheSouth-eaft angle of this Citicis taken vp by the feuen Towers, called an- 
ciently Ianicula: employed, asthe Tower of London, for aftore-houfe of the Sy]- 
tans treafure and munition:being alfo a prifon for capitall offenders, We omit to 
{peake of the great mens Serrag/zos,that of the women belonging to the deceafled 
Emperors; and that of the Vérgins: the Alberges of Ianizaries; the feucrall Semi- 
naries of Spachies and Géamoglans :the Befeftans (where finer forts of commodities 
are fold)hofpitals,markets of men and women, &c.fince hereafter weare to treat 
of moft of their Orders;the buildings théfelues not meritinga particular defcri p-

Thefe areall the remaines that are left ( or all that areby the Chriftians to bee 
feene,befidesthe relikes of the Palace of Conftantine, now made a ftable for wilde 
beafts ) of fomany goodly buildings, and from. all parts congefted antiquities, 
wherewith this foueraign Citie was in times paft fo adorned, And with them are 
their memories perifhed, For nota Gr eekecan {atisfie the Inquirer inthe hiftorie 
of their own calamities.So fupine negligent arethey,or perhaps fo wife, as of paf- 
fed euils to endeauour a forgetfulnefle. Butto fay fomething of Confantinople in 
eenerall: I thinke there is not inthe world an obieétthat promifeth fo mucha far 
off to the beholders, and entred fo decerueth the expectation: the beft of their 
priuate buildings, inferior to the more contemptible fort of ours.Forthe Turkes 
are nothing curious of their houfes:nc,tonely for that their poffedions are not 
hereditariesbutefteeming itanegregiors folly to erect Luch fumptuous habitati- 
yns,as if here to line for euer ; forgetful. of their graues , and humane viciffitude.

Where withina ftately 
monument, there ftandeth atombe of principall repute in the Mahometan dcuo- 
tion: the fepulcher of Iupe Sultana Santon of theirs, called vulgarly and ridicu- , 
loufly, the fepulcher of Job. To whichthe Captain Ba(fa doth repaire beforehe fers 
forth, and at his returne; there performing appointed oraifons and ceremonies;

(as it hath bin faid before) on the left hand the Exxine fea, with the lake of Meotis, 

inhabited about by multitudes of nations, and entred into by many nauigable ri- 

uers ; whereby whatfoeuer groweth,or is nourifhed in thofe farre diftant coun. | 

tries, is eafily tranfported vnto it: onthe right hand Propentis and the Mid-land , 

fea, (bordered with Navolia, Syria, Aagypt, Africa , Spaine, France,Italy , Greece, 

and Da/watia,with their fruitfull lands yand without, the great Ocean.

negligence in repairing, tempefts , and the matter thatthey confift of, is here alfo 
moft frequent; many (as hathbenefaid ) being built of Sun-dried bricke. And 
although it enioyes a delicate aire,and ferene skies, euen during the winter, when 
the Eaft,the Weit,or South wind bloweth: yet the boyfterous Tramontana, that 
from the blacke Sea doth {weepe his blacke lubftance, here moft violently rages: 
bringing often with irfuch ftormes of{now, that in September I hauefeene the 
then flourifhing trees {fo overcharged therewith, that their branches haue broken: 
accompanied with bitter frofts; which diffoluing , refolue therewith the vafirme 
matter that fuftaines them. Laftly the plague (either hapning through the vice of 
the Clime, or of thofemif-belecuers,or hither brought by the many frequenting 
Nations)for the moft part miferably infefteth this City : increafed by the fuper- 
{tition of the Afabometans : for whom it may be that fomeone amongft vs deri- 
ned thatdamnable doctrine; which coft fo many lives inthe time of our great 
iniection. To thefe addethe {cepter ofa Tyranr,with the infolencie of Slaues:and 
then 6 New Rome, how are thy thus balanced profies and delights to be valued! 

On the other fide of the hauen ( continuall crofled by multitudes of little 
boats called Permagies,and rowed forthe moft part by Agyptiansyttands the city 
Of Galata :{o called as fome write of the Gawles,once the mafters thereof; or as o- 
thers willhaue tt, of Galae, which fignifieth milke, forthat there the Greeks kept 
their cattell; as Pera (another name thereof, ) which fignifieth beyond, in thar 
on the other fide of the hanen ; but more anciently Cornu ByZantinm. Infirme- 
ly walled; yer great , if you comprehend the fuburbs therewith, extending 
fromalong the fhoreto the vpper tops of the mountaines; furpaffing Con/fassiz0. 
ple in her loftie buildings.Built by the Gensef;who boughtit of the Greeke Empe- 
rors, (in their declining eftate poffeft of little more then the regall City, and ticle; 
forthe moft part {uftained by forreine contributions:) & was by them furrendied 
vnto Adahomer the Great,the day after the facking of,Conflantisople. At the Welt 
end thereof the Grand Signiors Gallies haue adry ftation:and at the Eaft end,right 
again{tthe point ofhis Serraglio, called Tophanaand Fundacle, liesanumber of 
great Ordnance voplanted; moft ofthcm the fpoile of Chriftian Cities and for- 
treflcs, as may appeare by their infcriptions,and Imprefles:and many of them of 
an incredible greatneffe. 

Now right againft the mouth of the hauen onthe other fide of the Be/phoras 
ftands Scutari, a towne of Bythinia,fo named of the Gatrifon therekept: and for- 
merly called: Chryfopolss , for that there the Perfians receiued their tribute from 
other Cities of 4jia.An ampletowne,inuironed with goodly Orchards; and ho- 
noured withthencighbourhood ofaroyall Serraglio, Before iton alittle rockea 
good way off from the fhore a Tower is ereéted called the A4siden Tower, wher- 
ofa fable they tel not worththe relating:now feruing as wel fora fort,as a warch- 
tower, hauing in it twentie peeces of Ordnance. And although the Seabe fo deep 
betweene it and the fhore, thata fhip may faile through, yet is it ferued with frefh 
water, fome fay broughtthither by art,l rather think from a natural fountain, sen 
tari fometimes belonged to Chalcedo,once afree City,and feared a littke below it:

This countrie is confined on the North with mount Hemus,called Catena Mundt 
by the Ztalians;on the Eaftit hath the Ponticke , and Propontickefeas ; onthe South 
the Aigean, ioyning on the Welt to Macedonia and the vpet Mefia. Her more 
famous mountaines are, theaforefaid Hemus, Rhodope ftilltopt with{now,and ce- 
lebrated forthe fongs of Orpheus ; Pangeus rich in filuer, and Ma//apws for his high 
fteepe piked rocks to be wondred at, The chiefe riuers are flow Hebrus,falubrious 
Tranus,and troubled Neffus. The chief Cities next vnto this, Wécopolis, Philippi yer 
boafting of her amphitheater, PLilippopolis, Hadrianopolis, Traianopolés , Selymbria, 
Perinthus, Phinopolzs, and Apollonia. Inlength in containeth twentie dayesiourney, 
in latitude feuen, Towards the fea it is inditferent fruitfull,;producing corne,& not 
contemptible wines:but the farther remoued,the leffe profitable;lying ina wilde 
champion, made barren by the bitter cold of the climate. Itis vnder the gouern- 
ment of the Beglerbeg of Greciaswho is alfo called the Beglerbeg of Romans. 

The Ta7ks, now Lords of this Imperiall Citie, (together with the goodlieft 
portion of the earth)arriued at this height of dominion from fo obfcurean origi= 
nal,as the fameis rather coniectured at,then pofitiuely deliuered by any. But cer- 
taine itis, they were a people of Scythia; who forfaking their owne homes, in the 
yeare 844 compelled by famine, or expelled by their neighbours,entred through 
the ftreights of the Ca/pian mountaines,and by ftrong hand pofleft themfelues of 
Armenia the greater;called thereupon Tarcomania, as itis at this day : multiplying 
by the daily acceffion of their countrimen;being in religion Pagans, and living in 
wandring troupes according to the Scythian Nomades. Now the Saracen Empire 
drawing nigha period by the diuifion of the Mabometan Princes; Mahomet Sul- 
tan 
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tan of Perfia,too weake forthe Caliph of Babylon,intreated aide of the Turke. who 
fent him three thoufand fouldiers, vnder the leading of T; anerolipix, the chiefe of 
the SelX#cctaz family, by whofe afliftance he overthrew the Caliph. Yet would he 
compell che Turke to do him further feruice: whereupon a quarrell, and con{e- 
quently a bartell was commenced betweene them. Inwhich, Mahomet mifcarry- 
ing, Tang7olipix by:content of botharmies was elected Sultan. To Perfia he ad- 
ioyned the temporal] turifdiGion of Babylop,haning {ubdued the Caliph : but con- 
tinued the {pirituall to his fucceffor , as {ucceflors vnto their falfe prophet: the 
Turks hauing then embraced the A¢ehometan fuperftition ; which was two hun- 
dred and fourteene yeares after their eruption out of Scythia. Axanfucceeded his 
father Tangrolipix: who vpon agreement with Cutly.cM ues and hiskinfinan (of 
kinnelikewife vnto him ) then inarmes , afligned vnto them the abfolute foue- 
raignty of whatfocuer they could purchafe with their fwords from the Grecian 
Emperour: whoby him aided, {ubdued -edia, much of Armenia, Cappadocia, 
Pontus, Bythinia,and moft of theleffer Afia. Onthe other fide, the sultan gaueto 
Dscatand Melech, two other of his kin{men, the Cities of Damafcus and Aleppo; 
with their territories , to hold of him in chiefe , withwhatfoeuer they could win 
from the Saracens: who fhortly became mafters of the greater part of Syria, 
But foone after beaten out of it (as forthe moft part out of Afiathe lefley by God. 
frey of Bullen, and his Chriftian forces , they were forced toretire intothe more 
Fafterly parts of their dominions:fo that now their declining glories did feemeto 
imitate, or rather exceed their {wiftafcenfionvnto Empire. But they fhortly after 
recouered their loffes in the lefler Afia. For the warlike Solyman (thefonne of 
Cutla-Mufes) that fo with{toed the Wefterne Chriftians, being now dead, Maho- 
met Lucceeded him. Betweenewhom, and Atafut then Sultan of Iconium, there 
befell a war,and forthwithan agreement. But A4afut in fine pofleft of the whole 
Turki(b kingdome in that part of 4fa, dying did diuide it amongft his three fons, 
To Calizafthlan he gauethe regall City of Iconiam, withthe vnder-Prouinces:to 
Tagupafan,Amafta and Ancyra,witn part of Cappadocia, andthe territories adiacent: 
but to Dadune hegaue the ample Cities of Cefaria and Sabaftia , and all the {paci- 
ous countries adioyning : the whole being lately a parcell of the declining Greeke 
Empire. But thefe ambitious brethren, like the fonnes of the Earth > drew their 
{words on eachother. The eldet difpoffeffling Daduame of his patrimony; and tur. 
ning his forces vpon Jagapafan, (who died inthe preparation of that war ) feized 
allo vpon his. Then inuading the adioyning parts of the Empire,ina mortal! bat- 
tel he ouerthrew Ewsanuel Comnneus the valiant,but vnfortunate Emperor;fabdu- 
ing after his death the country of Phrygia,with diuers frontier Cities and Caftles, 
This aged Sultan dying, left behind him foure fonnes, Mafut, Coppatine, Rewcra. 
tine & Caichofroes. Vo Mafuthe bequeathed Amafia, Ancyra, Doryleum, with fan- 
dry other Cities of Pontus :to Coppatine, Melytene,Cafarea,Taxara3to Reucratine, 
Amia{u, Docea,with the fea bordering Cities:but to Caichofrees(befides the regall 
feate of Icovium) Lycasvia,Pampbilia, andthe bordering countries as farre as Co- 
tyaniues, withthe title of Su/tan. Butthefe fell alfo at difeord. For Copparine dying 
foone after, Reucratine and Mafutcontended in armes for his pofleflions. Reverg. 
tine preuailing, inuadeth the Sultan, takes from him Iconium, expelshim out of 
his dominions, and remaincth fole Soucraigne. As thefethus here preuailed, fo 
the raceof Ducat and AMelech before {poken of, recouered all Syréa from the con- 
tentious Chriftians, conducted by the glorious Saladine,hauing alfo ioyned o£. 
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gyptto that empire. Who leftnine fonnes behind ; all murthered butone, by Sa- 
phradine their vnklesand he efcaping by the means of his fathers fauorites, called 
alfo Saphradine,and Sultan of Aleppo. Of that treacherous Saphradine, Meledin Sul- 
tanof Aigypt defcended:and Coradin Sultan of Damafiwsand lerufalem. The migh- 
ty Empire of Sa/adine againe rent in pieces , yet was {till poflefled in parts by the 
Selzuccian family; vntill drinen out of Syria by the Tartars, and difpoflett of AE- 
gypt by the Afamalucks. Butthe Turkifh Empire that was planted in Perfia by Tan- 
grolipix,and in thofe Eafterne countries,after it had continued an hyndred,three- 
{core and ten yeares,was vtterly fubuerted by the Tartars.A fierceand barbarous 
people, dweiling on the North of the mountaine Cancafus : who oppretled by fa- 
mine, atthe perfwafionof one Zingis ,aProphet of theirs, their leader,and hoz 
nored bythem with the ftile of Great Cham, like a violent inundation brake ouer 
thofe mountaines that had for many ages confinedthem , and ouer-fpred all the 
Eaft of Afia, even as farre as the great Ocean. Heccata hisfonne built Quinfay 
in China,and Cambals in Cathai, making the leaft named, the feate of his Empire, 
Diuiding his populous army, fome he fent into the South, fome intothe North, 
{ome into the Weft; who fubdued the Aracofians, Margians, Meades,Perfians,Par- 
thians, Afjyrians, Mefopotamians, Armenians, Colchians and tberians: with whom 
the Turkes not able to encounter, quitted thofe countries;and led by Aladine one 
of the SelXuccian family ioyned themfelues with their countrimen in the leffer 4- 
fia. Whotooke Cilicia from the Greckes,with the places adioyning, thenin warres 
with the Lazins:firft planting the feat oftheir new kingdome in Sebas#ia, and after 
at Iconinm, Aladine \eft behind him two fons, Azadin and fathatine: they falling 
out for the foueraignty the yonger was driuen by the elder into exile. But Azadin 
dying, Zathatine recurneth,and is receiued for Sultan.After flaine in fingle combat 
by Theodorus Lafcaris the Greeke Emperour , another of that name fucceed him g 
who ouerthrowne by the victorious Tartars,and forced out of Iconium,the Tarks 
were at length conftrainedto paythem tribute, and to become their liege-men. 
lathatine dying inexile , the Great Cham diuideth his kingdomebetweene Mafut 
and Ceé-cubades (defcended both of the SelZuccian family) as to histributary vaf= 
fals. Thus this late mighty Empire, extinguifhtin Agypz by the Mamalucks, inthe 
Steatet Aja by Tartars,as alfo in the leffe; was for a time depriued ofall principa- 
litie.For not long continued they vnder the gouernment of the aforefaid Princes: 
cuery one feizing onapart,according to the portion of his power; and of the rue . 
ines ofa monarchy, erected an anarchy, Thebafer fort poffefling themfelues of 
the ftreights ofthe mountaines, by their many incurfions annoying the Chrifti- 
ans; and hauing giuenthe Empcrours Lieutenant a bloudy oucrthrow in Paphlaz 
gonia, oucr-ran all the countrey vnto the riuer Sangarius; fubduing Pontus and 
Galatia ; and Southward vnto the Lician and Carian {eas , and tothe riuer Euriais 
den; which they dinided into {everall Troparchies. Now of thofetwo forena- 
med Princes, Atafur died ifluelefle, but Aladin fucceeded his father: Ce-cubades, ti. 
tular Lord of the whole,buttributary tothe Tartar , the laft of the Sel%uccian fa- 
mily. Hedying,, sahsb the head Yefir vfurped the foueraignty ; yet held it not 
Jong. The Great ones fharing amongft them (as they had done the reft) the re- 
mainder of that difmembred kingdome. 

Ottoman amongft thefe poflefled Séguta , alittle Lordfhip in Bythinia. Not fei- 
zed onby force, but giuen by Aladin the fitft, vnto his father Ertogrielthe fonne 
of Solyman,one of the Oguzian family, and once Sultan of Machan swho foram 
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his kingdome for feare of the Tartars,long led a wandring life with vncertain for- 
tunes. But Ertogriel turning intothe lefler Afia, requefted of Aladinthat he would 
alot fome corner ofhis fo largea kingdome,for him, his diftretled countriman,and 
his family to reft ia, Who mindfull of what himfelfe had fuffcred (bauing befides 
ina battell almoft loft againft the Tartar, by his vnexpected fupply of foure hun- 
dred horfe, recouered the victory ) affigned him this village to winter in,and the 
mountaines adioyning for the fummering of his cartell with fomecommand Vp- 
onthe frontiers. Where he long liued a quiet life, beloued both of Turkes and 
Chriftians confining, for his peaceable nature abd good offices done them. Dy- 
ing in the fourefcore and thirteenth yeare of hisage, and inthe yeare of our Lord 
1289,he left three fonnes behind him, landus,Sarugatin, and this Ottoman,whom 
the Oguzians elected for their gouernour. Nowthe Chriftians hauing done fome 
outrages to his people,he thereupon furprized diuers of their Caftles, ouerthrew 
the Greeksin fundry conflicts,took from them the Citie of Wices for which he had 
many honours proffered by the latter Aladin, which whileft he liued he forbore 
to accept : but dead, tooke vpon him the title of Su/tan; making Neapolis his regall 
feate , inthe yeare 1300. to whichis to be referred the beginning of the Ostonsan 
gouernment. Who in thofe feaucn andtwenty yearesthat hereigned,annexed By- 
thinia, Cappadocia, and moft of thofe ftrong holds that border onthe Enxine fea, 
to his kingdome.Him his fonne Orchanes fucceeded, whotooke the great Cry of 
Prufayand honored it with his refidence. Hauing much enlarged his dominions, 
he died in the twoand thirtieth yeare of his reigne:refigning his State to Amurath 
his fonne.He, vpon the diflention of theGreeks, firt pafled ouer the ftreights in- 
to Europe; tooke Abydos and Callépolis with the whole Cherfouefus. Then entring 
further into Thracia,{ubdued Philippolisand Adrianople: and proceeding, conque- 
red Sersia with Bulgaria; pafleth into the vpper My/ia: and ftabbedby acommon 
fouldier in the oneand thirtieth yeare of his reigne , was fucceeded by his fonne 
Baiazet. He poflett of the greateft part of Thrace, fubdued alarge part of Greece, 
with the countrey of Phocis,twice but vainely, befieging (1 onstantinople. Taken at 
Tength by Tamberlaine, and carried about in an iron cage, hec defy perately brained 
himfelfe inthe yeare 1399. his fonne Calapine(fome fay ){uceceded him, attribu- 
ting vnto him fix yeares of gouernment:c{teemed by others bur a fable; whogiue 
the fucceffion to his yonger fonne Mahomet: the caufe of this dinerfity of Opi- 
nion proceeding from the Turkifh kingdome thus againe fupprefled by the Tar- 
tars. The many fonnes of Baraxet,and other A¢ahometan Princes, poflett of feuerall 
Prouinces,and ftriuing with one another for vndeuided Soueraigntie : by s¢aho- 
met at length was obtained;who vnited againthat difmembred Empire:enlarging 
thefanve with the acceffion of Dacia, Walachia, thegreatet part of Slavonia and 
Macedonia cuen vita the iénian fea. Who tranflated the feate ofhis Empire from 
Prafavnto Adrianople , where he died, hauing reigned {euentcene yeares; if the 
fame be accounted from the death of his father. His fonne by the name of Amy- 
rath the fecond, ruled in his ftead:: who conquered Epirus, Hitolia, Attica, Boetia, 
Achaia and Theffalonica. He left his ftate to Mahomet the fecond (after he had reig- 
ned eightand twentie yeares) whofe conquefts deferuedly gave him the addition 
of Great; hauing vtterly ruinated the Greeke Empire , taken from them Cosian- 
sinoplethe Imperial! Citie, (the Emperour Conflantine being trod todeath by the 
preafle of pcople in Adrianoplegate ) and thereby gained the title of Emperour. 
He fubdued alfo the Empire of Trapezond, erected there by Alexis eee ; : 
uc 
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{uch time as the Greeks did lofe their Ewropean Empire to the Latins. Moreouer, 
Athens, Corinth, all Peloponnefus, Bo[na,Lemnos ,Euboa, Mitylen, &c. and died, not 
without {ufpition of poifon, in the oneand thirtieth yeare of his Empire. BataXet 
the fecond, his fonne,hauing ended his watres with his brother, conquered all Gj- 
bicia, apart of Armenia, with the reft of Cappadocia, which before belonged to 
the Carmanian kingdome. He inuaded Syria, but with worfe fuccefle; and then 
conuerting his forces againft the Penetians tooke from them Nanpactys,-Methona, 
Dyrrachinm , and almoft depopulated Dalmatia, But in the fix and thirtieth yeare 
of his reigne, he was poifoned bi a Jew, atthe procurement of Se/imus hisfonne 
and fucceflor : who ( befides the ciuill warres with his father and brethren) con- 
quered all Syria and Aigypt fromthe ruined Mamalucks, and brought Arabia 
vnder his fubiection. After, intending to inuade the Chriftians, he died ofa moft 
lothfome difeafe , when he had reigned eight yeares. His fon Solymantaketh the 
Rhodes,at feucralltimes ouer-runneth Hungary: pofiefling himfelfe of Buda, Stré. 
Sonu, Aloaregalis: difpotlei{eth the Perfians of Tauris; and ioyneth Babylon , with 
the countries of Afedia, Mefopotamia, and Affyvia, to his Empire. W4rabiais not 
free from his céqueftssnor the Portugals in India enough remoued fromthe reach 
of hisambition. He died inthe fix and fortieth yeare of his reigne. Selymus the fe- 
cond fucceeded;the onely fonnethat he had left vnmurdered: who wonne by his 
Lieutenants Cyprus from the Venetians. They alfo enlarged his bounds with ra- 
lachia, Moldauzaand the kingdome of Tuns.He reigned eight yeares.Him cAmue 
rath thethird fucceeded : who warred not in perfon, nor atchieuedmuch by his 
deputies; yet reigned he nineteene yeares. Neither was A¢abomet thethird hisfon 
a fouldier, being but once inthe field and thence terribly affrighted. Nor enlarged 
he hisdominions by the valor of others:his forces being chiefly employed in fup- 
prefling of inteftine rebellions, He reigned eight yeares inglorioufly, and left the 
now reigning Achmetto fucceed him; the fourteenth Satan, and eighth Em peror 
of the Ortoman family; who yet hath added nothing to his fo vaft an Empire; the 
greateft that is,or perhaps that euer was from thebeginfiing. For firft, the Euro. 
pean part thereof extendeth Weftwards vnto the Archdukes of C4witria’s do= 
minions, {tretching to the Adriatick {ea by the confines of Ragufa, bounded on 
the South with the asedsterraneum , onthe Eaft with Asgeum , Propontis and Pon= 
tus cucn to Theodojiaa City of the Scythian Cherfonefus; and onthe Northalmoft 
to Rufiaand Polonia: containing Romania , Bulgaria, Seruia. Rafcia, the tributarie 
principalities of Yalachiaand Moldauiasthe greater part of Hungary, Bo[na Alba 
nia, Macedon,Epirus,all Grecia and Peloponne(us;all the fruitfull Ilands of the Aigean 
fea, Ragufa payes fox herliberty : nor is Candie, Zant or Cephalania held without 
prefents. But what is this,compared to her Afanterritories? within which¥all wa. 
tolia iscomprized; onthethree ages embraced with the Aigean, Euxine, & Cilicia 
{eas : containing the Prouinces of Pontus, Galatia, Bythinia, Phrygia, Lycia, Pam- 
poilia, Cilicta,Cappadocia,and the lefler Armenia :beyond which alfo Colchathence 
{tretching North-ward to Cataie, and bounded on the Eaft with the countrey of 
the Georgians, wherofthe Turks poffefle nota little. A great part italfo containeth 
ofthe greater Armenia :all Syria (in which Celofjria, Phenicia,and Palefline; Baby. 
loniaand Mefoporamia. Arabia felix which ftretcheth out into the South fea 5 inter- 
pofing the Perfianand Arabian Gulphs,, do bow tothat Soueraigntie: fodo the 
inhabitants of Petreaand Deferta ; {uch I meane as haue knowne habitations; 
In e4frica it extendeth all along the coafts of the e%Mediterrameum: euen 
from. 
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from the Red Sea, tor Acrath, a Citieof «Maurstania ( except fome few places 
pofiett by the Spanzard) wherein is the countrey of the T voglodites , the miracu- i 
Joufly fertile kingdome of Algypt, Tripoly in Barbary, the kingdornc of Tunis, and 
Citie of Argers with her territories, with the tributary kingdomes of Feffe and 
Morocco. To thisadde Cyprus, Rhodes and all che fertile [lands of the midland Sea, : iP

But the barbarous policy whereby this tyranny is fuftained,doth differ from all i 
other guided by the heads , and ftrengthened by the hands ofhis flaues » who , 
thinke itas greatan honor tobe fo,as they do with vs that ferue in the Courts of 
Princes:the naturall Ture ( to be fo called a reproach) being rarely employed in 
command or feruice.Among thefe flaues there is no nobility of bloud,no known 
parentage, kinred, nor hereditary pofleffions: but are as it were of the Sultans | 
creation,depending vpon him onely for their {uftenance and preferments. Who 1, 
difpofeth, as well of their lines as their fortunes,by no other rule thenthat of his , pi 
will; alchough fometimes for forme he vfeth the aflent of the neuer gain-faying 
Mufti. Thefe are the fonnes of Chriftians (and thofe the moft comepleatly furni- 
fhed by nature) taken intheir childhood from their miferable parents, by a leauy 
madeeuery fiue yeares(or oftner,or feldomer,as occafion requireth)throughout 
the whole Empire, (exceptirig certaine priuiledged places, amongf{t which are Sio 
and Conftantinople) who are beftowed in feuerall Seminaries , iaftru@ed in the 
Mahometan Religion (changing their names vpon their circumcifion ) taught the 1 
vfe of their feuerall weapons,and made patient of hunger and fab@ur,with inured | 
abftinence,and continuall exercife, Thefe they call firft Jemog days.who haue their 
faces fhauen(the token of feruitude, ) wearing long coates and copped caps, not i 
vnlike to our idiors. The choifeft of them for fpirit and feature , areafrera while ne 
received into the Grad Siguzors Serraglio: diftinguifhed by chambers like co thofe ral: 
in Hofpitals, according to their feniorities : where’all are brought vp inthe difci- Lt 
pline of war, & not afew, acquainted with thefecrers of State:fuch as by the ex- 
cellency of their gifts do affurethe expectatis of a future eminency. Thofe ofthe 
airftchamber, arethe firft preferred: yet not in order,but according tothe worth 1 
of the place, & worthines ofthe perfon. Ofthefe come the Beglerbees, (the name i 
fignifying a Lord of Lords) of whomthere be onely twosthe one of Greece, and 
the other of Najoléa : who command all the horfemen in thofe countries vnder 
the 
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the Generall:)the great Ba/fas, (wherof fomeare Generals of armies, fome Vizers 
of the Port, the reft Vice-royes of prouinces:) the Savzéaks gouernors of Cities, 
for fo the name fignifieth, with their teritories & forces , and other officers both 
of warre and peace, with thofe of the Court, of principall place and attendance. 

Of the other Lemoglans fome cometo the Chaufes; who go on Embatfites, execute 
Commandements: and areas Purfiuants,& vnder-Sheritis attending the imploy- 
ment ofthe Emperour; (who mounted on horie-backe carrie Dabuzes,a weapon 
likea mace, before him) and onthe courts of Iuftice: foliciting alfo the caufes of 
theirclients. But the Spachies and Janizaries which are moft made of thefe Jemo- 
glans(the principall caufe oftheir inftitution) are the nerues and fupporters of the 
Turkifh Monarchy.The Spachies are horfemé,weaponed for the moft part at once 
with bow, mace, lance,harquebufh,and cymiter: whereofthey haue the feuerall 
vies; agreeing with their fights, their flights,or purfuements. For defence fome 
weare bucklers,& fhirts of male. The skirts of their coats ,when they ride, arega- 
thered within long ftammell brogsthat reach to their ancles; andrhere do toyne 
totheir buskins, {hod with tron; and fupply the want of{purres , with their large 
and fharpe ftirrops. Their faddles are plated behind and before, thefearedeepe 
and hard: and for caparifon they vfe for the moft past the skins of Leopards, Li 


ons, Tigers, Panthers, and the like.In Cities when on foot,they weare gownes of 
{tammell with long hanging fleeues:and are diftinguifhed from others by the fol- 
ding vp of their fhafhes.Of thefe there be 2. forts: the V leffigz, which isto fay; fti- 
pédary,who are almoft altogether made of thefe emoglans,& the Timariots, who 
confift ofall forts of people. The firftas yet vnpreferred,vnder the comand offe- 
ucrall Captaines, do attend vpon the immediate imployment of the Emperour: 
who alloweth vnto each the daily penfion often Afpers, paydthem euery quar- 
ter. Of thefe there be two and thirty thoufand. The one halfeofthemare called 
Spaheioglans, who weare red pendats ontheir {peares ,& when in the field,march 
onthe righthand the Saltanas the other onthe left,whoarecalled Silzhtar(paheis, 
bearing yellow and white pendants. The other difperfed throughout the whole 
Empire, doliue vpontheir particular tenements for terme of. life affigned them; 
and thereupon fo called. It being the policy of this State to erect inthe conquered 
countriesa number of Timariots, an{werable to the greatnefle thereof : whereby 
the principall part of the fouldiery is prouided for,andthe Empire ftrengthened, 
both againft forreine inuafions and reuolts of thefubdued. Of thele, as they fay; 
thereare vpward of feuen hundred thoufand: euery one being to finde as many 
horfeas his farme doth double the yeerely value offixtie Swltanies: ready to be 
comanded by their feuerall Sanziacks, as they by their Bajfzs:thefe beare on their 
lances white and red pendants. But the Janézaries (a name that fignifieth new 
fouldiery ) are thofe that beare fuch great fway in Constantinople: infomuch 
that the Sultans themf{elues haue beene fometimes fubied totieir infolencies, 

They are deuided into feuerall companies vnder feuerall Captaines;but all com- 
manded by their 4a: aplace of high truft,, and the third in repute through the 
Empire: howbeit, their too much Joue is tohiman aflured deftruction, Thefe 
are the flower ofthe Turki/h infantery, by whom fuch wonderfull victories haue 
bene atchiened. They call the Emperour father (for none other is there for them 

todepend on) to whofe valour and faith in thetime of warre he commnitteth his 

perfon:they hauing their {tations about the royal pauillion. They ferne with har- 
quebufhes,armed befides with cymiters & harchets. They weare on their heads 
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a bonnet of white fele,with a flap hanging downe behind to their fhouldiers.ador- 
ned about the browes with a wreathe of metal, guilt, & fet with {tones of finall va. 
lue;hauing a kind of fheathe or focket of the fame erected before, wherein fuch are 
futteredto fticke plumes of feathers as haue behaued themfelues extraordinarie 
brauely. They tucke vp the skirts of their coates when they fight, or march: and 
carry certaine dayes prouifion of victuals about withthem. Nor is ita cumber:ir 
being no more then a fmall portion of rice,and alittle fugar and hony. Whenthe 
Emperor isnotin the field , the moft of them refide with him in the Citie: euerat 
hand vponany occafion to fecure his perfon,and areas werethe Pretorian cohorts 
withthe Romanes. They are in number about fortiethoufand:whereof thegreater 
part ( I meane of thofe that attend on the Court ) haue their being in three large 
Serraglios; where the iuniors do reuerence their feniors,and all obey their fetierall 
commanders (asthey their 4ga) with much filenceand humility. Many ofthem 
that are married (abreach of their firft infticution ) haue their private dwellings: 
and thofe that are bufied in forreine imployments, are for the moft part placed in 
{uch garrifontownes as do greatly concernethe fafetie of the Empire. Some are 
appointed to attend on Embafladors:others to guard fuch particular Chriftiansas 
willbe at the charge, both about the City , andin their trauels, from inciuilities 
and violences, to whom they are inthemfelues moft faithfull; wary and cruell,i 
preucnting and reuenging their dangers and iniuries ; and fo patient in bearing a- 
bufes,that one of them of late being (truckenby an Englifhmen(whofe humorous 
{waggering would permit him neuer to reuiewhis countrey ) as they trauelled a- 
long through Morea, did not ofiely not reuengeit, nor abandon him to the pil- 
lage and outrages of others, in fo vaknowne and fauage acountrey; butconducted 
him vato Zaatin fafety, faying, God forbid that ¥ villany ofanother fhould make 
him betray the charge that was committed to histruft. They areal of one trade or 
other. They pay that they haue from the Grand Signioris but fiue Afpersa day:yet 
their elder fons as fooneas borneareinrolled, and receiued into penfion; but his 
bounty extendeth no farther vnto his progeny, (the reft reputed as natural Twrks:) 
noris a JaniZary capable of other preferments thenthe command of ten,of twen- 
ty,or ofan hundred. They haueyeerly giuen them twogownes apiece,the one of 
violet cloth,and the other of ftammell; which they weare in the City : carrying 
intheir hands a great cough reede,fome {euen foote long, & tipped with filuer;the 
weight whercof is not feldomefeltby fuch as difpleafe them. Who are indeed fo 
awefull,that Iuftice dare not proceed publikely againft them,(they being only to 
be indged by their 4ga:)bur being priuately attached,are as priuately throwne in- 
to the feainthe nighttime. But then are they moft tumultuous(whereto they do 
giuethe name of affection )vpon the dangerous ficknefles of their Emperours;and 
vpon their deaths commit many out-rages. Which is the caufe that the great Baf- 
fasas wellas they can, doconeeale it from them, vntill all things be prouided for 
the prefentment of the next for them to falute. Whereupon (befides the prefent 
larges) they hauean A {per a day increafe of penfion : fothatthe longer they liue, 
andthe more Emperours they out-liue, the greater is their allowance. 

Butit is to be confidered, that all thefe beforenamed,are not onely of that tri. 
bute of children. For not afew of themare captives taken in their child-hood; 
with diuers Renegados,that haue moft wickedly quitted their religion and coun- 
trey, to fightagainft both: who are tothe Chriftians the moft tetrible aduer{a- 
tics. And withall they hane of late intringed their ne cuftomes, by the admi- 
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ting of thofe into thefe orders, thatare neither the fons nor grand-fons of Chrifti- 
ans:anaturall Turke borne in Conffantinople , before neuer knowne, being nowa 
Ba/fa of the Port. ee | 
Ouerand aboue thefe , and befides the auxiliary Tartars, whereof there are 

lightly threefcorethoufand ( who liue on {poile , and ferue without pay) thatare 
euer affiftane; the Grand Signior hath other forces whom they call Achingi , who 
haue nothing but whatthey can get by forraging , being hindes of the countrey, 
and tied to ferue on horfe-backe for cerraine priviledgesthat they hold,in number 
about thirty or forty thoufand,but {mall in value:as are the W4zepi,who ferue on 
foore (yet properly belonging to the Gallies ) better acquainted with the fpade 
then fword; thruft forward with purpofe rather to wearie , then to vanquifh the 
enenty ; whofe dead bodies do ferue the Zanizaries to fill vp ditches, and to 
mount the walls of affaulted fortrefles : befides many voluntaries , who follow 
the army inhope to fucceede the flaine Speheis and fanixaries : now nothing 
curious at fuch a time to receiue thofe that be not the fonnes of Chriftians jn- 
to the Order. Such are the Tarkifh forces , both in qualitieand proportion: and 
he that fhallfee three hundred thoufand of thefe in an army (as he might haue 
done this laft Summer in Bithynia){o difciplined,fo appointed,and fo daringly res 
folute: whofe onely repute confifts in their valours ; and whofe defeats are puni- 
thed in their Commanders as offences : furnifhed with {uch abundance of grear 
Ordnance (much whereof they caft according to their occafions, carrying with 
them the metall vponthe backes of Camels ) will not onely not wonder at their 
victories, but rather how the reft ofthe yet vnuanquifhed world hath withftood 
them. I haueheard a Prince (and he of no fmallexperience ) impute the fundry« 
ouerthrowes given them by a fmall number of Chriftians,to the paucity of Com- 
manders , and their want ofexperience,fome one SanXéack hauing vnder his con: 
duct fiue thoufand Timariots ; andhe perhaps but newly crept out of the Sultans 
Serraglio, exercifed onely in {peculatiue conflids. Sothat their numbers prooue 


often but cumbers ; and the aduantage loffe , encountred by the many expert di= 


rectors of fews whoare alfo far better defenfiuely armed. But he that hath boun- 
ded the fea, hath alfolimited their furies. And furely itisto be hoped , that their 
greatneffe isnot onely at the height , but neere an extreme precipitation: the 
body being growentoo montftrous for the head ; the Sultans vnwarlike, and ne- 
uer accompanying their armesin perfon; The Souldier corrupted with eafe and 
libertie; drowned in prohibited wine, enfeebled with the continuall conuerfe of 
women;and generally lapfed from their former autteriry of life, and fimplicity of 
manners. Their valors now meeting onall fides with oppofizion;hauing of late gi- 
uen no increafe to their dominions;& Empire fo got, when it ceaflethto increafe, 
doth begin to diminifh, Laftly, in thatit hath exceeded the obferued period of 
a Tyranny, for fuchis their Empire. Now whéthey march,the Tartars do feowre 
the country two dayes iourny before: then follow the Achingisafterthem the 7#= . 
martors;next thofe few Temaglans that besnextthem the LaniZariesithe Chaufes fol- 
low on horfebacke, (who carry bowes and arrowes befides their maces and cimi- 
ters:)then comes the S#/tan with the officers of his Court, & archers ofhis guard 
who are footemensthe ftipendary Spaheis marching on either fide of him. An hune 
dred coaches couered with red,with foure horfes apiece,are drawne after, which 
cartythe Hichoglans (his Pages ) and Eunuchs : about thefe the Jemoglans called 
Baltagies are placed. The carriages ofthearmy enfue ; followedby voluntaries,

who goin hope (as before faid)tobe entertained in the roomes of the flaine;with if 
the feruants of the Spahezs inthe Court, and certain lanixaries , Att-oglans Lepzlers y 
and Denegilers. The lanizaries hane boots,fwords of wood andthe likeborne be. 
fore them for their enfignes:and the royall Standard is nootherthena horfetaile : 
tied rorhe end of a ftaffe:which though feemirig rude,and an{werable to their ori- i. 
ginal], doth retaine, perhaps fomething of Antiquity. For Homer fticketh the like if 


inthe creft of the gallantly-armed (though not fo fpirited ) Paras .

As for their forcesat fea, they are but fmall in comparifon of what they haue 
beene;and compared to thofe of particular Chriftian Princes , but contemptible. 
Approued by the Florentine, who with fixe fhips onely hath kepr'the bottome of 
the Streights for thefethree yeares paft in difpite of them:infomuch as they haue 
not dared to hazard the reuenew of Aigypt by fea, but haue fenrit oner land with 
a guardoi: fouldiers, to their no {mall trouble and expences: the whole Armado 
comming often in view,yet not fo hardy asto aduenturethe onfer. The Admirall 
having thought it a fafer courfeto employ the Pirats of Tuxés and Algers in that 
feruice, who haue many tall fhips ( the {poile of Chriftian Merchants ) and war- . 
likely appointed ; now growne expert in navigation , and all kind of Sea-fights, 
by the wicked inftru@ion of ont fugitiue Pirats, and other Renegados. Butthofe | 
Pirats haue no heart to fuch an enterprize, where ¥ victory would prouc fo blou. 
die,and the booty fo worthleffe. The nauy that is yearely fet forth inthe begin- 
ning of May,to annoy the enemy, fupprefle Pirats, collect tribute,and reforme 
diforders in the maritime townesthat belong tothe Admiralty; confilts of not a- 
boue threefcore gallies: whichare all that can be {pared from their other places 
ofimployment. Andthat there be-no morc is {aid to proceed fromthe want of 
captiues, by reafon oftheir generall peace with the Chriftians ; for fuch,and fuch 
as are condemned for offences,are onely chained tothe Oare,exceptthe heceffiry 
be vrgent.As for matterto build with,they want none:no more dothey workmé: 
many excellent inthat Art,and thofe Chriftians, being inticed from all parts with 
liberall penfions to worke in their Arfenals. The Captaine Bafa (for fo isthe Ad- 
mirall called)when notin feruice,hath his refidence in Conftantinopleand Gallipole. 
#4 man inregard ofhis place, of principallrepute:and commanding thecomman- 
ders of Gallepole, Galata, Lemunos, Nicomedia, Lesbos, Chios,Naxus,Eubaa, Rhodes, Ca. 
walla, Nauplia, Lepanto, Cyprus, and Alexandria. In October he recarneth from hisan- 
nuallcircuite;as he did now during our abod¢iathe Citie,and entred the hauen in 
triumph. The gallics deuided into fundry {quadrons and tricked allin their gallan- if 
try; rowing at their fternes three or foure litle veflels no bigger then fifher-boats. ie 

A ridiculous glory ,& a prize to be afhamed of. Burit was thought that the Grand i! 
Siguior would havegiuen him buta bad welcome, that durft not aduenture with i 
dach ods ofnumber onthe becalmed Florentines. During the winter the Armado | 
is difperfed,and the gallies are drawne into their dry ftations. In whichtime the 
Pirots, both Chriftians and Mahometan,dorob onthe figean and Mediterrancap 
vneontrolled,butby the defenfiue ftrength ofthe affailed. 

Thusis the Great Turke ferued by thofe whom he may aduance without envy, mM 
and deftroy withoutdanger. The beft of them lhiuing a wandring and vnhappy ah

life, remoued from one command to another ; and to parts fo farre diftant, that 
often more time is {pent in their iourney thenin theirabode. The ereateft Com- 
mander, and in the {trengthof his Command fubmitting his necke vnto the exe- 
cutioners bow-{tring,when fent by the Tyrant with the fatall boxe that includeth 
thecommiffion. Nor booteth itto refift inhope of partakers, when one mans 
preferment is built on the defired ouerthrow of another : being alfo,as is faid be- 
fore without kindred or alliance:fo that rebellions do but rarely happen: And al- 
thoughthefe great flaues attain to greatiiches, yet are they (as it were)butthecol_ 
lectors thereof for histreafury : whither at their deaths it returneth,all, faue what 
it pleafeth him to beftow ontheir pofteritie : who neuer are aduanced to eminent 
place; ft being a caufe of the greater neglect to haue had excellent parents; as to 
them of ruine to be beloued in their gouernments, Nay fo muchthe continuance 
of honours in families areauoyded,that when a Baffa is giuen ( for fo I may terme 
it) to the fifter ordaughter ofa Sultan foran husband, thechildren begotten on 
them do moft rarely rifeaboue thedegree of a priuate Capraine: Butmore feuere 
are thefe Tyrants to their owne, who lopallthe branches from the bole ; the va. 

naturall brother folemnizing his fathers funerals with the {laughter of hisbro- 

thers.So fearefull are they of riualitie,and fo damnably politikesmaking allthings 

lawfull that may fecurethe perpetuitic of their Empire. Not now tofeeke inthofe 


precepts of Photinus :

Their morall and Ecclefiafticall lawes,the Turks do receine from AfLahoimetthe 
Saracen law-giuer: aman of obfcure parentage, borne in Iiraripa village of Arabia, 
in the yeare 5 5 1.His father was a Pagan, his mother a lew both by birth and reli- 
gion. Atthe firfthe exercifed merchandize; hauing by the mariage of his miftris 
(not effeéted,as was thought, without witch-craft)attained to much riches: wher- 
upon he became a Captaine of certain voluntary Arabians that followed the Em- 
perour Heraclius inhis Perfienwarres. Who falling into a mutinie , forthat they 
were denied the military garment; and incenfing the reft of their nation with the 
reprochfall an{wer giuenthem by the Treafurer; which was, Thatthat ought not 
to be giuen todogs, which was ordained for the Romane fouldier ; apart of thent 
chofe Mahomet fortheir ring-leader, whohad aggrauated their difcontents , and 
confirmedthem in their rebellion. But being difdained by the better fort for the 
bafenefic of his birth ;to auoide enfuing contempt, he gaueic out, that hee attai-

nednor to that honour by military fauour , but by diuineappointment. That he h 

wasfent by Godtogiue a new law vnto mankind;and by force of armesto reduce i ee 

the world vnto his obedience. That he was the laft of the Prophets;being ereater 

then Chrift, as Chrift was greaterthen caZofes. Two yeares together he liued in 

acaue,not farre diftant from AZecha; where he compiled his damnable doctrine, 1 

by the helpe ofone Sergius a Neflorian Monke, and Abdallaalew : (containing a 1 

hodgepodge of fundry religions: ) which he firft communicated to his wife, pers ») i 

{wading her that it was deliuered him by the Angel Gabriel,who had cut open his 

heart,and taken from thence the little blacke core (which the Tarks do affirmeto if 

be inthe heart of euery man) whereinthe diuell doth plant histem ptations: and _ 

{hewed him withall the ioyesand my fteries of Paradife,His new religion by little <¢ 

and little he diuulged in Azecha;countenanced by the powerfullalliance which he = 

had by his fundry wiues;and followed by many of the vulgar,allured with the li- a 

bertie thereof, and delighted with the noueltie. But the Nobles of atecha going - 

about to apprehend him , he fled to Medina, not two dayes tourney diftant: whi« 

ther followed by anumber,wicked of life, and defperate of fortunes, he waged a 

fucceflefull warre again{t the Syréans; planted his religionamongft the vanqui- | 

fhed:and after making himfelfe Lord of Agecha, made thatthe place of his refi- a 

dence. Where he died inthe great Climactericall yeare of his age; hauing made 

them beleeue,that the third day after he would afcend into heauen: whereupon 

he was kept aboue ground, votillthe ayre was infected with his fauour,and tHen ; 

buried at Medina. Another promife he made concerning his returne,which fhould i 

haue bin athoufand yeares after:which the A¢abometans excufe,as mif under{tood, | 

by reafon of his feeble voice,euenthen a dying;and that he did fay two thoufands 

to which time they haue proroged their expectations.

Not vnlike to Ww7a’s fained familiarity with Aigeréa;and Pythagon 

ras his Eagle:whofe policie perhaps heimitated:whereby asthey the Romanes and 

Crotonians; fo drew he the grofle Arabians toa fuperftitious obedience. For he had 

afubtill wit, though vicioufly employed; being naturally inclinedto all villanies, 

Amongtt the reft , fo infatiably letcherous, that he countenanced his incontinen« 

cic witha law : wherein hedeclared it, notoncly to be nocrime to couple with 

whomfoeuer he liked, but an aé ofhigh honour tothe partie,and infufing fanéti- | 

tic. Thus planted hehis irreligious religion, being much affifted by the iniquities at 

ofthofetimes: the Chriftianeftate then miferably diuided by multitudes of he. Hi 

refies.Sothat the difunitie of the profetfors made many to fufpect the profeffion, 

and to embrace a dodtrine fo indulgent to their affeCtions. Which enlarging , as 

the Saracens and Turkes enlarged their Empires , doth at this day wel-nigh ouer. | 

run three parts ofthe earth ; of that Imeanethat hath ciuill inhabitants.

read by them in any other language.Befides the pofitiue doctrine, (to it felfe con- 
tradictory it is farced with fables, vifions, Legends,and relations. Nor is it at this 
day the fame that was writté by Mahomet, (although fo credited to be by tlic vul- 
gar:) many things being fecretly put in, and thruft our,and fome of the repugnan- 
cies reconciled by the fucceeding Caliphs. Mahemerthe fecondis faid to haue al. 
tered it much, and added much to it. This booke is held by them in no lefle vene- 
ration,then the old Teftament by the Iewes, &the New by the Chriftians. They 
neuer touch it with vnwafht hands : anda capitall crime it is, inthe reading there- 
of to miftake a letrer, or difplace the accent. They kifle it, embrace it, and fweare 
by it:calling it The booke of glory,and Director vnto Paradile.To {peake a little 
of much; they teach that Godis onely to be worfhipped, onely one,and the Cre- 
ator ofall: righteous, pitifull, in wifdome and powerfull incomprehenfible. How 
God made man ofall forts andcolours of earth; and being formed, for thoufand 
of yeares layde him a baking in the Sun , vntill he was pleafed to breathe life into 
him. Then commanded he all his Angeils to reuerence him: which thediuell ac 
thar time an Angel! of light, refufed to do,expoftulating why he fhould fo honor 
that creature whom he knew would become fo polluted with all maner of(by him 
particularized)vices. That God therefore condemned the diuell to hell; who ener 
fincehath continued anenemy to man.Idolatry they holdto be the molt accurfed 
of crimes,and therfore they interdict al images and counterfets whatfoeuer;repu- 
ting the Chriftians idolaters, for that they haue them in their Churches and hou- 
_ fessimagining alfo that we worfhip three Gods, as notapprehending the myftery 
of the Trinitie. They deny the diuinitie of Chrift, yet confefle him to be the fon 
ofa virgin: Marie conceiuing by the {mell ofa rofe which was prefented her by 
the Angell Gabriel; and that fhe bare him ather breafts. They hold himrobe 2 
greater Prophet then Mofes;and the Gofpell betterthen the Law: infomuchas no 
few can turne Turke,vorillhe firftturne Chriftian, they forcing him tocate hogs- 
flefh,and calling him Abdula,which fignifieth the fonne of a Chriftian: who after 
two orthree dayes,abiuring Chrift, is made a Mahometan. They fay that the blef- 
fed Virgin was free from originall finne and the temptations of the diuell. Chrift 
is called inthe Alcoran, The breath and word of God; faid to know the fecrets of 
hearts, to raife the deadtolife,cure difeafes,reftore fight tothe blind, and fpeech 
tothe dumbe:and that his difciples wrought miracles by his vertue. Yer vifitthey 
not his fepulcherintheir pilgrimages(not thinking him to hanedyed)as generally 
bruted. For being, as they fay, led towards the place ofexecution, God not per- 
mitting fo bafe a people to put to death fo holy a Prophet (for they confefle that 
he neuer finned) did aflume him into heauen:when mift, and fought by the foul- 
diers inthethrong,they layd hold of one ofthe Iudges that had condemned him, 
who refembled him much in fauour and proportion, telling him that he fhould 
not efcape from them againe ; and fonot beleeuing what foeuer he faid , did exe- 
cute him in his roome. They fharpely punifhall fuchas blafpheme him ; and fay 
that he fhall returne to iudgement about fortie yeares before the worlds ending. 
The koly Ghoft they acknowledge.yetnot to be diftiné in perfon,but onely as 2 
power and operatiue vertue inthe Godhead, which infpireth good motions into 
the heart, the producer of good actions. They are commanded feuen times a day 
torefort vnto publike prayers: the firft aflembling is called Timgil-namas, which 
is two houres before day : the fecond Sabab-mames ,at day breake :the third 7yle- 
samads atnoone :the fourth Kyndi-namas, atthree of the clocke: the fit Akfham- 
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namasyafter Sun-fersthe fixth Ghogic-namas , two houres within night: and the fe- 
venth Givme-namas,atten of the clocke inthe morning ; the laftalfo on Fridayes 
obferued by all, on other dayes but by the more religious. Coneregated they are 
(as aforefaid )by the chanting of the Priefts fro the tops of fteeples:at whichtimes 
lightly though they be in the fields, they willdipread their vpper garments onthe 
earth,and fall to their deuotions.Morecuer I haue feenethem coniointly pray in 
the corners of the ftreets before the opening oftheir fhopsin the morning. Friday 
is their Sabbath, and yetthey {pend but'a part thereofin deuotion, andthe reft in 
recreations:but for thattime they obferueit fo rigoroufly, that a Tarke here late: 
ly had hisearesnailedto his fhop-boord for opening it too timely. Before they 
pray, they wafhall the organs of their fenfes; their legsto their knees, and their 
armes to their elbowes:their priuities after the purging ofnature ; and fometimes 
all ouer from top totoe:for which there are houtes of office with conduits belon- 
ging toeuery principall Mofque. Where water is wanting ,they do it with duft.Ar 
the doore ofthe Mofquethey put off their fhooes; and entring, fit croffe-legged 
vpon rowes ofmats,one behind another , the pooreand the rich promifcuoufly. 
The Prieft ina pulpit before them, not orherwife diftinguifhed in habite, but by 
the folding vp of their Turbant. Whenthey pray they turne their faces towards 
Mecha: fir{t {tanding vpright, without any motions of their bodies , holding the. 
palmes of their hands vpward; fometimes they ftop their eyesandeares , and ofc 
pull the haire onthe fides oftheir faces : then thrife they bow, as in their falurati- 
ons; andas often proftrating themfelues on theearth, do kifle it. Doing this fun- 
dry times, thgygmall looke backe vpon no occafion,vntillthey conie vntothe falu. 
tation of Maggmmmeat which time they reuerfecheir faces, firft ouer the right fhoul- 
der, andtherr@eter the lefc,beleeuing that his comming willbe behind them when 
they areat their deuotions. The Prieft doth fometimes reade vnto them fome part 
of the Alcoran(holding it, in reuerence to the booke, ashigh as his chin,) fome- 
times fome of their fabulous Legends, intermixing expofitions,and inftrudtionss 
which they hearken vnto with heedy attention, and {uch fteddy pofitures of bo- 
dy asifthey were intranced. Their Sernice is mixed with fongs and refpontfes: 
and when allis done,they ftroke downe their faces and beards withlookes of des 
uout grauity. Ifthey finda paper inthe ftreetes , they willthruft it in fome cre- 
uice of theadioyning wall, imagining that the name of God may be contained 
therein,and then prophane to betrod vnder foot, or otherwife defiled. They num- 
ber their often repetition of the names of God and hisattributes (with other fhort 
ejaculations of prayer or praife) vponbeades: fome fhaking their heads inceffant. 
ly, vntill they turne giddy : perhaps in imitation ofthe fappofed trances (but na- 
turally infirmitie) ot cher Prophet, And they haue an order of Monkes, whoare 
called Dervifes,;whom I haue often feene to dance intheir Mofques on Tucfdaies 






and Fridayes,many together,to the found of barbarous muficke;dancesthatcon.. . 


fift ofcontinaallturnings, vntillata certaine ftroke they fall vponthe earth ; and 
lying along like beafts , are thought to be rapt in {pirit vnto celeftiall conuerfati- 
ons.Now the womenare not permitted to come intotheir temples(yer hauethey 
{ecret places to looke in thorow grates) partly for troubling their deuotions, but 
efpecially forthat they are not excifed , asare the women of Perfia and Ai thig- 
pia. Norcircumcife they the males vntill they be able to anfwer the Prieft , and 
promife for themfelues : which is for the moft part ac the age of eight. They are 
circumcifed in the houfes oftheir parents, zr feftiuall meeting,and in the midft 
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of theaffembly,the child holding vp his fore-finger,in token that he is a AZabome- 
tan. As {ooneascut, the Prieft wafheth the woundin water and falt, and bindeth 
itin linnen. Whochangeth not his name, butis from thenceforth calleda Aduffel- 
man; which is atrue beleeuer. This done, he is carried vnto the Bannia, where his 
haire (before that time worne at fu/d length) is fhauen , and fo kepreuer after: all 
fauing a locke on the top of his crowne,, by which they dreame that they fhallbe 
aflumed by Mahomet into Paradife: then put they on hima white Turbant; and 
fo returning with drums andhoboys, is withgreat folemnity conducted to the 
Mofque, and prefented with gifts according to his quality. 

The Turkes do faft one monethin the yeare, which they call RamaZan : which 
changeth yearely, (fothatin thirty yeares they faft one ) wherein, they fay, that 
the Alcoran was deliuered vnto Afahomet by the Angell. Obferued by all but the 
infirme and trauellers : whoare to faft for as long a time, when fo they recouer, or 
cometothe end of their iourney. But they fa(t but during the day ;: in the nighe.” 
they feaft; and thenall their fteeples ftucke round withlampes , which burnetill 
the morning:aftording an obie& of great folemnity .Suchas in ftead of abftaining 
from meates , doabftaine at that time from their Mofques, they carry about in 
{corne,and feuerely chaftife:but fuch as then drinke wine,they punifh with death, 
Vpon the difcouery ofthe new Moon(which they fuperftitioufly grarnlate,eftee- 
ming him happy that difcouereth it firft,and by the courfe thereof do reckon their 
yeare; (falling out this yeareon the feuenth of December, the feaft ofthe Great By- 
vam did begin; which doth continue forthree daies together:ob{erued by themas 


Eafter is with vs. Onthe firft day the Grant szenior rode to io in all 







the pompe and glory of Empire :of which we fhall {peake her pon his re- 
curne we faw a fort of Chriftians,fome ofthem halfe earth alreé rooked with 
age,and trembling with palfies,;who by the throwing away of their bonnets & lif- 
ting vp of their forefingers,did proffer themfelues to become Mahometans.A fight 
full of horror & trouble,to fee thofe defperate wretches that had profeffed Chrift 
all their life,and had fiitfred,no doubt,for his fake muchcontumely & oppreffion, 
now almoft dyingto forfaketheir Redeemer,cuen then whé they wereto receiue 
the reward of their patience. To thefe the Tyrant a littleretired his body: who be- 
fore not fo much as caft his eie afide, but fate like the adored ftatue of an Idoll.For 
they hold it a great grace,and anact of fingular pictie , to draw many totheirRe. 
ligion; prefenting them with money, change of rayments; and freeingthem from 
all tribute and taxes. Infomuch that if a Chriftian hauedeferued death by their 
Jaw,if he willconuert,they will many times remit his punifhment.But they com- 
pell no man. During this feftiuall they exercife themfelues with various paftimes: 
but none more invie,and more barbarous, then the {winging vpand downe, as 
boyes do in bell-ropes; for which there be gallowfes ( for they beare that forme) 
ofan exceeding height, erected in fundry places of the City:when by two loining 
ropes that are faftned aboue, they will {wing themfelues as highas thetranfome, 
Perhaps affected in that it {tupifies the fenfes fora feafon: the caufethat opium is 


~ fo much in requeft , and of their forefaid fhaking of their heads, and continued 


turnings. In regard whereof. )they haue fuchas haue lofttheir wits , and natural] 
idiots, in high veneration;asmen rauifhed in fpirit,and taken from themfelues,as it 
were,to the fellowfhip of Angels. Thefethey honour with thetitle of Saints,and 
lodgethem in their Temples:fome of them going almoft ftarke naked;others clo. 
thed in fhreds of feuerall colours;whofe neceffities are fupplied by the peoples de. 
uotions,

uotions: who kiffe their garments as they paffe thorow the fireets, and bow to 
their benedictions.. Yeamany by counterfetting theidiot, haue auoided punith- 
ment for offences which they hame vnwittingly fallen into. Whilftthe Byram la- 
{teth,you cannot ftirre abroad bus you fhail be prefented by the Derui(es and fa- , 
wizaries,with tulips and trifles,be {prinkling you with fweete water : nor ceafe fo i 
to do, tillthey haue drawne rewards from you. | 
The Turkes are incouraged to alimes by their Alcoran,as acceptable to God,and 
meritorious init felfe; if giuen witlaout vaine-glorie,and of goods well-gotten: al- 
ledging it to be atemprationof the diuelsto abftainc from almes for feare of im- | 
pouerifhment. Their more publikealmes confit in facrifices(ifnot fo wrongful! ih 
rearmed )vpontheir feftinals or pexforntance of vowes: when fheep and oxen are 
flain by the prieft,and deuided among the poore;the owners not fo much as re; 
taining a part thereof, They fay, they give much in private: and intruth vee 
" feene but few beggersamongft thera. Yet fometimes fhall you meet in the ftreets ij 
with couples chained together by the necke:who beg to fatisfie their creditors irt i, 
Part, and are at the yeares end releafed of their bonds ; prouided thatthey make ii 
datisfaction if they proue afterward able. Attheit deaths they viually giue lecacies ‘ 
forthe releafe of prifoners,the freeing of bdflaues,tepairing of bridges, building i

\ the Great, and Solyman the Magnificent, hate in that kinde exceeded all others: Hh 
whofe ftately and fumptuous ftru€tures dogivea principal ornament to the City; i 
where the ficke and impotentare provided forsandthe ftranger entertained; (for i 
here be no Innes;)the reuenue of that of .Wabomets amounting toan hundred and | 
fifty thoufand Sultanies.T o thefe there belong Phy ficions, Chyrurgions, A pothe- 
caries. The chargethereof is committed vnto their Priefts:who bring vp acertain 
niiber of youths inthe 4shometan law;& frequently pray forthe departed foules 
ofthe Fotiders inthe Chappels of their Sepulchers. They extend theircharity to 
Chriftians and Iewes, as well as to them of their own religion:nay birds & beats 
haue atafte thereof.For many onely to letthem loofe wilkbuy birds in cages:and 
bread to giue vnto dogs. Thefehaue inthis City no particular Owners; being re- 
puted an vncleane creature , and therefore not fufferedto come into their houfes: a 
thinking it neuertheleffe a deede of pietie , to feede , and prouide them kennels to ih 
Ritter in, moftofthem repairing to the fea fide nightly , where they keepefuch a ie 
howling, that ifthe wind fit South-ward , they may be eafily heard to the Vpper i 
fide of the Citie of Pera. : | a

fince itcan be neither haftened nor auoyded:being withal perfwaded,thatthey die 
brauely that die fighting and that they fhall be rewarded with Paradife, thacdo 
{pend their bloud vpon the enemies of their Religion; whom they call Shahedes, 
« whichis martyrs.Foralthoughthey repute murder tobe anexecrable crime, that 


cries to heauen for vengeance, andisneuer forgimen:yetare they commanded by 
their law to extend their profeffion by violence, & withoutcompaffionto flaugh- 
tertheir oppofers. But they liue with themfelues in fuch exemplary concord,that 
during the time that I remained amongft them (it being abouethree quarters of 
a yeare) I neuer faw Mahometan offer violence toa Adahometan;nor breake into ill 
laguage:but if fo they chanceto do,athird will reproue him, with Fie Mu/fel-men 
fall out?and allis appeafed , he thatginues ablow , hath many gafhes made in his 
ficth,and is led about, for a terror.but the man-flayer is deliuered to the kiadred 
or friends of the flaine, to be By them put to death withall exquifice torture. 
Now their opinion of the end of the world, of Paradife, and of hell, exceede 
the vanity ofdreames,and all old wiues fables. They fay, that at the winding ofa 
horne,not only al fleth thal die,butthe Angels themf{elues:and that the earth with 
earthquakes fhall be kneaded together likealumpe of dough, for fortie dayes fo 
continuing. Then thall another blaft reftore beauty to the world, and life vnto all 
chat euerliued. The good fhall haue fhining and glorified faces ; but the bad, the 
countenance of dogs and {wine, and fuch like vncleanc creatures. Mofes, Christ 
and A¢ahomet,fhall bring their {euerall followers toiudgement, and intercede for 
them. Cain that did the firftmurder, fhallbethe ringleader ofthe damned; who 
areto paffe ouer the bridge of Iuftice,laden withtheir finnes in farchelsewhen the 
oreater finners fhal fall on the one fide into hell;where they thall confume in fire 
and be renewed to new torments. Yet God will haue pity vpon thé inthe end,and 
receive them vato mercy :and the diuell fha ll ceafeto be, fince his malice is fuch 
‘as he cannot be faued. I wastold by a Sicilian Renegado,an Eunuch,and one great. 
ly deuoted to their fuperftition, that the burning globe of the Sunne(for fuch was 
his Philofophy was the continent of the damned. Thofe that tumble from the o- 
ther fide of the bridge, are [aden with lefle finnes: and do but fall into Purgatory: 
from whence they fhall fhortly be releafed,and received into Paradife.Butas for 
thewomen,poore fonles! be they neuer fo good, they haue the gares fhut againft 
them ; yetare configned to a manfion without, where they fhall line happily ; as 
another repleate with all mifery for the other. It is tobe more then coniectured, 
that Mahomet grounded his deuifed Paradife, vpon the Poets inuention of Ely/j~ 
um.

Vander whofe fragant fhades they fhall {pend the courfe of their happy time with 
amorous virgins, who fhall alone regard their particular louers:not {fitch as haue | 
lined in this world, but created of purpofe;with great blackeeyes,and beautiful as 
the Hyacinth. They daily thail haue their loft virginities reftored : euery young, 
(continuing there,as here at fifteene, and the menas atthirtie)and cuér free from 
naturall pollutions. Boyes of diuine feature fhall minifter vntothem, and {ct bes if 
fore them al variety of delicate viands. But Auscenthat great Philofopher & Phy- i 
fician, who flourifhedabout foure hundred and fifty yeares fince, when ALahome- tH 
ti(me had not yet viterly extinguifhed all goodliterature ; who was by linagean 
Arabian ofaroyall houfe, inreligiona Mahometan , but by countrey and habita- 
tiona Spaniard, and Prinec (as fome write ) of Gorduba, veacheth afarte different 
doctrine. For although as a Makometan , in his books De Animaand De Almahad, | 
addreffed particularly to a Mahometan Prince, he cxtolleth Mahomethighly , as et 
being the feale of divine lawes , and the Jaft of the prophets; excufing his fen{ualk 
felicities in the life tocome,as meerely allegoricall, and neceffarily fitted to rude 4 
and vulgar capacities ; (for faithhe , ifthe points of religion weretaughtin their 
true forme tothe ignorant dull Jewes, or to the wilde Arabians employed altoge= 
ther about their Camels,they would vtterly fall offfrom all beliefe in God:)yer 
befides that this excufe is fo fauourable & large,that irmay extend as wel vntoall 
Idolaters, and in briefe to the iuftifying of the abfurdeft errours, itis in a point o£ 
doGrine fo contrary to his own opinion,as nothing can be more.For Asscen him. 
felfe in the aforefaid bookes,doth efteeme fo vilely of the body that he pronoun- 
ceth bodily pleafuresto be falfe and bafe ; and that the foules being in the body 
is contrary totrue beatitude : ;whereupon he denicth alfo the refurrection of the 
fieth. Yetin fauour, as hath beene {aid, of Mahomet, ( who by fenfuall do@rine 
foughtto haucthe rudewerldto follow him, hee not onely by his allegorical 
conitructionapproueth the doatrine of the refurrection ofthe body, wherein the- 
Jewes and Atabometans confent with the Chriftians ; but withallcthe cranfmigra- 
tion of foules from one body into another,(by which meanes cHahomet deuifed 
hew a Camel might paffe through the eye of a needle; the foule of a finner for 
purgation entring firft inrothe body ofa Camell,then ofaleffer beaft,and finally 
ofa little worme which fhould creepethorow theeye ofa needle;and{fo become 
perfect:yand laftly not once reproueth that impious faying of Mahomet,that God ae 
himfelfe atthe Refurreétion fhould alfo hauea body , no doubt,to enioy thofe oe 
{weete fenfuall felicities though all fuch opinionsarc difclaimed by him:but con- via) 
trariwife reproueth the doétrine of the Chriftians toaching {pirituall happineffe, | 
and that faying of our Sauiour, that, the Saints inthe world to come fhall be as ) 
Angelsyet profeffeth the fame to be truc) as being‘weake and ill fittedto vulgar ih 
vnderftanding.So ftrangely may wife men be befotred with faction,toexcufe and Wl 
commend the teaching of abfurd errours even by themfelues condemned,andto HH 
lay anafperfion vpon the purity of divine doctrine , in that vafitto be fo aie i 
nicate | 
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nicated to the ignorantias if Truth were to maske her felfeto pleafe beftiall Igno- 
rance,and Ignorance not rather tobe enlightned by degrees,anddrawne vp to be. 
hold the Truth. But now this Auvicen , laying down for awhile his outward per{6 
ofa Mahometan, and putting onthehabite ofa Philofopher , in his Metaphyficks 
feemethto makea flat oppofition berweene thetruth of their faith receiued from 
their Prophet, and the truth of vnderftanding by demoftrative argument; And 
faich, in effect,that this law & prophefie deliuered by Mahomet, which taught that 
God himfelfe at the refurre@ion fhould hauea body, placeththe happines of the 
life to come in bodily delights, But wife Theologians, faith he, haue with greater 
defire purfued {pirituall pleafures proper to the foule:& for this corporall felicity, 
although it fhould be beftowed vpo them, would not efteeme it incom parifon of 
the other, wherby the mind is cOioyned tothe firft truth which is God. And here 
he neuer mentioneth that {trained excufe of an allegory; but with iuft indignation 
and fome acerbitie of {peech, detefteth that groffe opinion broched in their law, 
which placeth the predominace of euerlafting felicity in the bafenes of fenfuality,, 


_ Sin that low voluptuoufnes: and faith thata prudent & vnderftanding man, may 


not think tharall delightis like the delight ofan Atfe;and thatthe Angels whoare 
next to the Lerd of the worlds, fhould live depriued of all pleafure and ioy,and that 
he who is the higheft inbeautie and vertue, fhould confift in thelaft and lowe 
degree of fuauity.And therfore concludeth, that neither in excellency nor in per- 
fection, nor yet in multitude, no nor in any thing praife- worthy or tobedefired 


_ inpleafure, there is any comparifon betweene thofe felicities: andthoughbafe 


fouls be addiGed to thatbafe felicity,yet the worthy defires of holy minds are far 
remoued from that difpofition;and contrary wife being ioyned totheir perfectio 
(which is God)are filled with all true and happy delights:and if that the contrary 
perfwafion or affection fhouldbe remaining in them, it would hurt and withhold 
them from attaining vnto that height of happines. This being his better aduifed &- 
morefincere difcourfe,it vtterly excludes his former excufe of an allegory:whofe 
right vfe being,by plaine and fenfibleallufionsto draw vp the vnderftandingto an 
apprehentfion ofdiuine things, repreféced in thofe fimilitudes:the courfe held by 
Mahomet worketh a cleane contrary effect;and drowneth their vnderftanding part 
and affection in the hope and loue of thefe corporal pleafures. W hereby itis true, 
that he greatly enlarged his own earthly domini6: but by this iudgement even of 
Auicen withheld his followers fréthe true felicity. And it is worthy obferuation, 
that inthe iudgmét of Avicen,one thing is truc intheir faith 8eche cOtrary in pure 
& demonftratiue reafon. Wheras(to the honor of Chriftian Religié be it fpoken) 
it is confefled by all,& enacted by a Councel, that it isan error to fay,one thingis 
true in Theology ,& in Philofophy thec6trary. For the truths of religionare ma- 
ny titnes aboue reafon,but neuer againft it.So that we may now céclude,that the 
Mahometan religion, being deriued fr6 a perf6 in life fo wicked, fo worldly in his 
proiects,in his profecutions of them fo difloyall,trecherous,& cruel;being groi- 

ded vpon fables and falfe reuelations,repugnant to found reafon, & that wifdom 

whichthe Divine hand hath imprinted in his workes; alluring men withthofe in. 
chantmenis of ficthly pleafures,permitted in thislife,and promifed for thelife en- 
fuing; being alfo {upported with tyranny and the fword ( for it is deathto {peake 
thereagain(t ir, yand laftly, where it is planted rooting outal vertue,all wifedome 

and {cience,and in fumme al liberty and ciniliry,and laying the earth{o wafte,dif. 

peopled & vninhabited; that neither itcamefrom God (faueas a {courge by per- 

miffion) 
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miffion) neither can bring them to God that follow it. 

Ebbubecher, Omar, Ozman, and Haly, followed catahomet inthe gouernments 
the great enlargers of theif religion and dominions: but Haly was perfecuted, 
and {laine in the end by the other, for afluming the right of fucceffion ; inthat he 
had married the daughter of their Prophet. Fromhimthe Perfians do challenge 
prioritie of gouernment in matters of religion , the maine caufe of the hatred be- 
tweene them and the Turkes) alleadging mloreouer, thatthe former three,tocon-  ’ 
firme their authorities did falfly addeto the Alcoran, & put out whatthey lifteds 
and in fuch fort falfified; left it to their followers. Then {ucceeded the Caliphs of 
Babylon, who bore boththe {pirituall and cemporall iurifdidtion. After rhe Aigyp- 
tians {et vp a Caliph of their owne. But in proceffe of timethey were both furpref- 
{ed;the one (as hath been faid before) by the Tartars , and the other by the Sw/. 
sans. Thedignity amongftthe Turks, with much abatement, doth now remaine in 
the Mufties ( which name doth fignifie an oracle , or anfwerer of doubts ) as fue. 
ceflors co Ebdubecher,omar and Oxman:the Caliphs hauing bene both High-priefts 
and Princes;thefe being Patriarks, as it were,and Soueraignes of their Religion. 
Throughout the whole Turkifh territories there is but one; who euer refideth in 
the royall City, or followes the perfon of the Emperor.He is equalltotheancient 
Popes;or rather greater bothin repute andauthority. The Grand Signior doth rife 
at his approch to falure him,and fets him by him, and giues himmuch reuerence. 
Fis life ts onely free from the fword, and his fortunes mot rarely fubiedt to fub- 
uerfion. The Emperor vndertaketh no high defigne without his approuement.He 
hath power to reuerfe both his fentence, and the fentence ofthe Diwan, if they be 
not adiudged by him conformabletothe Alcoran; but his ewne is irreuocable; 
In matters of diflicultiethey repaireto himsand his expofitioa ftandeth for alaw. 
To conclude, he isthe fupreme Iudge,and rectifier of all actions, as well ciuill as 
Eccleftafticall; and anapprouer of the Iuftice of the military. The placeis giuen 
by the Grasd Signiors to men profoundly learned intheir law,and of known inte- 
grity. He feldome ftirres abroad, and neuer admits of impertinent conuerfation, 
Grauc is his looke, graue is his behauiour, 


Highly affecting filence, and moft (bare 
Of fpeech. } 
- Forwhen any come to him for iudgemeut , they deliver hint in writing the ftate 
of the queftion; who in writing briefly returnes his oraculous anfwer, He com- 
monly wearethaveft of greene, and the greateft. Turbantin the Empire: I fhould~ _ 
hot {fpeake much out of compatie, fhould I fay asiarge in compafle asabufhell. I ~ 
oft haue been in this mans Serragla , whichis neither great in receit nor beautie: 
yetan{werableto his {mall dependancie,and infrequencie of futers.He keepeth in 
his houfea Seminary of boyes, who are inftruGed in the myiteries oftheir Law. 
He is not reftrained,nor reftraineth himfelf from the pluralitie of women.His in. 
comesare great, his disburfings little,and confequently his wealth infinite:yet he 
is a bad pay-mafter of his debts , though they be but trifless He much delighteth 
in clocks and watches: whereof as fome fay ,hchath not fo few asa thoufand, 
Nextin place tothe Muftie, are the Cadélefchiers,that are Iudges ofthe Armies 
(but not to meddle with the Iasi zaries)and accom pany the Beg/erbegs when they 
go intothe fieid.Ofthefethere are only two:one of the European part of the Em- 
pire, and another ofthe Afian. Thefe are alfo elected by the Grand Signior,as the 
€4- 


tacendi. 7um,Sat 1. 


Rarus fermo illis, & magna libelic’ 
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cadies by them(yet to be allowed by the Grand Signiors , and to kifle his veft: y ot 
whom there is one in euery town, who befides their {pirituall functions,do admi- 
nifter inftice betweene party and party,and punifh offenders. Of inferior Priefts, 
there befome particularly appointed to fing at the tops of their fteeples, andto 
congregate the people; fome to looke to the Ceremonies, and fome to reade and 
interprete the Alcoran. There arealfo other religious Orders , which I omit to 
{peake of; being of their owne taking vp; neither commanded nor commended, 
and rather to be efteemed vagabonds then religious perfons , contider we either 
their life or their habits. 

Amongtt the Tarkifh commandements, onc is that,drawne originally from our 
Sauiours, Thou fhalt not do what thou wouldest not haue done to thee: whereupon for 
the moft part their ciuil iuftice is grounded;not difagreeing greatly from the lawes 
of Aéofes.Alleuictions there,as elfewhere,depend vpon witnefles: yet will northe 
oath ofa Chriftian or a Jew be receiued againi{t a Turk,as willa T#rksagain{t them, 
and theirs one againft another. But the kindred of Afahomet haue ther fingletetti- 
monies in equal! value with theteftimonic of two others. Notwithftanding, the 
oath ofa Mahometan will notbe taken,ifimpeached for a drinker of wine,or eater 
of {wines flefh.Euery Bajfa keeps a Dinan({o they call the Court of Infticeywithin 
his Prouince:butthe higheft of all,& to which they may appeale from all other,is 
that whichis kept 4. daies of the weeke in the Grasd Siguzors Serragltofr5 whence 
noappeate is admitted but to the perfon of the Aduftie. Herethe Wizser Baffas of 
the Port,who are nine in number(or asmany as then are not otherwifeemployed 
do fit in iuftice:where alfo they confult of matters of State, and that pubhikely not 
excepting againft Embafladors Drogermen, lightly alwayes prefent, fo prefume 
they of ftrong hand: affifted by the sAdmirall, » Chancellor (the ¢ Treaftrer 
inthe fame roome keeping his Court)where all caufes whatfoeuer that are heard, 
within the fpace of three dayes are determined; the Great /iczer Ba/fa being Pre- 
fident of the reft. But Bribery, not knowne votill lately amongft them , hath fo 
corrupted their integritie, that thofe caufes (if they beare but acolour of right) 
do feldome mifcarry where gifts are the Aduocates: yet this is che beft of the 
worft,thatthey quickly know their fuccefles. But many times when the opprefied 
fubiects can haue no iuftice, they will introupes artend the comming forth of the 
Emperour, by burning ftraw ontheir heads , or holding vp torches , prouoke 
his regard:who brought vnto him by his Mutes,dorh receiue their petition;which 
oftentimes turnesto the ruine of fome of thofe great Ones. For aflurances of pur- 
chafes, they haue no Indentures, no fines and recoueries. The omitting ofa word 
cannot fruftrate their eftates ; nor quirks of law preuaile againft conicience. All 
that they haueto fhew,isa little Scedule,calleda Hedget or Ssg¢i,only manifcfting 
the poffeffion of the feller,as his of whom he boughrit, or from whom it defcen- 
ded vnto him;which vnder-written by the Cadie of the place, doth fruftrate all af- 
ter-claimes whatfoeuer. Now the punifhments for offenders, be cither pecuniary 
or corporall, Foimpofe the former, they will forge all the flandersthat they can, 
toeate vponthe lefle circumfpect Chriftians ; but the other are feldome vniuftly 
inflicted. Their formes of putting to death (befides fuchas are common elswhere} 
are impaling vpon ftakes, ganching ( which is to be let fall from on high vpon 
hookes,and there to hang vntill they dye by the anguifh of their wounds,or more 
miferable faminc,) and another inuented (but now not here vied) to theterror of 
mankind,by fome diuelith Per#llvs , who deferued to haue firit cafted of hisowne 
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inuention : viz. they twitchthe offender about the wafte witha towell, inforcing 
him to draw vphisbreath by often pricking him in the body , vntillthey haue 
drawne him within the compatle of a {pan; then tying it hard, they cut him offin 
the middle,and fetting the body onahot plate of copper,which feareththe veines, 
they fo vp prop him during their cruell pleafure:who not only retaineth his fenfe, 
but the faculties of difcourfe,vntill he be taken down;and then departeth in an in- 
ftant. But litle faults are chaftifed by blowes receiued on the foles of the feet with 

-abaftinado,by hundreds at atime,according to the quality ofthe mifdemeanour, 
A terrible paine that extendeth toail the parts of the body:yet haueI feenethem 
taken for money, The mafteralfo in this fort doth correét his flaue: but parents 
their children with ftripes onthe belly. The Shubafhie isas the Conftable of a Ci. 
ty bothto fearchout and punifh offences. 

Itremaineth now that we {peake of the perfons ofthe Turks, their difpofitions, 
manners and fafhions. They be generally well complexioned, of good ftatures, 
and full bodies, proportionably compacted. They nourifh no haire about them, 
but a locke on the crowne, and on their faces onely ; efteeming it more cleanly, 
andto be the better prepared fortheir fuperftitious wafhings. Buttheir beards 
they weare at full length; rhe marke of their affected grauitie , and token of frec- 
dome, (for flaues haue theirs fhauen) infomuch that they will feofte at fuch Chri- 
{tians as cut, or naturally waptthem,as if fuffering them {elues to be abufed againtt 
nature. All ofthem weare onitheir heads white Shafhesand Turbants » thebadge 
of their religion: as is the folding of the one,and fize of the other, of their vocati- 
onsand qualitie. Shafhes are long towels of Callico woundabout their heads: 
Turbants are made like great globes of callico too & thwarted with roules of the 
fame; hauing little copped caps, on the top, of greene or red veluet, being onely 
worne by perfons of ranke;and he the greateft that weareth the greareft, the Mnf. 
ties excepted which ouerfizeth the Emperors. And though many Orders haue 
particular ornaments appointed for their heads , yet wearethey thefe promifcu- 
ouily. It is an efpeciall fauour in the Turke,to fuffer the Chriftiin tributary Prin- 
ces and their chiefeft Nobles to weare white heads in the City:but in them, what 
better then an Apoftaticall infinuation: Butto begin from theskin: thenextthat 
they weare isafmocke of Callico, with ample fleeues much longer then their 
armes:vnder this a paire of calfounds of the fame,which reach to their ancles,the 
ret naked;and going in yellow or red {lip-fhooes,picked at the toe, and plated on 
thefole: euer all they weare an halfe-fleeued coat girt vnto them with atowell: 
their necke allbare: and this within doores is their fummeraccoutrement. Ouer 
all when they go abroad’they weare gownes, fomie with wide halfe fleeues, 
(which more particularly belong to the Grecians,) others with long hanging 
{leeues, buttoned before:and a third fort worne by the meaner fort,reaching but 
a little below theknee, with hanging fleeues not much longer then the arme, 
and open before; butall of them vagathered in the fhoulders. Inthe winter they 
addetothe former, calfunes of cloth,which about the {mall of their leg are fewed 
to fhort {mooth buskins of leather without foles , fit for the foote, asa gloue for 
the hand: lining their gownes with furre, asthey dotheir coates, hauing then the 
f{leeues (or quilted waftecoates vnder them) reaching clofeto their wrifts. They 
were no gloues.At their girdles they wearelong handkerchers,fome of them ad- 
mirall for value and workmanfhip. They neuer alter their fafhions: not greatly 
differing in the great and vulgar more then in the pss Cloth of tiflue, x: 
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64. Of the Turks, their manners, (cL vs.1. 
goldand filuer, veluet, fcarlet, fatin, damaske, chamolets , lined with fables, and 
othercoftly furres,and with martins,{querrils,foxes and conyskins;are worneac- 
cordingto their feueral qualities. Butthe common weare is Violet cloth. They re- 
taine the old worlds cuftome in giuing change ofgarments:which they may aptly 


do, when onevet fitteth all men, and is of euery mans fafhion. The Clergie go 


much in greene, it being Mahomets colour;and his kin{men in green fhafhes, who 
arecalled Emers,which is Lords : the women alfo weare fomething of greene on 
their heads, to be knowne. Their lives not a race ofill-fauoureder people ; bran- 
ded pethaps by God for the finne of their feducing anceftor and their ownewic- 
ked affuming ofhereditary holineffe. But ifa-Chriftian out of ignorance weare 
greene,he fhall haue his clothes torne off from his backe,and perhaps be well bea- 
ten. They carry no weapons about them in the City ; onely they thruft vnder 
cheir girdles great crooked kniues of a dagger-like fize, in sheathes of metall; the 
haftsard fheathes of many being fer with {tones , andfomeof them worth fiue 
hundred Sultanies. They beare their bodies vpright, ofa ftarely gate, and elated 
countenance. In their familiar falutations they lay their hands on their bofomes, 
and alittle decline their bodies:but when they falutea perfon of great ranke,they 
bow almoftto the ground, and kiffe the hemme of his garment. The ornaments 
of their heads they neuer put off vpon any occafion. Some of them perfume their 
beards with amber,and the infides of their Turbants,and all of them affeétclean- — 
lineffe foreligioufly, that befides their cuftomary lotions, and daily frequenting 
of the Bannias they never fo much as make water , but they wafliboth ther hands 


and priuities:at which bufineffe they fequefter themfelues,and couch to theearth; 
><. reuilingthe Chriftian whom they fee piffing againft a wall,and fometimes ftriking 
him.This they do,to preuent that any part of either excrement fhould touch their _ 


earments, efteeming it a pollution, and hindring the acceptation of prayer, who 
then arcto be moft pure bothn heart ahd habite. So flothtull they be,that they 
neuer walke vp and downforsecreatiori,nor vfe any other exercife but fhooting: 
whereinthey takeas little paines as may be, fitting on carpets in the fhadow, and 
fending their flaues for their arrowes. They alfo fhoote againft earthen wals,cuer 
kept moift in fhops and priuate houfes for that purpofe , ftanding not aboue fixe 
paces from the marke, andthat with fuch violence, thatthe arrow pafles not fel- 
dome thorow : nay I hauefeene their arrowes fhot by our Embaffadour thorow 
targets of ftecle, pieces ot brafletwoinches thicke ; and thorow wood, with an. 
arrow headed with wood,ofeight inches. T heir bowes are for form & length,not 
vnlike the lath ofa large croffebow, made of the hornes of Buffoloes, intermixed 
with finewes , ofadmirable workmanfhip,and fome of them exquifitely gilded. 
Although there be wraftlers among{t them,yct they be fuchas doitto delight the 
people,and do make it their profeflion, as do thofethat walke vpon ropes, whes- 
inthe Tar kes are moft expert; going about when they haue done, toeuery partie 
cular fpectator for his voluntary benevolence.Of cardsand dice they are happily 
dgnorant; butat cheffe they will play all thaday long: a {port that agrecth well 
with their fedentary vacancie; wherein notwithftanding they auoid the difhoneft 


_ hazard ofmony.Thebetter fort take great delight in their horfes,which are beau. 


tifull to the eye , and well ridden for feruice;but quickly iaded , ifheldtoa good 
round trot(foramble they donot ) inan indifferent iourney. But the Turkes doe 
not lightly ride fo faft as to put them vnto either. Their faddles be hard and deep, 
though norgteat,plated behind and before; and fome of them with filuer, asare 
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their maffie ftirrops,and the reines of their bridles, fured vntotheir coftly capari- 
fons. When they ftand inthe ftablethey feede them forthe moft part,if not alto- 
gether, with barley;being here of {mall value,and onely feruing for that purpofe. 
They litter them in their owne dung, firft driedin the Sunne and puluerated; 
which keepes their skins cleanie,fmooth, and fhining. 

The Turkes do greatly reuerence their parents, ({0 commanded to do by their 
faw)as the Inferior his Superior , and the yong theaged, readily giuing the prio- 
rity to whom it belongeth, the left hand asthey go in the ftreets preferd before 
the right, inthat made matters thereby ofthefword ofthe other,andthe chiefett 
placethe fartheft from the wall: who liue together asifall of'a brotherhood. Yet 
giue they no entertainment vnto oneanother,nor come there any into their hou- 
{es but vpon {pecial occafion,and thofe but into the publike parts therofitheir wo- 
menbeing neuer feene but by the Nurfes and Eunuchs which attend onthem, Yea 
fo iealous they are,that their fons when they come to growth are feparated from 
them. As their houfesare meane, fo aretheir furnitures: having nothing on the 
infide but bare white walls:vnlefleit be fome{peciallroome, in the houle of fome 
of high quality. Butthe roofes of many of them are curioufly feeled with in- 
Jaid wood, adorned with gold and azure ofan exceffiue coftlinefle; thegreater 
part ofthe floore, and thata littleaduanced , being couered with Turkie carpets, 
whereon when they tread they do put off their flip-fhooes. Many of their roomes 
Haue great out-windowes,where they fit oncufhions in the heat ofthe day. They 
lyevpon mattreffes,fome of filk,fome cf ftained linnen,withbolfters of the fame, 
and quilts that are futable , but much in their clothes, thecaufe perhaps that they 
are {o loufie. Nor fhame they thereat: many fhall you fee fit publikely aloufing 


themf{clues in the Sunne: and thofe no meaneperfons. They haue neither tables 


nor ftooles in their houfes , but fitcroflegd onthe floore at their viduals, all in a 
ring. In ftead ofa cloth,they hauea skin {pread beforethem; but the better fort fit 


about around boord , ftanding ona foote not paft halfe afoote high, and brimd 


likeacharger. Their difhes haue feete like ftanding bolles,and are fo fet one vpon 
another,that youmay eate of cach without remouing of any, Their moft ordi- 
nary food is pillaw, that is, rice which hath bene fod with the fat of mutton. Pot- 
tage they vie of fundry kinds, egges fryed inhony, tanfies , (or fomething like 
them) pafties offundry ingredients:the little flefh which they eate iscut into gob- 


bets,and either fod,or rofted ina fornace,But I think thereis more in Londow {pent 


in one day then is inthis City intwenty. Fifhthey haue in indifferent quantitic. 
But the commons do commonly feede on herbes, fruits,rootcs,onions,garlicke 
abealily kind ofvapreffed cheefe that lyeth ina lumpe;hodgpodges made of flo- 
wer,milke,and hony,&c.fo that they liue for little or nothing , confidering their 


fare,and the plenty ofallthings, They are waited vponby their flaues,giuen them, 


or purchafed with their f{words,or moncy : of thefe to haue many itis accounted 
for great riches. When one hath fed fuficiently he rifeth,and another taketh his 
roome,and fo continue to do vntil all be fatisfied. They eatethree times a day:but 
when they feaft they firall the day long, vnleffe they rife toexonerare nature, and 
forthwith returmagain. They abftaine from hogs-flefh,from bloud, & from what 
hath dyed ofitfelf,vnleflein cafes ofneceflity. Their vivalldrink is pure water,yet 
haue they fundry Sherbets, (fo callthey the confections which they infufe into ir) 
fome made of fugar and lemons,fome of violets, andthe like, (whereof fome are 
mixed with amber)ywhich the richer fort diffolue therinto. The hony of Siois ex-

Cellent for that purpofe:andthey make another of the iuice of Raifons, of little 
coft,and moft viually dranke of. Wineis prohibited them by their Alcoran: they 
plant none,they buy none:but now to that liberty they are growne (the naturall 
Turke excepted) thatthey will quafte freely when they come tothe houfe of a 
Chriftian:infomuchas I haue feenebut few go away vnied fromthe Embatladors 
table. Yer the feared diforders that might enfue thereof, haue bene an occafion 

that divers times all the wine in the City hath bin ftaued ( exceptin Embaffadors 
honfes,)and death hath bin madethe penalty vntofuch as prefumed to bringany 
in. They preferre our beere aboueall other drinks. And confidering that wine is 
forbidden, that water is with the raweft (efpecially inthis Clime)the dearenes of 
Sherbets,and plenty of Barley (being here fold not for aboue nine pence a bufhel) 
no doubt but it would proue infinitly proficableto fuch as fhould bring ia the vfe 
shereofamongftthem. Although sal be deftirute of Tauerns,yet have they their 
Coffa-houfes , which fomething refemblethem. There fitthey chatting moft of 
the day;and fippe of a drinke called Coffa(of the berry that it is made of)in little 
China difhes,as hot as they can futfer it: blacke as foote, and tafting not mvch yn- 
like ic(why not that blacke broth which was in vfe among {t the Lacedemonians?) 
which helpeth asthey fay, digeftion, and procureth alacrity: many of the Coffa- 
men keeping beautiful boyes,who ferue as {tales to procure them cuftomers. The 
Turkes are alfo incredible takers of Opium, whereof the leffer 4fa aftordeth them 
plenty: carrying ic aboutthem both in peace and warre , which they fay expel- 
leth all feareand makes them couragious : but I rather thinke giddy-headed , and 
turbulent dreamers; by them, as fhould feeme by what hath bene faid, religioufly 
affected. And perhaps for the feifefamecaufe they alfo delight in Tobacco:which 
they take thorow reedesthat hauc ioyned vnto them great heads of wood to con+ 
taine it, Idoubtnotbut lately taught them, asbroughtthem by the English: and 
were it notfometimes lookt into ( for Morat Bajfa not long fince commanded a 
pipe to be thruftthorow the nofe ofa Turke , and fo to be ledin derifionthorow 
the City,)no queftion but ic would prouc a principall commodity. Nevertheleffe 
they will take it in corners,and are fo ignorant therein,that that whichin England 
is not faleable, doth paffle hereamong{t them for moft excellent. 

They areby their lawin generall exhortedto marry , for the propagationof 
their Religion: and he ill reputed of that forbearethfo to do vutill theage of fiue 
and twenty.Euery man is allowed foure wiues,who areto be of his own religion: 
and asmany concubine flaues as he isableto keepe of what religion foeuer. For 
God (faith the Alcoran) that is goodand gracious , exaéteth not of vs what is 
harfh & burdenfome;but permits vs the nightly company of women:well know- 
ing that abftinency inthat kind is both grievous , and impoffible, Yet are they to 
meddle with none but their owne peculiars: the offending womenthey drowne, 
andthe manthey ganth. They buy their wiues of their parents,& record the con- 
tract before the Cad? ; which they after folemnizein this manner. Many women 
are inuited by the mother ofthe Bride to accompany her the night before the 
mariage day;whereof they fpend a great part in feafting :rhen teade they her in- 
toa bath, where they anointand bathe her. So breaking company, they depare 
vato their feuerall refts, and inthe morning returne to her chamber: where they 
trick her in herricheft ornaments,tying on her filkenbuskins with knots noteafily 
vnknit. Thebridegroome hauing feafted a number in like manner, in the morning 
they alforepaire to his houfe, in their beft apparell,and gallantly mounted, from 
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whence they fet forward by twoand by two, to ferchhome the Bride, accompa- 
nied with muficke , andconduétedby the Sagdich, who isthe ncereft of his kind- 
red.Vnto whom the Bride is delinered with her face clofe coucred:who fer altride 
on horfebacke, hath a Canopy caried ouer her; in fuch fort 25 no part of her isto 
be diicerned. Sothe troup returning inorder as they came:aftes them are carriec 

in Serpets(a kind of baskets) their prefents, and apparell-then followesh fhe; and 
daftly her flaues , ifany haue beene giuen her. The Bridegroome ftandeth at his 
doore to receiue her, who is honoured by his guefts(yer go they not in) with fun. 
dry prefents before their departure. If fhe be of quality, fhe is led to the Bride- 
chamber by an Eunuch, where women ftand prepared to vndreffeher. But the 
Bridegroome him{elfe muft vnty her buskins(as among the Romans they did their 
girdles) to which he is faine to apply histeeth. Now he is to entertaine his wiues 
withanequall refpect: alike is their diet, alike is their apparell, alike his beneuo.. 
lence (for {uch {weet ftuffe is contained in the precepts of their Doors ) vnlefle 
they confentto giue orchangeturnes;or elfe they may complaine tothe Cadi,and 
procurea diuorcement. Butthe husband may put away his wife at his pleafure: 
whomay marry vnto another within foure months after, prouided the prouenot 
with child,andthen not vntill fo long after her deliuery.But if he will haue her 4- 
gaine,he muft buy her:and ifafterthe third diuorce,another is firftto lie with her. 
as a puniflment inflicted for his leuity. They giue him the reuerence of a matter. 
they are atno time to deny himtheir embracements,whom hetoucheth notagain 
vorill they haue bene at the Banzizs. They receive chaftifemenr from him; and 
thatthey hold to be an argument of his affection. They feed apart,and entermed.- 
dle not withhoufhold affaires. Alithat is required at their hands, istocontent 
their husbands,to nurfe their owne children,and to liue peaceably together:which 
they do (and which is ftrange) with no great iealoufic, or enuy. No male accom- 
panies them aboue twelue yeares old,exceptthey be Eunuches:and fo ftrictly are 
they guarded,as feldome {eene to looke outat their doores. They be womenof 
elegant beauties, for the moft part ruddy,cleare, and fmooth, asthe polifhed iuo- 
ry;being neuer rufled by the weather,and daily frequenting the Bazatasbut with- 
allby the felfefame meanesthey fuddenly wither.Great eyesthey haue in princi- 
pallrepute : affected both by the Furkes and the Grecians , asit fhould feeme from 

the beginning. For Mahomet doth promife women with fuch, (nay as big as egges) 
in his imaginary Paradifeswhich Homer attributes,as an e{peciallcxcellency,vnto 

uno:

And of thofe the blacker they be, the more amiable : infomuch that they put be- 
tweene the eye-lids andthe eye a certaine blacke powder with a-fine long penfil, 
made ofa minerall brought from the kingdome of Fez,and called Alcohole;which 
by the notdifgracefull ftaining of the lids, doth better fet forththe whitenef{e of 
the eyezand though it trouble fora time, yet it comforteth the fight,and repelleth 
4] humors. Into the fame hue (butlikely they na une are {o)do they dy a cic.

naturally they donot) fo do they the haire of their heads:

ces fomabled in fine linnen , tharno moreis to be feeneof them then their eyes: 
nor that offome,who lookeas through the fight ofa Beuer. For they are forbid- 
denby the Alcorantordifclofetheir beauties vatoany, butvnro their fathersand 
husbands. They neuer ftirre forth, but (and then alwayes in troupes ) to pray ar iq 
the graues and to the publike Bazaias:which for excellency of buildings arenexe i 
totheir Mofques.But hauing in partalready deferibed fome oftheir formes,I wil 7 
alittle treate of their vfe :which haue bene intimes paft,and are at this prefent, in 
fuch requeft with thefe nations(as once with the Remanes,as may appeare by their A | 
regardable ruines) that few but frequent them twife in the week; as well for their | 
health, as for delight and cleanlineffe.

But 
both amongitthe Romanes did ordinarily frequentthem together : acuftome,as 
they fay, continued in Switferland at this day, and that among the moft modeft, We 
The men are attended vpon by menjandthe women by women.In the ourerm oft 
roome they put offtheir clothes: then hauing aporns of ‘tained linnen tied about 
their waitts , they enter the bathes to what degree of heate thatthey pleafe: for 
feuerall roomes, and feuerall parts of thenvare of feueralltem peratures, as isthe 
water letin by cocksto wath the fweate and filth of the body. The fervitors wath _ 
therm, rub them , ftrerch out theirtoynts , andcleanfetheir skins with apiece of : 
rough grogeram: which done ; they fhaue theheads and bodiesofmen , ortake 
away the haire witha compofition of Rufina (a mineral! of Cyprus) and vnfleake 
lime;who returning tothe place where they lefttheir cloths, are dried with freth 
linnens; and for all this they pay nor aboue three or foure Afpers: fo little, in that 
endued with reuenues by their Founders. But the women‘doth annoint thei 
bodies with an ointment made of the earth of Chios ; which maketh the skin 
foft,white,and fhining,extending that onthe face, and freeing it from wrinkles, 
Much vnnaturall and filthy luft is faid ro becommitted daily inthe remote clofets 
of thefe darkfome Bammasyca women withwomen;a thing vncredible,ifformer 
times had not giuen thereunto both detection and punifhment. They haue gene- ik 
rally the f{weereft children that euer I {aw; partly proceeding from their frequent a 
bathings , and affeéted cleanlinefle, As we beare ours, in our armes,fothey doe pay: 
theirs aftride on their fhoulders. He 
Now next to their wiues we may fpeake of their flaues: for little differenceis it 
there made betweene them: whoare Chriftians taken inthe warres, or purchafed 
with their money.

evento the fearchofher mouth, and affurance (if fo fhe be faid to be) ofher vir- 

ginitic. Theirmafters may lie withthem, chattife them, exchange, andfell them 

at their pheafure,But a Chriftian will not lightly fell her whom he hath lyen with, 

but giue her her liberty. If any of their flaues will become M ahometans, they are 

difcharged of their bondage , bur ifa flaue bea Turke , he onely is the better in- 

treated. The Txrkes do vfe their bond-women with little lefle refpedt then their 

wiues; and make no difference betweene the children begotten of the one or the 

other: who liue together without iealoufic, it being allowed by their irriligious 

religion. Notwithftanding their wiues do onely receiue, as propewvnto them, 

their Sabbaths beneuolence. The old and the moft deformed are: put to moft 

drudgery. The men-flaues may compell their maftersbefore the Cadie, to li- 

mit the time of their bondage ,. or fet 2 price of their redemption’, orelfero fell 

them vnto another:but whether ofthe two,they lightly referreto the flaues cle- 

ction. Ifthcy be onely fit for labour, they willaccept of the time;but if skilfnll in 

any craft, of the price:which expired,or paied , they may returne into their coun. 

tries. But gally-flaues are feldomereleafed, in regard oftheir {mall number, and 

much employment which they haue for them: nor thofe that are flaues vnto 

great ones, to whom the Cadies authoritie extends not. Many ofthechildren that 

the Turkesdo buy (for their markets do affoord of allages) they caftrate, making 

all {mooth as the backe of the hand, (whereof diuers doe die in the cutting) who 

‘ dupply the vfes of nature with a filuer quil, which they weare in their Turbants.In 

é times paft,chey did but onely geld them: but being admitted to thefree conuerfe 

oftheir women, it was obferued by fome,thatthey more thenbefittingly deligh- 
tedintheir focieties:For according tothe Satyre, :

for the moft part bene approued faithfull wife, and couragious; infomuch asnor 
afew of them haue come to fit at the ftern of State, (thefecond Vizer ofthe Port 
being now an Eunuch:) and others to the gouernmentof armics. 

> But now {peake we of heir funerals. After their death, the men by the men,and 

the womenby the women are laid out in the midft of tlic roome. When diners 

of their Priefts do aflemble, and hauing performed certaine idle ceremonies, (as ” 
in wrapping theit beades about it, and inthe often turning it, inuoking God | 
to have mercy on the departed) they wafhir, fhaue it, and fhrowd itin linnen, :) 
which they have vntyed both athead and feere. Then lay they the cori on a 
beare, placing a Turbant at the vpperend , and carry itto the graue, with the 
head forward: fome of the Deruifes going before with tapers, the Prictt fing- 
ing after, and laftly his friends and acquaintance. But perfons of principal qua. 
Jitic haue their horfes led before them, with enfignes trailed on the earth, and o- 
ther rites ofthat nature; divers af the Santons going before, naming of God, and 
thaking of their heads, and turning about vatillthey fall downe giddic. The fides 
and bottome of the graucare boorded, anda boord laid ouer the corfeto keepe 
theearth from it, leaning a fufficient compafle to knecle in, For they are of opi- 
nion, that twoetrible Angelscalled Mongir and Guanequir , do prefently repaire 
vnto the grauesand put the fouleagaine into the body , as if ( faith the Alcoran) a 
man fhould putona fhirt,and raifing him onhis knees, with his head uncouered, 
(the winding theet being left vnknit for that purpofe)demand of him in particular 
how he hath behaued himfelfe in this life: which ifnot well, the one ftrikes biay 
on the head witha hammer nine fathoms into theearth, the other tearing him 
with aniron hooke;and fo continue to torment him vatill the day of ludgement, 
A Purgatory fo feared, thatin their Mattins they petition God to deliver them 
from the examinations ofthe blacke Augels,the tortures of the graue,and their e. 
uilliourney. But ifhe haue fatisfied them in his reply, they vanith away-,and two 
white Angelscome intheir places, the one laying his arme vnder his head , the 
other fitting at his feer, and fo protesthim vntill Doomes day. The Em PErOrsy

for dogs and birds do deuoure,as wellas to relicue the pooresbeing held an auail- 
able almes for the deceafled. The better fort do mourne in white ( asfor blacke, I 
neuer faw it worne by a Twrke) and but for a little feafon.And the womenarenot 
to marry by their law,vatill foure moneths and tendayes after thedeaths of their 
husbands. 

To fpeake a word ortwo of their fciences and trades:fome of them haue fome 
little knowledge in Philofophie,Neceflitie hathtaught them Phy ficke;rather had 
from experience then the grounds of Art.In Aftronomie they haue fome infight: 
& many there arethat vndertake to tel fortunes.T hefe frequently fit in the ftreets 
of the City, reforted vato by fuch as areto take aiourny,or go about any bufines 
of importance. They haue a good giftin Poetry, wherein they chant their amours 
in the Perfiantongueto vile muficke; yet are they forbidden foto doe their law: 
Gitternes , Harpes and Recorders being their principall inftruments, But their 
lowd inftruments do rather affright then delight the hearing. Ona time the Grand 
Signior was perf{wadedto heare fome choife Italian muficke : but the foolifh Mu-— 
ficians (whofe wit lay onely in the ends of their fingers ) {pent fo much time 
in vnfeafonable tuning , that he commanded them to auoid, belike efteeming © 
the reftto be anfwerable. They ftudy not Rhetorick,as fufficiently thereininftru- 
éted by nature; nor Logick, fince it feruesas wellto deludeas informe, and that 
wifedome ( according to the opinion of the Epicures ) may be comprehended in 
plaineand direct expreffions. Some there be amongft them that write hiftories, 
but few reade them; thinking that none can write of times paft truely, fince none 
dare write the truth of the prefent.Printing they reie&t; perhaps for feare left the 
vniuerfalitie of learning fhould fubuert their falfe grounded religion and policy; 
which is better preferued by an ignorant obedience: moreouer a number that 


_ liueby writing, would be vndone, whoare, for the moft part, ofthe Priefthood. 


The Turkifh tongue is loftie in found, but poore of it felfe in fubftance : for being 
originally the Tartarian, who were needy ignorant paftors,they wereconttrained 
toborrow their termes of State and office from the Perfians , ( vpon whofe ruines 
they erected their greatnefle, of Religion( being formerly Pagans) from the U4- 
rabians;as they did of maritim names (together with their skill) from the Greekes 
and /talians. In Natolia it is moft generally {poken. They vic asthe Perfians ) the 
Arabicke character.In writing they leaue out the vowels, vnlefie it be in the end of 
a word;fothat much is c6trmed in a littleroome. They curioufly fleeke their pa- 
per, which isthicke;much of it beingcoloured & dappled like chamolets;done by 
a tricke they baue in dipping it inthe water. They haue Paintersamongftthem, 
exquifite intheir kind,forthey are not to draw by their law , nortohaue the fi- 
gure of any thing lining)yetnow many priuatly begin to infringe that precept;and 
the Grand Signior himfelfe hath afan, whereon the battels of Hungaryare painted. 
Coldurs alfothey haue, not leffe faire then durable. Euery one hath fome trade 
or other:not fo much as the Grand Signier excepted. Their tradesarelighty fuch 
as ferue for their owne vies;neither much fupplying forreine Marts,nor frequen- 
ting them, A lazic people that worke but by fits; and more efteeme of their eafe, 
then their profitryet are they exceffine couetous. And although they haue not the 
wit to deceiue(for they be groffe-headed)yet haue they the wil;breaking al com- 
pacts with the Chriftians that they find difcommodious:fo that they feldome will 
deale with them.But with one another they buy and fell onely for ready money; 
wherein the moft of their fubftance confifteth : the occafion that few fuites do 
hap pen.

happen amongft them. Thaue {poken fufficiently,at leaft what I.can,of this Na- 
tion ingenerall- now conuert weto the Perfon and Court ofthis Sulsan. 

He is,inthis yeere 161 o,about theage of three and twenty ,ftrongly limd,and of 
aiuft ftature,yet greatly inclined to be fat: infomuch as fometimes he is ready to 
choke as he feed, & {ome co purpofely attend to free him from that danger. His 
face is full and duly proportioned: only his eyes are extraordinary great,by them 
efteemed (as is{aid before)an excellency inbeauty.Fleame hath the predominan- 
cieinhis coplexion.He hath a little haire on his vpper lip, but leffeen his chin of 
a darkfom color.Hisafped is as hauty as his Empire islarge. He beginneth alrea- 
dy toabftaine from exercife:yetare there pillars with infcriptions in his Serraglio, 
between which he threw a great iron mace,that memorize both his ftrength,and 
actiuity. Being onatime rebuked by his father Atshomet, thathe neglected fo 
much hisexercifes and ftudies, he made this reply: that, Now he wastoooldto 
begin to lcarne;intimating thereby,that his life was to determine with his fathers: 
whereat the Su/san wept bitterly. For he then had twoelder brothers,of whé the 
eldeft was ftrangled in the prefence of his father vpon a falfe fufpition of treafon; 
and the other by anaturall death did open his way totheEmpire. Perhaps the 
confideration thereof hath made himkeepe his yofiger brother aliue, contra ry 
totheir cruell cuftome: but ftrongly guarded, and kept within his Serrag/o. For 
he is of nobloudy difpofition nor otherwife notorioufly vicious,confidering the 
aufterity of that gouernment, and immunities of their Religion. Yet he is an vn- 
relenting punifher of offences, euenin his owne houfhold: hauing caufed eight 
of his Pages, atmy being there, robe throwne into the Sea for Sodomy (an 
ordinary crime, if efteemed acrime, in that nation) in the nighttime;being letto 

know by the report of a Cannon, that his'will was fulfilled. Among ft whom, it 
was given out, that the Vice-roys natural] fonne of Sicilia was one (a youth lately 
taken prifoneg, and prefented vnto him)yet bur fo faidto be,todishearten fuchas 
fhould practife his efcape. Hisvalour refts yet vntried,hauing made no warre but 
by difputation:nor is it thoughtthat he greatly affects it:defpairing of long life in 
regard of his corpulencie. Whereupon he is now building a magnificent Mofque, 
for the health of his foule, all of white marble; at the Eaft endjand South fide of 
the Hippodrom,where he firft brokethe earth,and wrought three houres in per- 
fon. The like did the Baffas: bringing. with them prefents of mony,and {laues to 
further the building. His occupation(for they are all tied to hane one)is thema- 
king of ivory rings,which they weare on their thumbs when they fhoote, where- 
upo he works daily.His Turbant is like in fhape to a pompion,but thrice as great. 
His vnder and’ vpper garments arelightly of white fattin, or cloth of filuertiffued 
withan eye of greene, & wrought in great branches. He hath not fo few as foure 
thonfand perfons that feedandliue within his Serraglio;befides Capagies,of whom 
thereare fiue hundred attired like Lanizaries, but onely that they wantthe focket 
inthe front of their bénets,who waite by fifties ateuery gate. The chiefe officers 
_ of the Courtarethe Mafter(as we may terme him)ofthe Requefts, the Treafurer 
& Steward ofhishoufhold,his Cupbearer, the Aga of the women,the Control. 
Jer ofthe zemoglans:who alfo fteereth his barge,andis the principal Gardiner. Di- 
mers of thefe iemog/ans marching before theGrand. Signior at folemne fhewes, ina 
vain oftentatid of what they will vndergo for their Lord, gathering vp the skin 
of their temples, dothrutt quils thorow,& fticke therin feathers for a greater bra.

when the old breakes out, make new holes clofe tothe broken. Yeathe ftandardi 
bearers of thiscrue, thruft the ftaues fometimes of their ftandards thorow the 
skin & fat of their bellies, refting the lower end on a ftirrop of leather, & fo beare 
them shorow the Cities Fifty Mutes he hath borne deafeand dumbe, whereof 
fome few be his daily companionssthe reft arehis Pages.It isa wonderfull thing 
to{ee how readily they canapprehend, and relate by fignes,euen matters of great 
difficultie, Not to {peake ofthe multitude of Eunuches,the footmen of his guard; 
cookes, fherbet-men,(who make the forefaid beurage) gardeners, & horskeepers: 
wenow willtreat ofhis women: wherein we will includethofeas well without 
as within his Serrag/io. anys 
And firft begin we with his Virgins, of whom there are feldomefo few asfiue 
hundred, kept ina Serraglioby themfelues, and attended on onely by women,and 
Eunuches. They all of them are his {laues;either taken in the warres,or from their 
Chriftian parents: and are indeed the choifeft beauties ofthe Empire. Theyare 
notto be prefented to the Emperour, vneill certaine moncths beexpired after 
their entrance; in which time they are purged and dieted, accordingto the ci 
ftome ofthe ancient Perfians. When itis his pleafure to haue one, they ‘ftand 
rancktina gallery & fhe prepareth for his bed, to who he giuethhis hadkerchers 
whois deliuered tothe aforefaid Age of the women(a Negro Eunuchyand con: 
ducted by him into the Sultans Serraglio. She that beareth him the firft{on,is to- 
noured with thetitle ofSw/tana. But for all his multitude of women,he hath yee 
begotten but twofonnes and three daughters, though he be that: way vnfatiably 
giuen,(perhapsthe caufe that he hath fe few) and vfech all forts of foodsthat may 
enable performance. He cannot makea free ¢ oman his'concubine:nor haveta 
do with her who he hath freed,vnleflehe do marry her:This was well known'ta 
the wickedly witty: Rexelana:who pretending deuotio,& defirous forthe healthy, 
forfooth, of her foule to erecta Temple, with an hofpitall,imparting her mind to 
the Mufti, wastoldby him that it would not be acceptable to God, if built bya 
bondwoman. Whereupon the put ona habite of acounterfeit forrow; which pot. 
feft the doting Solymanwith fucha compaflion, that he forthwith gaue her her 
freedome that fhee might purfue her intétion. But hauing after a while fentfor her 
by an Eunuch, fhe cunningly excufed her not comming,as touched in confcience 
withthe vnlawfulnefle of the fact;now being free,and therefore norto confent 
vatohis pleafure.Sohe,whofe foule didabidein her,and not ablé rolline without 
her, was conftrained tommarry her. The only marke that fhe aimed at,and where. 
on fhe grounded her fucceeding tragedies,'T his alfo hath married his concubine: 
the mother of his yonger fonne,(the being dead by whom hehadtheeldeft) who 
with allthe practices of a politicke ftepdame,endeuoursto fettle thefucceffionon - 
her owne: adding as itis thought,the power of witch-craft to that of her beanrie 
the being paffionately beloued ofthe Sulsan. Yet is the called Cafek Gadoun; which 
is, the Lady without haire:by Nature her felfe, both graced,andfhamed, Nowy 
whenthe Sultan dieth, all his womenare carried into: another Serraglie. where 
thofe remaine that were his predeceflors,being there both ftriGly lookt vatoand 
liberally prouided for. The Grand Sigrtor notfeldome beftowing fome of thé (as 
of his Virgins, andthe women of his owne Serrag/io) vpon his great Za/fasand: os 


thers; which isaccounted a, principall honour. But for his daughters, fifterssand 


aunts, they haue the Beas giuen them for their husbands,the Sadtan faying-this; 
Here,fifier, J gine thee this mam tothy flane, together with this dagger, thas if hee

pleafe thee not thoumaift kill him. Their husbands come not vntothemi vntill they 
be called; if but for fpeech onely, their fhooes which they put offat the doore, 
are there fuffered to remaine:butifto lie with them, they are laid ouer the bed by 
an Eunuch:a figne forthemto approch; who creep in vnto them at the beds feet. 
Mufapbaand Hadir, two of the Vizers of the Port ) haue married this Sultans 
fifter, and neece; and Mahomet Bajja of Cairo, his daughter; achild of fixe yeares 
old,ahd he about fifty, hauing had prefents fent his according to the Turkifh fo- 
Jemnities: who giuethtwo hundred thoufand Sultanies in dowry. Not much in 
habit do the women of the Serragiio difter from other, but thatthe Fauorite 
weares the ornament of her head more high,and of a particular fafhion, of beaten 
gold, and inchafed with gems ; from the top whereof there hangetha veile that 
reacheth to her ancles : the teft haue their bonnets more deprefled, yet rich, with 
their haire difheueled: | 

Whenthe Salta entettaineth Embafladours , hefitteth in aroome of white 
marble, gliftring with gold and ftones,vpon a low throne,{pred with curious car- 
pets, and accommodated with cufhions ofadmirable workmanthip; the Ba/fas of 
the bench being by , who ftand like fo many ftatues without {peech or motion. 
Itisnowacuftomethat none do come into his prefence without prefents : firft 
faftned vpon his Bajfas,asthey fay, by a Perfian Embafladour;who thereupon fene 
wordto the Sophy his mafter,that he had conquered Tur kéc. The ftranger that ap- 
procheth him is led betweentwo:a cuftom obferued euer fincethe firlt Amsureth 
was flaine by the Seruéan Cobelitz: acommon fouldier, who in the ouerthrow of 
Coffoua,rifing from amongftthe dead bodies, and reeling with his wounds, made 
towards the Su/tan then taking a view of the flaine, as if he had fomething to fay 
by whom admitted to{peech, he forthwith ftabd him witha dagger hid vnder his 
caffock for that purpofe. They go backward from him, Seneuer put off their hatss 
the fhewing of the head being held by the Turk to be an Opprobrious indecency. 
Now when he goeth abroad, whichis tightly euery other Friday (befidesat other 
times vpon other occafions) vato the Mofque: andwhenin ftate; thereisnotin 


theworldto be feenea greater fpectacle of humane glory,and if(fo I may fpeakey 


of fublimated manhood. For although (as hath bene faid ) the Temple of Sané#a 
Sophia, which he moft viually frequenteth, is not aboue a ftones caft fromthe 
our-moft gate of the Serraglio, yet hath he not fo few asa thoufand horfe ( be- 
fides thearchers of his guard and other footmen ) inthat fhort proceffion: the 
way on each fide inclofed as well within as without, with Capagies and Ianizaries, 
in their {carlet gownes,and particular head ornaments. TheChanfes ride formoft 
with their gilded maces,then the Captains of the JemZarées with their Age; next 
the Chieferaines of the Spachies; after them the Sanziaks : thofe of the fouldier ic 
wearing inthe fronts of their bonnets the feathers of thebirds of Paradife,brought 
out of Arabia,and by fome efteemed the Phoenix. Then follow thé Baffas and 
Beglerbegs:after them the Pretorian foormen, called the Se/acchi,whereofthere be 
in number three hundred.Thefe are attired imcalfouns and {mocks of calico,wea- 
ring nomore ouer them themhalfe-fleeued coates of crimfon damask , the skirts 
tuckt ynder their girdles:hauing plumes of feathers in the top of their copped bon-. 
nets;bearing quiuers at their backs, with bowes ready bent in their left hands ,and 
arrowes in their right:gliding alone with a maruellous celerity. After them feuen 
or nine goodly horfes are led, hauing caparifons and trappings of ineftimable 


value; followed by the idolized'Sw/taz gallantly mounted, About whom there

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runne fortie Peichi,({ocalled,in that they are naturally Perfians)in high-crowned 
brimlefle caps of beaten gold ,; with coates of cloth of gold girt to them with a 
girdlecalled chochiachthe Pages following inthe reare,and other officers of the 
houfhold.But what moft deferueth admiration amongft fo great aconcourfe of 
people,is their general filence: infomuch as had you but onely eares,you might 
fuppofecexcept when they faluce him witha fhort & foft murmur)that men were 
then folded infleepe,and the world in midnight.He that brings him good newes 
(as vato others of inferior conditid)receiueth his reward, which they call Mufto- 
fooke.But this Sudtan, to auoid abufes inthat kind, doth forthwith committhem 
to prifon,vntill their reports befound true or falfesand then rewards or punifheth 
accordingly. Although he {pends moft of his time with his women, yet {orntimes 
he recreates himfelfin hauking: who for that purpofe hath(I dare not name) how 
many thoufand Faulknersin penfion,difperfed thoroughont his dominions-and 
many of them euer attendant. Their long-winged haukes they whiftle not offas 
we do:but putting abridle about their necks, they make them couch to their filts, 
and fo galloping tothe brooke, fling them off at the fowle,being reared {i uddenly 
by the noy{e ofa drum that hangs at their pummels, by vfemade cunning inthae 
kindof preying. They carry thé onthe right hand, A hardy hauke is highly eftee. 
med;and they haueakind of them. called Shahans, muchleffe thena Falcon: yet 
fo ftragely couragious, that nothing flieth inthe aire thatthey will notbind with. 
They alfo hauke at the field,for I hauefeene them:carry fpaniels With them: yet 
thofe in beauty not like ynto ours,but of abaftard generation. ‘They feed their 
haukes with hard egges when flefh is wanting, and feldome beftow of them the 
muing. The old world, asis thought, was ignorant of this{port:being rarely if 
mentioned, by any ancient Author; fo that faid by fometo hauebene firftinien- 
tedby Fredericke Barbaroffa, during the time that he beleagred Rome with his ars 
my.But thisdiftich of Martial doth contute that opinion: : 
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Pitas Decipits & captasnon fibimoxce Her mont;that fhe fowle for another takes. 


Although he affects not hunting, yet he entertaines a number ofhuritfmen: Theis 
Gogs they let go out of flips in purfuite of the Wolfe, the Stag,the Bore,the Leo- 
pard,&c.Thofe that ferue for that purpofe, are ftickle haired, and not ynlikethe 
trifh grayhounds. Oe: | - 

‘Now the yearly reuenew which he hath'to defray his exceffiue disburfments, 
{uch a world of people depending vponhim ; amounts hotto'aboue fifteen mil- 
lions of Su/tanies, (befides the entertainement for his Ti#arz01s) which is no great 
matter,confidering the amplitude of his dominiés, being poffeft oftwo Empires, 
aboue twenty kingdomtes,befide diuerfe rich and populous Cities; together with 
the Red ,moft of the Mid-land, the Aigean, Euxéne, and Proponticke leas. Burit 
may be imputed to the barbarous watts ofthe Twrkifh cOquefts: who de opulare 
whole countries, & neuer reedifie what they ruine, Sothata great part of his Em- 
pire is but thinly inhabited, (Iexcept the Cicies) and that for the moft part by 
Chriftians:whofe pouerty is their onely fafery and protectreffe. But his cafuall 
incomes do give a maine acceffion to histreafury: as taxes, cuftomes, {poiles,and 
extortions.For as inthe feathe greater fithes do feed on the lefle, fodo the Great 
ones. here on their inferiours,and he on them all: -being, asaforefaid, the Com- 
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mander of their liues,and generall heire of their fubftances, He hath diuers mines 
of gold and filuer within his dominion:that of Séderocapfa in Macedon hauing been 
as beneficial vato him as the largeft City ofhis Empire, called anciently Chry- 
fites :and not vnknowne to Philip the father of Alexander;who had the gold from i. 
thence wherewith hee coyned his Philips, as alfo from thofe of Crawider, from i. 
whence he yeerly extracteda thoufand talents. He hath onely two forts of coine: ih \ 
the Sultanieand Afper. The Sultanie is equall invalue tothe Venice Zecceene, and => I 
fix {core Afpers amount to a Sultanje,called rather A/pro,ofthe whitenefle there- 
of, in that confifting of filuer. | 
Conftantinople is faid to containe feuen hundred thoufand perfons: halfe of Hy 

them Turkes, andthe other halfe Zewes and Chriftians, and thofe forthe general 
Grecians. But Perahaththree Chriftians for one Mahometan: for no Iew dwells in 
Pera, though they haue their fhopsthere.We omitto {peake of the ewes,vntill we Mt | 
come into Jewry ; and now willbend our difcourfeto the Grecians: a Nationno ©”. in 
leffe feattered thenthey, but infinitely more populous. For not onely three parts ae 
of the inhabitance ofall Greece and Romania are Grecians , butalmoftall that dwell if 
inthe Ilands of the Mid-land Sea, Propontis and Aigeum. Infinite numbers there 
are of them both in the Lefle,and the Greater Afia,& in Africa nota few. For(be- a 
fides diucrs Colonies by them formerly planted) when Antépater, Perdiccas, Seleucus, 

Lyfimachus, A ntigonus,Ptolomy, and the reft of the fucceflours of Alexander had . 
fhared his Empire among them,they endeuoured as muchas they couldto plane +] 
their new-got kingdomes with their country men:whofe pofteritie in part remai. i 
neth to this day, (though vaffaled to the oftenchanges of forrcine Gouernours:) 
{upplied by the extention of the latter Greeke Empire ; who yet retaine wherefoe- 

uer they liue,their Name,their Religion,and particular language. A Nation once 
foexcellent, thattheir precepts and examples do ftill remaine as approoued Ca- 

nons to direct the mind that endeuoureth vertue. Admirable in arts,and glorious 
inarmes ; famous for gouernment, affectors of freedome, euery way noble: and 

to whom the reft of the world were reputed Barbarians. But now their knowledge 

is conuerted, as I may fay, into affected ignorance, (forthey haue no {chooles of 
learning amongft them) their liberty into contented flauery , hauing loft their 
minds with their Empire.For fo bafe they are,asthought it is thatthey hadrather | - 
remaine asthey be,then endure atemporary trouble by preuailing fuccours, and : :

which is,notto part with their wares without mony. There be diuers rich men of 
them in Pera:butthofe I thinke were defcended of the Gezoef; who were, as hath 
been faid,the owners of that City .Many ofthemexercife merchandize in veflels 
called Carmafals;and haue of late gotten the vfe of the Compaffe, yet dare they 
notaduenture into the Ocean. They are of diuers trades iff Cities, & in thecoun- 
try do tillthe earth(for the European Turks do little meddle with husbandry) and 
dreffe their vines,by them onely planted. They haue a ceremony of baptizing 
of their winesswhich isthe reafon thatthe /ewes willnot drinke therof;performed 
inthe memory,andonthat day wherein Chrift conuerted water into wine: the 
Prieft inthe midft of his oraifons powring thereinto a fmall quantity of water. 
Their ancient habits may be concciued by that defcription of Homer, .

But now both in cut & attirethey doin moftthings agree withthe people whom 
they live vnder,like Venetians inthe Venetian rerritories,and like Turkes inTurkée : 
as alfo intheir manners. The halfe-fleeued gowne of violet cloth,with bonnets of 
the fame,or diuers coloured fhafhes,is heré moft appropriate vntothem: butthe 
Grecke Genoefesin Pera weare their gownes black, & of richer ftuffes ; with veluet 
caps,not vnlike vntothofethat were in fafhion amongft vs. The antique Grecians 
viedto lyealong at their meales,from whom the Romanes receiued that cuftome, 
as they from the etfeminate Afjans,vpon beds that circled three parts of the table, 
which was round and low, (the waters ftanding in the vacant part, and behind 
them)leaning on their elboweés raifed with pillowes, in their feaftings crowned 
with chaplers of howers,and garlands of Lawrell: but the women did fit, when 
admitted, which was rarely, amongitthem ; for them toliealong, efteemed too 
prouokinegly lafciuious, Thenumber of the conuiuals are priuate entertainments 
exceeded not nine, nor were vnder threc ; proportionating themfelues vnto the 
Graces and Hufes. Andas it fhould feeme,they drunke in that manner,

there were letterscontained in the names oftheir miftrefles :

and the graue difcourfed of Philofophie ; but of fuchas was pleafant as well as 
profitable, & delighttull vnto the hearers: as may appeare by Plato's conuiuinm, & 
Plutark’'s Symspofiacks :the firft named, dying at {uch abanquet , inthe fourefcore 
and one yecre of his age,& on the feuenth of Nouember, which was alfo his birth 
day. And although the Greekes do now for the moft part imicate the Turkes (I 
meane here in Turkie) in fitting at their meate, yet retaine they ftill that vice of 
immoderate drinking. They pledge one another in order;& he that cals for wine 
out of his turne, is reputed vnciuill. Their glaflesare little, but at euery draughr 
emptyed ; and when they haue once drunke hard, they obferue no rule, bur pro- 
uoke one anotherto exceffe. Neuer filent,andeuer and anon kiffing thofe that fic 
nextthem onthecheeke and forehead: and fo likewife they doe intheir faluta- 
tions after a long abfence,andto thofeto whomthey would giueanaflurance of 
their good will. Vfed of long, as appeareth by the Scriptures, amongft thefe Ea- 
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fterne nations. But to kiffe their women is an vnfufferable wrong; vnleffe it be be- 
tweene the Refurrectionand Afcenfion; vfing alfo thisgreeting,that, Our Sawiour 
isrifen. The women forthe moft partare brown of complexion, but exceeding- 
ly wel-fauoured,and exceffiuely amorous. Their garments differ little from theirs 
amongft whom they line; his particular fafhion, 
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They couer not their faces(the vitgins excepted vnleffe it be with painting, viing 
all the fuppliment of afophifticate beauty And not without caufe:for when they 
srow old,they grow moftcontemptible ; being put to do the drudgerie of the 
houfe, and many times to waite on their children. They are coftly in their attire: 
and willcomplaineto the Patriarch, if their husbands maintaine them not accor- 
dingtotheir fubftances. The Greekes, asthe Turks, do vie little houfhold ftuffe ; 
and lyevpon matrefles. , 

[need not to fpeake of the excellency oftheir Primitiue language: excellent 
inregard of the Philofophy and liberal Sciences,together with the Diuinity deli- 
uered therein;and excellent init felfe, forthe loftie found, fignificant expreffions, 
and genuine {uanity ; for which it grew in fo much requeft among the Romane 
Dames, that they generally viedit in their courtfhips , made thereby (as they 
thought) more gracefull,andamiable: whereof the Satyrethus exelaimeth,

But now the Greciaws themfelues, (except fome few)are ignorant therein; it being | 
called the Latine Greeke, and is alanguage peculiar tothe learned. Yet the vulgar iy 
Greek doth not differ fo farre from the{amie, as the /taléan from the Latin:corrup. i 
ted not fo much by the mixture of other tongues, as througha {upine retchlef- | 
neffe.In fome places they fpeake it more purely thanin others, For the boyes of Ay 
Pera will laugh, when they heare the more barbarous dialect of other maritim i 
Grecians. And there be yet of the Laconians that{peake fo good Greek(though not : 
grammatically) thatthey vaderftand the learned and vnderftand not the vulgar. 
Their Liturgy is read inthe ancient Greek, with not much more perfect perhaps to 
therude people, then the Latia Seruice of the Romifh Church to the illiterate 
Papifts. ; ; 

They hauefoure Patriarches: One of Conffantinople, another of Alexandria; 
the third of lerufalem, and the fourth of Antioch. He of Conftantinople hath vnder 
hisiurifdiction all Peloponnefus, Grecia, Thracta, Dacia, Mafia, Macedonia, Epsrus, 
Albania,Dalmatia; llyria,a great part of Polonia; Rufsia,the lands of the, Adriatick 
Sea, and ofthe Archipelagus, with Candy, Rhedes, Coos, almoft all ttic lefler Aga, 
Celchis,nota few that inhabite about the Fennes of A4@oris,and Northerne fhore 
of Euxinus:as Sicilia and Calabria were, vitill they turned vnto the See of Rome. 
Wnder the Patriarch of Alexandria, are thofe of Agyptand Arabia. The Greekes 
of Palestine,and of the countries thereabout;do obey the Patriarch of derufasem. 
And he of Antioch; who hath his feat in Damafcus,(for Avticehiais now defolate) 
hathfubied vnto. him the Grecians of the lefler Armenia, Cilscta,Beritus, Tripoly, 
Aleppo,& other placesof the greater Afia. In allchefe parts they haue the free ex- 
ercife of their Religion: with publike Temples, and numbersof ftrong Monatte- 
ries-If a Patriarch dyejanother is elected by a Synod of Bifhops, But the Patriarch 
of Conftantinople hath the fupremacy of the reft.affigned him by the Councell of 
& halcedon,as Metropolitan ofthe Imperiall Gitte: whofe Diocefle exceedeth the 
other fomuch,in that moft of thofe Northern Nations were wonto Chriftianity 
by the induftry of his predeceflors, and reduced totheir gouernment.Soif wedo 
confider it,the Grecian Religion both in extent & number exceedeth the Romap. 
And as the Papifts attribute an extraordinary holinesto Rome, {o doe the Greekes 
vnto Athos,amountaine of Macedonia; {o named.of c4thon the fonne of Neptune, 
dekr with ftill-flourifhing trees,and abounding with fountaines; called alfo The oo 
Holy Mountaine by the Chriftians. Aplace from the beginning dedicated to Re. i | 
ligion:lying directly Weft from Lemnos; and fo high,thatthough it be feuen hun. ai 
ured furlongs diftant;yet it is faid a little before the ferting of the Suntocafta 
Shadow onthat Hand. Whereuponthe prouerbes,

bouramile and halfe broad:which was cut thorow by Xerxes(as hath beene in- i 
timated before)and made circumnauigable.Buctime hath leftnow no impreffions hi 
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of his barbarous labour. It is well nigh three dayes iourney inlength,confidering 
che difficulty of the way; and halfeadayes ouer. The top theteof relembleth the 
forme ofaman, ftretched on his backe from Weft vnto Eaft ; and formed ( ac- 
cording to Strabe)to the fimilitude of Alexander. This mountaine is onely inha- 
bited by Grecian Monkes,whom they call Coloicros, ynintermixed withgshe Laities 
of whom there arethere tefiding trot fo few as fixe thoufand, that liuein Monafte- 
ries ftrongly munitedagainft the incutfions of robbers and Pirats. Of thefe there 
bein number twenty foure. TheColoferos weare gownes of blacke , of ahomely 
ftuffe,with hoods of the fame;and the haireat full length. They never marry,ab- 
{tain from Acth,and often(efpecially dating their Lents) from fifh that hath bloud 
in it. They liue hardly, feeding on Bifcot, Onions, Oliues, Herbes,and fuch fith as 
they rake in the adioyning feas. For they all ofthem labor fortheir fuftenance;lea. 
uing their Monafteries betimesin the morning ; and imploying the dayfome in 
tillage, fome inthe vineyards, fome in making of boates,fome in fifhing; othersat 
home fpin, weaue, fow,and doall the officesthat belong vato women:fothat none” 
but are bufied about one thing or another, tothe behoofe of their particular Co- 
vents. And menthey be that are onely meet for {uch drudgeries. For amongtt fo 
many,not paftthree or foure can write or reade,throughout a whole Monafterie: 
infomuch that attheir Liturgies, that is tead to them firft; which they aretofing 
after, In thefe Monafteries many excellent manu-fcripts haue bene preferued;but 
thofethat now are, be only of Diuinity;all other learning(asamongft the Turks)at 
this day detefted by the Religious. The Coloieros of this place hanea repure aboue 
al others:and for their ftrictnes of life,and obferuancy of ceremonies, are intheir 
feueral Monafteries relicued from feueral Nations. The Patriarch of Conflantino~ 
ple is {aid to pay yearely to the Grand Signior, forthe Priefts and Coloéeros thatare 
vnder his iurifdidtion within the Tarkifh dominions,twelue thoufand Swltanées. 
The Patriarches of Constantinople were heretofore men of fingular grauity and 
learning; but now nothing leffe:rather chofen for temporall refpects, thea either 
for their knowledge o¥ deuotion:admitted not feldometo the place at the age of 
forty though prohibited, if vnder threefeore,by an ancient Canon. Although ele. 
éted by their owne Bifhops, yet are they oftenappointed, and ever to beallowed' 
by the Grand Signior:frequently difplanted 8 banifhed vato the Rhodes by the bri- 
bery of their fucceffors.Some few of their Priefts are Jearned. Forthem itislaw- 
fullto marry : but bigamy is forbidden them, and trigamy detefted in the Laitie.. 
There are no other Ordersamongft them befides the forelaid Coloieros,and certen 
Nunnes,whom they call Coloieros. Yet of the laft but afew, who are for the moft 
part poore old widdowes,that exercife théfelues in {weeping of rhe Churches,ar. 
tending on the ficke,and’actions of like nature: Their Churches are many of them: 
well fet forthand painted with the reprefents of Saints: but they haue nocarued 
nor imboffed images,Lampes they haue continually burning. Their ordinary Li- 
turey is Saint Chry/ostomes; but on feftiuall dayes they do reade Saint Bafils, and 
thenare attired intheir pontificals. Their behauiourtherein expreffeth , to my 
vnderftanding,no great either decency ordeuotion. They adminifterthe Eucha- 
riftin both kinds:ifthe bread be not leauened , they thinke it not anaileable ; and 
they drinke of thecup very liberally. One article they hold againft the Catholike 
Creed ;which is, that the Holy Ghoft proceedeth onely from the Father. Foure 
Lents they haue inthe yeare,andthena damnable finne itis to eate flefh, or fifh: 
that hath bloud in ityexcept inthe Lent before Eafter , when all forts of ifhmay

bé eaten by the Laitie:ybut thel-fifh they eate,andthe cuttle:whofe bloud, if I may (ah 
fo terme it,islike inke; a delicate food,and ingreat requeft. They fafton Wed- | 
-nefdayes, Fridayes,and on holy eues: but on Saturdayes they feaft,in regard that 
it wasthe old Sabbath. They computetheyeereas we do. They yeeldnofupre- 

macy tothe Roman Papacy,but holdthat Church for {chifmatical, And although 
- many times outof the neceffity oftheir affaires, and to purchafe reliefe, they haue 
treated of a conciliation,and fometimesit hath been by their Agents concluded: 
yet what they haue done, hath been generally reieCted vpontheir returne,both by 
the Greekes,arid thofe other Nationsthat profeffe their Religion.Of their marria- 
ges I haue elfewhere fpoken,and now conclude we wil withtheir funerals:where- 
in they retaine not a few of theirancient and heathen ceremonies.Ofold the nec- 
reft in loue or kindred laid their mouthes vnto theirs,to receiue their laft breath: 
and clozed the eyes of the dying: a

graue) onbeares.Buttheir lamentations are the fame that they were,and beyond 

all civility. The women betimesin the morning doe meeteat appointed places, 

and then cry out mainely; beating of their brefts, tearing theirhaire, their faces | 
and garments, And thatthe clamor may bethe greater,they hire certaine Jemifh | i 
women:

Themanner oftheir lamentings of old may appeare by 
this ironicall perfonating ofa father following the exequies of his fonne, intro 1 
ducted by Luciano my. fiveete fonne! thow art loft, thou art dead:dead before thy q 
day , and haft left me behindes of men the most miferable. Not experienced in the : i) 
pleafures of 4 wife, the comfortof children,warfare, husbandry: not attained to matu- ie + 
vitie. Henceforth, O my fonne, thos fhalt not eate, nor lone; nor be drunke amongit 2 
thy equals. And although thefe Ethnicke lamentations reproued in the Scrip- it 
‘ture, were prohibited by the Arbenian Lawgiuer,the ciuill law, and laftly by the 
Venetians within their Greeke iari{diGtion, yer ftill the Grecians dovie them. Nor 1 
want they ftore of fpectators: partly dtawne hither to delight their eyes, and is Wel 
partly by icaloufie.For then the choice,and prime womenof the Citie(if the de- | 
ccafed were of nore)do affift cheit oblequies;with bofoms @ifplaid,and their haire

The reafon why the Grecians did burne their dead, was, becaufe that part which 
was diuine inthem, fhould as it were ina fiery chariot again re-afcendto the céle- 
ftiall habitations;as vnto earth the'carthly returned. They vfedto quench the fire 
with red wine, and gathering the bones together to include them invrnes,as the 
vines in fepulchers,(whieBshad notitle,vnlefle they were flain in fighting for their 
countrey) exhibiting games,and prizes for the victoys in honour of the deceafed. 
Netwithftanding all were not burnt, but fome buried in their apparell,as now be- 
ing Chriftians they.are: who vie extreme vndtion , as inducted by Saint lames ; 
yctnot onely deny the Romane opinion of Purgatory, butfurthermore many a. 
mongft then crronioufly maintaine , that neither the foules of the bleffed nor 


damned do fuffer either ioy or torment, or fhall till the generall Indgement. But

The German Emperour, the Kings of England and of France hauc here their 


Ledger Embafladours: as the Venettans their Baly, and diuers tributary Princes 
their Agents.Some meerely employed about State affaires;others together there. 
with about the trafficke of their nations. But the Evglifh onely negotiates forthe 
~ Merchants; hauing two inthe hundred vpon euery fhip, befides alarge penfion : 


with the name of agreat proportion ofprouifion fr6 the Grand Signior. The Eng-* 


lifh Confulfhip of Chios is in hisdifpofing, andaccountable to him; and our ef 
that of Alexandria he hath no fimall fhare,though ferued by a French man. There 
hath bin fome contention betweene him and the Frevch, about the protection of 
the Dutch Merchants;but now they do deuidethe profits. The Evglifh Confull of 
Aleppo is abfolute of himfelfe:vet hath from hence his redrefles of iniuries: whofe 
chicfe employmentis to protectthe perfons and goods of our Nation , to labour 
a reuenge of wrongs,& areftitution of lofles.And to giue* This no more then his 
due,for this placeno mancan be more {ufficient:expert in theit language,and by a 
Jong experience intheir naturesand practices:being moreouer of fuch a {pirit, as 
not tobe danted. And furely his chiefeft fault hath bin his misfortune; inthetoo 
violent, chargeable,and fuceefteleffe folliciting of the reftitution ofthe Prince of 
Moldiuia,(whom aduerfiry hath rather made erafty then honeft: ) whofe houfe 
doth harbour both him and his dependents: being open alfoto all of our Nation. 
A fan@uary for poore Chriftian flaues that fecretly fly hither; whom hecaufeth 
to be conucyed intotheir countries:andredeemeth nota few with his mony. The 
Wefterne Chriftians are called Franks, that are admitted totrade here: either of 
the name which fignifieth free, or for thatthe French men werethe firft that had 
amity and traffick with the Infidels. They line freely,and plentifully:and many of 
them wil not lye alone where women are fo eafily come by.For befides the afore. 
faid markets, it isa vfe,not prohibited but onely by our religion, to purchafe for 
their concubins the beautifull daughters of the Grecéans , wherewith the adioy- 
ning Iandsare pleatifully ftored:fold by their parents at a rate;wherofthey haue 
halte inhand,and the reft whenthey put them away:recording the contra¢t in the 
Cadiesbooke. Thefe are to their louers exceeding obfequious; well knowing that 
atthe fecond hand they fhall be prized butas aworne garment. But death itis for 
2 Chriftianto meddle witha Afahometan woman. And many timesthe trecherous 
Turks will pradtife to bring them into fufpitid,shat they may with their purfes re- 
deemethe calumny. Practifed of late between the Subaffee of Galata an Italian 
Frier;whom the Lord Embaffador had receiued into his houfe vpon the Contfuls 
of Chios commendation,where I before had feen him,Aman ignorantin Jearning,

yet learned in the art of villany and diffimulation.Expulfed asthey fay,at Conffan- 
tinople fromm among{ttheir fraternity , comming downe into Chios, hee had infi- 
nuated himfelfe into the knowledge of the Confull: profefling how God in his 
mercy had opened his eyes, to behold the vanity and deceit of their Religion;and, 
that now he would endeuour both with tongue and pen,as much as in him lay,to 
reduce the feduced from their errors. Who eafily perfwaded to beleeue (a faule 
incident to the beft natures)fent him vp vnto Constantinople vnco the Embafladors, 
by whom(cafting offthe weeds of his Order he was clothed anew, fet at his table, 
and fupplied with mony by a general contribution,where he preached every Sun. 
day,at the leaft wittily:And fo contefted withthe Francifcans that came to recon. 
cile him,that the Embaffadour much contented therewith,fent intelligence of the 
fame into England; with purpofeto haue fent him hither fhortly after. But hee 
whofe onely religion (as himfelfe after confefled) was eating,drinking and who- 
ring; who thought he had exchanged for thegreater liberty finding thecontrary, 
and that he was to go intoacountrey where his impoftury would not only be dif- 
couered,but feuerely chaftifed, caft about for himfelfe, andconfpired with the 
Subaffee,to bring certain gentlemen that lay inthe Embafladours houfe into agar- 
den, where diuers women fhould haue bin placed of purpofe ; and fo to haue bin 
taken amongft them. But failing inthatproiect , he failed notin another. For in 
the houfe there was a Spaniard, of whom he informed the Subaffee that hee was a 
Spy, and fecretly practifed the efcape of the 7 sce-roys naturall fon of Siciléa: agree- 
ing for acertainereward to betray him. Sohauing enticed him to walke amongft - 
zhe Graues;vpon a figne giuen, the Turks rofht in,and apprehended him,clogging 
him withchaines, and intendingto torture out of himaconfeffion. Whereofthe 
Embaffadour hearing,and expoftulating the matter; the Suba(fée told him that hee 
was a Spie: and difcouered the Intelligencer:wherein being fatisfied,and perhaps 
not vnbribed, he grantedhisreleafe. But a heauy reckoning befell the Fryer,thac 
fufpeced no fuch matter; being throwne into prifon, and after broughttoa pub- 
like hearing before our whole nation:who fhewed how much a man could fay for 
himfelfe in fo bada caufe.In the end he wasfent vntothe Vexetian Bailies,and that 
in the night (leaft he fhould haue cried out that hee would haue turned Muffel- 
man, and haue bin taken from them ) who made futeto hauehim , and fent him 
as they fay) to row in the gallies at Candie. The principallcommodities that our 
Merchants fetch from hence, are Turkiecarpets,chamolets,and grogerams. They 
take in here alfo fome quantity of raw filke, and carpets of Perfia, brought ouer- 
Jand fromthence by the Armenian Merchants.But the Sa/tanies,and efj pecially the 
Royals of eight,wherewith this City is well ftored,and which in no place lofe of 
their value, is that they moft fecke for by the fate ofthe ware they bring hither. 
for although they lofe by their broad clothes and kerfies,yet amends is made by 
the plentifullreturnes of the filks that are fent from «4 /eppo to Trypoly, and other 
commodities of the Levant purchafed with that money. The maine of our com- 
modities brought hither, is cloth and kerfies,but tinne is the moft profitable: here 
exceedingly vied,and exceedingly wafted; for they tinne the infides of their vef- 
fels,and monthly renew it. The Moffes teeth,all kind of furres,and wroughtiron, 
doe here fellto much profit, with other wares which I forbeare to mention, fince 
Atas NO part of my skill or profeffion.

and difcharge of duties. A little fhort ofthefe we came to an anchor, 

Right againft where we lay,and on Europes fide,ftands Afayto, called formerly 
Macidos,and Maditos:a large townc,almoftalrogether inhabited by Grecians. On 
the top ofa roiid hil there are the remaines of an edifice,whofe ruine would per- 
{wade that it flourifhed in the old worlds childhood. Theinhabitants call it the 
Virgin Tower :and that is allthey can fay thereof. A wedding here in the fore~ 
noone, entertained our time in the after-noon. They dance in rings about the mu- 
fician;aman andthenawoman, taking hands acroffe, and vfing variety of not 
vncomely a@ion: thecountrey wenchescloathed in damaske and {attin, their 
haireand bofoms fet forth with pearle and ftones:rich,ifnot counterfeit. Ofthefe 
theday following we met with diuers carrying pitchers on their heads, and ftuck 
with rags below thecondition of pouerty. The mariage day they cofume in dan- 
cing, and the night in feafting :the Bridenotbreaking company vatillthe breake 
of day : and (as they fay) notknowneby her husband vnull the third night fol. 
lowing. The night outwatched made vs make a night of themorning,vntil rowzd 
from our ground.-beds by the report of the Cannon, When from the {horebe- 
eweene the Caftles you might behold a galley ; pafling,and that foleafurely, asif 
empty, and purpofely fuffered to driue with the current, rather to exercife the ar- 
tillery,then manned by men endeuoring fafery and fo befet with deftruction. Ac 
Jength the Sea entred at her many breaches; and by little and little deuoured the 
{pectacle. The men fome flaine,fome drowned, others by boates from each fide 
cruelly-faued; out-litiedto enuy their dead companions. Thete were Chriftian 
flaues that hewed ftones in the quarries at-~Marmora: who to cornpaffetheir liber- 
tie,had {laine their guardians,and ftolneaway withthe galley. Hitherthey came 
too late; nor durft they linger vnto the euening - to proceed or returne was now 
growne equally defperate.Approching neere, a warning piece was giuen them to 
come toananchor, When thcy,leauing their oares lay downe, all fauing he that 
{teered; and committed themfelues to the wind that then blew frefhand fauoura- 
bly : but like an hollow friend, fhrunke from their failes in their greatelt neceffity. 
More happy fucceffe not long before hada galley , forthe moft part manned by 
Englith; who paffed by, and that by day in defpite ofthem. Cheaper wines then 
here are hardly elfewhere to be had,or ingreater plenty ;infomuch as moft Chri- 
{tian fhips returning from Con/ffantinople,doat this place take in their prouifien. 

Difpatched at length,not without fome gifts and much fufferance, wehoyfed 
fayles : and the night enfuing weretofled to and fro,on the Welt of Mitylen. The 
next day welaboured to get inbetweene Chios and the Continent, but failed -

called Pereamumbefore.Who wete faid to flie in regard of their fails, by Daedalus 
then firft inuented, to out-ftrip the purfuite of AZinos; when Icarus in another vef- 
fell, by bearing too greata faile, fuffered fhip-wracke hereabout. It is now rarely 
inhabited, yet abounding with good paftorage: corne it alfo produceth plentiful- 
ly. Ithath no hauen,but diuers roades,fuffiiciently commodious. Betweene thefe 
two [lands lie thofe fharpe rocks,in times paft called AZelanthiz, and now the For- 
noli: well knowne,and inthe night much feared by marriners. 

South of thefe we failed by Palmefs, formerly Patmos. A little Hand confifting 
onely ofthree or foure rockie mountaines.On one of them ftands a towne;and on 
the very top thereof a Monaftery of Greek Coloieros, hauing large exhibitionsfrom 
fundry places of Chriftédome.Men ignorant in letters, ftudious for their bellies, 
and ignominioufly lazie:vnleffe fome few that giuc thémfelues to nauigation,and 
become indifferent good Pilots.Aboutthis Hethere are variety ofexcellent har. 
bours:and not fo few as fortie fatle of fhips belonging to the towne, by thetra- 
ding whereof they bring in that fuftenance which the foile affordeth not;being 
fo barren that nothing growes,as Ihaue heard, efpecially neere ynto the 
towne, except on fuch earth asis brought thither from other places. And there- 
foreinfli@edas a punifiment vato Saint Iohn, hither banifhed by the Emperour 
Ti bad! as fome write ,by Domitian;for fo the Romanes accuftomed to confine 
offenders;

A frer the death of the Emperour, he remoued vnto 
Awglstoe, — Epbefus arid being an hundred and twentieyeeres old,caufing a graueto be made, 
at 1s faid to haue entred italiue in the prefence ofdiuers; to whole feeming dead, 
they coueredhim with earths which, ifwe may beleeue,Saint Avga/tine*bub- 
lethlike water,to teftifie his breathing;and that heis notdead,but fleepeth.In that 
Monaftery is referued a, dead mans hand, whichthey affirme tobe his: and that 

the nailes thereof being cut,do growagaine. 

Amongit diners others Hands we pafled by Coos, now called Longo: a delicate 
countrey to behold,lying for the moft part Leuell,onely towards the Eaftnot vn- 
profitably mountainous; from whence fall many {prings,which water the plaines 
below, andmake them extraordinarily fruitfull: where grow thofe wines fo cele- 
brated: Cyprefle trees and Turpentine, with diuers others, as well delightfullas 
profitable. In this was Héppocrates borne,who reuiued Phyficke thenalmoftloft. - 
and theancient practice of Ai(culapins:vnto whom this Hand was confecrated. In 
the fuburbs he had his Temple, famous, & rich with offerings. Thofe that had bin 
ficke,vpon recouery there regiftred their cures and the experiments wherby the 
were citected: of thele Hippocrates madean abridgment,and committedthem to 
pofterity.In this Temple ftood that rare picture of Yenus,nakedas if newly rifing 
from the feasmade by Apel/es, who wasalfo this countryman;after remoued vnto- 
Rome by Odtawius Cafar, and dedicated vnto Julius; fhe being reputed the mother 

; of their family. Itis faid,thatat his drawing thereof, he aflembled together the 
moft beautifull women inthe Iland, comprehending in that his one worke their 
deuided perfeCtions.For this picture the Ceoans had a hundred talents remitted of 
their tribute. The towne and citadell are now onely inhabited by Tarks:the villa- 
ges by Grecians;whereof inall are but two. | 
Next vnto this ftands Rhodes, of all the reftthe moft famous and beautifull: 
once conered with the fea, or at leaftan vnhabitable marifh;as they faine, belo- 
ued of the Sunne, & erected aboue the waues by his powerfull influence.For no

Yet Niro with his beft fucceffe fent two Centurions : who affifted by the king of od 
Aithiopieand by him commended tothe neighbouring Princes, attcr along and | 
troublefome iourney,cameat length vato certaine great marifhes ; of whofe ex- 
rents the inhabitants themfelues were ignorant, nor poffibleto be difcouered by 
them; fo were the weeds infolded with the water,notto be waded, nor by boate 4 
to be paft thorow. There faw they two rocks, from whenceacurrent gufhe with 
excefliue violence. But whether this wasthe fountaine , or onely an augmentati- 
on:whether then beginning, or before receiuted intothe earth, and there re-afcen- 
ding, was vncertaine.But our more prefuming Geographers,do raile his concea- 
led head from the lake of Zesbre(in which they fay are Syrens & Tritons)eleuen 
degrees beyond the Aiquator, feated amongft high and vnacceffible mountains ;

Streights of the rocks by little channels,and at length rufh down with the ftream 
to theamazement of the beholders : who giuing them loft, beholdthem after a 
while, as if fhot out ofan engine, farre from the place of their fall , and rowing 
fafely in the aflwaged waters. Not farre below, and a little aboue where once 
ftood the City Elephantis,Scrophi,and Mophi two piked rockslift vp their eminent 
heads, whichdo make the lefler Catara¢t, and are called The veines of Wilus« 
where, as Herodotus réportsfrom an Aegyptian Prieft, arc fountaines of an vn- 
fearchableprofundity;into which,rich gifts were throwne in their annuall folem- 
nities. Increafed,as tuppofed,by this acceflion; in deeper ftreames, and ftricter 
limits, kept in on both fides with not far diftant mountains;after a long proceffion:

Foure miles below Cairo, it denideth into two maine and fauigable branches:that 
next the Eaft running intothe Mid-land Sea by Damiatatheretofore, Peleufium :)

felfe-fame feaa little below Rofétta : making of the richeft portion of the land a 
triangular [land;named De/ta,in that it beareth the forme of that letter: the frefhr 
water keeping together, and changing the colour of the fale, far farther into the 
Sea, then the fhore from thence can be difcerned. Two other branches there be 
that runne betweene thefe,but poore in waters; befides diucrschannels cut bythe 
Jabour of man,for conueyanees in the time ofthe inundation: whichalfo are no 
tmail ftrengthening tothe countrey, Of thofefeuen mentioned by Herodotus, and 
thofenine by Péolemy, thefeare all that I either {aw or could heare of, Norisita 
thing extraordinary for riuers tolofe their channels, either choaked by them- 
felues,or by the aduerfe feas,with beds of fand,& turned vp grauell refi ting their 
paflagces, But amongft the hidden myfteries of Nature, there isncne more won- 
derfull,then is the ouerflowing of this riuer,making of ameere defart (For fuchis 
Al gypt vawatercd by Wilus) the moft fruitfull part of the habitable world; little, 
when others are great,and in their decreaft,increafing. .

The earth then burnt with the violent fervour, neuer refrethed withraine, (which 
here fals rarely, and thea onely in the winter) hath helpe from Wiles, moft con-

onthe feuentcenth of Iase: fwelling by degrces,vntill icmount fometimes foure 
and twenty cubits,but thatthe verermoft. Heretofore fixteette was the moft that 
it attained to; preiented by that Image of Nilus , hauing fixteene children play- 
ing aboutit ; brought from thence, and dedicated by V efpafian in his T emple of 
Peace now inthisformeto be feenein Rome inthe Vatican,: 
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96 NUilis Lis.2 
This yeare at Caivoit rofe three and twenty.Abouttwo miles aboue the Citie, at 
the end ofold Caire , in the beginning of Auguft they cutthe banks ; then when 
afcended vnto his principall height:before keptin,left that the too timely deluge 
fhould deftroy the fruits of the earth ere fit to bereaped. Atwhichthe Baffa is 
himfelfe in perfon(who giueth the firft ftrokeyaccompanied withaworld of peo-

being here inthedepth of winter as hote as with vsinluly, TAales attributes it 
vnto the Northern winds, which then blowing vp the Riuer, refiftthe current, & 
force the reuerberated ftreames to retire:fo that not increafed, but prohibited, at: 
length it defcendeth with fucha multitude of waters. Which opinion is rather 


alledged then confirmed by Lucretius: 


Or thatthe North-winds dohis mouthes oppofe, 
Then yearely when the Etefia firmely bigwes, 
whofe long encountring blasts refists his way, 
Beate backs his ftreames,enforcing them toftay. 


For iffo,all other riuers whatfoeuer,running the fame way,would haue the fame 
property. Befides,how could it then increafe and decreafe fo leifurely 2 or how 
becommeth it fo troubled and flimy ° 


Or rolling (ands, which aduer{e flouds prouoke 
To rifein fhelues pus yawning mouthes up-choke, 
When fea throng in among enrag'd by winds, 
So that the flreame aleffe free paffage findes, 

His force curb’d with their wanes. 


Butthe Etefic blow mildly,and the increafe well known to begin farreabouethe - 
Cataraéts. Herodotus in diflike ofthefe preferreth hisown. Howthat the Sun per-. 
forming his courfe inthe winter Tropick,and exhaling much moiftureirom 2@- 
Jus diminifheth him contrary to his nature; when againe inclining to the North, 
the Riucr recouers his greatnes:feeming in thefummer toincreafe, when itfo but 
feemes to doby his decreafing in the winter.Burthis isalfo reprow’d by Diodorus 
Siculus,who imputes the caufe thereof vnto abundance of raine falling on the Al 
shiopian mountaines for forty dayes together, at fuch time as the Sun approcheth 
to the figne of Cicer:which by the inhabirats is likewife affirmed to be true; as be- 
ing received from ftrangers frequenting Cairo from fundry parts of Alibiopea and 
Libya,who come down with the floud,and bring with them flaues,monkies, par- 
rors,& fuch like commodities. And not vnlikely,thofe mountains being of an vn. 
credible height,where the aire removed fo farre from the reflecting heat,muft be 
much morecoole,the Sunthen being inthe contrary Tropick. Moreouer, fome 
moneth before,for diuers dayes you fhall here fee the troubled aire fullof blacke 
and ponderous clouds,and hearea continuall rumbling ,threatning,asitwere, to 
drownthewholecofitrey;yet feldom fo much as dropping, but arecarried South- 
ward by the Northerne winds which conftantly blow atthat feafon. Some haue 
writté,that by certain kings inhabiting aboue, the Wélus fhould therebe ftopped; 
& at atime prefixt, let loofe vpon a certaine tribute paydthem by the Agyprians. 
The error {pringing perhaps fr6 a truth(as al wandring reports for the moft pare 
doe ).in thar the Sw/tay doth pay acertaine annuall fumme tothe Abi/sin Empe- 
rour for not diuerting the courfe ofthe River, which(they fayyhe may,or impo- 
uerifhit at the leaft. Otherwife what Damme can contain fuch a cOfluence of wa- 
ters? 
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ters? how continueth it fo long? or where doth it eather thar flimethat fo enrich- : 
eththecountrey ¢ To prooue thatit proceedeth from a naturall caufe, this one, 4 gar expe. 
though ftrange, yet true experiment will fufice. Take of the earth of Aigype ad- iaily dareeied : 
joy ning to the Riuer,and preferue it carefully, thar it neither come to be wet mor asby Alpinus 
wafted:weigh it daily, and you fhall find i¢neither morenor leffe heauy vatill the 7 Mee ¥e:P- 
17.0f June; at which day it beginnethto grow more ponderous,and augmenteth fone Hite here 
with the augmentation of the River: whereby they have an vnfallible knowledge ype -*¢ eae 
of the ftate ofthe Deluge. Proceeding without doubt from the humidity of the jus Pen tele 3s 
Aire,which hauing a recourfe thorow all paflable places , and mixing therewith, the French 
increaferhthe fameasit increaferchin moy fture.In thetenth and eleuenth yeere of yagres estate 
Cleopatra,it is by writers of thofe times for a certainty affirmed, that che Nélusin-Iefuite, and 
creafed not;whichtwo yeeres defect, prognofticated the fallof two great Poten- ae an 
tates,Cleopatra and Anthony.Many ages before Callimachus reports, that it did the "2°" 
like for nine yearestogether. Fromrhe fame caufe, no queftion , bytthac feuen 


ycares dearth proceeded inthe time of Pharao.

Fromthis riuer,thereafcend no vapors, the humor being ratified by fo longa 
progrefle;fo thatalthough exhaled,it aflumeth no vifible body, but vndiftinguifh- 
ably mixed withthe pureraire,agreeing with the fame intenuity. Than the wa- 
ters whereof there is none more fweet: being not vnpleafantly cold, and ofallo- 
thers the moft wholfome.Confirmed by that an{wer of Pe/centivs Niger vnto his 
murmuring fouldiers, what?craue you wine, and hane Nilus to drinke of ? Such ts it 
in being fo concocted by the Sun,at all times in fome part directly ouer itsand by 
Jength of courfe;running from Southto North (befides inambages) aboue one 
and forty degrees. So much itnourifheth, as that the inhabitants thinke chat it 
forthwith conuerteth into bloud:retaining that property euer fince thereinto me- 
tamorphofed by Mofes.For which caufe the Priefts of //is would not permit their 
Apis to drinke of the fame : becaufe they would neither hauehimnorthemfelues 
200 fat,and corpulent,thatthe foule might the better exercife her faculties, being vie ae 
clothed ina light,and delicate body.Befides,it procureth liberal vrine,cureththe ye3, °° 
dolour ofthe reines, and is moftfoueraigne again{t that windy melancholy ari- 
fing fromthe fhorter ribs,which fo faddeththe mind of the difeafed. Outof the 
Riuer they putthe water into large iarres of ftone , ftirring it about with a few 
ftampt almonds, wherewithalfothey befmeare the mouth of the veflell, and for 
three or foure houres do fuffer it to clarifie. 
Iralfo produceth abundance of fith, in fhapeand quality much differing from 
ours:but by reafon of the muddy chanell notaltogether fanoury nor wholfome, 
Moreouer diuers ftrange and monftrous creatures:as Buls of the Riuer , (fothey 
write) not much vnliketo thofe of theland,but no biggerthen a calfeofhalfe a 
ycare old, & which willliue foralong time out of the water. Riuer-horfes, called 
Hippopstami, hauing great heads, wide tawes, being armed with tusks as. whiteas 
the iuory;ofbody as big as acow,& proportion’d likea {wine,of a brownifh bay 
fmooth skinned,and fo hard,as hardly to be pierft by a weapon: (yet other wife, &

firft hadfeene ofthem here, and thelaft at Reme inatriumph: ) luftfullthey be, 
rauinous & reuengefull.Itis reported in the Spanifh Nauigations, how thattwo 
of them being found afhore by afew Portugals,and having gotten from them in- 
to the water, aflailed the boate with great fury into which they faw them afcend, 
vndaunted with their fhot,biting the fides of the veflell, and departing rather out 
ofdefpaire of hurting then otherwifeterrified. Inanother voyage, others ende- 
uoured to ouerturne a boate,that they might have devoured the menthat were in 
her. 

But thefe (ifof thefe there be now any) are rare to the Crocodile, in fhape 
not vnlikea Lizard,and fome of them of an vncredible greatnefle. So greatfrom 
fo fmalla beginning is more then wonderfull, fome ofthem being aboue thirty 
footlong ; hatched of eggesno bigger thenthofe that are laid by a Turkie. His 
taile isequall to his body in length, wherewith he infoldeth his prey, and 
drawesitintothe riuer. His feete are armed with clawes,and his. backe and fides 
with fcales {carce penetrable; his belly tender,foft,and is eafily pierced; his teeth 
indented within oneanother : hauing no tongue, and moouing of his vpper iaw 
onely ; his mouth fo wide when extended, as fome ofthemare able to {wallow 
anentire heiffer. Fouremoneths ofthe yeare heeateth nothing, and thofe bee 
during the winter : onthe land thicke-fighted;not fo in the water, to whom both 
elementsare equally vfefull. The female laies an hundred egssas many dayes they 
are in hatching;and as many yeares they liuethat do liue the longeft,conunually 
erowing. Where fhelayeth, there is(asthey write) the vttermoft limit of the 
fucceeding oucr-flow : Nature hauing endued them with that wonderfull prefci- 
ence,to auoide the inconueniences, and yet to enioy the benefit of theriuer. By 
the fioure thereforeofa Crocodile, Prouidence was by the Aigyptéans hierogly- 
ie Dotphin an aphically expreffed, Between the Dolphins &thefe there is a deadly antipathy. Ba- 
our Porpus al one Oilus,a man highly commended by Seneca, obtaining the goucrnment of Aigype, 
caled Sus mari. reported that he faw at the mouth of Wilws, then called Heraclioticum,a {cole of 
a lab Dolphins rufhing vp the riuer,and encoiitred by a fort of Crocodiles, fighting as 
it were for foueraignty;vanquifhed at length by thofe milde and harmlefle crea- 
tures,who fwimming vnder did cut their bellies with their {piny fins:anddeftroy- 
ing many,made the reft to flie,as ouerthrowne in battell. A creature fearefull of 
the bold,and bold vpon the fearfull. Neither did the Teuterstes mafter them in 
regard of their bloud,or fauour, (asfome haueconiectured) but by being fierce 
and couragious. A people dwelling farre abouc, inan Ilandenuironed by Nilus ; 
onely hardy againft thofe, andthe onely men that durft affailethem before: out 
of an innate hatred greedily purfuingtheencounter. But now few keepefo low 
as Cairo by three dayesiourny. They willdeuoure whom they catchin the river: 
which makesthecountrey people to fencein thofe places where they fetch their 
water: By day for the moft part he lieth onthe land ; when between fleeping and 
waking they write that a little bird called Trocu/us, doth feed her felf by the pic- 
king of his teeth,wherwith delighted, and gaping wider, the Icnumon his mortal 
enemy {pying his aduantage,whips into his mouth,and gliding down histhroate 
like an arrow,gnaweth a way thorow his belly,and deftroyes him. Thisthough 
now little fpokenof, intimes paft was delivered for a truth, even bythe A- 
eyptians themfelues: who gaue diuine honour-vnto the Icaumon for the bene- 
fithe didthem inthe deftroying ofthatferpent. And true perhaps itis,though

not obferued by the barbarous. The bird is at this day knowne:defcribed to bea- 
bout the bigneffe of a Thrufh, of colour white, the points ofhis feathers fharpe, (i 
which he fets vp on end like briftles when helifts, and fo pricketh the mouth of | 
the Crocodile ifhe bur offer toclofeit. As for the scuumon, he hath but onely 
chaged his name;now called the Rat of Wilus.A beaft particular to Aigypt, about iy 
the bignefie of a Cat, andascleanly : fhowted likea Ferret, but that blacke and ik 
without long haire;{harpe tootht,round eard,fhort legd,long taild (being thicke 1 
where it ioynes tothe body and fpinie at the end)his haire fharpe,hard and bran- 
ded ; briftlingit vp when angry, andthen will flye vpona maftiffe, They are 
thought)for they hauean appearance of both)to beof both genders. Their young 
onesare brought to marketsby the country people, and greedily bought by the 
townef-men for the deftroying of mice and rats,which they will notably hunt af- 
ter,ftrongly nimble,and fubrill withall,They will reft themfclues v pontheir hin- 
der feete,and rifing from the earth,iumpe vpon their prey with a violent celeriry. 
They prey alfo vpon Frogs,Lizards, Camelions,& all forts of lefler ferpents:be- ie 
ing adeadly enemy to the Afpe, and do deftroy the egs of the Crocodile where- 3 Lia 
foener they can find them, They will ftrangleall the cats they meet withsfor their 
mouthes are fo little,thatthey can bite nothing that isthicke. They lone nothing 
better then poultry,and hatenothing morethen the wind. But to returne to the 
Crocodiles,the countrey people do often take them in pitfals, & grappling their 
chaps together with an iron, bringthem aliuevnto Cairo. They take them alfo 
with hookes,baited with fheep or goates,andtyed with aropetothe truncke of a 
tree. The flefh of them they eate,all fauing the head and taile, and fell their skins 
vnto Merchants,who conucy them into Chriftendome for the rarity, Itis writ. 
ten inthe Arabian records, how Humeth Abew Thaulon (being goutrnourof Al- 
gypt for Gifar Matanichi Caliph of Babylon)in the 270 yeare oftheir Hegir, caufed 
the leadenimage ofa Crocodile, found amongft the ruines of an ancient Temple, 
tobe molten ; fince when the inhabicants haue complained that thofe ferpents 
haue been more noyfome vnto them then before; affirming that it was made, and 
there buricd by the ancient Magicians to reftraine their indamagings. 
Throughout this countrey there are no wines: yet wantthey none, in that- 
they defire them not. Neither are hereany trees to fpeake of, but fuch as are plan- 
tedjandthofe in orchards onely : excepting Palmes , which delight indefarts#: 
& being naturally theirs,do grow withoutlimits. Ofthefe they haue plenty:plea- 
fing the eye with their goodly formes, and with diuerfitie of benefits enriching 
their owners. Of body ftraight,high,round,and flender, (yet vnfit for buildings) 
crefted about,and by meanes thereofwith faciliticafcended. Thebranches like 
fedges, flit on the neather fide,andeuer greene; growing onely on the vppermoft 
height, refemble faire plumes of feathers which they yearly prune, by lopping off id 
the loweft,& atthe top of all by baring alittle of the bole. Ofthele there be male n | 
and female:boththruft forthcods(whichare full of feeds likeknotted {trings) ac 
the roote oftheir branches, but the femaleis onely fruitfull : and npt fo, vnleffe . 
growing by themale, (cowards whofevpright growth fhe inclines her crowne) iy 
and haue of his feeds commixed with hers; which in the beginning of March 
they no more faileto do,then to fow theearth at accuftomed feafos. Their Dates it 
do grow like fingers,and are thereofnamed:not ripe vntillthe trac of December; 
which begin tocod aboutthe beginning of February. They open the topsof uch :

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called the braine,which they fel! vp and downe: anexcellent fallad,not much va- 
like in tafte,but far better then an Artichoke. Of the branches they make bed- 
{teeds, lattices, &c.of the web of the leaues, baskets, mats, fans,8c.ofthe outward 
huske of thecod,good cordage;of the inward, brufhes, &c. fuchand fuch like af. 
foord they yeerely without empaire to themfelues. This tree they held ‘to be the 
perfect image ofa man;and by the fame reprefented him. Firft,for that itdoth not 
fructifie, but by coiture:next,as hauing a braine, as it were inthe Vppermoft part ; 
which once corrupted,as man,euen fo it perifheth: and laftly , in regard that on’ 
the top thereof grow certaine ftrings which refemble the haire ; the great end of 
the branches appearing likehands ftretch forth,and the Dates as fingers. And be- 
caufe the Palme is neuer to be fuppreffed, but fhooreth vp againtt all oppofition, 
the boughs thereof haue been propofed as rewards for fuchas were either victo- 
rious in armes or exercifes,

whiclithey bare in their hands at their return from vidory. A cuftome firkt infti- 
tuted by Thefewsin the Iland of Delos. Wood then is here but fcarcein regatd of 
the quantity; and yet enough, if their vfes forthe famebe confidered. For the 
cate buclictle Heh, (freth cheefe,fowre milke made folid,toots,fruits,and herbes, 
c{pecially Colocafia, ancieatly calledthe Aigyptian Bearic, though bearing no 
beane, but like the leafe of a Colewort, being their principall fuftenance, bakin 
their bread incakes ontheharth, and mingling therewith the feeds of Corian 
der.) As for cold they know it not, hauing fufficient ofthe refafe of Palmes,fugar 
canes,and thelike,to furnifh them with fuell anfwerableto their neceffities. But 
forreinersthat feedas in colder countries,do buy their wood by weight, which.is 
brought in hither by fhipping. The Gallionsalfo of Constantinople, alwayes coe 
into the Blackefeafor timber , before they take their voyageforCairo. Omit I 
mutt notthe fedgie reeds which grow inthe marithes of Aigypt, called formerly 
Papyri,of which they made paper;and whereof ours made of rags, aflumeth that 
name, They diuided it into thin fakes, whereinto it naturally parteth : then layin 
them ona table, and moiftning them with the glutinous water of the River, the 
preft themtogether,and fo driedthem inthe Sun. By thismeanes Philadelphus 
erected his Library But Eamsenes King of Pergamus ftriving to exceed him in that 
kind, Philadelphus commanded that no paper fhould be tran{ported out of his 
kingdome : whereupon Evmenes inuented the making and writing vpon parch- 
ment, fo called of Pergamus. 

The Aeyptians were faidto haue efteemed themfelues the prime nation of the 
world, in regard of their vnknowne beginning the nature of the foile, and excel- 
lent faculties attained vnto througha long continuance.Butcertain itis, that moft 
of,or al /Bgypg¢ wasa fea when other parts of the world were inhabited:made ma- 
nifcft by the fhelsand bones of fifhes found in the intralls of the earth, and wells 
which yeeld but faltand bitter waters: amongft fo many,one onely(and that re- 
ported to haue fprung by a miracle )tobe drunke of. Sothatbythe operation of

vncleane,as it had behaued it felfe inthe former. From whom Pythagoras recciued 
that opinion, and diuulged it to the Grecéans;who,the better to pertwade,aflirmed 
himfelfe to haue bene once Aithalides the fonne of Adercurie : and commanded 
« _ by his father toaske whathe would,immortality excepted; did defireafrer death 

to know what had paffed in his life, and to haue his memory entirely preferued : 
which by not drinking of Lethe befell him accordingly. Afcerthe death of Athe- 
lides,he became Enphorbus :

and then Hemsorymussthen Delins, then Pyrrhus a fifherman and laft of all Pythago- 
vas.By meanes whereof he withdrew the Grecians from luxury, and poffeft their 
minds with the terror of il]-doing. 

The Aigyptiansfirftinuented Arithmeticke, Muficke, and Geometry ; and by 
reafon of the perpetuallferenitie of the aire, found out the courfe of the Sunne 
andthe ftarres, their conftellations, rifings, afpects, and influences; diuiding by 
the fame the yeere into moneths,and grounding their diuinations vpon their hid- 
den properties. Moreouer from the Aigyptians,Orpheus, Mu(eus, and Homer, haue 
fetcht their hymnes and fables of the Gods: Pythagoras, Eudoxus , and Democritus, 
their Philofophie: Lycareus, Solon,and P/ato,the forme of their gouernments ; b 
whichthey all in their feuerall kinds haue eternized their memaries. Their letterg 
were inuented by Mercury,who writ from the right hand to the left;as do all the 
Africans.But in holy things efpecially they expreffed their conceits by Hierogly. 
phicks;which confift of fignificant figures:wher eof there yet are many to be feen 
though hardly to be interpreted.One I will produce for example,faid to be pour- 

trayed within the porch of Minerua’s Temple in the City of Sai « 
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The EliStorie of Egypt. 
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The Infant fignifieth thofe that enter into the world;and the old man thofethat go a 
out of it :the Falcon, God; the fith, hatred ; becaufe they hated fifh that bred in i! 
the Sea,which{ymbolized Typhon: and by the Riuer-horfe,murder, impudence, | 
violence,and iniuftice, for they fay that he killeth his Sire,and rauifheth his owne 

dam : which puttogether importeth ; 0 you shat enter the world, and goe ont of it; 


Goa hateth iniuftice. 


At the firft they were gouerned by Pharoes of their owne ; of whom Sefoffris TH word henif: ee 
was the moft famous, and puiffant, whoentred the red Seain gallies, which he 
firft inuented: fubdued Arabia, and thegreater part of Aithiopia and Libya. Ela- 
ted with thefe beginnings, he affected the Empire of the world -ouer-running not "i 
onely thofe countries of the greater Afa,long after ouercome by Alexander:but 
tothe vetermoft confines of the South and Eaft Continent ; extending his con- 
quefts. Then inclining Weftward, he vanquifhed the Scyshzans,and thofe nations 
that border on the Eaxsue Sea:pafling ouer into Earope, hefubdued the Thracians. 
When oppreffed by famine, by reafon of thofe more barren countries, and the - 
multitude of his people, he was conftrained to giue ouer his enterprize; and retur- 
ning by the riuerP4afs, ouercame the Getes: where he left his moft tired foul- A | 
diers,and fupplied his army with the people of tharcountrey. Whereot Flaccue, \ 
defcribing the doores ofthe Temple of Colchis, figured withthe originall of the oie 


Colcbians.

Inthe vanquifhed countries he erected pillars, whereon were ingrauen (befides 
the acts that he had done)the figures of men,and on diuers, the priuities of a wo- 

~ man toteftifiethe valour or cowardize of the conquered. At his returne into 
A‘ gypt on folemnedayes, he was drawne by tributary kings vntothe temples of 
his gods, which he hadadorned with their {poiles:; He caufed many trenehes to 
be cut thorow the land,and fome of them nauigable. Whereby vaprofitable mas 
rifhes were drained,the countrey ftrengthned,traflicke made eafie ; and {uch pla. 
cesrelicued as laboured with the penury of waters. He attempted to hane made 
anauigable chanell berweene the Red Sea, andthe River; afterward feconded by 
Darius: but both defifted vpon the like fufpitions. Forthat Sea was foundto lie 
higher then A.gypt: which madethem mifdoubr,that it wouldeither drowne the 
countrey, or el{c by mixing with the Nié/ws, difleafon his waters. The marks of 
their proud endeuours are at this day extant: neuerthelefle,in fome fort long after 
effected by Philadelpbus, Cambyfes was the firft that made them ftoope toa for- 
reine yoke, who ouerthrew their temples,and maffacsed their Priefts , afterthat 
with his owne hands he had wounded their _4pés : deriding their fubuerted and 
bleeding geds ; of them, and of themfelues fuch infirme prote@ors.. For which 
they reported that hebecame from thenceforth mad, and had fuch jl fucceffe in 
his fuccecding expedition. |

Inthe time of Darius that was called Nothus,they expulfed the Perfiansjand again 
were gouerned by kings of their own. But Ochus reduced them vnto their former 
obedience: continuing fo, vntill #exander the Great with the reft of the world 
fubdued thatcountrey. After whofe death, in the diuifion ofhis Empire, & pies 
felto Prolomeus the fon of Lagas, and continued in his family for the {pace of two 
hundred and foure yeares:ten kings, arid all of that furname,fucceeding each 6- 
ther. Philadelyhus being the fecond indefcent, but firftinglory; then Energetes, 
Philopater, Eptphanes, Philometer, Phfcon, ({o called for his deformitie) Lathures 
and Aaletes : wholeft his fonne Diony/ins, together with Cleopatra, the colgites of 
his {cepter. But her,her brother barifhed, dis

Her tragedy acted ; Odfanius Cefar reduced Aigypt into the forme of a Prouince; i} 
Vader the Romane bondage they receiued the Chriftian libertie,by the miniftery | 
of Saint Marke the Euangelift. Inthe diuifion ofthat Empire they became fubieé& 
to the Constantinopolitan Emperours, But the Aigyptians Loone weary of their op- i 
preffions, (not long after the impofturic of A¢ahomet)as {ome fay, called in the Sa- vf 
vacensto affift them inthe expulfion ofthe Greeks. Buthowfoeuer,they were ex. 

pulfed by Hamro Generall to Omar thefecond Mahometan high Prieft,inthe yeere iu 
635. Who onely impofing a tribute,afforded vnto all theliberty of Religion. So 
Figypt became f{ubiect vnto the Caliphs of Babylo,vaul they fet vpa Caliph of their M4 
owne: yet reputed for {chifmaticall. Three hundred and two yeeresthe Aegyptian 
Caliphs continued: vntillthe time of Almericus the fixt king of Ierufalem, By him 
inuaded,the Caliph intreated aide of the Sultan of Syria:who fenthim Saracco, that 
repelledthe Chriftians,and by murdering the affifted,vfurped his foueraignty.To 
him flicceeded Sa/adine the vtter fubuerter ofthe Holy-land. Who dying forbad 
all funerall pompe,faueonely a fhirtto be carried about onthe point ofa {pearey 
with this proclamation: 


Great Saladine the Conquerour of the Eajt, yi) 
Of all the ftate and glory he pofseft, Wy 
(0 fraile and tranfitory good | ) no more 

Hath borne away, but that poore fhirt be wore. 


Seuenty and fixe yeeres that kingdome continued withthe Turks,vntill the reign 
of Melecfala: who often foyled by the Chriftians, hauing loft moft of hismen, & 
diftrufting the Zgyptians, bought a multitude of Circafsianflaues (a people bor- 
dering onthe EvxineSea,heretoforecalledGetes) of the Tartars which then had 
ouer-runne that Nation, Thefe he armed,and by their valour not onely freed his i: 
countrey,but gaue the Freach men a fearefull ouerthrow ; taking king Lewis pri- Cae 
foner hard by Daméata. But thefe flaues a while after murdered AZelecfala, and ele- ie 
éted a Sultan of their own, tyrannizing ouer thenaturall inhabitants, & ftill main- | 
taining their power, by the yeerely purchafe of (trceffian children, brought vnto | 
Alexandria by Rouersand Merchants. Thefethey inftructed in the Mahometaz | 
law,and exercife of armes;the fonne not fucceeding the father,ncither in Empire | 
nor military pro feffion:no nor fo much as inthe name ofa Mamaluck, Dreadfull | 


in power,and abounding in riches, for two hundred & feuenty yeresthey vpheld Ht 
that Wot 
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that gouernment, Ouerthrowneat length bySelymusthe firft Terkifh Emperour, 
andafterfundry doubrfull & mortall conflicts veterly extinguithed;together with 
their lines, they loft their dominion to theconquerour. In whofe pofterity it re- 
maineth at this day -and ts now gouerned by.a Ba//a who hath his refidence in Caé- 
vo, and cotmandeth as an abfolute Soueraigne. Vader whom are fixteene Sani. 
acks can hundred thoufand Spaches. The reuenues of this little country amoun- 
ting to three millions of * shariffes. The great Twrke hauing one (viz. foure hun- 
Sulianit, tke dred thoufand disburfed yeerely in fugar andrice, andfentto (1 onflantinople; the 
mameofCairo refidue {ent ouerland witha guard of lix hundred fouldiers for fear of the Flren- 
feed ye. tie) another millionis {pent in payes,and in fecting forth the Caruan vnto Mecha: 
ser vatue,in tbat the third hath the Ba/fafor the f{upportance of his owne eftate, and entertainment 
of finer go'd b7 Of his dependents. But thisis little in regard of chat which was raifed therofin the 
twoorthree — . : * . : ci: “4 : 

Afpers. reine of Auletes,who receined feuen millions and ahalfe of C rowns,much more 

| fuppoled to haue yeeldedto the more prouident Romanes. 

The Ba//a now being, and called Mahomet, isa man well ftricken in yeeres, of 
afowre and inflexible nature. Ac his firft entrance he cut off the heads of foure 
thoufand Spachers, thathad borne themfelues tooinfolently,and committed ma- 
ny outrages and extortions.He fent the great men that bore ouermuch twayinitee 
Conftantinoplehole that refufed to go,he caufed to be ftrangled ; vfing the aide of 
the Arabians (whoiuftly hated the other) inall hisexecutions, If a robbery bee 
committed,and the theeues efcape,fiuch asare appointed to guard thofe quarters, 
do fuffer in their ftead;infomuchas often they attach poore innocents, when they 
cannot apprehend the guilty, to deliver them{elues from punifhment. They bore 
holes thorow the condemnedsarmes, ftrecht wide on ftaues ; in which are can- 
dles ftucke, that burnedowne into the flefh; and areledin that manner thorow 
the City vntothe place of execution. Othersareftripc of their skins , yetliucin 
horrible torment fo long as theexecutioners ftcele offends not the nauell. Drun- 
kennefle is punifhed with death ; and alldiforders fo feuerely lookt into, that I 
thinke inno other place you fhall fee fo few among fuch a multitude of people. 
The malice his rigour procured, had caufed him{elfe to confine himfelfe to the 
Caftle fora tweluemoneth before our comming to Cairo:but his gouernmentisfo 
wellapproued by the Grand Signior, that to do himthe more honour, he hath gi- 
uen him bis daughterin marriage,a child of foure yeeres old, which hath been fo- 
Jemnized with all poflible ceremonies.One thing more is in him praife-worthy 
that he willhardly fufter a Chriftian toturne Mahometan, either out of the diflike 
of hisownercligion, orknowing well tharthey do itonely for commodity and 
preferment. 

ZEgyptis now deuided into three Prouinces : that which lies South of Csiro, is 
called Sabid: thatbetweene Cairo, Rofétta ,and Alexandria; Errifia: andthat be- 
tweene Cairo, Damiataand Tene/e, Maremma. Sabid exceedeth the reft in line, all 
forts of pulfes,poultry aud cattell: Errifia in fruites, and rice: and Adaremma in 
cottens, and fugar, The inhabitants of Errifiaand Adaremma are more ciuill then 
thofe of Sabid, as more conuerfing with forreinets; Sabid being only reforted vn- 
to by afew Aithiopians. The Pharees and ancient Aigyptian Nobility did refide in 
Sabid, the Ptolomies in Errifia, the Romanes and Greekes along the fea-coatts. But 
the 24ahometansmade the midtt of theland the feate oftheir Empire, both the 
better to keepe the whole in fubiection, and for feare ofthe Chriftians inuading 
the maritim places. The Agyptians ofthe middletimes, were a people degenera- 
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ting from the worth of their anceftors;prone to innouations, deuoted to luxury, 
cowardly cruell; naturally addicted to {coffe and to cauill, detracting from what. 
foeuer was gratious and eminent. Thofethatnow inhabite thecountrey,are for 
themoft part Afoores, Turks there are many ,and Jewes, whichrefide onely in Ci- 
ties; ftore of Arabians, andnota few Negroes. Of Chriftians the natiue Copties 
are the moft innumber: fome Greeks there be,and afew Armenians, 

The Aizyptian Mores(defcended of the Arabians,and vnderftanding each o- 
ther) are men ofa meane ftature, tawny of complexion,and {pare of body; fhrill- 
congued, afd nimble-footeds naturally induftrious, affecting more their profic 
thentheir eafe,yet know they how to live of alittle, as in nothing riotous. Rather 
crafty arethey then wife,;more obferuant then faithfull: and by much more de- 
uout then the Twrkes inthe Mahometan religion. In learning they are veterly igno- 
rant. Amongft them none are noble: few admitted to the fouldiery, (nor fuffered 
intownesto weare weapons )notany to Magiftracy.In Cities the beft of them ex- 
ercife merchandize;rich by meanes of their trafficke with the Indians,yet that de- 
cayed fince our Eaft- Indian voyages:in fo much, as Spices brought out of the Ze- 
sant heretofore,are now with profit broughrthither by our Merchants. Inhabite 
they differ little from the Twrkes, excepting fome of the younger fort,who weare 
fide coates of linnen(the ancient habite ofthat countrey)girt to their watts,and 
towels throwne about their necks of the fame.(Diuers ofthe Negroes weare vetts 
like furplices.) The poorer people weare long garméts of haire,{treakt blackeand 
white;in the winter, fide coates of cotten. The beggers by finging, both get reliefe, 
and comfort their pouerty;playing withall vpon drums which are fafhioned like 
fiues. A number here be afflicted with fore eyes, either by the reflecting heat,the 
falt duft of the foyle,or exceffiue venery:for the pocksis vncredibly frequent a- 
- mongft them. The women when out of their houfes, are wrapt from the crowne 
of the head to the foot in ample robes of linnen,{preading theirarmes vnderneath 
to appeare more corpulent. For they thinkeit a {peciallexcellency to be fat; and 
moft of themare fo: fo in frequenting the Baznias for certaine dayes together; 
_wherein they vfefuch diet & frictions,as daily vfe confirmeth for efte€tuall. They 
couer their faces with black cy pres befpotted with red. Their vndergarments are 
of lighter ftuffes thé the Taréz/b,but not differing in fafhion.The better fort weare 
hoopes of gold & filuer about their armes,& aboue their ancles: others ofcopper, 
with pieces of coine halfe couering their forheads; and plates hung about their 
necks,&c. Both men and women do brand their armes for the loue ofeach other. 
Diuers ofthe women haue I feene with their chinnes diftained into knots and 
flowers of blue,made by pricking of the skin with needles, & rubbing it over with 
inke & the iuyce of an herb, which will neuer weare out againe. They haue quick 
and eafie labour, bearing heretofore often two,and fometimes three at a burthen: 
thofe alfo borne in the eight moneth liuing; rarely, if elfewhere heard of.In the 
adioyning defarts of Saint Macario, a plant there is, low, leauelefle, browne of co- 
lour, branched like corall,and clozed at the top: thisin thetime of the labour of 
women,they fetin water in { omecorner of the room, which ftrangely d ifplayeth: 
procuring(as they generally coniecture)eafie deliueries. The country people doe 
follow husbandry. They are not long in drefling themi{clues,being orely wraprin 
a ruffet mantle:nor haue the womenany better couerture-hiding their faces with 
beaftly clouts,hauing holes forthcir eyes; which little 1s toomuchto fee, andab- 
ftaine from lothing.Ouer their fhafhes the men weare roids of ftiffened r sg 
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defend their braines from the piercing feruor. A people breaths not more fauage 
and naftie:crufted with dirt, and ftinking of fmoke,by reafon of the * fuell, and 
their houtes which have no chimnies. Some of them dwell vader beggerly tents, 
and thofe efteemed of the old inhabitants. 

Butthe Coptéesare the true Aigyptians,retaining the name of Coptws that anci- 
ent Citie and territory,a little below,and onthat{ide the Riuer where once ftood 
Thebes,againt the [lad ofthe Tenterites. Thename fignificth Priuation; fo called 
for that there fs cut oftalock of her haire,and puton funerall garments for the 
death of Ofiris. Others will hauethem fo called in regard oftheir circumeifion. 
Thefe, as I faid, are Chriftians notwithf{tanding they are circumcifed: whereof 
they now begin to be afhamed;faying, that inthe countrey they are thereunto 
compelled by the Afoores,& in Cities where fecure from violence,they vfe it nots 
howbeit,doing itrather,in that an ancient cuftome oftheir nation(mentioned by 
Herodotus)then outofreligion. They were infected withthat herefie of one na- 
ture in Chrift,long before Iacobus(ofwhom nownamed, and of whom we hall 
fpeake hereafter) diuulged it in Syria. At this daye they profefle him to be perfect 
God and perfeé& man; yet dare not diftinguith his natures, for feare of diuidin: 
his perfon.They baptizenot their childré vntill forty daies old,On Saturday pree 
fently after midnight they repaire totheir Churches,wherethey remain well-nigh 
vntill Sunday atnoone;during which timethey neither fitnor kneele,but fupport 
themfelues vpon crutches, The Prieft is veiled and vefted in linnen,hauing two or 
three boyes apparelled alike, & fequeftred fr6 the reft of the people, toafiift him; 
forthey conferreinferiour Orders vporichildren, They fing ouer moft part of the 
Pfalmes of Danid at euery meeting, with diuers parcels of the oldand new Tefta- 
ments; the latter as writtenby Wécomedes: fome ih the Copticke language, vider~ 
ftood but by few, moftinthe Azorefco. Often both Prieft and people conioyne 
infauage noifes, to our iudgments not articulate. The Prieft not feldome eleua. 
teth aredcloth(vnder which I fuppofe is the Sacrament) whichthey adminifter 
in both kinds, and giue it to infants prefently after Baptifme. In,their Churches 
they hauethe picture ofour Sauiour,and the bleffed Virgin, burnot ouer their 
altarssner for any thing I could perempe,<° they reuerence them. FIncertaine 
cheftsthey preferuethe bones and afheS of fuchas haue turned Mahometans, and 
afterwards recanted,for whichthey haue fuffered Martyrdome.At their entrance 
they kiffe their hands andlay them vpon one another: the women ia grated pal- 
leries {eparated from the men, Extreme vnction, prayer for the dead and purgae 
rory, they admit not of. The Roman Church they hold for heretical,and reieét all 
generall Councels, after that of Ephefws. Yet a multitude of late haue been drawn 
to receiue the Popifh religion(efpecially in Cairoyby the induftry of Friers. ha- 
ning had the Roman Liturgy fentthem from Rome,together with the Bible,in the 
Arabicke language. Of Alexandria hath the Patriarke his name; but his aboadeis 
in Cairo. Sixdayes iourney aboue Caivovp the Riuer,they haue agreat City cal- 
led Saietswhere Chrift & hismother,was faid to haue made their abode vntil the 
death of Herod:vnto which,growing old & fiekly,they repaire, as defirous to d ye 
there;wherethere isa goodly Church,though fomething ruinous;built by Heller 
the mother of Conflantine, & con{ecrated tothe bleffed Virgin. They neuer eat in 
the day time during the Lent,but on Saturdaies and Sundaies. They weareround 
caps,towels about their necks,and gownes with wide fleeues, of cloth,and ftuffes 
ieffe ponderous. Thefe line in more fubiection then the Adgores,by reafon of their 
religion, 
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rcligion:and pay a yeerely certaine fumme for their heads to the Ba/fa. Ignorant 
they are inthe excellencies of their anceftors,but retaining their vices. Some of 
them profef{c fome knowledgein Magick: being but ingglers,compared withthe 
former, by whom {uch miracles were effected. 

Anincredible number of Citiesare reported by Authors to haue beenein this 
countrey :of whomthe moft famous were Syene (now Afaa)feated vnder the Tro- 
picke of Cancer (in which was wellofmaruellous depth,enlightnedthroughour =? 
by the Sunne, in the Summer folftice:the Regall Thebes deftroyed by Cambyfes, 
eighty furlongs long, andbuilt all vpon vaults:

(calledafter, The Citie of Jupiter,now fhewing fome few foundations & relikes 
of oldglories:) Aemphis, Babylon, and Alexandria: whither it is high time that we 
returne. 

After Alexander had fubdued A.gypt,determining to build a Citie that might Called by the 
preferue hismemory, and to plantit with Grecians,he made election of this Pro. “*h»Seandaria.

The platforme,for want of chalke,was laid out with meal,prognofticating there. 
by her enfuing felicity: drawnein the figure of a Adacedonian cloake; and after. 
ward walled by Prolomy. The fides ftretching out in length,contained in diameter 
three rhoufand feuen hundred paces; thofe inthe latitude,a thoufand conrra@e 

at the ends by narrow Ifthmofes:here botided with the lake,& there with the fea, 
The contriuer, and ouerfeerofthe worke was Dinocrates .From the gate of the 
Sunne,vnto that of the Moone, on each fide of the way ftood ranks of pillars:in 
the middeft afpactous Court, let into bya number of ftreets: infomuchas the 


- people that pafled throrowout, in fome fort did {eeme to haue vndertakenaiour. 


ney. Onthe left hand of this ftood that part of the Citie which was named of 4. 
lexander; being as it were a Citie of it felfe,whofe beauty did herein differ: for. 
looke how farrethofe columnes directly extéded in the former;fo did they here, 
but obliquely placed. So that the fight difperfed thorow multitydes of waies, & 
rauifhed with the magnificency thereof, could hardly be fatisfied. A wonderful! 
adorning therefito were the Fannes,& regall palaces poflefling wel-nigh a fourth 
part ofthe Citie; foreuery one did {triue toadde fome ornament as well tothe 
houfes of their Kings,as tothe Temples of their Gods: which ftood onthe Eaft 
fide of the Citic; adioyning, and participating one with another. Amongft the 
which was that famous A4u(enm fotided by Philadelphus,& endowed with ample 
rcuenues:planted with fuch as were eminientin liberall feences,drawne thither by 
rewards, and cherifhed with fauours. He canfed the Philofophy of the Aigyptians 
(before alone peculiar to the Priefts)to be diuulged in Greeke forthe benefit of 
Students.He procured feuenty ofthe principall learned amongft the sewes to

tranflate the Bible, called at this day the Septuagint: And erected that renowned 
Library furnifhed with feuen hundred thoufand volumes, burnt long atterby mif- 
hap:atthat rime when Cé/ar was driven into a narrow exigent by the vnlookt for 
affaule of Achillas. Renued,and augmented by the Romane Emperors,it flouri- 
fhed vntill the Afabometans fubdued Aigypt,and fubuerted all excellencies with 
their barbarifme. Withina Serraglio called Somia, belonging tothe Palaces, the 
Ptolomies had their fepultures, together with Alexandr the great, 


Of Macedon, in facred vault poffeft 
And vader high piles royal) afhesreft. 


For Ptolomy the fonne of Lagustooke his corps from Perdiccas: who bringing it 
from Babylon, and making for Agype, with intention to haue feized on that King- 
dome,vpon his approch was gladto betake himfelfe into a defart Tland,where he 
fell( chruft thorow with iauelins) by the hands of his fouldiers:who brought the 
body vnto Alexandria, and buried itin the place aforefaid; then inclofed ina Se- 
pulcher of gold. But Cybiofaétesthe Cyrian,c{poufing the eldeft daughter of Aale- 
tes, and in her right pofleft ofthe Kingdom, (the being elected Queene)difpoyled 
the body of that precious conerture: when forthwith ftrangled by Cleopatra, he 
lined notto enioy the fruites of his coueroufnetie. After that it was couered with 
glaffe, and fo remained vntill the time of the Saracens. There isyex here tobe 
feene a litle Chappell, within, a tombe, much honoured and vifited by the 
«Mahometans, where they beftow their almes; fuppofing his body to lie in thar 
place:Himfelfe reputed a great Prophet,they being fo informed by their Alcoran. 

Againft the City ftands the Ile of Pharus,which was toyned to the Continent 
by abridge(thatalfo ferned to fupportan Aquaduct)thorow which boats paffed 
from one hauenintoanother, both made by the benefit of the Hand. Inapro- 
motory thereof onarocke enuironed by the fea, Philadelphus caufed atowerto be 
built of a wonderfull height; afcended by degrees,and hauig many Lanternsat 
the top, wherein lights burned nightly foradirection to fuch as failed by fea.For 
the coaftsvpon both fides being rockie, low, and harbourleffe,could not other- 
wife be approached without eminent danger. Yet diuers times the multitude of 
lights appearing afarre off as one,and miftaken for a ftarre procured contrary ef. 
feéts to the promifed fafety. This had the repute of the worlds feuenth wonder, 
named after the name of the Iland.Atthis day a generall name for fuch as ferue to 
that purpofe: Soffratus of Guydos, the ambitious architect, engraued thereupon 
this infcriptid;SostRATYS OF Gnypos THESONNE OF DEXxI- 
PHANES,T O tTHEGoDS PROTECTORS FORTHE SAFEGVARD 
or SA1zL ER 8; which he couered with plaifter, inferibing the fame with the 
name, and title of the King:that that foone wafting, his owne written in mar~ 
ble might be celebrated to eternitic. This promontory ftretching neere ynto that 


Lerohias Prom. of she oppofed Continent,doth makea narrow entrance into adangerous hauen, 


called the Port ofthe Tower:before, and within there being many rocks,fome 
couered and otherseminent,which continually trouble the repulfed waters,T hat 
on the other fide,called the ehained- vp Port,more fecure then couenient,is now 

onely referued forthe Turkifh galhies. . 
On the South- fide of the Citie,and not farre remoued, isthe lake Maraotis , 
intime paft refermblinga Sea both ingreatnefle and profunditie. Made by Bi la- 
our 
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bour of man, as Herodotws coniectures by the two Pyramides in the middle:being 
as far vnder the water asaboue: that aboue furmounting it fifty paces.On cach 
there ftood a Coloflus of ftone,adding as much moreto the height of the vifible 
building. Thefewere the fepulchers of King Aferis and his wife, whois faidto 
haue digged thatlake,which naturally producesno water, hauing adry & fandie | 
bottome,but replenifhed yeerely by the inundations of \Wilws, lec in by fundry i 
chanels, at whofe mouthes were floud-gates, to moderate the excefle of ebbs & Wa 
oucr-flowes: increafing for fixe moneths together, and for as long diminifhing. 
A worke of exceffine charge, and incredible performance. To this not much infe: 
rior adioyneth the Labyrinth;in the middeft wherof were thirty feuen Palaces, 
belonging to the thirty feuen iurifdictions of Aigypt,(wherof ten were in Thebars, 
ten in De/ra,and feuenteene inthe middle Region)vnto which reforted the feuerall 
Prefidents to celebrate the feftiuals oftheir gods(who had therin their particular 
Temples; moreouer fifteene Chappels,containing in each a Nemifis\and alfo to 
aduile of matters of importance concerning the generall wel-fare. The paflages 
thercunto were thorow caues ofa maruellous length, full of winding paths as dark 
as hell,& roomes within one another; hauing many doores,toconfound the me- 
mory,and diftractthe intention;leading into inexplicable errour:now mounting y 
aloft,and againe re- defcending, not {eldometurning about walls infolded within 

oneanother in the forme of intricate mazes, not poflibleto thred, or euer to get | 
out without a conductor. The building more vnder the earth then aboue, being d 
all of maffie ftone,& laid withthat art,that neither cement nor wood was imploy- 
ed thorowout the vninerfall fabricke. The end at lengthatcained to,a paire of 
{taires of ninety fteps conducted into a ftately Portico fupported with pillarsof 
Theban ftonethe entrance intoa {pacious hall(a place for their generall conuene - ! 
tions) all of polifhed marble,adorned withthe ftatues of gods and men;witho- 

thers of monftrous refemblances. The chambers werefo difpofed, that vpon 

their opening, the doores did gine reports no leffe terrible thenthunder. The fir 4h | 
entrance was of whitemarble, within thorowout adorned with marble columns, | 
and diuerfitie of figures. By this defigured-they the perplexed life ofman,com- | 
bredand entangled with manifold mifchiefes, one fucceeding another: thorow | 
which impoffible to pafle without the conduct of wifdome, and exercife of yn- 

fainting fortitude. Dedalus was {aid to haue imitated this in that which he built in 

Crete:yet exprefling hereof {carce the hundreth part. Whofo mounted the top, 

fhould fee as it were a large plaine of ftone: and withallthofe feuenand thirty Pa- 

laces, enuironed with folid pillars, and walls confifting of ftone ofa mighty pro- 

portion. At theend of this Labyrinth there ftood a {quare Pyramis of a maruel- 

lous breadth, and anfwerable altitude: the fepulcher of King Ifmandes,that built 

it.

This lake afforded another hauen vnto the City, then that of the Sea more pro- 
fitable by reafon of the commodities of India, the Arabian Gulph,and vp-land i] 
parts of Aigypt, brought downe by the conueniency of hac paflage by channels iid 
now vtterly ruined. And the fame by a a cut was ioyned vnto another lake | 
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far leffe,andneerer the {ea:which at this day tooplentifully furnitheth all Kerb 
with falt.peter. Between the lefle Lake & the City,there paflcth an artificiall cha- 
nell, which feruech them with water)for they haue no wels inthe time of the de. 
luge: conueyed by conduits into ample cefternes( now moft of them fenny for 
want of vfe:an occafion of much ficknes in the fummer)& fo preferued vntill the 
fucceeding ouer-flow. For Alexandria was all buile vpon vaulcs,fupported with 
carued pillars one aboue another,and lined with ftone, infomuch as no finall pro- 
postion thereof lay concealed in earth,confider we cither the coaft or quanttie. 
Such was this Queene of Cities and Metropolis of A fricarbut

~ who now hath nothing left her but fuines, and thofe ill wirnefles of her perifhed 


beauties: declaring rather, thar townes as well asmen, haue their ages and defti- 
nies. Onely thofe walls remaine which were founded( asfome fay )by Ptolomie., 
one within another, imbattled,and garnifhed with threefcore & eight turrets; ra- 
ther ftately then ftrong,if'compared with the moderne, Yetthelesby the former 
defcriptions, and ruines without, appearé to haue immured buta partof the Gi- 
tie. After that deftroyed by the Saracens, it lay fora Jong time waft:vntill a AZa- 
hometan Prieft, pronouncing(as he faid, out of Mahomets prophefies)indulgen- 
ces to fuchas fhould re-edifie,inhabit,or contribute money thereunto within cer- 
taine dayes,did ina fhort feafon re-people it. Buta later deftruction it receined 
by the Cypriots, French, and Venetians, about the time that Lewisthefourth was 
enlarged by the Su/tan,who furprifed the City with a maruelous flaughter. But 
hearing of the approach of the Su/tan, (who had raifeda great army fortheir re- 
liefe )defpairing to maintaine it,they fet it on fire,and departed. The Sultan repay. 
ring the walls as wellas he could,built this Caftle that now ftands onthe Pharus, 
for the defence of the hauen; and brought itto thar ftate wherein it remaineth, 
Sundry mountainesare raifed of the ruines,by Chriftians not tobe mounted; leaft 
they fhould take too exacta furuey ofthe City:in which are often: found(efi peci- 
ally after a fhower) rich ftones,and medals engrauen withthe figures of their 
gods, and men, with fuch perfection of art,as thefe now cur,feeme lame tothofe, 
and vnlinely counterfeits. Onthe top of one of them ftands a watchstower,where 
continuall fentinellis kept,to giue notice of approching failes, Of Antiquities, 
there are few remainders:onely an Hieroglyphicall Obelisk of Theban marble,as 
hard wellnigh as Porphyr,but of a deeper red, & {peckled alike,called Pharos Nee- 
dle, {tanding where once ftood the palace of Alexander: and another lying by, 
and like it,halfe buried in rubbidge. Without the walls onthe South-weft fide 
of the City, ona little bill ftands a Columne ofthe fame,all of ftone: cigh- 
ty fix Palmes high, and thirty fix in compafle,the Palme confifting ofnineinches 
anda quarter, according to the meafure of Genoa,as mealured for Zigal Bajfa bya 
Genoefesfet vpona {quare cube(and whichis tobe wondred atynothalfefo large 
as the foot of the Pillar: called by the Arabians, Hemadeflacor, which is, the Co- 
Jumne of the C4rabians. They tella fable, how thar one of the Prolomies ereGed 
the fame in the furtheft extent of the hauen,to defend the City from Nauallin- 
curfions, hauing placed a magicall glaffe of ftecle onthe top,of vertue (if vaco- 
uered)to Let on fire fuch fhipsas fail’d by.Burfubuested by enemies, the elaffe loft

that power,who inthis place re-ereéted the Columne Bot by the Weftern Chri- 
ftians it is called The pillar of Pompey: and is faid to haue bin reared by Cafar,asa 
memorial of his Pompeyas victory. The Patriarke of Alexandria hath here a houfe 
adioyning to a Church; which ftands(as they fay )in the place where Saint Atarhe 
was buried, their firft Bifhop and Martyr:who in the daves of Troianshaled with a 
rope tyed about his necke,vnto the place called Angeles, wasthere burned for the 
teflimony of Chrift, by the idolatrous Pagans. Afterward hisbones were remo: 
bed to Venice by the Yenetians,he being the Saint,and Patron of that Citie. There 
be at this day two Patriarks, one of the Greekes; another of the Circumcifed,the 
vauuerfall Patriarke ofthe Cofties and Abifsines. Thenameof the Greehe Patriarke 
Now being,is Cyri/;a man of approned vertue and learning, a friend to the refor- 
med Religion,and oppofing the contrary: faying thatthe differences betwene vs 
and the Greeks, be but fhelssbut that thofe are kernels betwene themandthe o- 
ther. Gfhim fomething more thallbe {fpoken hereafter. The buildings now be- 
ing, are meane and few, erected on the ruines ofthe former: that part that lyeth 
along the fhore inhabited onely, the reft defolate: the walls almoft quadrangular; 
oncach fidea gate; one opening towards Nilus, another regards Adariotés, the 
third the defart of Barcha, & the fourth the haven; Inhabited by Adoores; Turkes, 
Jewes, Cofires, and Grecians, more in regard of terchandize,(for Cdlexandriais a 
free port, both for friend and enemie)then for the conueniency of the place: fea: 
ted ina cefart, wherethey have neither tillage nor pafturage,except what borders 
onthe lake;that little, & vnhusbaded-yet keptthey good ftore of goats,thar haue 
cares hanging downe tothe ground, which feed amonoft theruines.On the Ileof 
Pharus now a partofthe continent,there ftandsa Caltle,defcending the entrance 
ofthe hauen;which hath no water bit what is brought vpon Camels from the ce: 
Iiernes of the Citiexhis,at our comming in,as is the vfe,we faluted with our cfd: 
hance, As many of vsascame afhore, were brought to the Cuftome-houfe, to 
haue our felues and our valeifas {earched: where ten in the hundred isto bee paid 
for whatfoeuer we haue,and thar in kind,onely money 
whereof they takean exact account,that thereby 
Teturned commodities;then paying cleuen in the 
g0odsasare in property vnaltered. At fo high arate isthis free cratticke purchafed: 
the Mahemetan here paying as muchas the Chriftian. The Cuftomes are farmed , coyne of file 
by the Zewes, paying for the fame vnto the Ba/fatwenty thoufand*Madeinsa day, pork 
thirty of them amounting toa Royall-ofeight. We lodged inthe houfe of the 2" 
French Contul, vnto whofe proreétional ftrangers: comic themfelues, The Cane 
lockt vp by the Turks at noones and at nights,for fearethatthe Frankes fhould fuf. 
fer or offer any outrage. The Vice-conful keepsatable for Merchants:the Con. 
Magnifico,lefle liberallof his Preféce,then induftriousto pleafure;

hisambition.By him we were prouided of a lanixary for our guatd vnto Cairoshis 
hire fiue pieces of gold, befide his owne diet & his mans;with prouifion of pow: 
dert.For our affes(not inferior in this countrey vneo horfes for rrauel)halfea Sha- 
riffeapeice, for our camels a whole one.At the gare they tookea Madeina head; 
for our feluesand our affes,fo indifferently do they prize vs: through which wee 
could not paffe withouta Tefcaria from the Cadee, the principal! officer ofthis 
Citic. 
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payes but one and a halfe, $k 
they may aime at the value of : 
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Onthefecond of February inthe afternoone we vndertooke our iourny-paf- 
fing thorow a defart producing here and there afew vahusbanded Palmes,Ca- 
pers anda weed called Kall by the Arabs. This they vfe for fuell, and then col- 
Ie theafhes, which chrufht together like a ftone,they fell in great quantitie to the 
Venetians: who equally mixing the {ame with the ftones that are brought them 
from Pania by the river of Ticinum,m ake thereof their chry ftalline glaffes.On the 
left hand we left diners ruinous buildings,once faid to haue bin the royall manfié 
of Cleopatra. Beyond which ftands Bucharis; once alittle,but ancient Citie; now 
onely fhewing her foundations: where erow many Palmes which fuftaine the 
wretched people that line there about in beggerly cottages. There on arockea 
tower affoordeth light by night to the failer, the place being full of danger. Anon 
we pafled by aguard of fouldiers, there placed for the fecuring of that paflages 
paying a Madien for euery head. Seuen or eight miles beyond,we ferried ouer a 
crecke ofthe Sea. Onthe other fide ftands ahandfome Cane, not long fince built 
by acMoore of Cairo forthe reliefe of trauellers; containing a quadrangle within, 
& arched vnderncath. Vader one of thele arches we repofed; the {tones our beds, 
out fardels the bolfters.In fuch like places they vnload their merchandize,refreth. 
ing themfelucs and their camels with prouifion brought with them, fecured from 
theeues and violence.Giuing atrifle for oyle,about midnight we depattedshauing 
here met with good ftore of company; {uch as were allowed trauelling with 
their matcheslight,and prepared to receivieall onfets. The Moores to keepé thems 
felues awake, would tell one tale an hundred times ouer. By the way againe wee 
fhouldhaue paid Caphar, butthe benefit ofthe night excufed vs. Trauelling along 
the fea fhore, & at length alittle inclining onthe right hand,beforeday we entred 
Rofettas repairing to a Cane belonging to the Franks. Our beft entertainment an 
vader-roome,muttie, without light,and the vnwholfome floore to lie vpon. 

This Citie ftands vpon the principall branch of the Nile, (called heretofore Ca- 
nopus, which about fome three miles beneath difchargeth it felfe into the fea.Ha. 
uing here (as at Damiata)his entrance crofied witha barre offand, changing ac- 
cording to the changes of the windes,and beating of the {urges;infomuch that the 
Terbies that patie ouer,are made without keeles, hauing flat and round bottomes: 
a pilot of the towne there founding all the day long, by whofe dire&ions they 
enter, and that fo clofe vnto him,that one leaps out of that boate into the other 
to receiue pilotage, and returneth fwimming. The Ierbies that can paffe ouer 
this barre, may,if well directed, proceed vnto Cairo. Rofetta(called Rafid by the 
Agyptians perhaps deriued of Ros, which fignifieth Race, and fo named forthe 
abundance that it vttereth,; (they here fhealing moncthly three hundred quar- 
tcrsywas built by the flaue ofan Aigyptian Caliph. The houfes areall of bricke, 
not old, yetfeeming ancient:flat-rooft,as generally all be in thefehoter countries, 
(for the Moores vfe muchto lie onthe tops of their houfes)ietting oner aloft like 
thepoopes of thips,to fhadow the ftreets that are but natrow,from the Suns refle. 
Gtions, Not {mall yet of fmall defence; being deftirute of walles,and other fortifi- 
cations.I thinkeno ‘place vnder heauen is better furnifhed with graine, flefh,fith, 
fugar,fruites,roots,&c. Raw hides are here a principall commoditie, from hence 
tran{ported into /taly. 

In this place,or notmuch below it, ftood that infamous Citie of Canopus:fo cal- 
led of Canobus Menelaus his pilot, there buried by his mafter, who on thefe coatts 
had fuffered thipwracke. For of allthe Princes of Greecethat furuiued the Troian 
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wartes; notone but mifcarried;either by incenfed Seas, or domefticall treafons. 
Asthey faine, through the rage of Mineraa their late protedtrefle, for the rape 


of Caffandra committed in her Temple; andangry Gods, the bootlefle fanourers 
of fubuerted Jum.

Vponthe banks all 
along are infinite numbers ofdeepe and {pacious vaults, into whichthey doe let 
the riuer; drawing vp the water into higher cefterns,with wheelesfet round with - 
pitchers, and turned about by Baffoloes. From whenceit runs along little trenches 
made vpon the ridges of bankes, and fois conucyed inco their feuerall grounds, 
the countrey lying all inaleuell. The windes blew feldome fauorable:infomuch 
asthe poore Mores,for moft part ofthe way,were enforced to hale vp the boat; 
often wading aboue their middles to deliuer it fr6 the fhallowes, Ateuery enfor. 
cing of themfelues(asin all their labours) crying Elough: perfwaded that Godis 
neere them when they name him,the diuel tar off, and all impediments leffened. 
Ofthele it is ftrange to fee fuch a number of broken perfons; fo being by reafon 
of their {trong labour and weake foode.The pleafant walkes which we had onthe 
fhore, made our lingring paflage leffe tedious. The fruitfull foile pofleffing vs 
with wonder;& early maturity of things,therethen as forwardas with vs in Iune; 
who beginto reap in theending of March. The fugar canes ferued our hands for 
{taues,and feafted our taftes with their liquor. By the way we met with troups of 
horfemen: appointed to clearethofe paflages from theeues, whereof there are 
many, who alfo rob by water inlittle frigots. Whichmade our carefull Janizary 
(for fo are moft in their vndertaken charges)affifted by two other ‘to whome we 
gaue their paflage, who otherwife would hauctaken itynightly to keep watch by 
turnes:difcharging their harquebufesin the euening, and hanging out kindled 
matches, to terrifiethe theeues, and teftifie their vigilancy. Fiue dayes now al. 
moft {pent fince wefirft imbarked, an houre before Sunne-fet we failed by the 
Southern angle of Delta:where theriuer diuideth into anotherbranch,not much 
inferior vnto this,the Eaft bounds of that Iand(which whether of U4 or Affin 
cais yetto be decided)entring the fea(as hath bin faid before)below Davwiatg. 
Proceeding vp the Riuer, about twilight we arriued at Bolac, the porttowneto 
Cairo, and not two miles diftant:where euery Franke at his landingisto paya 
dollar. Leaning ourcarriages inthe boate, within night we hired fix Affes, with 
their driuers for the value of fix pence, to conduct vs vnto Cairoy where b 
an Englifh Merchant wee were kindly entertained, who fed and houfed ys 
or atis. 
‘ Hucha Hibsu Xafifh the Arabian,inuading a part of Africa,and making himfelfe 
Lord ofthe fame, builea City in the defarts,as fearing the trechery ofthe Afri. 
cans, {ome hundred & twenty milesfrom the ruines of Carthage; which he called 
Cairo:the name fignifieth in the  Arabicke tongue, a place ofconuention: or ra- 
ther, £/ Chabira,which fignifieth acompeller. From that time the Arabians be- 
gan to mixe, with the Afoores, from whence this affinity in their fpeech doth pro. 
ceed; yet accuftomed they in their fongs to mention their genealogies, and to 
ioyne with their owne names the name oftheir Nation. Thiskingdomefor cer- 
taine yeeres continued in his family and grew fo greatinthe dayes of Elcan C,- 
lipb,who entred on that principality & Prieft-hood inthe yeer of our Lord gg 6, 
thathe {ent out Gebor, by birth a Dalmatian(whome of a flaue he had made of his 
Councell) witha mighty army; who fubdued all Numidia and Barbary: and in 
afecond expedition conquered both Agyptand Syria. But miftrufting the forces

of Eluir Caliph of Babylen,(to whom the Vice-Caliph of Egypt was Acd) he built 
for arefuge this great,and then ftrong Citie,which he named Elchairoin memo=z 
riallofthe other. Scaléger the elder writes,that Gebor built itto fortifie himfelfea- 
gainft his mafter, hauing rebelled: but Leo the African, that he fent for the Caliph 
into Barbary, and inuefted himin his conquefts. This Citie is fearedonthe Eaft 
- fide of the Riuer, at thefoote ofthe Rockie mountaine Muccat: winding there- 
with,and reprefenting the form ofa creftent: ftretching South and North with 
the adioyning fuburbs, flue Italian milesyin breadth {carceone and ahalfe where 
it is atthe broadeft. The walls (if it be walled) rather feeme to belong vnto pri- 
uate houfes then otherwife: yet isthe City ofa maruellous ftrength: as appeared 
by that three dayes battell carried thorowit by Se/ymws,and mayntained bya 
pocreremainder of the Mamaluckes. For the {treets are narrow, and the houfes 
high-built,all of ftone wel-nigh tothe top: at the end almoftof each a gate;which 
fhut(as nightly they are) make euery ftreetas defenfiueasa Caftle. The houfes 
more beautifull without,thencommodious within:being ill contriued with com: 
berfome paflages. Yet are the roofes high pitcht:and the vppermoft lightly open 
in the middeft to let inthe comfortable aire:flatjand plaiftredaboue:the walls fur. 
mounting their roofes,commonly of fingle brickes,(as are many ofthe walls of 
the vppermoft ftories)which ruined onthe top,to fuch as ftand aloft affoida con: 
fufed ipectacle;& may be compared to a groue of flourifhing treesthat haue only 
feereand perifhed crownes. Their locks & keyes be of wood;euen vnto doores 
that are plated withiron. Butthe priuat buildings arenot worth the mentioning, 
if compared to the publike: of which the Mofques exceedein magnificency; 
the ftones of many being curioufly caru’d without,fupported with pillars of mar- 
ble, adorned with what Art can deuife, & their Religion tolerate. Yet differ they 
in forme from thofe of Con/tamtinople; {ome being fquare wigh open roofes inthe 
middle of a huge proportion, the couered circle tarraft aboue: others ftretching 
out inlength; and many fitted vnto the place where they ftand. One built(and 
that the greateft) by Gehor called Gemith Hafhare: he being named Hafbare by 
the Caliph, which fignifieth Noble. Of thefe inthis Citie there is reported to be 
fuch a number,as paffes beliefe, fo that I liftnot name it.. Adioyning vntothem 
arclodgings for Santons(which are fooles, and madmen) of whom we haue fpo- 
ken already. When one of them die,they cary hisbody about in proceffion with 
great retoycings: whofe foule they fuppofe to be rapt into Paradife. Herebe alfo 
diuersgoodly Hofpitals,both for building, reuenue, and attendance: among fr 
Which that built by Pifor the firkt Sula of ¥ Mamalucks,is mott remarkable: en- 
dowed by him with the yeerely reuenew oftwo hundred thoufand Sharifes. Next 
tothefein beauty arethe great mens Serraglios:by which ifa Chriftian ride the 
will pull him from his afle(for they prohibite vs horfes,as not worthy to beftride 
them)with indignation and contumely. The ftreets are vnpaued, and exceedin 
dirty after a fhowre;(for here it raineth fometimes in the winter, contrary to 
thereceiued opinion, and then moft fubie@ to plagues)ouer which many beames 
are laid athwart onthe tops of houfes, and couered with mats to fhelter them 
fromthe Sunne. The like couerture there is’ betweenetwo high Mofquesin the 
principall ftreete of the Citie: vnder which when the Ba(/a paffeth, or others of 
quality they fhoot vp arrowces,which ftick aboue in abundance, The occafion of 
thatcuftome I know not. Daring our abode inthe Citie fell out the feaft of their 
little Byram, when intheir private houfes they (laughter a number of ines 
ere Ce ee ee ee es ales a: 
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which cut in gobbets, they diftribute vnto their flaues and tothe poorer fort of 
people, befmearing the doores with their bloud:perhaps in imitation of the Paffe- 
ouer. The Nile(a mile diftant)inthe time ofthe inundation, by fundry chanels 
flowesintothe City. When thefe chanelsgrow empty,or the water corrupted, 
they haue it brought them thenceforth from the Riuer by Camels. For although 
they haue many wels, yet is the water bad,& good for no other viethen to coole 
© the ftreetes orto cleanfe their houfes. In the heart ofthe towne ftandsa {patious 
Caine, which they callthe Befeftan; in which(asinthofe at Comstantinopleyare fold 
allkind of wares of the finer fort:felling old things by the call of Who gines more? 
imitating therein the Vemetians,ox imitated by them. Three principal] gates there 
beto this Cirie: Beb. Nanfree,or the Gate of Victory, opening towardsthe red fea; 
Beh. Zucila leading to Nilus and the old towne(betweenc thefe thechiefe {treet of 
the City doth extend,)& Bebel Futuli, or the Portof Triamph,onthe North of 
the Citie and opening to the Lake called Esbiky. Three fides thereof areinclofed 
with goodly buildings, hauing galleries of pleafure which ietty ouer, fuftained 
vpon pillars.Onthe other fide(now a heape of ruines) ftood the ftately palace of 
Dultsbie, wife tothe Sultan Caitbeus:in which were dores and iaumes of Iuory; 
the walles and pauements checkred with difcoloured marble:Columnes of Por. 
phyr,Alablafter,and Serpentine:the {eelings flourifhed with gold andazure,ditd 
inlaid with Indian Ebony ,a wood affirmedio be onely proper tothat countreP_

a tree,which being cut downe,almoft equals a ftone in hardnefle. Ina word,the 
magnificécy was {uchas could be deuifed or effected by a womas curiofity,& the 
purfe of a Mon ark. Lenelled with theground by Selymus, the ftones & ornaments 
thereof were conuéyedvnto Constantinople. The Lake both {quare & large, is but 
onely alake when the riuer ouecr-floweth; being ioyned thereunto by achannell; 
wherethe Moores(rowed vp & downe in barges, fhaded with damaskes, & ftuffes 
of Indiayaceuftome to folacethemfelues inthe euening. The water fallen,yetthe 
place rather changeth then lofeth his delightfulnefle: affoording the profit of fiue 
haruefts in a yeere,together with the pleafure; frequented muchin the coole of 
the day.T cannot forget theiniury received in this place,and withall the iuftice, 
Abufed by a beggerly Afoore( for {uch onely wil) who then but feemed to begin 
his knauery,we were gladto fly vnto another for {t uccour,{eeming aman ofgood 
fort, and by kiffing of his garment, infinuated intohis fauour; who rebuked.him 
for the wrong he did vs. When croffing vsagaine,ere we had gon far, he vfed vs 

far 
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far worfe then before. We offered toreturne to the other, which he fearing,inter- 
poled: doing vs much villany,to the merriment of the beholders; eftegiming of 
Chriftians as of dogs and Infidels. At length we got by, and againe complained, 
He ina maruellous rage made his flaues to purfue him;who caught him, {tripe hin, 
and beat him with rods allalong theleuell;calling vsto belookers on-and fe con- 
ueyed him to the place of correction;where by all likelyhood he had an hundred 
blowes onthe feete to feafon his paftimes. Beyond this area number of ftrageling 
houfes extending well-nigh to Bolac, which is the key vnto Cairo: a large towne, 
and ftretching alongft the Riuer; in fafltion of building, infome part not much 
inferiour to the other. Within and withontthe Citiearea number of delicate or- 
chards,watered as they doe their fields,in which grow variety ofexcellent fruites: 
as orenges, lemons, Pomegranats, apples of Paradife, Sicamor figs, and others, 
(whofe barks they bore ful of holes, the trees being as greatas the ereateft Oakes, 
the fruite not growing amongft the leanes, but out of the bole & branches )Dates, 
Almonds, Caffia fiftula, (leaned like an afh, the frnite hanging downe like fauf- 
ees) Locutt; flat, and the forme of a Cycle)Galls growing vpon Tamarix, Ap- 
ples no bigger thé berries, plantains, thar haue a broad flaggy leafe growing in 
clufters,& thapea like cucumets, y rindlike a pefcod, folid within, without ftones 
or kernels, to the taft exceeding delicious,(this the Mahometaws fay wasthe for. 
bidden fruite,which being eaten by our firft parents and their nakednefle difcoue. 
red vnto them ,they made them aporns of the leaues thereof)and many more,not 
knowne by name, nor feene by mee elfewhere-fome bearing fruit all the yecte, 
and almoft all of them their leaues, Tothefe adde thofe whole fields of Palmes; 
(and yet no preiudice to the vnder-growing corne)ofall others mott delightful, 
In the aforefaid orchards thereare great numbers of Camelions;yet not eafil 
ound,in that neere toy colour of that whereon they fit.A creaturéaboutthe big- 
nes ofan ordinary Lizard,His head vnproportionably big, his eyes great and mo- 
ling, without the writhing of his neck wetis inflexible-his back cr ooked,his skin. 
{potted with little tumours, leffe eminent as neerer the belly shis taile {lender and 
long: on each foot he hath fiue fingers,3.on the outfide,& 2.0n the infide:flow of 
pace, but {wiftly extending his tofig,of a maruelous length for the proportié ofhis 
body,wherewith he preyes vpo flies, y topthereofbeing hallowed by Nature for 
that purpofe.So that deceitied they be who think that they eate nothing, but onel 
liug vpSairesthough furely aire is their principall {uftenance.For thofe that haye 
kept them for a whole yeere together,could never perceiue that they fed vpo any 
thing elfe.& might obferuétheirbelliestofwel,after they had drawn in the aire, & 
clofed their iawes;w‘' they expanfeagainft the rays ofthe Sun, Green they be of 
colonr,& ofa dusky yellow:brighter & whiter towards the belly,yet fpotred with 
blue,white,& red, They changenot into alcolors,as reported:laid vpon green,the 
ereen predominates;vpo yellow the yelloy :but laid vpon blue, or red,or white 
thegreeneretaineth his hue notwithftading;onely the other {pots receiuea more 
orient luftre:laid vp6 black, they looke black,yet not without a mixture of green’ 
Allofthem in al places arc not coloured alike. They are faidtobearea deadly ha- 
tredto the ferpent:infomuch as when they efpie them basking in the Sun, or in the 
fhade, they wil climbe to the ouer-hanging branches, and let downe from their. 
mouthesathred,like to that ofa {pinfters, hauing at the end a little retid drop wet 
fhineth like quickfiluer,that falling ontheir heads doth deftroy them:and what is 
more to be admired, ifthe boughs hang not fo ouer,that the thred may perpendi- 
cularly. defcéd, with their former feet they Mh ene it thal fal directly. 
Soe ae alte A’ ‘filo fre 
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122 Cairo Sues. Lis.2, 
Aloft,and neere the top of the mountaine, againft the South endofthe Citie, 
ftands the Caftle(oncethe ftately manfion of the Mamaluck Sultans, & deftroyed 
by Selymus)a{cended vato by one way onely,and thathewne outof the rocke 
which rifing leifurely with eafie fteeps, and {pacious diftances,(though ofa great 
heightymay be on horsback without difficulry mounted. From thetop, the Citie 
by reafon ofthe Palmes difperfed chorowout,appeareth moft beautiful.the whole 
country below lying open to the view. The Cattle fo great, that it feemetha Citie 
of it felfesimmured with high wals,diuided into partitions,and entred by dores of 
iron;wherein are many fpatious courts, in times paft the places of exercife. The 
ancient buildings all ruinated, do onely fhew that they haue bitfumptuous; there 
being many pillars of folid marble yet ftanding,and of fohuge a proportion,thag 
how they came thither isnot leaft to be wondredat. Here hath the Baffa his refi. 
dence, wherein the Divan is kept on Sundaies,Mundaies,and Tuefdaies:the Chan. 
fesas aduoeates preferring the fuites of their clients.Forty Janizaries he hath of his 
guard attired like thofe at Conftantinople: the reft imployed about thecountrey, 
for themoft partare not the fonnesof Chriftians; yet faithfull vnto fuch asare 
vnder their chargesswhom fhould they betray,they not onely lofe their liues,but 
alfo the pay which is due to'their pofteritie.Such is this Citie,the faireft in Tarkie, 
yet differing from what it was,as from a body being yong and healthtull,doththe 
famie growne old and wafted with difeafes« , Pico Sa 
Hither thefacred thirft of gaine, and feare of pouerty;allureth the aduenturous 
merchant from far remoued nations:by reafon ofthe trade with India, and neigh- 
bourhood of the Red fea; being from hence not paft two daies iourney:fo called 
of Erythraan Aigyptian King, which fignifieth Red in that laguage. Yet little isthe 
Turkeaduantaged thereby: flothfull,ofagroffe conceit to deuile new waics vnto 
profit sand vnexpert in nauigation;whichtoan induftrious and knowing people 
would affoord an vnfpeakeable benefit. Neuertheleflethey haue herea hauen cal. 
led Sues, heretofore Arfinoes,flourifhing and abounding with merehandize in the 
time of the Prolomies. Built by phrladelphus,and{o named in honour ofhis filter, 
a Lady of furpaffing beautie, giuenin marriage to Lyfimachus King of Macedon. 
The feathere being, at alow water, no broader thena riuer;andeucry where dan- 
gerous to faile thorow,by reafon of the multitude of fhelues: and vndifcouerable 
rockes,Speaking of this {ea,I cannot but remember the wonderfull proicét of C/eo- 
patra, who flying from the battell of Aim, and gathering together all her por- 
table riches, attempted to haue hoift. her fhipping out of the Mid-land fea, and to 
haue hailed them into this; with purpofe to haue planted in another ,countrey,ree 
moued far from the danger and_ bondage threatned by that war:but the comming 
of Anthony altred her purpofe.Now itis a place of {mall commerce,and inhabited 
by a few,in ic Bate thefcarcity ofall manner of prouifion, &penury of waters, 
Yetisthere a ftation for gallies,being in number about fiue andtwenty. Thefeare 
brought from: Conflantinople vnto aires and taken in pieces, are carried ynto Saes 
vpon Camels,and there put together.But the main of commodities’ which come 
to Cairo,are brought ouer-land by Caruan from Adecha;as precious {tones, {pices, 
ftuffes of India, Indico, gums, amber, all- forts’ of perfumes, &c. Butthe Exglifh 
hauefo ill vtterance fortheir warm clothes inthefe hore countries,that I beleeue 
oe willrather fuffer their fhipsto rot in the River, then continuethat trade any 
onger. 
Now Gairothis great Citic is inhabited by Moores, Turkes, Negroes ewes, Cop- 
thes, 
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ties, Greekesjand Armenians who are herethe pooreft, and euery where the ho- 

nefteft; labouring painefully, and liuing foberly. Thofe that are not fubie@ tothe 

Turke, iftaken in wartes,are freed from bondage:who are,liue freely and pay no 

tribute of childrenas do other Chriftians. This priviledge enioy hey, forthata Laonicus Chath 
certaine Armenian foretold of the greatnefle and glory of Mahomet, They once bin. 
were vnder the Patriarke of Consantineple: but about the herefic of Ewryches they | 4 
fell from his gouernment,and communion withthe Grectazs, whom they deteit | 
aboueall other: re-baptizing fuch as conuert totheir feét. They beleeue that there 
is butone nature in Chrift, not by a commixion of the diuine with the humane, Dt 
as Eviyches taught,but by a coniunction: even asthe foule is ioyned to the body. hi 
They deny thereall prefence inthe Sacrament, & adminifter it as the Copties doe: 1: 
with whom they agreealfo, concerning Purgacory,& not praying for thedead: | 
as with the Greekes, that the holy Ghoft proceedeth onely from che Father, and i 
that the dead neither do,nor fhallfcele toy, ortorment vatillthe day of Doome. 
Their Patriark hath his being at Tydersin Per fia: in which councry they live weal. 
thily,and ingood eftimation. There ate three hindted Bifhops ofthat Nation, 
The Priefts marry not twiee;cat fleflybut flue times.a yeere;and then,left the 
people fliould thinke ita finto eate in regard oftheir abftinence. They erre that 
write, thatthe people abftaine fromall meats prohibited by the Mofaicall Ia Ww; for 
hogs ficfh they eate where they can without offence to the Mahometans. They 
obferue the Lent moft ftrictlysyet eat fief: vpon Fridayes betweene Eafter and | 
Whitfontide,As for Images they adore thenrnot.Here they haue their affemblies i 
inob{cure chambers. Comming in(which was ona Sunday in the afcernoone) 

we found one fitting inthe midit of thecongregation; in habit not differing trom | 
the reft, reading oma Bible inthe Ca/dean toung. Anon che Bifhop entredina ii 
hood and velit of blacke, witha ftaffe in his hand; to which chey attributed much 

holines. Firft he prayed,and then fung certaine Pfalmes, affifted by two or th ree; 

after all {ung ioyntly y at interims praying to themfeluessrefembling the Turhes in | ' 
the pofiture of their bodies and often proftrations:the Bithop excepted; who a 
erecting his hands, ftoodallthe while with his face to the altar. The Seruice en- 
ded, one after another do kifle hishand,and beftow their almes,he laying the os 
ther ontheir heads, and blefling them. Laftly, he prefcribeth fucceeding fafts and 
feftinals. Where isto be noted,thatthey faft vpon the day of the Natiuiry ofour 
Sauiour. 

Here alfo isa monaftery of Greek Coloieros,belonging vntothe capitall Mona- 
ftery of Saint Katherine of Mount Sina, from Cairo {ome eight daies lourny oucr 
the defarts. She isfaidto bethe daughter of King Costa,a King of Cyprus: whoin 
thetime of Maxentins conuerted many vnto Chrift.

Princes.Of which foundation fixe and.twenty other depend, difperfedthorow 
diuers countries. They gine alfo daily almesto the Arabs,, to bethe better fecured 
from outrage. Yet will they not fuffer them to enter,but ler it downe from the bat- 
tlements, Their orchardaboundeth wjth excellent fruits:amongft whichare Ap- 
ples, rare inthefe countries,transferred from Damafco. They are neither fubiectto 
Popenor Patriark; but haue a Superintendent oftheir own, at this prefent in Cais 
vo. Thefehere made vsa collation, where Icould not but obicrue theirgulling in 

of wine witha deere felicitie,; whereof they haue their prouifion from Gazdy. 
Foure fects of Azahometans there werc in the time of Leo Africamusin this Citys 
fprungin times paft from foure feuerall interpreters of the Alcoran; who willnot 
eafily relinquifhtheir opinions. Yet do they not traduce one another, although 
; they repute eachother for heretical. That called Chene/ia is the principall; whofe 
prieftsdo feede on horfe-flefh.Such horfes as are vnfit for feruice,their caters do 
buy,and fat fortheir palats.Each fectary is punifhed for tranfgreflionsagainft the 

rules oftheir Religion by the Iudge of tharOrder. —* 

During our aboade here, a Carwan went forth with much folemnity,to meete 
and relieue the Great Carvan intheir returne from cMecha; which confifteth of 
many thoufands of Pilgrims that trauell yeerely thither in devotionand former- 
chandize;euery one with his banrol in his hand:and their Camels gallantly trick¢ 
(the Alcoran carried vpon one,ina precious cafe couer’d ouer withneedle-work, 
and laid ona rich pillow,enuiron’d witha number of theirchanting Priefts)guar- 
ded by divers companies of fouldiers, and certaine field pieces. Fortie eafie 
dayes iourney it is diftant from hence: diuided by a wilderneffe of fand, that lieth 
in drifts,anddangeroufly moueth with the wind:thorow whichthey are guided: 
in many places by ftarres, as fhipsin the Ocean. Now within three dayes iourney 
they afcenda mountaine(the fame they fay, where Abraham would haue facri- 
ficed Ifaac.)Here facrifice they a number of fheepe:& ftripping themfelues, wrapr 
onely ina mantle without knot or hem, proceed vnto Aéecha. Where isa little 
Chappell(within a goodly Mofque)about eight yards f{quare: the canfe, of this 
deuotion, (towards which, when they pray, whercfoeuerthey be,zhey doeturne 
their faces)built,as they aifirme,by abraha: within, itis hung witherimfon fatin, 
and vetted abont witha richer ftufie fent thither yeerely by the Emperor;(as to 

* aGonernonr, that of Adedina Telnady,) prouided at Caire,the* Ezser of Adecha hauing the old for 
eae his-fee. The Camels that bring them,are from thenceforth freed from burthens. 
Buta fightit is noleffe {trange then ridiculous;to behold the honourthey do vate 
the Camell at his returne vnto Conftantinople,that {upported their Alcoran,(asat 
Cairoin fomefort tothat that carried the veftures) crowding about him asled 
thorow the ftreets:fome pulling off his haires, and preferuing: them as relickes; 
fome kiffing, others with his fweate befmearing their eyes,and faces: and cutting 
him at length into little gobbets,giue thereof to eate vnto their friends and famili- 
ars.Many of the Pilgrimes by poaring onhot bricks,doe voluntarily perifli their 
fights:as defiring to fee nothing prophane, after fo facred a fpectacle. Hee that ar 
his recurne giveth ouer the world,and himfelfe to contemplation, is efteemed as a 
© <4 wordi, Dalntsall are called*Hadges; and fo call they their Camels, hanging as many little 
porting. kolines, Chaines about their forclegs,as they haue bin times there. Io that City, of Mecha 
| fome: 
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fome fay their falfe prophet was borne: but cronioufly. Seated itis ina pleafane 
foile,but enuironed with defarts and hils;hauing no water but what procecdeth 
from one {pring, which they fay was fhewed by an Angel vnto Hagar:and almoft 
miraculous itis that it fhould futhce fuch a multitude of peopleand cattle. A place 
of principal trafick;not onely by the meanies of the Indsan Caruans,which thither 
yeercly repaire with their commodities: but of thecountrey adioyning, whofe 
precious productions haue inftiled it happy:

The Chriftian dyeth thatapprocheth this place within fiae miles compaffe. Afrer 
foureteene dayes they returne vnto the aforefaid mountaine: a part of them par- 
ting from the reft going out of the way to Adedina Teluabi, which is by interpre- 
tation, The City of the Prophet: famous for concourle of people: though in a 
barren countrey; {carce two daies iourney from Afecha. Where ina little Chap- 
pell lightned with thtce thoufand lampes that there burne perpetually, lie Atzho- 
met Omer, and Haly:in fimple tombes ofthe ancient fafhion, cut out like lozen- 
ges. That of Mahomer(not hanging in the ayre as reported)is couered with 
greene hauing onthe fide a* Carbuncle as big asan egge, which yeeldsa mar. 
ucllous luftre. Thefe meete againe with thereft ofthe Carwan at the place ap- 


pointed . do of Spaine, 


But to digreffe no futther. Than Cairo no city can be more populous,nor ber- 
ter ferued withal forts of prouifion. Here hatch they egges by artificial heate in 
infinite numbers; the manner as feene thus briefly. Iaa narrow entry oneach 
fide ftood two rowes of ouens,one ouer another. Onthe floores of the lower they 
Jay the offals of flaxe; ouer thofe mats, and vpon them their egges, at leaft fixe 
thoufand in an oven. The floores ofthe vpper ouens wereas roofes tothe vnder: 
grated ouer like kilnes,only having tunnels inthe middle, with couers voto them. 
Thefe grgtingsare couered withmats,onthem three inches thickelieththe drie 
and pulucrated dung of Camels, Buffoloes,&c. At the higher and farther fides of 
thofe vpper ouens are trenches of lome;a handfull deepe,& two handfuls broad, 
Inthefe they burne of the torefaid dung which giuetha {mothering heat without 
vifible fire. Vader the mouths ofthe vpper ouens areconueyances for finoke: 
hauing round roeffes, and vents at the topto fhurand to open. Thus lic the egges 
in the lower ouens for the {pace of eight dayes: turned daily, & carefully lookt to 
thattheheat be but moderate. Thencull they the bad from thegood,by that 
time diftinguifhable(holding them betweene alampe and the eye) which are 
two parts of thethrec for the moft part. Fwo Vek after they put out the fire, &

conuey bythe paffage in the midle, the one half into the vpper ouens:then fhute 
ting all clofe,they let them alone forten daieslonger,at which time they become 
difclofedinan inftant. This they practife from the beginning of Ianuary. vneil] 
the midft of Iune,the egs beingchen moft fit for that purpofe, neither are they(as 
reported) preiudiced by thunder: yetthefe declare that imitated Nature will ne- 
uer be equalled;all ofthem being fome part defectiue or montftrous. 

Moft ofthe inhabitants of Cairo confift of merchants and artificers; yet the 
merchants frequent no forrein marts.All ofatrade keepe their fhops in one place, 
which they {hut about the houre of fiue,and_ folace themf{elues for the reft ofthe 
day, cookes excepted, who keepe theirs opentill late inthe euening. For few but 
fiich as haue great families dreffe meate in their houfes, which the men doe buy 
ready_dreft,the womentoo fine-fingred to meddle with houtwifiry, who ride a- 
broad vpon pleafure on eafie-going Affes, and tie their husbands to the beneuo- 
lence that is due,which if negle&ted, they will complaine tothe magiftrate, and 
procure a diuorcement.Many practitioners here are in Phy fick, inuited thereunto 
by the ftore of fimples brought hither, and here growing:an art whereinthe Ais 
eyptians haue excelled from the beginning. )

Akind of Rueis here,much in requeft, wherewith they perfume themfelues in the 
mornings; not onely asa preferuatiue againft infection, but efteeming it preua- 
lent againft hurtfull {pirits. Sothe Barbarians of old accuftomed to doewith the 


.. roots of wild Galingal. There are in this City,and haue beene of long, afort of 


peoplethat do get their liuings by fhewing of feates with birds and bealts,excee- 
ding therein all fuch as haue bin famousamongft vs: hauc hearda Rauen {peake 
fo perfectly,as hath amazed me, They vfe both their throats and tongus in vtte- 
ring of founds, which other birds do not:and therefore more fit forthat purpofe, 
Scaliger* the father, reports of onethat waskeptina monaftery hard by him; 
which when hungry would call vpon Conrade the cook,fo plainly, as often mit. 
taken fora man. I haue feene them make both dogs and goatesto fet their foure 
feet ona little turned pillar of wood abouta foot high,and no broader at the end 
then the palme of a hand: climing from one to two, fet on the top of one another; 
and fo tothe thirdand fourth;andthere turne about as often as their mafters 
would bid them. They carry allo dancing Camelsabout,taught when young,by 
fetting them on ahot harth,and playing all the while onan inftrument: the poore 
beaft throughthe extremity ofheate lifting vp his feet one after another. This 
practice they for certain moneths together: fo that at length whenfoeuer he hea- 
reththe fiddle,he will falla dancing. Affes they will teachto doe fuchtricks,as if

OF fo many frevge op ofwa- l' 
thoufand wels(athing moft miraculous)this onely affordeth guftable waters: with tings, 
that fo exeellent, that the Baffarefufeth the Riuertodrinke thereof, and drinkes 
ofno other: and whenthey ceafle for any time to exhautt it, ic fendeth forth of ir | 
felfe fo plentifulla ftreame,as able to turne an oucr-fall mill. Pafling thorow the i | mo 
Chappell, it watereth a pleafant orchardsin a corner whereof there ftandethano. ae 
ucrgrownce fig-tree which opened(as they report)to receiue our Saniour and his ) = 
mother,thé hardly efcaping the purfuers:clozing againe till the purfate was patt; , 
then againe, diuiding,as now it remaineth. A large hole there is thorow one of i) 
the fides ofthe leaning bulke:this(they fay )no baftardcan thred, but fhall ftick fan 
by the middle. The tree isall to be-hackt for the wood thereof, reputed of foue- 
raignevertue. But Jabufe my time, and prouoke my Reader.In an inclofuread- 
1oyning they fhewed vs a plat of Balme,the whole remainder ofthat ftore which

The greateft of the three,and chiefe of the 
worlds feuen wonders, being {quare at the bottome, is fuppofed to take vp eight 
acres of ground. Euery {quare being 360. fingle paces in length, the fquare at 
the top,confitting of three {tones onely,yet large enough for threefcore to ftand 
vpon: afcended by two hundred fifty fiue fteps,each ftepaboue three feet high, 
ofabreadth proportionable. No ftone fo little throughout the whole,asto bee 
drawneby out carriages: y et were thefe hewne out of the Trosa# mountaines, fat 
off in Arabia; fo called of the captive Troians, brought by Menelaus into Aigypt; 

and there afterward planted.A wonder how conueyed hither:how fo mounted,a 

oreater. Twenty yeers it was in building: by three hundred threefcore and fixe 

thoufand men continually wrought vpon: who onely in radifhes, garlicke,and‘o- 

nions,arefaid to haue confumed one thoufand and cight hundred talents. By 

thefeand the like inuentions exhaufted they theit treafure, & imployed the peo. 

ple; for feare leaft fuch infinite wealth fhould corrupt their fucceflorsjand dange-

Yetthis hath bene too greata morfell for time to deuoure; hauing ftood,as may 
be probably conicétured,aboutthree thoufand and two hundred yeeres: and now 
rather old then ruinous: yet the North fideis moft worne,by reafon of the humj- | 
dity ofthe Northern wind,which hereis ¥ moyfteft. Fhe top atleneth we afcen- 
ded with many paules and much difficulty from whence with delighted cyeswe 
beheld that foucraigne of ftreames, and moft excellentof countries.Southward & 
neere-hand the Adummes: afar off diuers huge Pyramides; each of which,were this 
away might {upply the repute of a woder.

the foule fhould furuiue; and when thirty fixthoufand yeeres were expired,a- 
gaine be ioynd voto the felfe-fame body,reftored vnto his former condition :ga- 
thered in their conceipts from Aftronomicall demonttrations. Againft oneend of 
the tombe, &clofe to the wall,there openeth a pit witha long and narrow mouth, 
which leadeth into an vader chamber. Inthe wals on each fide of the vpper room 
there are two holes,one oppofite toanother: their ends not defCernable, nor big 
enough to be crept into: footie within,;and made,as they fay; by aflame of fire 
which darted thorowit. Fhis is all thatthis huge mafle containeth within. his 
darkfom entrailes:all, leaft to be. difcouered. Herodotus reports that King Cheops 
became fo pooreby the building thereof,that he was compelled to proftitute hig 
daughter;charging her totake whatfoeuer fhe could get: who affecting her par- 
ticular glory,of her feucrall cuftommers demanded feuerall ftones, with which fhe 
crected the fecond Pyramis;far leffe thenthe former, {mooth without, and not to 
be entred. Thethird which ftandeth onthe higher ground, is very {mall ifcom- 
pared withthe other, yer faith both Herodotus and Strabo, greater inbeauty, and 
of no lefle coft;beiig all built of touch-ftonesdifficult 6 be wro ught,andbroughe 
fromthe fartheft Aithiopsan mountaines. But furely not fo; yct intended they to 
hauecouered it with Theban matble; whereof a great quantity lyethby it. Made 
Itwas by Mycerinus the fon ofCheops: fome fay,by a Currizan' of Naucretisscatled 
Dorica by Sapphothe Poetrefle,and beloued of her brother Caraxus; who fraughe 
with wines, oft fayled hither from Lesbos. Others name Rhodope another of thar 
trade; atthe firft fellow flaue with Ai fope the writer of tables: who obraining her 
liberty dwelt in this Ciry, where rich in fomé fort were reputed noble. But that 
the fhould get by whoring fiicha miafle of treafure,is vacredible.Some tell a fic. 
ry.-how that one day wathing herfelfe, an Eagle faatcht away her fhooe,and bea. 
ring itto Mewsphis, let it fall from on high into the lap of the King, Who aftoni. 
fhed with the accident,and admiring the forme, forthwith madea {earch for the 
owner thorowout all his kingdome. Found in Naucrétis,and brought vnto him,he 
made her his Queene: & after her death inclofed her in this monument. She lined 
in the dayes of Amajis. Rt os 
Not far off from thefe the Coloffas doth ftand, vntorhe mouth confifting of 
the natural rock,as if for fuch a purpote aduanced by Nature;the reft of huge flat 
{tones laidthereon, wrought alltogether into the forme of an Aithiopian woman: 
and adored heretofore by the countrey people as a rurall Deity. Vnder this, they 
fay lieth buried the body of Amafis. Of fhape leffe monftrous then is Plinies res 
port, who afhirmeth the headto bean handred & twofeerin compafle,when the 
whole is but fixty feethigh. The face is fomethin gdiffiguredby time, or indig- 
nation ofthe Afvores,detefting images. The aforefaid Auth or(together with Oa 
thers)do call it a Sphinx. The vpper part of a Sphinx. refembled a maide, and the 
lower a Lion, whereby the Reyprians defiguredthe increafeof the Riuer,(and 
conlequently of their riches) then rifiog when the Sunne isin Leo and Virgo.

Thishath madefome crronioufly affirme old Ademphisto haue bin the fame with 

new Carosnew in relpect of the other, But thofe thathaue both feen¢and writof 
che former,repOrt it to hane ftood three Schoenes abone the South angle of Del. 

za,(each Scheene containing fiue miles at theleaft, and fometiines feuen and a 

half differing according totheir feuerall cnitomes) which South angle is diftantr 

burbarely foureimiles from Cairo. Befidesthele Pyramideés appertaining vat” 
Memphis,as recorded by Martial, 
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L1s.3. | Of the Mummes. 132 
are aflirmedto haue ftood fiue miles North-weft of that City, ftanding direGtly 
Weft, and full twelue from Cairo. But the moft Pregnant proofe hereofare the 
Mummes,( lying in a place where many generations haue had their fepulrures) 
not far aboue Memphis,neerethe brow of the Libyan defart, & flreightning ofthe 
mountains,from Cairo well-nigh twentit miles, Nor likely itis thar they would 
fo far carry their dead, hauing as conuenient a plave adioyning to the Citie. 


Thefe wehad purpofedto,hatie feene; but the chargeable guardjand feare of > 


the 4rabs therethen foilemnizing their feftiuall, being befides to hane layne out 
all night, made vs content our felues with what we had heard; hauing before 
feenc diuers of the emlsalmed bodies, and fome broken vp to be bought for dol- 
JafS apicce at the City.Inthat place arefome indifferent great, and anumber of 
little Pyramides, with tombs offenerall fafhions:many ruinated, as many viola- 
ted bythe Moores and 4 ravians, who make a profit of the dead, and infringe the 
‘priviledge of Sepulchers. There were the graues of the ancient Aeyptians,from 
the firftinhabiting ofthat countreys; coueting tobethere interred, as the place 
iuppofed to conzain the body of 0 fs. Vnder euery one,or wherefoeuerlie ftones 
not natura’ totheplace, by remoning the {ame,defcetits are defcouered like the 
narrow rr ouths of wells, (hauing holes in each fide of the walls to defcendby,yer 
fo:rcublefome,that many refuleto go down,that come thither of purpofeyfome 
vel nigh-ten farhomes dczpeleading into long vaults(belonging asdhould feeme, 
to particular families) hewne ont of the rock, with pillars ofthe fame. Betweene 
euery arch the corfes lie ranckt ore by another, fhroudedin anumber of folds of 
linnen,fwathled with bands ofthe fame:the brefts ofdiuers beingdtained with Hi- 
erogly phicall charaGers. With intheir bellies are painted papers, and their Gods 
inclofed inlittie models of ftone ov mettall-fome of the fhape of men,in coate-ar- 
logs, 8rc..others of cats, bectles,monkies:

The l]innen pulled off(in colour, & like in fubftance to the inward filme between 
the barke and the bole; long dried and brittle )the body appeareth folid, vacor- 
rupt,and perfect in all his demenfions:whereofthe mufculous parts are browne of 
colour, fome blacke, hard as ftone-pitch; and hauein phyficke an operationnot 
vnlike,though more foucraigne.In the preparing of thele,to keeperhem from pu- 
trifaction, they drew out the brains at the noftrils with an inftrument ofiron, re- 
plenifhing the fame with preferuatiue{pices. Then cutting vpthe belly withan Ai 
shiopian {tone, and extracting the bowels, they cleanfed the infide with wine: and 
ftufting the fame with acompofition of Catlia, Mirrh and other odours, clozed 
it againe. The like the poorer fort of people eftected with Bitumen ( as the infide 
of their skuls and bellies yet teftifie )fetcht from the lake af A/phalites in Jury. So 
didchey with the iuyce of Cedars: which by the extreme bitternes,& ficcariue fa- 
culty,not only forthwith fubdued the caufe of interior corruption, but hath to 
this day(acontinuance of aboue three thoufand yeeres)preferued them vncorrup 
zed.Such isthe differing nature of thattree, procuring lifeas it were to the dead,& 
death to the liuing.Thisdone they wrapt the body with linnenin multitudes 
offolds, befmeared with gumme, in maner of feare-cloth. Their ceremonies 
(which were many) performed, they laid the corps in a boate,to be wafted ouer 
Acherufia,alake onthe South ofthe Citie, by one only whom they called cha- 
von: which gaueto Orpheus the inuention of his infernall ferri-man;an ill-fauoured 
flouenly fellow, as fhould feeme by Virgil:

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About this lake ftood the fhady Temple of Hecate, withthe Ports of Cocytus and 
Obliuion, feperated by barres of brafle: the originall of like fables. When landed, 
on the other fide, the body was brought before certaine ludgess to whom ifcon- 
uinced ofan euil life, they deprived it of buriall,if otherwife,they fuffered it to be 
interredas aforefaid. So {umptuous were they inthefe honfes of death, fo carefull 
to preferue their carkafles, forfomuch as the foule, knowing it felfe by divine in- 
ftinct immortall,doth defire thatthe body( her beloued companion )might enioy 
(as far forth as may be )y like felicity: giuing, by erecting fuch loftie Pyramides, 
and thofe dues of funeral, all poffible eternity. Neither wasthe lofle of thisleffe 
feared, thé the obtaining coueted: infomuch that the Kings of Aigypt accuftomed 
toawe their fubieéts( to them a moft powerfull curb, and a ftrong prouokement) 
by threatning to deprive them of fepulture. ‘The terrourof this made Hector

Returning by the way that we came, and hauing repaft the Nilws, we inclined 
onthe right hand to fee the ruines of the old City adioyning tothe Southof Cai- 
ro, called formerly Babylon,of cettaine Babylonians there {uttered to inhabit by the 
ancient Aigyptian Kings, who builra Caftle in the felfe-fame place whefte thar 
now ftandeth, defcribed before: which was long after the garifon towne of one 
ofthethree Legions,fer to defend this countrey in the time of the Romanes. It 
anciently gaue the name of Babylon vnto this City below; now called mi/rulbe- 
tich by the Arabians: {aid to hauebcene built by Omar thefuccefforvnto Agaho. 
metsbut furely rather re-edified by him then founded;hauing haditit fuch ftore 
of Chriftian Churches as is teftifted by their ruines, We paft by a mighty Cefterne 
clozed within a Tower,& {tading vpon an inlet of y Riuer-built,as theyhere fay, 
atthe charge of the Iewestoappeafethe anger of the King, incenfed by them a- 
gainft the innocent Chriftians;who by the remouing of 2 mountain(the taske im- 
pofed vpon their faith )conuerted him vnto their religion, & his difpleafure vpon 
their accufers. This feructh the Caftle with water;running along anaquaduct born 
vpon 300. Arches. The ruines ofthe City aregreats{o were the buildings: 
amongft which, many of Chriftian Monafteries and Temples,one lately( the lat 
that ftood )throwne downe by this Ba/fa (as they fay )for thar it hindred his pro- 
{ped if fo, he furely would not haue giuen leaue vnto thé Patriarch to rebuild it; 
for which he was fprtetully fpoken of by the Afoores, asa fulpected fauourer of the 
Chriftian Religion, who fubuerted forthwith whathe had begun. Whereupon 
the worthy Cer madea voyage vnto Conffantinople, to procure the Grand Sig- 
niors COmandement for the fupport of his purpofe.- when by the Greeks there, noe 
alrogether with his will, he was chofen their Patriarch: but within a fhort fpace 
difplanted( asthe manner isby the bribery of another,he returned vato Cairo. 
Befides here isa little Chappell'dedicated to our Lady:vnderneath ita Gror; in 
which it is faidthat fhe hid her felfe when purfued by Hered.Much frequented it is 
by the Chriftians:as isthe tomb of Nafiffa( herebeing)by the Mahometans.She 
leauing cufaa City of Arabia the Happy, here feated her felfe- and for that fhe 
was of the bloud of their Prophet,and oflife vnreproueable,after her death they 
canonized her fora Saint; and built ouer her body afumprtuous fepulcher: vnro 
whichall ftrangers repaired, honouring it with their deuotions, and inriching ir 
with their gifts, amounting to an hundred thoufand Shariffs onc y¢ere with ano- 
ther: diftribured amongft the poore kindred of A¢ahomet,and amongtt the Priefts 
that had the charge ofthe fepulcher,who by diuulging forged miracles, increafed 
the number of her Votaries. But Selymus fabduing Bgyptthe tomb was defaced, 
& ranfackt by his Jawizaries: who befidesthe ornaments of gold and filuer, tooke 
from thence in Shariffs about fiue Millions. Butthe Chriftians fay that this Wa- 
fifa wasan vnfatiable harlot; who out of epieurk and that tor Adabomets fake )ro 
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136 Hansgia, Lrs.2ze 
conuert the vinaturalllufts ofthe people, did proftitute ier felfe to all commers. 
The few inhabitants that herebe, are Greeks and Armenians. Here we {aw certaine 
reat Serraglios, exceeding high, and proptvp by buttrefles. Thefethey call the 
Granaries of Iofeph: wherein hc horded corne in the yeeres of plenty againft the 
fucceeding famine. Inall there be feuen, three ftanding, and imployed to the 
felfefame vfe: the other ruined. From thence vp the Riuer for twenty miles 
{pace thereis nothing but ruines. Thus withthe day we ended our progrefle, 

Vponthe fourth of March wedeparted from Cairo inthe habite of Pilgrims: 
foure ofvs Englifh, conforted with three /talians: of whom one wasa Prieft,and 
anothera Phyfition. For our felues we hired three Camels with their keepers, 
two tocarry vs,and the third for ovr prouifion. The price we fhall know at Gaza; 
vpon the deuiding of the great Caruan, an{werableto the fuccefle oftheiourney. 
Wealfo hired a Coptie for halfea dollar a day;to be our interpreter,and to atrend 
on vs. Our prouifion for fo long a voyage wee bore along with vs, viz, Biskor, 
Rice, Raifins, Figs, Dates, Almonds, Oliues,Oyle, Sherbets,é&c. buy ing pewter, 
brafleand {uch like implements, asifto fet vp houfe-keeping. Our water wecar- 
ried in goate skins. We ridin fhallow cradles (which we boughtalfo)twoona 
Camel: harboured aboue, and couered with linnen: to vs execeding vneatie, 
notfotothepeople of thefe countries, who fit croffe-legd wich a naturall facility. 
Chat night we pitched by Hangéa,fome fourteene miles from the City. In the 
cuening came the Captaine: a Turke, well mounted, and attended on. Here we 
dtayed the next day following, forthe gathering together ofthe Carwamspaying 
Zoure Madeins a Camell vntothem of the village. Thefe( as thofe elfe where) da 
nightly guard vs, making good whatfoeuer is {tollen.Euer and anon one crying 
Wafbed,isan{wered Eloughby another(ioyntly fignifying one onely God:) which 
paffing aboutthe Carwan, doth affure them thatall is in fafety. Amoneft vs were 
- diuers Jewifh women; inthe extremity oftheir age vndertaking fo wearifomea 
iourney, onely tody at lerufalens: bearing along with them the bones oftheir pa- 
rents, husbands, children, and kinsfolke; as they doe from all other parts where 
they can conueniently. The merchants brought with them many Negroes; not 
the worft of their merchandizes. Thefe they buy oftheir parérs,fome thirty daies 
journey aboue,&on the Weft fide ofthe Riuer. As the wealth of others contifts 
in multitudes of cattell;fo theirsin the multitude of their children: whom they 
part from with as little paffion,neuer after to be {eene or heard of: regarding more 
the price thenthe cddition of their flauery. Thefe aredefcended of Chus,the fonne 
of curled Cham; asare all of that complexion. Not fo by reafon of their feede, 
nor heat of the climate:the one confuted by U4riéffotle,the other by experience; 
in that countries as hot produce ofa different colour,and colder by thirty degrees 
haue done of the fame-(for Alexander inhis expedition into the Eaft encountred 
black men:and {uch was Ademnon: the fonne of the A¢orning:

Difficult to 
be fiibdued, by reafon of the bordering defarts and penury of waters: yet haue 
they many wels,but hid,and onely knownce to the inhabitants: who are now fub- 
ie to the Turks.and differ in life and cuftomes not much from the Arabians. 
The Subajfee of Salbiainuited himfelfe to our tent; who feeding on {uch proui- 
fion as we had, would in conclufion haue fed vpon vs;had not our commande. 
ment(which ftood vs in foute Shariffes) from the Baffa of Cairo, andthe fanour 
ofthe Captain by means of our Phyfici6, protected vs;otherwife,richt or wrong 
had bin buta filly plea to barbarous conetou{nes armed with power. We feuen 
wereallthe Franks that were inthe cGpany;we heard how he had ferued others, 
and rejoyced nota little in being thus fortified againft him.The whole Caruan 
being now affembled, confifts of a thoufand horfes,mules, and affes; and of five 
hundred Camels. Thefe are the fhips of Avabia;their feas are the defarts A crea- 
ture created forburthen.Six hundred weight is his ordinary load, yet will he car- 
ry athoufand. When in lading or vnlading,he lies on his belly;& will rife(as it is 
faid) when ladé proportionably to his ftrength, nor fuffer moretobe laidon him. 
Foure daies together he will well trauell without water;for aneceffiry fourteene: 
inhis often belchings thrufting vpa bladder, wherewith he moiftneth his mouth 
& throat. When they trauel,they cramthem with barly dough. They are,as fom 
faythe only that ingender backward. Their pace is flow,& intolerable hard; be. 
ing withall vnfure offoot,where neuer fo little flippery ‘or vneuen. They are not 
made to amend their paces when weary, with blowes;but are encouraged by 
fongs andthe going before of their keepers. A beaft gentle and tractable, but in 
the time of his venery:then, as if remembring his former hard vfage, he willbite 
his keeper,throw him downeand kick him:forty dayes continuing in that fury, 8 
then returning to his former meekenefle. About their neckes they hang certaine 
charmes included in leather,and writ by their Deruifes,to defend them from mif- 
chances, andthe poifon of ill eyes. Here we paid fiue Madeins for a Camell. 
Hauing with two dayes reft refrefhed them,now to begin the worft of their 
iorney, onthe tenth of March we entred the maine defarts:a part of Arabia Pee 
trea; {ocalled of petvathe principall City, now Rathalalah. On the North and 
Weft it borders on Syriaand Aigypt;Southwardon Arabia Felix andthe Red 
fea; and on the Eaft it hath _4rabiathe defart. A barren and defolate country bea. 
ring neither graffe nor trees,faue only hereand there afew Palmes which wil not 
forfake thofe forfaken places. Phat little that growes on the earth, is wild hyfope, 
whercupon they do pafture their Camels,a creaturecdtent withlhittle:whofe milk 
and flefhis their principall fuftenance. They haue no water that is {weer;all being 
a meete wildernefle of {and:the windes hauing raifed high mountaines, which lye 
indrifts,according to the quarters from whencethey blow. Abourmidnight(the 
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fouldicrs being in the head ofthe Caruan) thefe Arabs affailed our rere. Thecla- | 
mour was great; and the paffengers, together with their leaders, fled from their aM i 
camels. land my companion imagining the noifeto be onely an encouragement } 
vato one another,were left alone;yet preferued from violence, They carried aw ay ii 
withthem-diuers mules and afles laden with drugs,and abandoned by their ow- nit 
nerssnot daring to ftay too long, nor cumber themfelues with too much luggage, | ‘ 
for feare of the fouldiers, Thefe are defcended of Ifmaelscalled allo Saracens of 

Sara, which fignifieth a Defart, and faken,to inhabit. And not onely of the place 
but of the manner of their liues:for Sarack importsas much: asa theefe: as Hotes = 
being giuen from the beginning vnto theft and rapine. They dwell in tents, which | 1 a 
they remoue like walking Cities;for oportunity of prey,and benefit of patturace, i | | 
They acknowledge no foueraigne: not worth the conquering,nor can they bee iP 
conquered: retiring to places impaflable for armies,by reafon of the rolling fands 
and penury of all things.A nation from the beginning vnmixed with others:boa- 
fting oftheir nobilitie, andat this day hating all mechanicall {ciences. They hang 


about the skirts of the habitable countries;and hauing robbed, retire with amar. ‘| 
uellous celerity. Thofe that arenot detected perfons, frequent the neighbouring : 
villages for. prouifion, & trafhcke without moleftation: they not daring to intrear Hi 
them euilly. They are ofmeane ftatures, raw-bone,tawny, hauing feminine voi- 
ces: of a{wift and noiflefle pace, behind you, ere aware of them. Their religion is ul 
Mahometani{me; gloryingin that the Impoftor was their countriman; their i 
language extending as far as that religio extendeth. They ride on {wift horfes(not 
mif-thapen,though leane)and patient of labour. They feed them twice a day with 
y milke of Camels;nor arethey efteemed of ifaot of fufficient {peed to ouerrake 
ab Oftridge. Of thole there are {tore inthe defarts, They keep in flocks, and oft 
affright the ftranger paflenger with their fearfull fhreeches, appearing afar off like 
atroup of horfemen. Their bodies aretoo heauy to be fupported with their wings; 
which vielefie for flight,do ferne them onely to runney morefpeedily. They are : 
the fimpleft of fowles,and fymbols of folly. What they find they {wallow,though | 
without delight,cuen {tones and iron. Whenthey haue laid their eggs, not lefle 
great thenthe bullet of a Culuerin (whereof there are great numbers to bee fold 
in Cairo)they Ieauc them;and vnmindtull where:ficon thofe they next meete with, 
The Arabs catch the young ones, running apace as foone as difclofed, and when | 
fatted,doc cate them: fo dothey fome part ofthe old,and fel their skins with the : 
feathers vpon them. They. ride alfo on Dromedaries;like in fhape, but leffe then 
a Camell, ofaiumping gate, and incredible {peed. They willcarrya man(yet vn- 
fitfor burthen)an hundred miles a day;liuing without water,and with little food 
fatisfied. If one of thefe Arabians vndertake your conduét, he will performeit 
faithfully: neither will any ofthe Nation moleft you. They willlead you by vn. a 
knowne neerer wayes;and farther in foure dayes, then you can trauell by Caruan i | 
in fourteen. Their weapons are bowes, darts, flings,and long iauelins, headed like ih 
partifans. As the Turks fit croffe-legged, fo dothey on their heels:differing little nD 
in habitfrom the rufticke Algyptians. if 
About breake of day we pitched by two wels of brakifh water,called The wels } 
of Duedar. Hither followed the Subaffee of Salbia,with the Iewes which we left M) , 
behind: who wouldnot trauelthe day before, inthat it wastheir Sabbath. Their Net 
fuperftition had put them to much trouble and charges:as of late at Tunis it didto . 
fome paing. Fora fort of thé being to embarke for Salonica;the wind coming faire Hi 
N4 . on mY 
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on the Sunday and the mafter then hoifing failes;loth to infringe their Jaw, and 
as loth to lofethe benefit of that paflage; to coozen their con{ciences,they hired 
certaine Janizaries toforcethem aboord,who tooke their money,and madeaieft 
ofbeating them in earneft. At three of the clocke we departed from thence; and 
an houre before midnight pitched by the Cattle of Catie, about which there is 
nothing vegetiue,but a few folitary Palmes. The water here is bad, infomuch thar 
that which the Capraine drinks, is brought from Téna,a fea-bordring towne,and 
twelue miles diftant. Threefcore fouldiers lie here in garrifon. We paida piece of 
gold for every cameli, and halfea dollar apiece for horfes, mules and affes,to the 
Captaine, befides fiue Madeins a Camellto the Arabs. It feemeth ftrangeto mee, 
how thefe Merchants can get by their wares fo far fetcht,and trauelling thorow 
fucha number of expences. The thirteenth {pentin paying of Caphar,on thefour- 
teenth of March by fine of the clocke we departed,and refted about noone by the 
Wels of Slaues. Hither followed the Gouernour of Catie, accompanied with 
twentie horfe;and pitched his tent befide vs. The reafon why hecame with fo 
flighta condud@,thorow a paflage fo dangerous, (for there,notlong before,a Car. 
nan of three hiidred camels had bin born away by the 4rabs)was tor that he was 
in fee with the chief ofthem: who vponthe payment of a certaine taxe, fecured 
both goods and paffengers. Of thefe there were divers in the company. Before 
midnight we diflodged; and by fix the next morning we pitched by another well 
of brakifh water,called The well of the mother of 4//an.In the afternoon we de- 
parted. As we went, one would haue thought the feato haue binhard by, and to 
haue remoued vponhis approches,by reafon ofthe gliftring NitreAndno doubr, 
but much of thefedefarts haue in times paft bin fea; manifefted by the faltneffe of 
che foile,& fhels that lie on the fand in infinite numbers, The next morning by fiue 
of theclocke we came tow 4ri(fa;a {mall Caftle, enuironed witha few houfes: the 
garrifon confifting of ahundred fouldiers. This place is fomething better then de- 
fartstwo miles remoued from y Sea, & bleft with good water.Here we paid two 
Madeins fora Camell, and halfeas much for our afles;two of them for the moft 
partrated vnto one of the other.On the feuenteenth of March we diflodged be- 
times in the morning, refting about noone by the wells of Feare;the earth here 
looking green, yet wafte,and vnhusbanded.In the euening we departed . Hauing 
paffed in the night by the Caftle Haniones, by breake of day they followed vs to 
gather their Caphar;being three Madeins vpon euery camell. The countrey from 
chat place pleafant,& indifferent fruitfull.By feuen of the clocke we pitched clofe 
vader the Citic of Gaza. :

Watered by many fprings 
and torrents, butnot many rivers: Jorden the prince of the reft;fceming toarifé 
from Jor, and Daw two not farre diftant fountaines. But he fetcheth his birtfy 
from Phiala,around deepe well an hundred and twenty furlongs offand paffine 
vnder the earth,afcenderthat the places aforefaid ‘running from Northto South» 
not nauigably deepe, not aboue eight fathoms broad, nor(exc pt by accidenty 
heady: fhadowed on both fides with poplars,alders,tamarix,and reedeés of fuindry 
kindes. Of fome the Arabians make darts and iauelins,of others arrowes of prin. 
cipall efteeme;others they felec to write with:more vfedthen quils by the people 
of thefe countries. Paffing along it maketh two Jakes:the one inthe Vpper Gaile, 
named Samachoniti(now Houle,)inthe fummer for y moft part dry, ouergrowne 
with fhrubs and reeds, which afford a fhelter for Bores,& Leopards: the other in 
the Inferior,called the fea of Galile,the lake of Genezareth,and of Tyberias, taking 
chatname froma Citie fo called 5 builtthere by Herod, in honour of Tyberins Ce- 
far, Inlength an hundred furlongs, and forticin breadth; the water exceeding 
fweet, and better to drinke of thanthat of the Riuer:abounding with fundry forts: 
Offifh,vnto it peculiar. The foyle about it of fo admirable a nature, that fruires 
which are onely proper to cold,to hot,and to temperate countries, there loyntly 
thriue witha like felicity: the plaines about are now well-nigh ouergrowne with 
bufhes and vnhusbanded. Running agreat way farther, with many windings, as 
It were to delay his ill deftinie; sliding thorow the plaines of Ierico not far below 
Where that Citie ftood, it is at length deuoured by that curfed lake Afbhalites Lo 
named ofthe Bitumeé which it vomiteth. Called allo The Dead {ea,perhapsin thar 
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it nourifheth no lining creature; or for his heauy waters, hardly to be moued by 
che windes. So extreme falrjthat whatfoeuer is throwne thereinto, not eafily fin- 
keth, Yefpatian fora triall caufed diuers to be caft in,bound hand and foote, who 
flotedas if fupported by fome fpirit. They fay that birds flying ouer fall in as 
if inchanted. Nor vnlikely, fince other lakes, as that of dueraus, haue efleed

Hered by his victories becommeth famous: who with 
hisbrother Phafeolus,are made Tetrarchs by Anthony. Aatigonus the tecond fonne 
to Ariffobulus,raifech new tumults, affifted by the Parthiaus: by whom Hircanus 
and Phaftolus contrary to promile, are treacheroufly furprifed, and deliueredto 
eAntigonns; who making Hircauns, by biting offhis cares vncapable of the Prieft- 
hood,aflumeth vnto himfelfe the foueraignty. Herod in diftrefle repairethto Rome, 
is aided, and created King of Indea by Auguftusand Anthony. The warresafter ma- 
ny confliés do end withthe death of 4utigonus:the laft of the race of the (Mac- 
cabees,who held that gouernment an hundred thirty and one yeeres.Hered reigned 
thirty foure yeeres,aman full of admirable vertues, and execrable vices; his acts 
had deferuedly giuen him the addition of Great: fortunate abroad, vnfortunate 
in his familie, hauing put threc of hisfonnesto death, and the wife that he Jo- 
ued: his life tragicall, his death defperate. His crowne he bequeathed to Arche- - 
laus, hisfonne by Adalthacethe Samaritan. But expulfed by the Zewes for hiscruel- 
ty,the matter wasdebated before Auguftus;who gaue him halfe ofthe kingdome 
with thetitle of an Ethwarch.The other halfe deuided intotwo Tetrarchies, were 
beftowed on two of his brethren, Phiip,(to whome Agrippa fucceeded,the fonne 
of Ariftobalus,flain by his father Hered,withthe title of aKing,ginen him by Claz- 
dius (afar )and Antipas, called alfo Herod. Archelans banifhed foone after for his 
cruelty, did die in exile, his Erhnarchy reduced into.a Romane Prouince, andthe 
souernement thereof commited vnto Pontins Pilate by Tibercus Cafar: ynder 
whom the Sonne of God did die for the offences of man: foretoldby heathen 
Oracles. !

uens accuftomed to open, and whatfoeuer he prayed for was granted; the Cacam 
opprefied with fleepe, charged the boy when the time was come, toawakenh 
Bur he prouoked witha franticke defire of peculiar glory, (fuchis their divelifh 
inuention )made for himf{elfe this ambitious requeft; that likea God he might be 
adored amongft men.Which the. Cacam ouer-hearing, added thereunto (fince 
what was craved could not be reuoked) thatir might not betill afterhis death, 
Whercupon he litied contemptibly. but dead was,is, and fhall be honoured voto 
all pofterity. They fay withall, thathe got into the Sanctum fanorum:and taking 
from thence the powerfull names of God, did few them in his thigh. By vertue 
whereof he wentinuifible,rid on the Sun-beames, raifed the dead to life, and effe- 
cted like wonders. That being oftenamongft them,thcy could neuer lay hands on 
himsvatill he voluntarily tendered himfelfe to their furie:not willing to defer his 
future glory any longer. That being dead,they buried him priuatel yinadung-hil, 
Jeaft his body fhould haue bin found and worfhiped by his followers:whena wo. 
ma of greatnobility, feduced by his doétrine,fo preuailed with the Romey gouere 
nor, that hethreatnedto putthem forthwith tothe fword, ynlefic they produ. 
ced the body. Which they digging vp, found vicorrupted, and retaining that 
{clfefame amiable fauour which he had when he liued: onely the haire was falne 
from hiscrowne;imitated asthey fay, by the Romi/h Fryers.Such,and more hor- 
rible blafphemies inuent they; which I feare to veter.But they begenerally noto. 
rious liars. Although they agree with the Turke in circumcifion, deteftation of I- 
mages,.ab{tinency from {wines-fefh,and diucrs other ceremonies: neuerthelefle 
the Turkes willnotiuttera fewtoturne Agahometan, volefie he firft turnea kindof 
Chriftian. As in religion they differ from others,fo d othey 1n habite,in Chriften- 
domeenforcedly,here in Twrkevoluntarily. Their vnder-garments differing little 
from the Turkes in fafhon, are of purple cloth; ouer that they weare gownes of 
the fame colour, with large wide fleeues,and clafped beneath the chin, without 
band;or collar on their heads high brim-leffe caps of purple,whichthey moue at 
no timein their falutations. They fhaue their heads all ouer; not in imitation of 
the Turke:it being their ancient fathion, before y other were a Nation, as appea- 

reth by Cheril/us( together with their language & bonnets then vied relating of 
the fundry people which followed Xerxes in his Grecian expedition, 
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Cacams, and figned withthe names of God; which they kifle next their hearts in Decor, of their 
their goings forth,and in theirreturnes. They may not print it,buritis to be wric- £«-

Their familiar fpeech is Spanith: yet few of them are ignorant in the Hebrew, Tur. 
hilh, More(co, vulgar Greeke, and Italian languages. Their only ftudies are Diuinitie 
and Phyfick:their occupations brocage and viury; yettake they no intereft ofone 
another, nor lend but vpon pawnes;which once forfeited are vnredeemable. The 

oorer fort haue beene noted for fortune-tellers, and by that deccit to haye pure 


chafed their fuftenance.

They marry their daughtersat the age of twelue: not affecting the finele life, as 
repugnant to focietie, and the law of creation. The Sabbath( their deuotions en- 
ded )they chiefly imploy in nuptiall beneuolencies: as an act of charity, befitting” 
wellthe fanctiry of that day.Alchough no City ts without them thoroughoutthe 
Grand Si¢mors dominios, yet live they with the greateft liberty in Salontca,which 
is almoft altogether inhabited by them. Euery male aboue a certaine age, doth 
pay tor his head an annuall tribute. Although they be gouerned by the thet 
{uftice: seuertheleffe ifa lew deferue to die by their law, they willeither priuatly 
make hina way, or falfly accufe him ofacrime that is anfwerableto the fac in 
qualitie,and deferuing like punifhment. Itisno illturne for the Franks that they 
will not feede attheir tables, Forthey eate no flefh, but of their owne killing; in re- 
gard of the intrails, which being diflocatedor corrupted, is anabomination vnto 
them. Whenfo it fals out,though exceeding good ( forthey killofthe beft ythey 
willfellit for atrifle. And as fortheir wines, being for the moft part planted and 
gathered by Greciansthey darenotdrinke ofthem for feare they be baptized:a 
ceremony whereof wehauefpoké already. They fitat their meatasthe Turkes do. 
They bury inthe fields by themfelues, hauing onely a ftone fet vpright on their 
eraues;which oncea yeere they frequent, burning ofincenfe, and tearing of their 
garments, for certaine dayesthey faftand mourne forthe dead, yea cuen for fuch 
as haue beene executed for offences. As did the whole Nationat our being at Coz- 
flantinople, for two of good accountthat were impaled vpon ftakes; being taken 
with a Turkifh woman, and that on their Sabbath, It was credibly reported, that 
a Tew, not long before,did poyfon his fonne, whom he knew to be vnreftrainably 
lafcinious,to preuentthe ignominie ofa publike puniflment,or loffeby a charge- 
able redemption. The flefh confumed, they dig vp the bones ofthofe that are of 
their families, whereof whole bark-fulls not feldome do arriue at Joppa, to be con- 
ueyed, and againe interred at Jernfalem: imagining that it doth addedelight vnto 
the foules that did owe them,&that they fhallhauea quicker difpatch inthe ge- 
nerall Iudgement. To fpeakea word ortwo of their women:The elder mabble 
their headsin linnen,with y knots hanging downe behind. Others do wearehigh 
caps of plate; whereoffomel haue feene of beaten gold. They weare long quilted 
waftcoates, with breeches vnderneath; in winter of cloth, infummer of linnen 
and over all when they ftirreabroad, loofe gownes of purple flowing from the 
fhoulders. They are gencrally fat, and rank of the fauours which attend ypon 3 
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tifh corpulency. For the moft part they are goggle-eyd. They neither fhun con- ue 
uerfation,nor are too watchfully guarded by their husbands. They are good bi 
work-women,and can & willdo any thing for profit, that isto be done by the ar | 
of a woman, and which futes with the fafhion of thefe countries.

Yet are there fome relicks left;and {ome impr¢flions that teftifie a 
bettercondition. For diuers fimple roofes are fupported with goodly pillars of 
Parian marble: fome plaine;fome curioufly carued.A number broken in pieces do 
ferue for threfhoids, iambs of doores, and fides of windowes almoft vnto euery 
beggerly cortage.Onthe North-eaft corner,and{ummite ofthe hill,are the ruines 
of huge arches funke low in the Earth,and othet foundations of a ftately building, 
From whence the laft Sanziack conueyed marble pillars of an incredible bignefle; 
enforced to faw themafunder ere they couldberemoued: which he employed in i 
adorning acertaine Mofque below in the Valley. The Jews do fablethis placeto Ne 
haue bin thetheater of Samfon,pulled downe onthe head of the Phélijtims.Perhaps 
fome palace there built by Prolomy,or Pompey, who reedified the City: or Chriftia mM |

tories begin at Ariffz.Onthe weft fide of the Cittie, out of fight, and yer within Ht 
hearing, is the fea;feuen furlongs off: HES they haue adecayed and vnfafe ports a

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of {mall auaile at thisday to the inhabitants.In the vally on the Eaft fide of the Ci. 
tic,are many {traggling buildings. Beyond which there isa hillmoreeminent then 
the reft, onthe North fide ofthe way that leadethto Babylon;faid to be that (& no 
queftion the fame defcribed in Scriptures) to which Sam/foa carried the gates of 
the Citie: vpon whole top there ftandeth a Motque,enuironed with the graues & 
fepulchers of Mabometans. Inthe plaine betweenethat and the towne,there ftand 
two high pillars ofmarble, their tops much worne by the weather:the caufe of 
their erecting vnknowne;butof great antiquitic. South ofthis, and by the way of 
ABgypt, there is a mighty cefterne, filled onely by the fall of raine,and defcended 
into by large flaires of tone; where they wath their clothes and water their cat- 
tell. y r 
The fame day that we came, we left the Caruan,and lodged in the Cittie, vnder 
an archin alittle court,together with our afles. The doore exceeding low, asare 
allthat belong vnto Chriftians,to withftand che fudden entrance of the infolent 
Turkes, For they here do liue in a fubiection to be pittied;not fo much as daring to 
haué handfome houfes,orto employ their grounds to the moft benefite.So dange- 
rous itis to be efteemed wealthy. During our abodc here, there camea Captaine 
withtwo hundred Spahew,fent by Morat Baffato raife thirtie thoufand dollars of 
the pooreand few inhabitants ofthis Cittie, The Grectans haue certain {mall vine- 
yards :butthat they haue wine, they dare not be acknowne; which they fecretly 
prefle in their houfes. They bury their corne vnder ground;and keepe what they 
areto {pend,in long veffels of clay; in that it is fubiect to beeaten with wormes(as 
throughout Aigypt) and will not laft ifnotfo preferued. In the principal partof 
the City they haue an ancient Church, frequéted alfo by the Copries. The Greeki(b 
womé(a thing elfe-where vnfeenc) here couer their faces,dy ing their hands black; 
and are appareled likethe Moores of Cairo. Euery Saturday inthis Church-yard 
vpon the graues of the dead, they keepa miferable howling,crying of cuftome, 
without ceares or forow. The Subaffee would haue extorted from vs well-nigh as 
much money as we were matters of: which we had hardly auoyded, had not the 
ficke Sanziack( in that adminiftred vnto by our Phyficion )quitted vs of all pay-~ 
ments. So that there isnotrauelling this way for a Franke, without {peciall fauour. 
Thruft out of our lodging( as we were about to leaue it )by the vaciuill Spahess, 
who feized on diuers of our neceflaries:on the nineteenth of March we returned 
to the Caruan. We payed halfea dollar a pieceto the place for our Camels; and 
for their hire from Caéro,for thofe of burthen fix Sultanies,for fuch as carried paf- 
fengers, eight. Wegaue them two Sultanies;more apiece to proceed vato Jeru(a- 
Jem. ere the Caruan diuided -not a {mall part thereof taking the way that leadeth 
vato Babylon, The nextday we allo diflodged: leauing the Jewes behind vs, who 
were there to celebrate their feftivall. The Captaine of the Caruan departed the 
night before; taking his way throughthe mountainous country by Hebron: out of 
his dcuotionto vifit the graues of the Patriarks:a place of high efteeme amongft 
them, and much sual intheir Pilgrimages. The ancient Citie( the feate of 
Dauid before hetooke Sionfrom the sebufites)is vtterly ruinated,Hard by there is 
alittle village,feated in the field of Mechpeleh, where ftandeth agoodly Temple, 
erected ouer the caue of theirburiall,by Heleva the mother of Conftantines con. 
uerted now into a Mofque. We paft this day through the moft pregnantand plea- 
fant valley that euer eye beheld. Onthe right hand a ridge of high mountaines, 
(whereon ftands Hebron:) onthe left hand the Adediterranean {ea,bordered with

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continted hils, befet with variety of fruites:as they are for the moft part of this ay 
dayesiourney.

It is feated ina plaine, ona little rifing of 
the earth, ftretching North and South; buile of free-ftone, the ftreets narrow, 
the houfes contemptible. Yet are there many goodly ruines, which teftifie farre 
better building: efpecially thofe of the Chriftian Churches.Here isa Monaftery 
much of it ftanding, founded by Pbilipthe good Duke of Burgundie;in that place 
where fomtimes ftood the houfe of Nscodemus:built forthe reliefe and fafety of 
Pilgrims in their paflageto Ierufalem. Andalthough quitted by the Friers, yet at 
this day it feruethto that purpofe: called Sion-hou/e, and belonging to the mona- 
{tery of Mount Sion. . 
Though out of my way, it will not be far from the purpofe,to fay fomething of 
Joppa; which is ahauen,and wasa town, ten miles Weft of this place;and faid to 
haue been before the gencrall Deluge. Others writethat it was built by Japhet. Ie 
ftood vpon,and vnder ahill:from whence as Straboreports (but impoffible tobe — 
true) leru(alem might be difcerned. Hauing anill hauen, defended from the South 
and Weft, with eminent rocks;but open tothe fury of che North; which driving 
the wauesagainft the ragged cliffes, do makethem more turbulent, and the place 
leffe fafe then the open Sca incenfed with tempefts; Here reigned Cepheus (who 
repaired the fame, and called it Ieppa)the fonne of Phangx and father of Androme- 


da. Whois fainedto haue been chained vntoa rock heardb 
mother Ca/siope, there to be deuoured by the montter.

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the Judges began to gouernin I{rael. The inhabitants many yeeres after religi- 
oufly preferued fondry old altars, infcribed with the titles of Cephers and his bro- 

ther Phincus. Onid makes Aithiopia the fcene of this ftory:but is contradicted by 

S. ferome, backt with the credits of Pliny,and Mela Marcus Scaurus in his Atdil- 

fhip, brought from hence, and produced thebones of this montter,being by fors 
tic Foote longer then the ribs ofan Elephant, andthe backe bone halfe a foot thic- 

ker. This Citie was deftroyed by Ceffins:andagaine( becommning 2 receptacle for 

Piratsyby Ve/pafian: who here builta Caftleto prohibit the like outrages.It was 

called the port of Zary: the onely one that ithad. Then more conuenient then 

now :much of it choked with fand; endmuch ofit worne with the continuallaf- 

fault of the waters. Of the Citie there isno parc ftanding more then two little 

Towers: wherein are certaine harquebufes acrock ofthe fafe-guard ofthe har- 

bour. Vnder the cliff, and opening to the hanen, are certain {pacious caves hewne 

into the rocke:fome vfed for ware-houfes, and others for fhelter. The merchan- 

dizes here imbarqued for Chriftendome are oncly cottens: gathered by certaine 

Frenchmenwho relide at Rama inthe houfe of $ioz. The welterne Pilgrims do for 

the moft part arriveat this place, and are from hence conducted to Jerufalem by 

Attalaa Greeke of Rama;and Drugaman to the Pater-guardian: paying feuen Sul- 

tanies apiece for bis mules, bis labour and difcharge of Caphar.. Thelike rate he 

hath for bringing them back againe: a grear expence to poore Pilgrims for {9 

{mall aiourney; which mutt be paid although they. accept norofhis conduct, Yet 

by this meanesthey do pale fecurely; he being infee with the Arabiansthat pof- 

{eflethe mountaines. 

Nowthe Caruan didagaine diuide: the Adoores keeping on the. way thatlea- 
deth to Damafens. Here we fhould haue payd two dollers apiece forour heads 
toaSheck ofthe Arabs: butthe SanZiack Of Gaza had fent vnto him that itfhould gq canssey their 
be remitted.He came vnto ourtent, andgreedily fed onfuch viands.as we had fet Leaders for she 
beforchim.A manoftall ftacure,clothed ina Gambalocke offcarlet,buttoned vn- piven 
derthe chin with a bofle ofgold. He hathnot thepatiencero expect a prefent, bur cowses 
demanded one. We gaue hima piece offugar, and a paire of fhooes which he 
earneftly enquired for, andcheerefully accepted. On the two and twentieth of 
March avith the rifing Sunne we departed from Gaza. A imal] remainder of that 
ereat Caruan; the Noftraines( fo name they the Chriftians of the Eaft) that ride 
vpon Mules & Afiesbeing gone before: among{t whome were two Armenian Bi- 
fhops who footed it moft of the way;but when(alighting themfeluesy they were 
_ mounted by fome of their Natio. Before we had gone far we were ftayd by the 4- 
rabs,viuillthey had taken Caphar of thereft The Subaffee of Rama belides had two 
Medinesvponeuery Camell. The day thus wafted did make vs mifdonbr that we 
fhouldnotget that night vnto Jerufalem; but the mifling of our way (forthe A- 
rvabs had Jett vs contrary to their cuftome)turaed our feare to defpaire. Some fixe 
miles beyond Rama the hils grew bigger and bigger,mixed with fruitfull vallies. 

About two miles farther we afcended the higher mountaines-paying by the way 
tio Medines a head; but at. feuerall places. A paflage exceeding difftcule; 
ftreightned with wood, &as it were paved with broken rockes:which by reafon 
ofthe raine then falling, becamenolefle dangerous to our Camels, At length 
we came to a {mal village where we firftdifcouer’d our erring.Some cotifelledto 
ftay, others to proceed; both dangerops alike:the way vnknowne, vnfafe,the in- 
habirants theeucs, as are all the Arabjans. Whillt we thus debated, the night ftole 
vpon

vpon vs afid bereft vs of the election. Themuch raine enforced vsto flie for thel- 
ter vntoaruinous chappell, where diftruft fecthe watch, which we carefully kept 
till the morning. Betimes we forfooke the village,defcending the way we hadaf- 
cended, guided by the chicfe of the towne,who fora {umme ofmony had vnder- 
taken our condué to the top of che mountaines: hauing hiredafles for our more 
expedition. Yetothers crofling vs.as we returned along the vally; with fhewes of 
violence,would hane extorted more money.Our paflage for fiue houres together 
lay through anarrow ftreight of the mountaines;much of our way no other then 
fuch as feemed to haue bene worne by the winters torrent. We, paft by aruinous 
fort, feated neerea fountaine; fufficient, when it ftood, to haue made good that 
paflage. In the way we fprang anumber of Partridges; others on each fide run- 
ning on the rocks, like in colourtothofe of Chios. Alcending by little and little, 
at length we attained tothe top; which ouertopt and furuey ed all the mountaines 
that we had left behind vs. From hence to Ierufalem the way is indifferent euen, 
Oneach fide are round hils, with ruines on their tops; & valiesfuchas are figured 
inthemoft beautifull land-{kips. The foile, though ftony, not altogether barren, 
producing both corne and oliues about inhabited places. Approching the North 
gate of the Ciry,called intimes paft, The gate of Ephraim,& now of Damafcus,we 
onely ofallthe reft were not permitted to enter. When compatling the wallynto 
that of the Weft, commanded by the Caftle, we were met by two Franci(can Fri- 
ers: who faluted and conueyed vsto their Couent. 

Although divers both vpon inquifition and view,haue with much labour re- 
lated the fiteand ftate of this Citic, with the places adioyning; (though not to my 
knowledge in our language )infomuch as Imay feeme vnto fome, but to write 
what hath bin writen already:y ct notwithftanding, as wellto continue the courfe 
of this difcourfe, as to deliuer the Reader from many erring reparts of the too 
credulous deuote,and too too vain-glorious:the one

This Citie, once facred and glorious,elected by God for his feate, and feated 
inthe mid{ft of Nations; like a Diadem crowning the head of the mountaines; the 
theater of myfteriesand miracles,;was founded by Atelchifedech(who is faidtobe

ning,but rather the mountaines of the Citie)which fignifieth Peace:who reigned 
here fifty yeeres. After poflefled by the sebufites, by themit wasnamed Jebus, 
whoheld it wholly or in part eight hundred and foure and twenty yeeres;when 
Ston the fort ftill remaining in their hands, being affaulted by Dawid; they pla- 
eed the blind, the lame, and other waies impotent, vpon the walls, in contempt of 
his power, as fufficient to repulfe fuch an enemie. Burin fine he tooke Mount Sion 


by force, expulled the sebufires; reedified & adorned it and the Citie with goodly 


buil-

buildings:and remouing from Hebron, made icthe feate of hiskingdome. Front 
thenceforth it was calked Iernfalem, which isto fay, rebufalems, conuerting 6 into r, 
for thebetter harmony .His fonne Salomon andthe fucceeding Kings of sada much 
enlargedy Citic,then containing in circuite about fifty furlongs:fortified it with 
ftronger walls & deeper trenches,hewne out of the liuing rockesand added there- 
untoan abfolute perfection by the ftructure of that magnificent Temple, their 
fumptuous Palaces,and other ftately cdifices.In this excelleneie it continued for 
foure hundred threefcore and feuenteene yeeres. When deftroyed by Nebachad: 
nezzar,for threefcore and ten yeeresit lay waft vatillthe Jewesretutning from 
that captivity, began to reedifie the fame; which yet was vnimmured for 3.{core 
andthree yeeres after-and then effected by Nehemias in the {pace of twoand fifty 

daies. Ie contained at that time in circuitethree andthirty furlongs:and was afer 
enlarged vnro 3.{core.Adorned by the Maschabees;but e{pecially by the many & 
admirable buildings erected by Herod, it feemed not muchto decline from her 
former beautie and amplitude. This rebuilt Citie flourifhed for the {pace of fine 
hundred threefcore andtwo yeeres;and then was deftroyed by the wrath of 
God, andfury of Tits: wherein eleuen hundred thoufand by famine.pettilence, 
the enimies fword, and ciuill butcheries, moft defperatly perifhed. Onely three 
towers, Hippicum,Phafealumand Mariamne( built by Herod,and adioyning to his 
Palace yhe left vnrazed, exceeding the reftin greatnefle and beauty;anda part of 
the wall which enuironed the Welt ofthe Citie: both to be a defence to the Ro-~ 
manes,andto declarevnto pofterity the {trength of the place, and valour of the 
vanquifhers. But threefcoreand fine yeeres after, Ailins Advianus inflicting onthe 
rebelling /ewes a wonderfull flaughter, fubuerted thofe remainders,and fj prinkled 
{alr vponthe foundation. Where notlong after he built anew Citie: but leffe in 
circuite: takingin mount Calwary,and a part of mount Gihon, withthevalley be- 
tweene; which lay onthe Weft fide,and were excluded in the former Citie, fee- 
ting ouer the gate that openech cowards Bethelem,the pourtraiture of a Swine: 
prohibiting the Zaves for euerto enter,or fo much as to look vponit from any more 
eminent mountaine:and after his owne name named it Ailis Capitolia. But net 
long after inhabired by Chriftians,and dignified with a Patriarchal] Sea,it recoue- 
redthe ancient name of Jerufalem-.and remained for fiue hundred yeeresin the 
poffeffion of the Chriftians but not without fundrie perfecutions. Then taken by 
the Saracens inthe yeere ofour Lord 636.wonne by Godfrey Bullen in the yeere 
1099. and taken by Saladine in 1187. it was finally conquered by Selymusin the 
yeere-15 17..and is now called Cuds ofthe Mabhometans,which fignifieth Holy.So 
that fromthe firft foundation tothis prefent 1611.three thoufand fiuc hundred & 
fix and fortieyeeres are expired. 
This Citic is feated on a rockie mountaine:euery way tobe afcended (except 
a little onthe North,)with fteepe defcents,and deepe vallies naturally fortified: 
forthe moft part enuironed with other not far remoued mountaines, as if placed 
inthe midft ofan Amphitheater.For onthe Eaft is mount O/éset,feperated from 
the Citie by the valley of Iehofaphat( which alfo circleth a partofthe North) on 
the South the mountain of offence,interpofed wich the vallueof Gebénnon:and on 
the Weft it was formerly fenced withthe valley of Gi/on, and mountaine adioy« 
ning. To {peake fomething thereof as it flourifhed inthe dayes of our Sauiour; i

raruellous height, which pafled ouer the artiftciall vally of Cedron.Onthe North 
fide of Antonia, agallery crofledthe ftrecte(whereot we fhall{peake hereaftér) 
vntothe palace of the Romane Prefidept. Nawfor the third City,;which was but 
narrow; and whofe length did equall the breadth of the other: the Welt end 
thereof as the circuitthen ran, was wholy potlefled by the royal manfion of King 
Herod: confining on the thrce walls “for coftexcefliue, and for ftrength impreg- 
Hable; containing groues,gardens, fith-ponds, and other places ofdelight, and 
for exercife. Onthe South-eaft corner of the wall ftood Mariamnes Tower, fifty 
cubits high, befides the naturall height of the place,of excellent workemanfhip: 
built in the memory, and retaining the name of histoo well lonedwife by him 
rafhly murdred. On the South-weft corner ftood that of Phafcolus; threefcore 
and ten cubits high: called after the name of his brother, @ho dafht out his own 
braines,being coritrary to thelaw of Nations, {urprized,and imprifonedby the 
Parthians) execeding ftrong, and inforine refembling the Tower of Pharys. And 
in the North wall ona lofty hil ftood the Tower Hippic,cighty foure cubits high: 
fotre {quare,and hauing two {pires at the top,inmemoriall of the Hippisi his two 
friends,and bothof them flainein his warrs. Inthis third City were the houfes 
of many of the Prophets:and that of Mary the mother of doba.cttarke,frequen- 
ted by the Primitive Chriftians: The fourth part of Zezgfalemlay North of this, 
and was called the New City: once buia fuburbe to the orher,and inhabitedby 
the bafer tradefmen. The outwall.of which wag-re-edified by King Agrippajand 
made ofa wonderfull frength,(the whole Ciry"onely on thar fide affaliable)in

Onthe right 
hand and adioyningto the wall,there ftandetha {mall ill-fortified Caftle:yet the 
onely fortthat belongeth tothe Cities weakely guarded,and not ouer-well ftored 
with munition: built by the Pifans at fuchtime asthe Chriftias inhabited this Ci- 
ty. Turning on the left hand, and afcending apart of Mount Gihon; we came to 
the Monaftery of the Frascifcans(now being in number betweene thirty and for-

yin the yeere 1561,thruft out of that whichthey had on Mount Séon, had 


this place affigned them..*But of the founders name I am ignorant: nor is he 
much wronged by being forgotten, fince fo meanc a building can giuc no fame to 


the builder.

Fromthe top of this Monaftery,furuey you may the moft part of this Citys 
whereof much lies waft;the old buildings(except fome few) all ruined, thenew 
contemptible. None exceed two ftories:the vnder no better then vaults; the vp. 
per arched aboue, and ftanding vpon arches: being well confirmed againtt fire,as 
having throughout no combuiftible matter: the roofes flat, and couered with 
plaifter.Inhabited it is by Chriftians out oftheir deuotion,and by Tur kes forthe 
benefit receiued by Chriftians: otherwife perhaps it would be generally abando- 
ned, 

After alittle refrefhment, the fame day we came(which was vpon Maundie 
Thurfday) we went into the Temple of the Sepulcher; euery onecarrying with 
him his pillowand carpet. The way from the Monaftery continuesina long de- 
icent, (the Eaft fide of Gébon)and then alittle afcendethto mount Calsary.Mount 
Caluary a rocky hill, neither high nor ample, was oncea place of publike execu- 
dion: then without, but now wel-nigh within the hart of the Citie: whereupon 
the Emperour Adrian erected a Fane vnto Venus. But the vertuous Helena (of 
whom our country may iuftly glory) ouerthrew that receptacle of Paganifme, 
and builtin the roomethereof this magnificent Temple; whichnot onely poffef- 

feth the Mount, but the garden below, together with a part of the valley of Car- 
cafles( fo called, inthat they threw thereinto the bodies ofthe executed) which 
Jay betweene mount Caluary and the wallof theold City.The Frontifpice op.

Onthe left hand there ftandeth a Tower, 
now fomething. ruined (onceas fome fay, a fteeple, and deprived by Saladine of 
bels, vnfufferable to the a¢ahometans: onthe right hand by certaine ftepsa little 
Chappell is afcended; coupled aboue, and fuftained atthe corners with pillars of 
marble. Below therow a wall which bounds the Eaft fide of the coutt, a paire of 
{taires do mount tothe top of the rock (yetno rock euident:) where isa little 
chappell built (as they fay)in the place where Abraham would haue facrificed 1/a- 
ac, of much deuotion, and kept by the Prieft of the 4biffans. Thisioynethto the 
top ofthe Temple, leuel,and(if] forget not) floored with plaifter.Out of the Tem. 
ple there arife two ample coupulos: that next the Eaft(couering the Eaft end and 
Iles of the channell) to beafcendedby fteps onthe out fide: the other ouer the 
Church ofthe Sepulcher, being open in the middle. O who can without forow; 
without indignatio, behold the enimies of Chrift to be y Lords of his Sepulcher! 
whoat feftiuall times fir mounted vnder a Canopie,to gather money of fuch as do 
enter:the profits arifing thereof, being farmed at the yeerely rent of eight thoufad 
Sultanies.Each Frak payes fourteene(except he be of fome religious Order, who 
then of what fect foeuer,is exempted from payeméts)wherein is included the im- 
pott due at the gare ofthe Citie: but the Chriftians that be fubie& to the Turke,do 
pay buta trifle in refpect thereof. At other times thedooreis fealed withthe feale 
ofthe Sanzsack,and not opened without his directon: whereat there hangs feuen 
cords, which by the bels that they ring, gine notice tothe feuen feuerall fects of 
Chriftians(who liue within the Temple continually) of fuch as would {peake with 

them; which they doe thorow a little wicker and thereat receiue the prouifion 
thatis brought them. Nowto make thefoundation euen inaplace fo vneuen, 
much ofthe rock hath bin hewne away,and parts too low, fupplyed with mightie 
arches;{o that thofe natural] formes are vtterly deformed ,which would haue bet- 

- terfatisfied the beholder,and too much regard hath made them let{e regardible.

After we had difpofed of our luggage in part of the North-gallery belonging to 
the Latins,the Confeffor offered to {hew vs the holy and obferuable places of the 
Temple: which we gladly accepted. of; he demanding firft ifdeuotion or curiofi- 
ty had poffeft us with that defire. So that for omitting Pater noffers, and Aue Ma- 
vies, we loft many yeeres indulgences, which euery place doth plentifully afford 
tofuch as affect them: and contented our felues with an hiftoricall relation. 
Which Iwill not declare in order as fhewn, but takethem as they lie from the 
firftentrance ofthe Temple. Right againft the doore, inthe mid of the South 
_ Ile, and leuell with the pauemenr,there lyeth a white marble in forme ofagraues 

ftone enuironed with a raile of brafle about afoote high:he place(as they {ay) 
where lofeph of Avimathia, and Nicodemus, anoynted the body of our Sauiou: 
with {weet oyntments. This they kiffe,and knecleto; rubbing thereupon theis 
crucifixes, beades, and hand-kerchers; yea whale webs of linnen; which they 
carry into farre countries, and preferue the fame for their fhrouding fheets.Ouer 
this there hang feuen Lamps, which burne continually: Againft the Eaft end of 
the ftone thereis alittle Chappell. Neerethe entrance on the right hand ftands 


the Sepulcher of Godfrey of Bullein: witha Latine Epitaph ,thus Englifhed:

The farre erid of this Chappell, called 
the Chappell of Saint Joha(and ofthe Anoynting,by reafon of the ftone which it 
neighboureth)is confined with the foote of Caluary, whereon the left fide of the 
Altar there is a cleft in the rocke: in which,they fay,that the head of Adam was 
found;as they will haue it, there buried;(others fay in Hebronthat his bones might 
befprinkled with the reall blood of our Sauiour: which he knew fhould be fhed 
in that place by a propheticall fore-knowledge.

afcended onthe North fidethereof by twenty fteps; the higheft hewn out of the 
rock, asis a part of the paflage; ob{cure, and extraordinary narrow. The floore 
ofthe firft Chappell, is checked with diuers coloured marbles; notto be trod 
vpon by feet that are fhod. At the Eaft end vnder a larg arched concaue of the 
wall, is the place whereon our Sauiour did fuffer;which may affuredly be thought 
the fame:and if one place be more holy then another, reputed in the world the 
moft venerable. Heis void offence that fees, beleeues, and is norrhen confoun- 
ded with his paffions. The rock there rifeth halfea yard higher then the pauement, 
Ieuell abone, in forme of analtar, ten foot long, and fix foot broad; flagged with 
white marble;asis the arch & wallthat adioyneth.Inthe mid<t is the place where- 
in the Crofledid ftand:lined with filuer, gilt, and imboffed. This they creepe to, 
proftrate themfelues thereon, kiffe, falute; and fuch as vfe them, fanctifie therein 
their beads, 8 crucifixes.On either fidethere ftandeth a croffe: that ontheright 
fide in the place wherethe good theefe was crucified;and that on theleft, where 
the bad; deuided from Chrift by the rent of the rocke (a figure of his fpirituall 
feparation) whichcloue afunder inthe houre ofhis paflion. The infides doe tefti- 
fie, that Art had no handtherein: each fide to other being anfwerably rugged,and 
there were vnacceffible tothe workeman. That before fpoken of inthe Chappell 
below isa part ofthis, which reacheth(as they fay) tothe center. This place be- 
longeth tothe Georgéans: whofe Prieftsare poore, and accept ofalmes. No other 
nation fay Maffe on that altar: ouer whichthere hang forty fixe Lampes, which 
burne contiually. Onthe felfe fame floore, of the felfe-fame forme is that other 
Chappell belonging to the Latines, deuidéd onely by a curtaine, and eared

Inthe midft on the South fide isthe Emperor 
Conflantines,oppofite to his mothers,the memorable Foundreffe. This Round is 
couered with a Cupolo fuftained with rafters of Cedar each of one piece; bein 
openin the midft like the Pantheonat Rome, whereat it receiueth the light that it 
hath, and that asmuch as fufficeth. Iuft in the midft, and in view ofheauen,ftands 
the glorified Sepulcher,a hundred and eight feet diftant from mount Calwery;the

Now onthe left handas 
you paffe vnto the chappel ofthe Apparation,there are two roid ftones of white 
marble in the floore: that next the Sepulchercouering the place where our Sauij- ~ 
our, and the other where Mary Magdalen ftood(as they fay) when he appeared 
voto her. Onthe North fide,and without the limits ofthe Temple, ftands the 
Chappell ofthe Apparation: fo called (as they fay) for that Chrift in that place 
did fhew himfelfe to bis forowfull mother, and comforted her,pierced with ans 
guifh for his cruell death,and ignominious fufferings. This belongethto the Za. 
tines, which ferueththemalfo fora Veftery;from whéce they proceed voto their 
pompous Proceffions. Onthe Eaft fide there ftand three altars-that inthe midft 
in aclofet by it felfe, dedicated to God, and our Lady. Thaton the right hand is 
called the altar ofthe holy Crofle,whereofa great part was there casthey fay)re- 
ferued.But when Sultan Solyman imprifoned the Friers of mount Sioz,(whom he 
kept in durance for the {pace of foure yeeres)the Armenias {tolcit from thence, 
and carried itto Sebaflia their principall Citie. That on the left hand inthecorner, 
and neere vnto the entrances 1s called the Altar of the Scourging; behind which 
there is a piece of apillar, of that(as they fay) whereunto ourSauiour was bound 
when they {courged him. This ftood on mount Sion,and there fupported the Por- 
tico toa Church inthe daies of Saint Zerom; when broké by the Saracens,the pie- 
ces were recollected,and this part here placed By the Chriftias. The reft was di- 
{tributed by Paw/ the fourth,vnto the Emperour Ferdinand, Philip King of Spaine, 
& the Signory of Venice;in honor whereof they celebrate the fixt of April.It is(as 
Iremember)a bout 3.foot high, of a dusky black-veind marble, {potted hereand 
there wich red;which they affirmeto bethe marks of his bloud wherewith it was 
befprinkled. Before irthere is a grate of iron, infomuch as not to betoucht but by 
the mediation ofa fticke prepared forthe purpofe;being buttoned atthe end with 
Icather,in maner of a foile, by which they conuey their kifles,and bleffe their lips 
with the touch of that which hath touched the relick. Thorow the aforefaid Ve- 
itery, a paflageleades into certaine roomes, heretoforea part ofthe Colledge of 
the Knight-Templers:an Order ereéted by the Princes of France(of whomthe 
chiefe were Hugo de Paganis,and GanfredusaSancto Audamaro) about the yeere 
of our Lord r119.in the dayes of Baldwin the fecond, whoaffigned them this 
placeadioyningto the Temple,and whereupon they were called Templers.Itis 
faid, that they received their inftitutions from Saint Bernard,together with their 
white habite:and after that, the red Crofle from Eugenins the third pope of that 
hame:the oneafymbol of Innocency,the other ofnot to berefufed Martyredom,; 
and ofthe bloud which they were profufely to thed in defence of this cofitry,At 
firft they grew gloriousin armes;thé rich in reuenues:which corrupted their ver- 


_ tues,and betrayed them tothe moft detefted kinds of licentioufneffe: infomuch 


as by a generall Councell held in ¥enna in the yeere 1312. the Order was extin« 
guifht, and their lands for the moft part conferred vponthe Knight-hofpiallers 
of Saint Johns of Ierufalem, of whom we fhall{peake when we comevnto Jfalta. 
The Temples in Leadon belonged vnto them:where inthe Church(built round 
in imitation of this) diuers of their ftatues are to be feene, and the pofiture vfed in 
their burials. Here the Francé(cans entertained vs during our aboad inthe Tem- 
ple. Returning againethorow the Chappel ofthe Apparation,a little on the left

rufalem. Next tothis in the famewall, and midit ofthe femicircle, there is ano- i 
ther,the place wherethey fay,the fouldiers did caft lois for his garméts:of which i 
the Armenians haue the cuftody.A little beyod youareto defcenda paire of large 
ftaires of thirtie fteps,part of the paflage hewne out of the rocke of Caluary,which 
leadeth into a Lobby: the roof {upported with foure maffie pillars of white mar- s 
ble, which euer moiit throughthe danknefle of the place(being vnder ground) 
and fometimes dropping, are {aid to weepe for the forowfull paffion and death of 
Chrift. At the farre end, containing more then halfofthe roome, is the Chap- 
pell;ofSaint Helena: hauing two great Altars erected by Chriftian Princes in her i 
honour. On the South fide there is a feate of ftone, ouerlooking a paire of i) 
ftaires which defcend into the place ofthe inuention ofthe Croffe: where they |

Thefe ftaires (eleuen in numberycondud into an obfcure vault, a part of the 
valley of Carcaffes. There threw they our Sauiours crofle, and couered it with the 
filth ofthe City:when after three hundred yecres,the Emprefle Helena trauelling | 
vnto Jerafalem in the extremity of herage,to behold thofe places which Chritt | 
had fanctified with hiscorporall prefence,threatnedtortureand death tocertaine 
ofthe principall Zewes, if they would not reueale where their Anceftors had hid 
it. At laft forfooth they wreftedthe truth from anold Jew, one Judas, firft al- 
moft famifhed: who brought them to this place. Where after hee had petitioned ) 
heaven for the difcouerie; the earth trembled,and breathed from her cranics aro- y 
maticke odors. By which miracle confirmed,the Emperor caufed the rubbidge to | 
be remoued,wherethey found three crofles,and hard by,the fuperfcription. But iy 
when not able to diftinguifhthe right from the other,they fay that A¢acaréus,then uf ] 
Bifhop of ferufalem, repairing together with the Emprefle vntothe houfe of a Ate 
Noble woman of this City,vncurably difeafed, did with the touch ofthe true ve 
Croffle reftore her to health. At fight whereof the sew becamea Chriftian,and mI 
was called thereupon Quiriacws. Being after Bifhop of Lerufalem,in the reigne of Ve 
Julian the Apoftata,he was crowned with martyrdome. At whichtimeit was de- 
creed,that no malefaétor fhould thenceforth faffer on the Croffe; and that the — | 
third of May fhould be for euer celebrated in memoriall of that inuention. Inthis | 
vault are two Altars: the one wherethe Crofle of Chrift was found,andthe other ny! 
where the other. Afcending againe by the aforefaid ftaire intothe Temple; on Ht 
the left hand betweencthe entrance, and mount Calsary, there is alittle roome a 
which is called the Chappell of the Derifion. Where vndeg the Altar is referued it

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170 The Temple of (hrifts Sepulcher,oc. Lr, 
a part(as they fay)ofthat pillarto which Chrift was bound, when Pilats {eruants 
crowned him with thornes,being clothed inanold purple robe,and placedareed 
in his hand,in ftead of a {cepter,crying, Haile, King ofthe lewes: with other oppro- 
brions taunts,and renilings. This is kept by the Abz/fens. Now nothing remaineth 
to {peake of but the Quira, not differing from thofe in our Cathedrall Churches, 
The Weft endopeneth vponthe Sepulcher: the Eaft ending in a femicircle,toge- 
ther withthe Iles,is couered witha high cupolo:on each fide ftand oppofite doors 
which open into the North and South alleyes;allioyntly called the Temple of 
Golgotha. A partition at the vpper end excludeth the halfe round (behind whichis 
their high Altar) whichrifeth inthe manner ofa loftie Screene,all richly guilded 
(asmoft of the fides of the Chancell) and adorned with the pictures of the Saints 
in antique habits: flat and full-faced, accordingto the manner ofthe Grecians, to 
whom this place is afligned. Towardsthe Weftend from each fide equally diftane 
there isa little pit inthe pauement,which they fay )is the Nauell of the world,and 
endeauour to confirme it with that faying of the Scripture, God wrought bis falua~ 
tion in the midst of the earth which they fillwith holy water. The vniuerfall fa- 
brick, maintained by the Greeke Emperours during their foueraigntie,and then by 
the Chriftian Kings of Zerufalem, hath fince beene repaired in the feuerall parts by 
their particular owners. The whole of fo ftronga conftitution, as rather decayed 
in beauty then fubftance. | 

Hauing vifited thefe places (which beftow their feuerall indulgences, andare 
honoured with paricular orifons)after Euen-fong,and Proceffion, the Pater-guar- 
dian putting off his pontificall habit, and clothed in a long veft of linen girt clofe 
vnto him, firft wafhed the feete ofhis fellow Friers,and then of the Pilorims: 
which dryed by others,he kifled with all ourward fhew of humility. Thenextday 
being Good Friday amongtt other folemnities,they carried the Image of Chrift 
ona fheete, fupported by the foure corners,in proceflion, with banners of the Paf- 
fion: firft to theplace where he was imprifoned,then in order tothe other, per- 
forming at each their appointed deuotions. Laying it where they fay he was fixed 
on the Caofle, the Frier-Preacher.madeouer it a fhort. and paffionate oration: 
who acted his part fo well,that he begottearesin others with his own;andtaught 
them how to beforowful, Atlength they broughtit to the place where, they fay, 
he was imbalm’d: where the Pater. guardian anoynted the Image with fweet oiles, 
and ftrewed it with aromaticke powders, and fromthence conueyed it to the Se- 
pulcher. At nightthe lights put out, andcompany remoued, they whipped them- 
felues in their Chappell of mount Calwary. On Saturday their other folemnities 
performed, they carryed thecroffe it proceffion, withthe banners of the buriall, 
to the aforefaid Chappell: creeping to it, kiffing,and lying srouching ouerit. On 
Rafter day they faid folemne Seruice before the doore of the Sepulcher. The 
whole Chappell couered onthe out-fide with cloth of tiffue:the gift(asappeareth 
by the armes imbroyderedthereon Jof the Féorentine.In this they fheweéd the vari. 
ety of their Wardrobe: & concluded witha triumphant proceffion,bearing about 
the banners of the Refurrection. Thofe ceremonies thatare not locall,I willingly 
omit.At noone we departedto the Monaftery :haning laine on thehard ftones for 
three nights together, and fared as hardly. ; 

The other Chriftians(excepting fuch as inhabite within ofeach fort afew,and 
thofe of the Clergy )entred not vatill Goodfriday:being Grecians, Armenians Cop- 
ties, Abiffens, lacobites, Georgians, Maronites,and Nestorians, OF the Greciay 5, Copties, 
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and Armeniansho more fhall be faid/fince we haue fpoken of them already )then 
concernes the celebration of this Feftiuall. 

The Abiffens or Zthiopians be defcended of the curfed generation of Chys.But 
their Emperors do deriue themfelues from selomon, of one begotten by him on 
the Queene of Saba: in regard whereof they haue euer fauored that nation. They 
receiued the dodirine of Chrift from the Evyuch intruded by Philp: whichinthe 
- yeere of our Lord 470, did generally propagate thorowout all Aithiopia, vnder 

the reigne of Abraham and Asha, two brethren: who thereupon were filed the 
Propagators and defenders of the Chriftian religion. Abraham out- lining his 
brother, (and after his owndeath canonized by their Clergy) to auoid diflention 
in his pofterity, (fo aduifed,as they fay,by a vifion) was he that firft confined the 
Royall progenic within high and vnafcendable mountaines:hauing oncly one en. 
trance,and thatimpregnably fortified.. A cuftome obferued ar this day: wherein 
they enioy whatfoeuer is fir for delight,or Princely education.Out of thefe,ifthe 
Emperour dy¢ fon-leffe, a fucceflor is chofen: of fuch a {pirit as their prefent af. 
faires dorequire, There hauethey the goodlicft Library ofthe world: where max 
ny bookes that are loft with vs,or but meerly mentioned, are keptentire-as hath 
bin lately reportedby a Spamifh Frier that hath feen them, if we may beleeue him: 
amongft which,they fay,are the oracles of Enoch(with other myfteries that efcaz 
ped the Flood, ingrauen by him. vpon pillars) 8 written in their vulgar language. 
The Priefts do marry but once, they labour for their liuings,and haue theit pre- 
dermients given them by the King. They fhaue their heads.and folter their beards 
contrary tothelaity.The chiefofthem are Iudges in caufes afwell Ciuil as Eccle- 
fiaftical. They ackowledge the Patriarchof Alexandria for their Primat, I mean 
~ the Patriarch ofthe circumeifed. Pi&uresthey hauein their Churches,but no 
carucd images; neither beftow they vponthemanywndue reuerence. They ad- 
mit of no Crucifixes. The Croffe they vie asa badge of their profeffion, and: ac- 
cording tothe firft, inftitution. Men and womenare both circumcifed: notas a 
matter of religion, butas the Goptses do ont of an ancient cuftome of their nation: 
their Prieftsfay,that they now-doe itin imitation of our Saniour. They baptize 
hot the male vntill fortynor the female yntill threefcore dayes old;and if it die in 
the meane time, they fay ,that the Eucharift receiued by the mother when it was 
in her wombe,is futliciencto {ane it. VpontheT welfth day, they baptize yeercly. 
and haue certaine ponds and lakes referuéd for that purpofe: which they doe not 
facram étally, but in memorial that Chrift was as that day baptized by fob» in vor- 
dan: acuftome introduced not paft an hundred yeeres fince,by a King of Ethiopia, 
They receiue the Euchariftin both kinds, bur with vnleauened bread; nor {pit 
they all che day after. Incenfe they vfe,and holy water.Confefle they doe but not 
greatly in private. The Lentismoft ftriétly obferued by them: wherein they eate 
little but herbs and fruites; and that not.vneill Sun-fee. During whichtime not 2 
few oftheir Priefts do flic the conuerfe of men:liuing in caues and defarts,and in- 
flitting on themfelues excefftue penance: They abftaine from fuch meates as 
were prohibited the ewes, and celebrate the Saturday afwellastiie Sunday, All 
the Paffionweek they forbeare tofay Maffe: putting on mourntull garments, and 
countenances futeable. They wfeno extreme vnction: but carry the deadto the 
graue, withthe Croffe,the Cenfer, and holy water: and fay Seruice ouer them. 
Yoconclude,they ioyne with the Copties for the moft parte in fubftance of religid, 
and in ceremony, one Brieft here feruing both:an Aithiopian,Poore,and accom 
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yz Sells of Chriftians bere celebrating Eafter, Lite. 
panied with few of his nation;who fantaftically clad, doth dance in their procefit. 
ons with a skipping motion,and diftortion of his body, not vnlike to cur anticks,. 
To which their muficke is anfwerable,the inftruments no other then {nappers 
gingles,and round-bottomd drums,born vponthe back of one,and beaten vpon 
by the followers. 

The Jacobites arefo called of Iacobus the Syrian, an obfcure fellow,and ofno 
reputation; who forhis pouerty was named Zanzalws. He infected thefe coun- 
tries with diuers hereticali opinions:amongft the reft,that the Godhead of Chrift 
was paflible, and confufed with his Manhood.They marke their children before 
Baptifme withthe figne of the croffe. They vife not auricular confeffion;pray not 
for the dead; reiectthe opinion of Purgatory; belecue that the foule dothreft in 
thegraue with thebody,and fhall dotill Chrifts fecond comming. The Pricfts 
do marryjandthey inboth kinds communicate the Sacrament. They reiect the 
fourth Synod, and authority of the Fathers. This Sect began in the dayes ofthe 
Emperour Mauritius, difperfing thorow the Cities of Syria, ALefopotamia, and 
Chaldea: yet vader othernames their religion extendeth far further; the Copties 
and CAbiffens being ina manner no other then Jacobites. They had two Patriarks. 
one refident inthe mountaine Tur,the other in the Monaftery of Gifraz rieere 
vntothe City Adordin;feated(they fay) on fo higha mountain,that nobird flyeth 
ouer it. But nowthey haue butone Patriarke, and that heof Gifranalwayes a 
Monke of the Order of Saint C4nthony,and named Ienatins; tiliag himfelfe the 
Patriarke of _4utioch;who for the more conueniency is remoued to Carmit, They 
haue a Bifhop ftill refiding in serufalem: the Patriatke whereofiis alfo a reco- 
bite. 

The Georgians differ not much from the Greciansintheir opinions: not called 
{as fome write)of Saint George their {elected patron but of their countrey,fo na- 
med long before the time wherein heis fuppofed to haue liued: lying betweene 
Colchos, Caucafws the Cafpianfeajand Armenia; heretofore Iberia and Albania. A 
warlike people, infefted on both fides with the Twrkifh & Perfian infolécies. They 
hauea Metropolitan oftheir owne; fome fay, the fame that isrefidene in mount 
Sina, They fay ,thatthey marry withia prohibited degrees:they are diuideditito 
eighteene Bilhopricks;and arenot hereto bediftinguifhed from the Sorians,nor 
they from them, being almoft of one religion;and called Adelchites heretofore of 
their aduerfaries, which fignifietha King in the Syrian tongue; for that they 
would not imbrace the herefies of Eutychesand Diofcorus, but obeyed the Edict 
of the Emperor,and Councell of Chalcedon. Their Patriarke is the true Patriarke 
of Antioch;who abides in Dansafco, for that, Antioch lies now wel-nigh defolate. 
Their Bifhop is here poore, fo are his ornaments;in their pro¢effions, for ftate, or 
inregard of hisage,fupported on both fides. Theirmuticklefleinftruments are 
fannes of braffe, hung about with rings, which they ginglein ftops according to 
their marchings. 

The Maronites are Chriftians inhabiting mount Libsuns: fo called of A¢arona 
a village adioyning, or of Maro their Abbot. They vfethe chaldeantongue, and 
Syrian character in holy matters. A limme they were of the Zacobites, 8 once fub- 
iect-to the Patriarke of Astioch:but wonne tothe Papacy by Joh. Bapté/a lefuite, 
inthe dayes of Gregory the thirteenth, who fent thema Catechifme printed at 
Rome inthe Arabian language: fo that now they doioyne withthe Latins. An ig- 
norant people, eafily drawne to any religion,that ould not gine areafonfortheir 
owne: 

Setts of Chriftians here celebrating Eafter, 1°73 
owne: poore in fubftance and few in number. 
| But the Greekes do here furpaffe all the reft inmultitude; andtie drmenzans in 
__ branery: whoin ftead of muficall inftraments, haue fawcers of brafle(which they 
ftrikeagainft one another) fet about with gingles. All differin habite, and moft : 
in rites; yetall conioyne (the Latias excepted) in celebration of that impoftury We 
of fetching fire frorhe Sepulcher vpon Eaftereue. The Twrkes deride,yet throng > a | 
to behold it:the galleries ofthe round Temple being peftered with fpectators, Wt 
All the lamps within the Church are at that time extinguifhed; when they often ie 
compaffing the Sepulcher in a ioynt proceffion, are fore-runand followed by the ig 
people with fauage clamours(the women whiftling) and franticke behauiors,be- fz 
fiting better the folemnities of Bacchus; extending theft bare armes with vnligh- iif 
tedtapers. At length the chiefe Bifhops approch the doore of the Sepulcher: but 
the Arhsopian Pritt firft enters,(without whome,they fay,the miracle will not & 
fadge) who after a long ftay(meane while the people hurrying about like mad- i = 
men) returnes with the facred flame, fuppofed at his prayers to burft our ofthe 
Sepulcher; whereat confufedly they fire their lights:and fnatching them one from 
another, ftriue who fhould firft conuay it to their particular Chappels; thrufting 
the fame among ft their cloths, and into their bofomes, (but {wiftly withdrawing 
it)perfwading ftrangers that it will not burne them: kindling therewith all their | 
Jampes, vnlighted with other fire vntillthat day tweluemonth. | 
But Ihad almoft forgot the Nestorians:fo called of Ne florivs, by birtha Ger- | 
man, who liued inthe dayes of Theedofins, & wasby him made Bifhop of Conftan- 
tinople. Thefe hated of the reft,in an obfcure corner, without ceremonies or Pon- 
tificall habite, full of feemeng zeale and humilitie, do reade the Scriptures,and in 
both kinds adminifter the Sacrament: denying the reall prefence: the prieft( not 
diftinguifhed from the reft in habiteybreaking the bread,and laying it inthe palme : 
of the Communicantshand; they fipping of the Cup whichis held between his. | 
They kiffe thecroffe, but pray not before it, nor reuerence they images. They will | 
not haue emMaryto be called the mother of God. Their chiefeft herefie is ,thatthey 
diuide the Diuinity of Chrift fré his Humanitie. Their doctrine difperfeth it felte | 
thorowoutall the Eaft,by means of Cofro the Perfian King, who enforcedall the 
Chriftians within his dominion (out of a mortal] hatred that he bare to the Em- 
-peror Heraclivs) either to forfake his Empire,or to become Wefforians;as thorow 
a great part of Cataia. Itisnow embraced, but by few;moft of that fect inhabiting 
about Babylon. Their Patriarkall featis A¢uzalin Afe{opotamia,{eated on the banks 
of Tygris: their Patriarke not elected, but the dignity defcending from the father 
tothe fon. For marriage is generally allowed in their Clergy,and when widowers, 
to marry againe at their pleafure. They haucthe Scriptures,and execute the mi. (| 
niftery inthe Chaldean tongue.

All this while there were no lefle thena thoufand Chriftians,men,women,and ot 
children,who fed and lodged vponthe pauement of the Temple. OnEafter day : 
about one of the clocke inthe morning,the Nations and Sects abone mentioned, t 
with ioyfull clamors,according to their feuerall cuftomes, circled th€ Church, Ky 
and vifited the koly placesin a folemne proceffion; andfo for that time conclu- 
ding their ceremonies, departed. I 
Vpon Eafter Munday we hired certaine affes to rideto Emaus, accompanied i) | 
witha guard, and certaine of the Friers.About the mid-way, at the foot of a hill, a

there are the ruines of aMonattery, buileby Saint Helena: they fay, inthat place 
where Ielus appeared tothe two defciples. Here the Latins performed certaine 
deuotions,and tooke of the ftones(as generally they did from all fuchlike places) 
preferued as precious.

This City was burne inthe Iewith wars, by the commandement of 7- 
rus: andvpon the deftruction of Jerufalem, re-edified by the Romans; who in ree 
gard of their victory, called it Nécopolis.In the yeere 131.throwne downe by an 
carth-quake, it was fourelcoreand twelue yeeres after reftored by the Emperor 
(Marcus Aurelius: afterward dignified during the gouernment ofthe Chriftians 
with an Epifcopiall fea;being vnder the Metropolitan of Cafarea. Nicephorus, and 
the Tripartite hiftory report of a miraculous fountaine by the high-way fide 
where Chrift would haue departed from the two difciples: who when hee was 

conuerfant vpon earth, and wearied witha long iourney, there wathed his feet:

fions. The -Adahometans either deceiucd with thistrad ition,or maintaining the re- 
portfor their profit, would not fuffer vs toenter but at an exceffiue rate: which 
we refuled to part with. The next mountaine vnto this,doth weare on his crowne 
the rvines of a Caftle that belonged tothe Adachabees. Another more humble 

ahe'necrer vie City, prelentetha pile of ftones, fquare,flat, and folid: thefepul- 
cher, they fay, of the feuen bretheren who were tortured to death by Astiochys 

Whom I rather iudge to hauebeen buried at Moden the ancient feat of that fins 
ly;which ftands on the verermoft confines of the mountains of /adea, where were 
to be feene feuen fepulchers of white marble, each bearing a Pyramis on his 
{quare; {aid by Jofephus tohaue feruedin his time for fea-marks, From henée we 
approched the North-weftfide ofthe City,where inthe vineyards are fundry 
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places of buriall hewne ont ofthe maine tocke: amongft the reftjone called the 
Sepul-

Sepulcher ofthe Prophets. The firft entrance large,and like the mantle tree ofa 
chimney;cut curioufly on the out-fide:thorow which we crept into alittle {quare 
-roome,(euery one carryinga light in his hand) the fides cut full of holes (in man- 
ner of a douc-honie:)two yards deepe, and three quarters {quare. Out of hat 
roome wedelcended by two ftreight paflages intotwo other roomes,likewife vn- 
der ground: yet more {patious, and of better workmanfhip, but fo rounded with 
the Sepulchers as the former:neighbored with a vault, which ferues for a cifterne. 
and filled witha lining fountaine. A little beyond, vponthe Weft fide ofa large 
{quare court, hewneintothe rocke fomethree fathomes deepe,andentred vnder 
an archof the fame, there is another manfion for the dead;hauing a porch like to 
that of the Prophets. and garnifht without (amongft other figures) with two 
ereatclufters of grapes; in memoriall of thofe, as they fay, which were brought 
by thefpies iatothe hoft ofthe Hebrewes. On the left hand you creepe thorow 
a difficult defcent, which leadeth into faire roomes vnder the ground, andone 
within another; benched about with coffinsof {tone bereft oftheir couers :there 
beingfome bones yet remaining in fome ofthem. This is famedto be the houfe- 
hold Monument of certaine ofthe Kings of Juda. In which there is nothing moré 
‘admirable, then isthe artificiall contriuing of the doores:the hinges and all,of the 
felfe-fame tone, vnfeparated from the rocke without other fupplement.Hitherto 
(ifno further)yby all likelihood the old Citie extended. From hence we returned 
tothe Couent. 
The day following we rid towards Bethlebem;which ftands about fixe miles 
South from Jerufalem. Going outat the gate of Joppa, and tyrning on the left

hand by y foot of mount Sion. Aloft on whofe vttermoft angle ftood thetower 
of Dawid, (wholeruines are yet extant) of a wonderfull ftrength and admirable 
beauty, adorned with fhields,and the armes ofthe mightie. Below onthe right 
hand of the way in our paflage, they fhewed vsa fountaineatthe South-fide of a 
{quare Seraglio,deliuered to bethat wherein Bath{heba bathed. North of which,¥ 
valley is crofled witha ruinous Aquadudt,which coueyed water vnto the Tem ple 
of Salomon. Alcending the oppofite mountaine, we paffed thorow acéuntre ; 
hilly and ftony: yet not vtterly forfaken ofthe Vine, though onely planted by 
Chriftians: in many places producing corne here fhadowed with the fig-treeand 
there with the oliue. Stidry {mal turrets are difperfed about, which ferue for folace 
afwell as for fafe-guard. Some two miles from the Citie, on theleft hand and b 
the high-way fide, there groweth a Turpentine tree yer flourifhing:which is {aid 
to have affordeda fhelter to the Virgin CMary,as thee pafled betweene Berh. 
lehem & lerufalem. This tradition howeuer abfurd, is generally beleeued by thofe 
Chriftians:a place ofhigh repute in their devotions. Towardsthe Weft about 
two miles off, ona little hill ftands an ancient tower: which is faidto hauebene 
the habitation of Simeon.A mile beyond the forefaid tree, in the midft of the 
way there isa cifterne, vaft within, and {quare atthe mouth; whichis calledthe 
Cifterne of theStarre. For that( as they fay) the wife-emenof the Faft,there firtt 
againe did fee that conducting ftarre,which went before themto the place of our 
Sauiours Natiuitie. Alittle on the right hand there arethe {mall remaines of an 
ancient Monafterie: built, they affirme, in that place where the Angel tooke y 
Abacuck by the haireof the head, and conueyed him to Babylon. Halfea mile fur- 
ther, onthe left fide ofthe way,there is another Religious houfe,but in Sood re- 
paire, in forme ofa fortrefle, and inuironed with high walles, to withftand the 
infolencies of the Infidels: poffeffed by the Greeke Coloieros, and dedicatedto Eli. 
4s. Hardby there is a flat rocke; whereon theytold ys that the Prophet accufto- 
med to fleepes & that it beares as yet the impreffion of his body. Indeed thereare 
certaine hollowesin the fame, butnotby mine eyes-apprehended to retaine an 
manly proportion. Asfarrebeyond are the decayes of a Church: which flood (as 
they fay) inthe place where the Patriarch Jacob inhabited. Abouta mile further 
Weft of the way, and alittle off, ftands the Sepulcher of Rachel, by the Scripture 
affirmed to haue bene buried hereabout) ifthe entirenefle thereofdo not confute 
the imputed antiquity:yet kept perhaps in repaire by her of{pring,asa monument 
of venerable memory.The Tombe it felfe refembleth a great truncke: couered 
with a Cupolo mofited on a {quare, which hath on each fidean ample arch fuftai- 
ned onely by the corners. Thisis inuironed with a fourefquare wall,within which 
{tand two other fepulchers, little,but of thefame Proportion: kepr, and vied for a 
place of prayer by the A¢abometans, Below iton the fide ofa mountaine ftands the 
ruines of that Ravwa,whereofthe Prophet: voice was heard in Rama, Rachel weepin 
for her children, Get.

For when Auguftws Cefar had appointed that all the world fhould be taxed, e- 
tery one repaired vnto the Citie of bis Family; andJofeph with Mariecame vp to 
Bethlehem : wherein a Grot atthe Eaft fide of the Citie,imployed for a ftable 
(the Inne being peftred with ftrangers) fhe fellin trauell, and produced vato the 
world a Saviour. Inthis caue from the time of Adréanvntothereigne of Con- 
flantine, they celebrated the impious lamentation of 4 donés (much honoured by 
the Syrians) who aboue had his ftatue fhadowed with a groue of Myrtles.Which | 
the vertuous Helena fubuerted, and erected thereupon this goodly Temple (yer i 
entire, & pofleft by the Francifcans of lerufalem-of whom fome few are here con. 
tinually refident)and called it Saint Maries of Bethlebem:Informe itreprefércth a 
Croffe: the ftalke whereof comprifeth the body: and is entred at the lower end 
thorow a portico fuftained with fixteene pillars, The roofe,in the midft,is lofty, 
flat, and(if I forget not)of Cedar: the fides ofthe fame fabrick (burmuch more 
humble) are vpheld with foure ranks of pillars(ten ina row) each of onc entire 
marble white, and in many places beautifully fpeckled;the largeft,and faireft that 
euer Ifaw: whofe vpper ends do declare that they haue in part bin exquifitly guil- 
ded.

Thefe places be if, the keepingofthe Franci(cans: and notlefle reuerenced then 
Calnary, os the Sepitigherswvifited alfo:by the atahometan pilgrims. Wherelamps 
ftill burning do expellithe naturall darkneffe;and gine a greater ftate-chereunto 
then the light ofthe day’ could afford it-Baldwin the fecond did honor this place 
with an Epifcopall Sea(being before but a Priory)annexing thereunto, toge- 
ther with the Church of 4/calon,many townes and villages.In the place where 
this Citie ftood, there are now butafew poorecottages ftanding. Moft of the 
fewinhabitants Greeks and Armenians:whoget abegeerly lining by felling vnto

After dinner we de{cended afoot into the valley which lyeth Eaft ofthe City, 

fruitfullin pafturage; where Iacob fed his flocke (at this day called, his field) neere 
the cower of Ader, But more famous for the Apparation of the Angels, whothere 
brought to the fhepheards the glad tidings ot our faluation, In the midft of the 
field, on the felfe-fame place,as 1s fuppofed,andtwo miles diftantfrom Bethleheny 

Saint Helena ere@ted a Church, and dedicated ittothe Angels:now nothing bur’ 
ruines. Rerurning from thence,and turning alittle on the left hand, we came to 
the village where thofe thepheards dwelt, as yet focalled. Inthe midtt whereof 
there ftandeth a well; the fame,as therumor goeth; thacthebletfed Virgin defj- 
red to drinke af, when the churlifh villagers refufing to draw her vp water, it forzh 
with miraculoufly flowedtothe brim; greedy to paffe thorow her bleffed lips 

and fatisfie her longing Of this the _4abs would not fuffer vs to drinke before we 
had given them money.Neerer to Bethlehem, andat the foote ofthe hill, are the 
ruines ofa Chappell where Jofeph,as they fay, had his dwelling at fuch time as 
the Angell commanded himto flie into Aigypt.Neere the top,and not farre from 
the backe of the Monaftery, there is a caue containing tworoomes, one within 
another, defcended into by a narrow entrance,and in fome places {upported b 

pillars. Inthis itis faid,that Jofeph hid our Sauiour and his mother, whileft he pre. 


- pared things neceflary for his tourney. Theftone thereof puluerated and often 


waflied, of mucha little will remaine, not vnlike to refined chalke: whichtaken 
in drink, is faid to haue a foueraigne vertue,in reftoring milke both to women 
and cattell: much vied by the Mooresthemfelues for that purpofe. Ouer ‘this 
ftood one of the Nunneries built by Paula, now onely fhewing the foundation: 
and wherein fhe died. Thefe places feene,we ré-entred the Monaftery,and there 
repofed our felues the night following. . 


> Each of vs beftowinga piece of gold onthe Vicar, betimesinthe morning 


we departed;bending our courfe to the Mountaines of Judea, lying Wett from 
Bethlehem. Neereto which on the fide ofthe oppofite hill, we paft by alittle yil- 
lage called, as I take it, Bezec;inhabited onely by Chriftians:mortall(as they fay) 
to the Afahometans that attempted to dwell therein. Abouttwo miles further we 
paffed by Bezh/ur, feated ina bottgme betweene two rocky mountaines: once a 
ftrong fort: firft built by Rhobeam, and after repaired by the Atachabees:famous 
for fundry fieges; being inthe vpper way betweene Jerufalem and Gaza.Where 
we faw the ruines of an ample Church: below thata fountaine,not vnbeholdin 

to Art,whofe pleafant watersare forth.with drunke vp by the earththat produced 
them, Here they fay, that Philp baptized the Eunuke; whereupon it retaineth 
the name ofthe Athiopian fountaine, Andno queftion but the adioyning Tem- 
ple waserected out of devotion to the honour of the place,and memory of the 
fad. Yet feemeth it ftrange vntome,that a chariot fhould beableto pafle thofe 
rocky and declining mountaines,where almofta horfe can hardly keepe footing.

where jobnthe Baptiftis faidto hane lined from the age of feuen,vntill fuch time

* Caue is feated on the Nrotherne fide of adefart mountaine(onely beholding to | 
the Locuft tree) hewne out of the precipitating rocke,fo as difficulily to be afcen- ; 
ded or defcended to:entred at the Eaft corner,and receiuing light from a window 
in the fide. At che vpper end thereisa bench of the felfefame rocke,whereon(as 
they fay ) he accuftomed to fleepe; of which whofo breakesa piece off, ftands 
forthwithexcommunicate. Ouer this ona little flar,ftand the ruines of a Mona- 
ftery,on the South fide naturally walled withthe fteepe ofa mounraine: from 
whence there gufheth a lining Spring, which entreth the rocke,and againe bar- 
fteth forth beneath the mouth ofthe Caue; A place that would make foltrarinefle i 
delightfull,& ftandin comparifon with the turbulent pompe of Cities, This ouer- af 
looketh a profound valley onthe far fide hemd with afpiring mountains;whereof a 
fomeare cut(or naturally fo)in degrees like allies,which would be els vnaccefla- ba 
bly fraiceleffe, whole leucls yet beare y ftumps ofdecayed vines: fhaddowed not a 
rarely with olives and locufts. And furely I think that all or moft of thofe moun- ue | 
taines haue bin {o husbanded; elfe could this little countrey haue neuer fuftained el 
fuch amoulti:ude of people. After we had fed of fuch prouifion as was brought vs 
from the City by other of the Fraternitie that there met vs, we turned towards 1 
Terufalem,leauing the way of Bethlehem on the right hand, and that of Emaus on ny 
theleft. The firit place of note that we met with,wasthere where once ftood the | 
dwelling of Zasbary;feated on the fide ofa ion hill, well ftored with oliues ‘|

and vineyard.Hither came the blefled Virgin to vifite her coufine EliXabeth. Here 
died E/sXabeth; and herein a Grot onthe fide of a vault or chappell, lies buried: 
ouer whicha goodly Church was ereéted, together with a Monattery, whereof 
now little ftandeth buta part of the walls,w hich offer tothe view fome fragm éts 
of painting, which fhew thatthereft haue bene exquifite. Beyond,and lower is our 
Ladies fountaine, (fo called of the inhabitants) which maintainetha littlecurrent 
through the neighbouring valley.Neere this,in the bottome,and vttermoft extent. 
thereof, there ftandeth a Temple,once fumptuous,now defolate: built by Helena, 
and dedicated to Saint ha Baptiff,in the place where Zachary had another houfe; 
where the Prophet was borne,in aroomehewne out of the rockesof principal] 
deuotion with thofe Chriftians: poffeft, as the reft, by the beaftly Arabians,who 
defile it with their cattell, and imploy itto the bafeft of vies. Tranfcending the 
lefle fteepe hils,and paffing thorow valleys of their rofes voluntarily plentifull.af. 
tera while we came to a Monattery feared in a ftreight between two rockie moi- 
taincs, enuironed with high walls,and entred by a doore of iron; where a Bitho 
of the Georgians hath his refidence, who courteoufly entertained vs. Within they 
haueahand{ome chappell, atthe vpper end an altar and vnder thata pit,in which 
they fay thatthe Palme did grow(but rather if any, the Oliue,whereof that place 
hath ftore)of which a part,ofthe Crofle was made.For it was framed(as they re- 
port)offoure feuerall woods;the foote of Cedar,the bole of of Cypreffe, y tran- 
fome of Palme,and the title of Oliue. This is called thereupon, The M onaftery of 
the holy Croffe. Where in ftead ofbels,they ftrike ona hollow beame(as the Gre- 
cians do inthe temple of Golgorha) tofummon their affemblies.Betweenethisand 
Jernfalem,we {aw nothing worth noting, that hath not bin fpoken of already

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Pafling by the Caftle of the Pé/avs, on the left hand entring at alittle {quare paf- 
fage,we were fhewed a fmall Chappell; the doore and windowes rammed vp;for 


that (as they fay) the Labometans became mortally ficke, that,thoughbut by 


chance, did come into it: ftanding-where ftood the Temple of S:Thomas. From 
hence we were brought tothe palace of Avnas,deftroyed by the Seditious in the 
time ofthe fiege;where now ftandetha Church dedicated to thebleffed Angels, 
and belonging to the Armenians, who haue their dwellings about it. Within the 
courtthereis an old Oliue tree, enuironed witha low wall; vnto which,it is faid, 
shat they bound our Sauiour. Turning on the right hand,we went ouvatthe port

Supper;where alfo after his refurrection , the dooresbeing fhut, he appeared to 
his Apoftles: where they receiued the holy Ghoft;where Peter conuerted three 
thonfand:and where,as they fay alfo,they held the firft Councell;in which the A- 
poftles Creed was decreed. Here Helena builta m oft fumptuons Temple, inclu. 
ding therein the Coenaculum, where that marble pillar was preferued that ftood 
before inthe palace of Pélate,to which they aS our Sauiour when they whipped

him.This Church fubuerted by the Saracens, inthe felfe-fame place the Francif- 
cams hada Monaftery erected;whointhe yeare 15 61.were remoucd by the Tarky: 
they building here a Molque of their owne, into which no Chriftianis permitted 
to enter. Yet norin the re{pedcts aforefaid, fo reucrenced by the infidels, butin 
that itisdelivered by tradition (and not volike) that Dawid had there his Sepul- 
cher. Hismonument was enriched witha Maile of treafure:out of which Hivcaz 
nus 850. yeeres after, tooke three thoufand talentsto divert the war which was 
threatned by Astiochys. Hered with volike fuccefle attempted thelike.For having 
already taken outa great fumme, and perfifting in his facriledge, a fameof fire 
brake outofthe tombe, and confumed diners of his inftruments, In cexpiation 
whereof headorned the fame witha ftately monument; which ftood entire for a 
longtime after. Betweene this andthe walles ofthe City, the Franks haue their 
burialls where lye fixe Exglifh men, fent(as may be fafpected) vnto their long. 
homes not many yeeres fince, though coloured by the Francifcans, inwhofe Mo- 
naftery they lay, with pretence of diuine vengeance for thefuppofed murder of 
their Drogeman.Seuenthey werein all,allaline & well in one day, fix dead inthe 
other; the out-liuer becomming aconuertto their religion. Turning alittle onthe 
left hand, we came toafmall Church, inclofed within a {quare wall, arched with. 
in, witha wallonthe topinmanner of a Caue;the habitation ofthe C4rmenians 
who hane ofthis Church the cuftody.Hereflourithed the proud palace of Cai. 
phas, in which our Sauiour was buffeted,{pit vpon,and {fo {pitefully reviled. Here 
Helena built.a faire Churchto S. Peter; bucthat deftroyed; in the roome thereof 
this leffe was erected, and dedicatedto Saint Sauiour. On theright hand in the 





Court, they vndertake to fhew where the fire was made, by which Peter ftood; 


when he denied his Mafter: and at thefideof the Church doore,the chapter ofa 
pillar,whereon the Cocke crowing did moue him tocontrition.At the vpper end 


- ofthe Church,vpona large altar lyetha ftone,that(as they fay) which was rolled 


againft rhe mouth of the Sepulcher.From hence we defcended into the valley of 
Gebinnen, which denideth mount Sion from the mountaine of Offence;fo called, 
for that Salomon bythe perfwafionofhis wiues there facrificed toChamach and 
Molech;sburnow by thefe Chriftias called the mountaine of 7/ counfelswhere they 
{ay the Pharifes tooke counfellagainft Iefus;whofe height yet fhewesthe reliques 

of no meane buildings, This valley is but ftreight,now feruing for little vfe,hereto- 
fore moft delightfull,planted with groues,& watered with fountains:whertein the 
Hebrews lactificed their children to Afolech:an Idoll of brafle,haning the head of 
a Calfe,the reft ofa kingly figure,with armes extéded to receiue the miferable fa- 
crifice, feared to death with his. burning embracenrents. Por the Idol. washollow 
within, & filled with fire. And leaft their lamentable fhreeks fhould fad the hearts 
oftheir parents;the Priefts of Molech did deafe their eares with the continual 
clangs oftrumpets & timbrels, whereupon it was called The valley of Tophet.But 
the good Jofias brake the Idoll in pieces, hcwed downe the groues, and ordained 
that that place (before a Paradde)fhould be for euer a receptacle for dead cars 
kaffes and the filth ofthe City.@ebenna,forthe impiety committedthercin,is yfed - 
for hell by our Saviour, OntheSouth fide of this valley, neere where it mecteth 
with the valley, of Jehofaphat,mounteda good height onthe fide of the mountain, 
is 4celdama or the field of blond:purchafed. with: the reftored reward of Treafon,

foraburiall place for ftrangers. Inthe midft whereofalarge fquare roome was 
made by the mothet of Con/fantinesthe South fide walled with the naturall rocke: 
flatat thetop, and equall with the vpper leuell:out of whicharife certaine little 
Cupoloes open inthe midft to letdowne the dead bodies. Thorow thele wee 
might fee the botrome, all couered with bones; and certainecorfes but newly 
Jet downe: it being nowthe Sepulcher ofthe Armenians. Agreedy graue; and 
ereat enoughto deuoure the dead of a whole Nation, For they fay,(and I beleeue 
it) tharthe earththereof within the {pace of eight and forty houres,will confume 
the fefhthatis laidthereon. The like is faid of Saint Innocents Church yard in 
Paris:and he that fees the multitude of bones, that arethere piled about it, the 
daily burials(it being agenerall receptacle fot ftrangers)and {malnefle of the cir- 
cuite, may be eafily induced to credit. And why might not the earthb¢gtranf- 
ported from hence, as welas that at Rowe in Campo Saséto,brought thither in 270. 
fhips by the commandement ofthe aforefaid Emprefle: which, thoughchanging 
foiles, retaineth her vertue:it being alfo a place of buriall for forreinets. Inthe 
rocke about thefeate divers Sepulchers; andfomein vie at this day: hauing 
great ftones rolled againft their mouths according to the ancient cuftome, Be- 
yond on the point of the hill,a catic hewne out of the rocke,confifting of feuerall 
roomes, is faidto haue hidden fix ofthe Apoftles inthe time of Chrifts Paffion. 
Firft made without doubt fora Sepulcher, ah after feruing for an Hermitage:

the'roofe of the larger roome retaining fome fhew of guilding. Bélow,where the 
valley of Gehiononand Iehofapbat, liketwo conioyning ftreames do trent to the 
South,there is a dry pit;where the Priefts are faid to haue hid the facred fire,when 
the Tews were carried captiue into Babylon: and feeking it after their returne,did 
find irconuertedinto water. But Nehemiah caufedit to be fprinkled onthe Al- 
tar: when forthwith withthe beames ofthe Sunne it miraculoufly famed. This 
valley of Zeho/aphat({o called of that good King)from hence extendeth full North, 
and then inclineth alittleto the Welt; firft prefenting (though naturall) no o- 
ther thena large dry ditch to the Eaft of the City contracted betweene it and the 
oucr-pearing hils ofthe oppofite olinet. It is faid to be about two miles long,and 
if fo, burfhort ones where broadett, fruitfull,watred by therorrent Cedron,which 
runneth no longer then fed with fhowres: lofing his intermitted ftreames in the 
lake of A/palthis.It wasalfo called the valley of Cedron,and of the King. Wherethe 
generall ludgment fhall be,ifthe Jewes or Latins may be beleeued; who ground 
their opinions vpon the Prophetie of Joe/:which I will not gainfay,fince fome of 
our Diuines haue of latefo laboured toapproue it. Of the fame opinion are the 
Mahometans.tathewall about it, there is a window not farre fr6 the golden gate: 
where they fay that Mahomet fhall fit whilft Chrift doth execute Luftice, Paffing 
to the City fide of the valley, atthe foote of the hill,and Eaft of the South-eaft: 
corner, is the place where the Prophet Efay was fawne in funder by the comman- 
dement of Afanaffes his Grand-child by the mother; and there buried: where 
thereis a little pauement vied fora place of prayer by the cAdahometans. Clofe be- 
Jow this ftood the Oake Roguel,where now a white Mulbery is cherifhed. North 
of it,in agutofy hill(aboue which inthe wall ftood the tower)was the fifh-poole 
of Séloe, containing not abouchalfe an acre ofground; now dry inthe bottomes 
and beyond the fountaine that fed it, now ho other then a little trench walled in 
onthe fides, full offilthy water;whofe vpper part is obfcured by a building(as I 
take it,a Mofque)where once flourifheda Chriftian Churchthere built by Saint 
Helena. Though depriued of thofe her falubrious ftreamés-yet is the held in honor 
for their former vertues. Paffing along we came to our Ladies fountaine (vpon 
what occafion they fo call it,is not worth the relating) in a deepe caue of the 
rock defcending into by alarge paire of ftaires,and replenifhed with pleafant wae 
ters. Here the valley ftreigtheneth,and a little beyond is no broader then ferues 
fora channell to the Torrent. Onthe other fide ftandsthe Sepulcher of Zachary, 
who was flain betweene the Temple and the Alsar: all of the naturall rocke, 
cighteene foot high, foure {fquare,and beautified with Dorickecolumnes ofthe

fame vnfeparated ftone fuftaining the cornifh; and topt like a pointed diamond: 
Clofe tothisthere is another inthe vpright rocke, the front like thefide of ano- 
pen gallery, fupported with marble pillars,now between rammed vp with ftones- 
Within isa Grot; whither James retired (as they fay) after the Paffion of our Sa- 
viour,with purpofe neuer to haue recciued fuftenance vntillhe had feene him: 
who inthat place appeared vnto him after his refurrection.In memoriall whereof 
the Chriftias ereéteda Church hard by;whoferuines are now ruined.A little far. 
ther therc is a ftone bridge of one arch;which paffeth the T orrent.In arock at the 
foot thereof, there are certaine impreflions: made(as they fay)by our Sauiours 
feete when they led him thorow the water. At the Eaft end of this bridge, and a 
little on the North, ftandsthe Pillar of Abfolon; which he here erected in his life 
time,toretaine the memory ofhis name,in that his ifue male failed, (but he was 
hot buricd therein:) being yet entire andofa good fabricke- rifing in a lofty 
fquare;below adorned with halfe columnes,wrotght out of the fidesand corners 
of the Doricke forme; and then changing into a round, agood height higher 
dothgrow to point in fathion of a bell-all framed of the growing ftone. Againft 
thisthere licth a great heape of ftones which increafeth daily. For both Jewes and 
Mahometans palling by, do throw ftones againtt it:yet execrating Ab/folon for his 
rebellion againft Dawid. Adioyning thereis alarge fquare, but lower by farre, 
which hath an entrance like the frontifpice ofa porch, cut curioufly without; 
the earth almoft reaching to the top of the entrance:hauing a Grot within hewne 
out of the rocke: fomefay,a Kingly Sepulcher; perhaps appertaining to the for-

the village Gerhfemani;the place yet fruitful in olives:and hard by the delightfull 
garden wherein our Sauiour was betrayed. They point outthe place where he left 
two of his difciples, and a little higher the third,when he wentto pray:and with- 
all the place where he was taken. In this garden thereis alfo a ftone,wahereonthey 
fay that our Lady fate, and beheldthe martyrdome of Saint Steuen: who fuffered 
onthe fide of the oppofite hill, Without the faid Garden, in the ioyning of two 
wayes,they{hewed vs the place, as they will haue ir,;where Saint Thomas ftood, 
when incredulous forfooth of our Ladies Affumption, fhe let fall her girdleto in- 
forme his beliefe. 

And now arewe come tothe Sepulcher ofthe blefled Virgin,madethus,as iris, 
by the mother of Con/tantine.Before ita court.the building aboue grotid a {quare 
pile onely, flatat the top,and neatly wtought,like the largeftporticoto a Temple 
Youentcr at the South fide,and forthwith defcend by a goodly paire of ftaires of - 
fifty fteps.About the midft of the defcent,are 2. fmall oppofite chappels:in that 
onthe right hand are the Sepulchers of Joachim & Anua;in that onthe left of Zo- 
(eph,the parents and {poute of the mother of Iefuis. The ftaires do leade youintoa 
{pacious Church, ftretching Eaft and Weft; walled on each fide,& arched aboue 
with the naturall rocke. Vponthe right hand inthe midftthere isa little fquare 
chappell, framed of theeminent rock, but flagged both withinand without with 
white marble; and entred at two doores.At the far fide thereof ftands hertombe 
which taketh vp more then thethird pare of the roome;now in forme ofan altar.

vnder which,they fay, that fhe was decently buried by the Apoftles,& the third 
day after aflumed into heauen by the Angels. In this there burne eighteene lamps 
continually; partly maintained by the Chriftians,and partly by the Mahometans, 


who haue this Place in an efpeciall veneration. Neere the Eaft femicircle ofthe , 


Church,there ftadeth a great altar(ouer which the little light that this darke place 
hath,doth defcend by acupolo:) neere the Weft another; but both vnfurnithed; 
and by theformerawell of excellent water.In a canton of the wall right againft 
the North end ofthe Sepulcher,there is a clift in the rocke;where the Turks do af- 
firme that our Lady did hide her felfe, when perfecuted by the Iewes;itito which I 
haue feene their women to creepe,and giuethe cold rocke affectionate kiffes. The 
oppofite cAton is alfo vfed for an oratory by the Mahometans:who haue the kee- 
ping of the whole,and will not fuffer vs to enter of free coft, Remounting the fame 
ftaires, not far off onthe left hand,towards the Eaft, and not abouea {tones caft 
from the garden of Gethfemani,a ftreight paflage defcendeth into a vaft round 
caue:all ofthe naturall rocke,the roofe confirmed with arches of the fame,recei- 
uing adimme light from alittle holein the top;which was in times pait al ouer cu- 
rioufly painted. The place,they fay, where Chrift did pray,when in that bloudy a- 
gony he was comforted by the Angels.Fro hence we bent our courfe tothe City. 
High onthe hill, where three wayes meet, & vpon the flat ofa rocke,is the place 
where S.Steu@(who bore thefirft palme of Martyrdome) was {toned to death. The 
ftones there about haue ared ruft onthem,which they fay, gine teftimony ofhis 
bloudfhed.A little aboue,we entred the City at the gate of Saint Sseuen(where on 
each fidea Lion retrogade doth ftand)called intimes paft the portof the vally,é&

The placeisfor a good depth hewne out of 
the rocke; confined-aboue on the North fide witha fteepe wall,on the Wek with 
high buildings(perhaps apart of the Caftle of Antonia, where are two doores to 
defcend*by ,nowall that ate halfe choked with rubbidge)yand onthe South with 
the wall ofthe.court of the Temple. Whereof iris ficthat fomething bef poken, 
although notfuftered ro enter without the forfeiture of our liues, or renouncing .

Iwill not fpeake ofthe former forme, & magnificency thereof, by facred pens 
foexadtly defcribed. Firlt built by Salomon, deftroyed by Nebuchadnezzar, ree- 
dified by Zerubbabel, (yet fo far thort of the firft in glory, that thofe wept to be- 
hold it;who had beheld the former: )new built or rather {umptuoutly repaired by 
Herod the Great; and laftly ~wvererly fubuerted by Titus. The sewesaflayedto tes 
edifie itin the reigne of Adriau: of whome he flew an infinite number, leuelléd ig 
withthe floore, and threwthe.rubbidgeinto the valley of. Iehofaphat,to make it 
leffe fteepe,and the placelefle defenceable;planting in the roomethereof agroue 
which heconfecrated vnto Iupiter. Afterward Inlian the Apoftata,to difpronethe 
prophefie of our, Saniour,did licence the Zewes to rebuild it;furnithing them with 
mony out ofhistreafury:when lo,aterrible earth-quake fhooke dowae what they 
1ad begun;and a flame burfting forth,deuoured the workemen -reported by C#- 
mianus Marcellinusa Pagan, & liuing in thofe times. But who built this thatnow 
ftandeth is doubtfull. Some do attribute it to the Chriftians; others to a Prince 
ofthe Arabians, (whichis confirmed by the Chriftians of thefe countries)and hé 
the Saracen Omer, next fucceffor vnto Mahomet. Seated itis vpon mount Moria, 
inthe South-eaft corner of the Citie, without doubt inthe very place where S- 
lomons ftood:the more eminenc building confifting of an eight fquare round of 
a blewith ftone,adorned with adioyning pillars,and tarraft aboue. In the midft of 
the fheluing roofc, another ypright afpireth; though leffe by farre, yee the fame 
in forme and fubftance with theformer; being couered ouer ‘witha cupolo of 
lead.

tothe Citie, ftands the.golden gate(fo called in thatit was gilded) which belon. 


ved‘onely_tothe Temple, through which our Saviour, péficdin triumph. It is 
{aid that the Emperour -Hevaglias returning from his Perfianvitory;attem ted 2 7 
ro.haue entred thereat in all his glory: bur was miraculoufly prohibited, vaull 
he had put off all his princely ornaments, in a fimple habite bearing that pare 
of the Crofle of Chrift on his fhouldiers,which he had recouered from the 'Per- 


fians. 
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fans. This Gate is now rammed vp by the Turks,to preuentas fome fay,a’prophe- 
fie:which is,that the City fhould there be entred by the Chriftians. A part of the 
South, fide is alfo inclozed with the wall of the Cities Thereft not inferior in 
ftrength,is enuironed witha deepe trench hewne iato y rock: (though now much 
choaked) heretofore inhabited inthe bottome likea ftreer. In the midft of this 
out-court;there is another;wherein theaforefaid Mofque doth ftand,raifed fome 
two yards aboue the out-court,& garnifhed on the fides with little turrets, thorow 
Which it is afcended, all paued with white marble (the {poiletf Chriftian Chur- 
‘ches)where the Mahometans,as well as within,do perform their particular orifons. 
Sudry low buildings there are adioyning tothe wal of the out-court:as I fuppofe, 
the habitation oftheir Samtoas. Inthe South-Eaft corner and alittle inthe out wal, 
there is a handfome’T ple conered with lead: by the Chriftans called the Church 
ofthé Purificatio ofthe Virgin:inow allo a Mofque.Gedfrey of Bullein, with the reft 
ofthe City tooke this place by aflault, & flew within ¥ circuite thereof ten thou- 
fand Saracens. By him then was itmadea Cathedrall Church:who ereéted lodg- 
ingsabout it for the Patriarch and his Canons, Into this thereare now but two 
entrances:that onthe Weft,and this gare ouer the head of the poole Bethe/da(cal. 
led of old the horfe-gate, for that here they left their horfes, it being not lawful to 
rideany further) refembling the gatcof a Citie. One thing by the way may be 
noted: that whereas our Churches turne to the Eaft, the Temple of Solomon re- 
garded the Weft:perhaps inrefpect of mount Calvary, 

Repafling the aforefaid bridge, ({eeing we might proceed no farther (onthe 
North fide ofthe ftreete that ftretcheth tothe Welt, now ina remote corner, 
{tood the houfe of Jaachimz, where a goodly Church was builtto the honour of 
Saint Asna,with a Monattery adioyning:of which fome parryet remaineth,bue 
polluted with the Mahometan fuperitition. Turning backe, we tooke vpthe faid 
{ireeteto the Weft:not farre onward,attheleft hand ftood the palace of Péleza} 
without all queftion the Caftle of _4stonia,ncere adioyning to the wall ofthe 
Temple, where now the Sanxzacke hath hisxetidence; depriued of thofe lofty to- 
wers,and {[carce appearing aboue the wals that confine it.On the right hand, at the 


wfarce endof a fireet that pointeth to the North,ftood the ftately manfion of He. 


“rod: of which fome fignes there are left,that witnefle aperifhed excellécie. Now | 


at the Weftrcorner of that of Pilates,where the wall for a {pace doth turneto the 
South, there are apaire of Iigh ftatiies which leade. to the place of Iuftice, and

condemned. The ftaiges that they fay thenwere,called Scala Sandfa, Lhaue feene 
at Rome neere Saint.gobzs ip the Lateranstranflated thither by Con/lantine. Three 
paite there are in ome tronr, deuided but by walls: the middlemoft thofe; being 
of white marble, amdeighteene ih number;afcended and worne by the knees of 
the fuppliants, who deicend by theother.Atthetop there is alittle Chappell cal- 
led Sandtum Sanggorum, where they neuer fay Matle:and vpon this occafion: A 
holy Father inthe roome adioyning,hauing confumed moft part ofthe night in 
his deuotions.,{s faid, an houre before the dawning, tohaue feene a proceffion of 
Angels pafic by him,fome finging,and others perhapsthat had worfe voices, bea- 
ring torches: among{t whom was S. Peter withthe Eucharift, who executed there 
his Pontifical] function: and that done returned. This ramoured the day follow- 
ing aboutthe Cities numbers of people flockt thither;, who found theroome all 
to be dropt with torchesin confirmation of thisrelation. Whereupon decreed it

An hundred paces farther, and on the left hand,there are therelikes 
ofa Church, where they fay that the bleffed Virgin ftood when her Sonne paf- 
fed by, and fellintoa trance atthe fight of that killing {peétacle. Sixty fix paces 
beyond (wherethis ftreete doth meete withthat other whichleadethto Port £- 
phraim,now called the gatc of Damafcus) they fay, thatthey met with Sinmun of 
Cyrene, and compelled himto affift our Sauiour inthe bearing of his burthen, 
Turning alittle on the left hand, they fhewed vs where the women wept, and he 
replyed;Weepe not for me, you daughters of ferufalem, &c. Then turning againe on 
the right, we paffed vnder alittle arch, neere which a houfeafcended by certaine 
fteps; the place where Veronica dwelt; who gaue our Sauiour, as they fay, a nap- 
kinas he pafled by the doore, to cleanfe his face from the blood which trickled 
from his thorne-pierft browes; afd {pittle wherewith they had defpicefully de- 
filed him; who returned it againe enriched with his linely counterfeit. now to be

Fronting thefarre end ofthis ftreete,an ancient gate which ftood in the Weft 
wal ofthe old City, yet refifts the fubuerfids of time: called by Nebemia,The old 
gate;by the Jebu/ites, The Port of Iebus,and the gate of Iudgement; for that the El- 
ders there fate in inftice: thorow which the condemned were ledto execution 
vnto mount Ca/wary:then two hundred twenty paces without, and a little onthe 
left hand;though now almoft in the hartof the City, From hence we afcended 
the Eaft fide of mount Calwary (eight hundred paces from the palace of Pilate) 


and fo defcended into the court ofthe Temple of the Sepulcher. Right againtt it 


arc the ruins of lofty buildings, heretofore the alberges of the Knight Hofpitallers 
of S. Johns. Turning tothe South we were fhewed, where once ftood the dwel- 
ling of Zebedews,in which Iames& Iohn were borne:heretoforea collegiat Church, 
but now a Mofque. A little higher we came to the Iron gate, a pailage in times 
paft betweenethe vpper City,and the neather(which gaue way vnto Peter, con- 
dudted by the Angell)built by Alexander the Great. Who hauing taken Tyrws,8 
the Sea-bordering Citics of Phenicia, and Palestine,begirt lerufalemwith his ar- 
mie: when ona fuddenthe gates were feropen, Jaddus the high Prieft iffuing 
forth,clothed in his Pontifical habite, & followed with along train in white ray- 
ments: whome Alexander efpying,aduanced before the reft of the company; and 
when he drew neere, fell proftrate before him, For itcame vato his remembrance 
how once in Dioa City of Atacedon,confulting with himfelfe about his Afian en- 
terprife, he had feene in a vifiononce fo apparelled, who bid him boldly proceed, 
andtold him thatthe God whomheferued, would proteét bis aymy, and make

him Lordof the Perfias monarchy.Then hand inhand they entred the City, the 
High-Prieft conduéting him vnto the Temple,where hee facrificed vnto God ac- 
cordingto the manner ofthe Hebrewes: Iaddus expounding vito him thePro- 
phefies of Daniel, which foretold of his victories. From thence we proceeded vn 
tothehoufe of Saint Marke,of which an obfcure Churchin the cuftody of the 
Sortans doth retaine the memory. And beyond, we came tothe Churchof Saint 
Tames, ftanding in the place where he wasbeheaded,eretted by the Spaniards, to- 
gether with an Hofpitall, and now pofleft by the Armenians. This feene, we retur- 
ned tothe Couent. 3 

Theday following,we went out(asbefore)atthe port of Sion, Turning on the 
left hand along the wal, we were fhewed the place where Peter wept, whe he had 
denied our Saniour; dignified once with a Church,and whereof there now remai- 
neth fome part of the foundation. Right againft it,there is a pofterne in the wall, 
formerly called Port Efquiline;at which they bore forththe filth ofthe City. The 
foundation of this part of the wall is much more ancient, and muchmore ftrong 
then the reft; confifting ofblacke ftones of a mighty fize. Not farre beyond we 
crofled the valley of Jebofapbat, and mounted the Southend of mount Oliuet, by 
the way of Bethania.Hauing afcéded a good height, on the right handthey thew- 
edvs where /udashanged himfelfe(the ftumpe of the Sicamore,as they fay, noc 
long fince extant)being buriedin a Grotthac adioyneth. Neerer the top where 
Chrift curfed the fig tree, many there growing at this prefent. Defcending the 
Eaft fide of themountain,a little on the left hand,we came to adefolare Chappel,

Clofe vnder which lies Bethania (two miles | 
from ferufalem) now atottered village, inhabited by Arabians. In it the vaule 
where Chrift raifed Lazarus from death;{quare & deepe,defcended into by cer- | 
tainefteps. Aboue are two little Chappels,which hauein either ofthemanaltar: 5 
where ftood a ftately Church erected by Saint Helewa: and after that an Abbey, 
Queene AMilifend the foundrefle. A little North of Bethania, wecametothe ru- 
ines‘of a Monaftery, now leuell withthe floore,feated inthe place vnto which the | 
penitent Maryretired from thecorrnpting vanities of the City.Southward of | 
this; and not far off, {tood the houle of 4¢ertha,honoured likewife witha Temple, Wt 
andruinated ‘alike, Equally diftant from both, there isa ftone, whereon they fay 
that our Sauiour fate, when the two fifters intreated him to _reftore lite totheir Hi 
brother now foure daies buried. The Pilgrimethat breaks off a piece therofftands. t 
-xcommunicated,  Alittle aboue, there ig¢.atfountaine of excellent water, deepe 
{unk into the rocke,(by which we refrefhed our felues with prouifion brought 
With vs) calledthe Fountaine of the Apoftles. Now we afcended mount O/incza- 
gaine, by another way more inclining tothe North. Vponthe right hand,and not 
farfrom thetop, ftood Berhpbage, whofe very foundations are now confounded, 
from whence Chrift paft vnto Jerufalemin triumph vpon an Ailes colt: cuery 
Palme.funday by the Pater-guardianfuperftitioufly imicated. 

Herelooke we backe, and for a while furuey the high mountaipe Quvarantania 
thelow plaines of lerico, lordan, and the Dead fea: which we could not go to,by 
reafon of our tardy arriuall,the Pilgrims returning on the felfe-fame day that we 
came vnto Jeru(ale.A iourney vndertaken but once ayeere in regard of the charge, 
the paflengersbeing then guarded by a Sheck ofthe Arabians, to refift the wild 4a 
vabs;who almoft famifhed onthofe barren mountains (which they dare not huf- 
band for feare of furprizal)rob al that paffe, if inferior in ftrégth. Yetpaid we to- ne | 
wards that conduct,2.dollars apiece to the Sazziack.I haue{poken before of the ii 
riuer and lakethat devoureth-it,as muchas here heard, and what I haue read, thae 
difléteth not:the reft being fuch like ftuffeas the former, wherwith I haue already 
tired my felfe,& afflicted my Reader.I wiltherfore forbeare to deliuera particus 
lar report of that three daies Pilgrimage: onely thus much in generall. fordaz run- 
neth wel-nigh 30. miles from Jeru/falem;, the way thither by Bethania; made long 
and tronblefomeby the fteepe defcents andlabyrinthian windings; being to the 
indgement of the eye, notthe fourth of that diftance.

(a paued {quare, now a A¢abometan Oratory) and fuch like traditions, not much 
worthy the mentioning. So croffing the valley by the Sepulcher of theblefied 
Virgin, we entredthe Cicy at the gate of Saint Stenens returning thefame way (as 
the day before)to the Monafterie. ; topenayt 
Much ofthe day, and allthe night following we fpentinthe Church of the 
Sepulcher:they then concluding theceremonies,and folemnities of that Fieaftual. 
Thenext day we prepared for our departure. Weagreed with certaine Maccer 
menfo callthey their muliters) of Aleppo (who had brought. a Portagall hither 
with his.

We 
gane money to the Frier-feruants,and thatnot niggardly, confidering our light 
purfes and long iourney: whereof the Pater-guardian particularly enquired, left 
their vow of pouertythey fhould couetoufly infringe’( or rather perhaps defraud 
his defire) by retaining what was given, to theirprinate vies. A crime with ex- 
communicati punithed : yet that lefle feared, fuppofe,then detection. They vie 
to markethe armes of Pilgrims with the names of Jefus, Maria, lerufalems, Beth- 
Ichem, the Ierufalem Croffe,and fundry other characters; done in fuch manner 
as hath bene declared before. The Pater-guardian would needes thruft vpon vs {e- 
uerall Certificates, which returned him as many Zecbines. He defired that we 
would make their pouertie knowne,with the dignity of thoze fanctified places:as 
a motiueto reliefe,and more frequent Pilgrimages. | 
Leauing behind thofe friendly Zsalians that accompanicd vsfrom Caire ( being 
now alfo vpon their returneyon the firft of Aprill wedepartedfrom Terufalem:in 
the company of that Apothecary (now Knightofthe Sepulcher)and the Portugal 
before mentioned,together with an Alman anda French man: all bound for Tri- 
poly.

North of it, onanother, )with the remaines:of that Rama Sopbim(with more likeli- 
hood oftruth then the other) which was the habitation of Samuel: whofe bones 
are faid to haue beene tranflated vnto Con/ftitinople,by the Emperour Arcadius. Af- 
ter fouremiles riding we defcended into the valley of Terebinth: famous, though 
little, for the flaughter of Golias.A bridge here Crofleth the T orrent:ncere which 
are the ruines of anancient Monaftery;more worthy the obferuing for the grear- 
neffe of the ftones,then finenetie ofthe workmanship. Hauing rid foure miles fur- 
ther,they fhewed vs AZoden;the ancient feate of the Macchabces;toward the North, 
and feated onthe top ofanafpiriog hill,which yet fupporteth the reliques of a Ci- 
ty:whereof there hath fomething bin {poké already. Bey 6d,by the high-way fide 
there is another Monaftery, not altogether fubuerted: of late inhabited by fome 
ofthe Francifcans;who befet onenight by the Arabs, and not able to mafter their 
terror, quitted it the day following. About a ftones caftoff, their ftandeth a 
Church:now defolate; yet retaining the name of the Prophet Jeremy. But whe- 
ther here ftoodthat Anathoth or no,that challengeth his birth, lam ignorant. A- 
boutthtee miles further, we pafled by aplace called Sereth: where by certaine 
ruines there ftandetha pile like a broken tower,engrauen with Turks/b characters, 
vpon that fide which regardeth theway; erected asthey fay, by an Ottoman Em- 
perour. Now hauing for awhile defceaded, thofe'mountaines that neighbour the 
champion,we came to the ruines of anancient building, ouerlooking the level:

yet no leffe excelling incommodious fituation, then delicacy ofprofpeé. They 
call it,the houfe ofthe Good theefe, Perhaps fome Abbey erected inthat place; 
or Caftle here built to defend this paflage. Vpon the right hand there ftandetha 
handfome Mofque,euery way open,and {upported with pillars;the roofe flar,and 
charged onthe Eaft end with a cupolo, heretofore a Chriftian-chappell. This is 
ten miles from Rama, whither we came that night; and wet as we were, tooke y 
our lodgings.on the ground in the houfe of Sion: nothing that day befalline, faue 
the violencedone vs by certain Spahe,who tooke our wine from vs;and paiments 
of head-money in f{undry places, which was vnto vs neither chargeable nor trou- 
blefome. 
Not votill noone next day departed wefrom Rama: trauelling through amoft 
fruitful valley. The firft place we pafled by was Lydda,made famous by Saint Pe. 
ter:called after Déofpolis, that is the Citie of Jupiter,and deftroyed by Ceffivs. Here 
yet ftandetha Chriftian Temple, built,as they fay, by a King of England to the ho- 
nour of Saint Geerge:a Cappadocian by birth,aduanced inthe warres to the dignity 
of a Tribune,who after became a fouldier of Chrilt;& here is faid to hauefuffered 
Martyrdome vnder Dioctefian. Othersfay that there neuer was fuch a man, and 
thatthe ftory isno other thenan allegory.The Greekes haue thecuftody ofthis 
Church, who fhewa fcull, which they affirme to beSaint Georges. In the time of 
the Chriftiansit was the feate ofa Suffragan; now hardly a village. Eightmiles 
- from Rama ftands the Caftle of Augia, built like acaine, and keprby a {mall garri. 
fon. A little beyGd, the A¢uccermen would haue ftayd(which we would not fuffer, 
being then the beft time ofthe day for trauel)that they might by night haue auoy- 
dedthe next village, with the paiments there duc;where we werchardly intreated 
by the procurement of Attala,who holds correfpondency with the Adores of thofe 
quarters. They would not takeleffe then foute dollarsaman( when perhaps as 
many Madeins were but due)and that with much 1aingling. They fought occafion 
how to trouble vs; beating vs off our Mules, becaufe forfooth we did not lightro 
do homagetoa fort of halfe-clad rafcals;pulling the white Shah from the head of 
the Portugal/(wherby he well hoped to haue paft fora Tarke)his Ianizary looking 
on.Here detainedthey vs vntil two of the clock the next morning, without meate, 
without fleepe, couched onthe wet earth, and wafhed with raine, yet expectin 
worfe;& then fuffered vs to departe: Aftera while we entred agoodly forreft, fall 
oftalland delightful trees,intermixed with fruitfull and flowry lawnes.Perha ps 
the earth affoordeth not thelike;it cannota more pleafant. Hauing pafled this part 
of the wood (the reft inclining to the Weft,& then again extending tothe North) 
we inight difcouera number of {traggling tents;fome iuft in our way,andneere to 
the skirts of the forreft. Thefe were Spaheés belongingto the hoatt of Adorat Bafa 
then inthe confines of Perfia. They will take( efpecially from a Chriftianywhatfo- 
ever they like; and kindly they vfe him if he paffe without blowes: nor are their 
Commanders atall times free from their infolencies. To.auoid them, we ftrucke 
out of the way, and crofled the pregnant champion to the foote of the moun- 
taines,where for that day we repofed our felues. When it grew dark,we arofe;ins 
clining onthe left hand,and mingling after a while with a {mall Caruanof moores, 
we were inioyned to filence, & to ride without our hats, leaft we fhould be difcos 
-uered for Chriftians. The clouds fell downe in ftreames; and the pitchienight had 
‘bereftvs ofthe condus& of our eyes, had not the lightning affordeda terrible 
light And whé the raine intermittred,the aire appeared as if fulof{parkles of fire, 
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borne toand fro with the wind, by reafon of the infinite fwarmes of flies that do 
fhinc like giow-wormes:toa ftranger a ftrange fpedtacle. In the next wood we 
ourftript that Caruan, wherethe theeaifh Arabs had made fundry firessto which 
our foormen drew neer to liften,that we might paffe more fecurely. An houre 
afrer midnight the skie beganto cleare: when on the other fide of the wood we : 
feilamong certaine tents of Spabess; by whom we paft withas little noyfe as we fi | 
could, fecuredby their founder fleepings.Not farre beyond, thorow a large i 
glade, betweene two hils, we leifurely defcended forthe {pace of two houres (a 
correntrufhing downe onthe left hand of vs:) when not able longer to keepe the 
backs of our mules,we laid vsdowne inthe bottome, vndera plump of trees on | 
the farre fide of atorrent.With the Sunne wearofe,and found our felues at the eaft li | 
end,and North fide of mount Carmel. | | | 
Mount Carmel {tretcheth from Eaft to Weft, and hath his vttermoft bafis 
wafht with the fea;{teepeft towards the North,and ofan indifferent altitude:rich 4 
in Olives & vines when husbanded;and abounding with feuerall forts of fruites if 
and herbs, both medicinableand fragrant;though now much ouergrowne with. Ub 
woods & fhrubs of {weet fauour. Celebrated itis for the habitati6 of Elizs;whole 
houfe was after his death conuerted into a Synagogue: where Oracles, itis frid, 
were giuen by God;scalled by Suetonius, The God Carmelus:;whole words arethefe | 
intreating of Vefpafian: In {ndea confulting with the Oracle of the God Carmelus, the 
Oracle aljured him, that what(oener he vndertooke fhould be fuccesfull. Where then | 
was nothing moreto be feene then an altar. From hence proceeded the Order of | 
the Frier Carmelites, as fucceflorto the children of the Prophets there left by E- 
dias. Who haa their beginning in the defarts of Syria,in the yeere 11 8 o:inftitured a 
by Almericus Bithop of Antioch;and faidto haue receiued their white habit from | 
our Lady: whom Albertus the Patriarch of ferufalem tranfported firft into Europe. 
There is yetto be feenethe remains of their Monaftery witha Temple dedicated 
tothe blefled Virgin: vnder whicha little Chappell or caue,the ancient dwelling | 
Of Elias. This siinherited by Achmet an Emer ofthe CArabiansswho after the anci- & 
ent cuftome of that Nation doth liue in tents, euen during the winter, although 
potieft of fundry conuenient houfes:whofe Signory ftretcheth tothe South and 
_ along the fhore. Within his preciné ftands the Caftle ofthe Perigvines, vpona 
cape almoft enuironed withthe fea, now called Tortora: buile by Raimond Earle 
of Tolifa for their berter {ecurity,and after fortified by the Templers.

Whereupon it was once 
more tran{ported by thofe winged porters, and fet inthe place where as now it 
ftandeth: neere to the AdriatickeSea,and not farre from Ancona,yet retaining the 
name of Lasvetta.

Agrippa there placed twolegi- 
ons; by whome, and his predeceflor Herod, it was greatly adorned: asafter with 
Chriftian Churches, and the fea of a Bifhop;being vnder the Metropolitan of Ty. 
rus. With the reft,ichath loft his beauty, but not his being;now ftored with mere 
chandize,and much frequented by forreiners. . 

But now returne we to Sédos, the moft ancient Citie of Phenicia: built, asfome 
write,by Sida y daughter of Belus; according to others,by Sidon the firtt borne of 
Canaan. Some do attribute the building thereof tothe Phenicians, who called it 
Sidon,in regard ofthe plenty of fish which frequentedthofe coafts:for siden fig- 
nifieth fifhin their language. In fame it contendeth with Tyrys,but exceedeth it 
in antiquitie, & ismore celebrated by the Ancient.The feate thereof is healthful]: 
pleafant and profitable: on theone fide walled with the fea,onthe other fide with 
the fruitfull mountaines thatliebefore Libanus:from whence fall many f{prings 
wherewith they onerflow their delicate orchards,(whieh abound with all variety 
of excellent fruits and when they lift exclude them. The making of Chriftall glai- 
fes was here firft inuented; made of the forefaid fand, brought hither beforeie 
would become fufable. Amongft others right famous, Sidon is honored withthe 
birth of Boetins and was an Epifcopallfea, taverns on the Archbifhopricke of 

“Tyrus. But this once ample Citie Hill fuffering with the often changes of thofe 
countries, is at this day contracted into narrow limits: and onely fhewes the 
foundations of her greatnefie; lying Eaftward of this that ftandeth, and onertha. 
dowed with olines.'Thereis nothing left ofantiquitic, butthe fuppofed Sepulcher 
of the Patriarke Zebulon, included within a little Chappell. amongft thoferuines: 
and held (efpecially by the Zewes)in great veneration. The towne now being is 
not worth our defcription;the wals neither faire nor of force. the hauen deca ed 
whenat beft butferuing for gallies.Atthc end ofthe Peir ftands a palery block 
houfe,furnifhed with {utable artillery. The Mofque, the Bainiay and Cane for 
Merchants, the onely buildings of note. 

The inhabitants are of fundry Nations and religions,goucrned by a fueceffion 
of Princes,whome they call Emers; defcended,as they fay,from the Drufesthe re- 
mainder of thofe Fve~ch men which were broughtinto thefe parts by Godfrey of 
Bullein, who driven into the monntaines aboue, and defending them{elues bythe 
aduantage of the place,could neuer beveterly deftroyedby the Saracens. Atlenoth 
they afforded them peace, and liberty ofreligion; conditionally that they wore 
the white Turbant,and paid fuch duties as the naturall fubie@. Butin tra@oftime 
they fell from the knowledge of Chrift:northroughly embracing the other,are 
indeed of neither. As for this Ewer,he was neuer knowneto pray, nor euer feene 
ina Mofque. His nameis Faccardine; {mall of ftature,but great in courageand.at- 
chieuements: about the age of forty; fabrill as afoxe, and nota little inclining to 
the Tyrant. He never commenceth battell,nor executeth any notable defigne 
without the confentof hismother. :

When eMorat Baffa(now principall 7izier) came firftto his go. » 5 ne 
uernment of Damajfco, he made him his, by his free entertainment and bounty; | 
which hath conuerted to his nofmall aduantage:of whomehe made vfe in his c6- i, a 
tention with Freckethe Emer of Balbec,by hisauthority ftrangled. After that he ae 
pickta quarrell with Jofeph Emer of Trypoly, and difpoffefthim of* Barwt, with the 
territories belonging thereunto;together with Gazar, abouttwelue miles beyond i 
it,a place by fituation inuincible. This Zofeph hated of his people for his exceffiue i! 
tyrannie,got tobe made Seidar of Damafco(which is General] of the Souldiery) i 
and by that power intended a reuenge. But inthe meane feafon Faccardine fackt j) 
Trypoly it {elfe,and forced the Emer to fly in a Venetian {hip vnto Cyprus:where a- 
gaine he imbarked ina French-man, and landed at the Caftle of the Peregrines, 
& thereby Achmet the Arabianformerly mentioned)entertained, he repaired to 
Dama(co, entred on hischarge,conuerting his whole {trength vpon the Sidonian, 
nowin the field, &ioyned with Ali Bafa his contederate.Ina plaine fome 8.miles | 
fhort of Damafco,the armies met; the Damaftens are foiled, and purfued tothe 
gates ofthe City:the conquerours lodge inthe fuburbs,whoare remoned by the 
force of an hundred & fifty thoufand su/ranies. This battell was fought about the 
midft of Nouember, in theyeere of our Lord 1606.Three moneths after a peace 
is concluded amongft them. But the fummer following, atorat the Great Vizier 
hauing ouerthrowne Ali Baffe of Aleppo,that valiant Rebell(who inthree maine 
battels withftood his whole forces; hauing fet vpan ordet of Sedemen in oppofi- 
tion ofthe Janizaries)they fought by manifold complaints to incenfe him againft ‘ 
the Emer of Sidon, as confederate with the traitor; which they vrged with gifts, | 
recciuedand loft:tor the old Bafa mindfull of the friendly offices donehim by the 
Emer, (corrupted al{o, as is thought, with great fummes ofmoney) not only not 
molefteth, but declareth hima good fubie@. Hauing till of late held goodcorre. 
{pondency withthe City and Garrifon of Damafco,they had made him Senéack 
ofSaphet. Now when according to the gouernment of Tarki¢, which once intwo 
orthree yeeres doth vfeto remoue the gouernors of Cities and Prouinces; and 
that another was fent by the Damafceus to fucceed him, he refufed to refigne it; 
notwithftanding tendring to the Teftadar or Treafurer the reuenue of that Sanzi- | 
ackry. This was the firft occafion oftheir quarrell. He gor fromthe improuident | 
Pefants the Caftle of Elkiffe, whichhe hath ftrongly fortified,and made the re= Mi | 
ceptacle of his Treafure: and the Caftle of Bauies from the sheck that ought it,by 
a wile; which ftandeth onahillby it felfe, and isindeede by nature inuincible. For 
the Emer in peaceable manner, pitching his tents. not far fromthe wall,was kind- | 
ly vifitedaad entertained by the Sheck:when defirous to fee it, heconducted him cn 
Vp, hauing not aboue twenty or thirty in his company, but thofe priuatly armed.’

Canis(which they call Celp)to the foot ofmount Carmel. In whieh the places of 
principall note, are Gazir, Barut, Sidon, Tyrus, Acre, Saffet (which was Fybcrias) 
Diar, Camar, Elkiffe, Banias, the2.headsof lorda,the lake Semochomtbis (now cal’d 
Houle)and fea of Tyberias, with the hot bath adioyning, Nazareth, Cana, and 
mount Tabor, Safferis the principal City,in whichthere abidea number of /ewes, 
who affect the place, inthat Zacob had his being thereabout before his going 
downe into Agypt. The Grand Signior doth often threaten his fubuerfion, which 
he puts off witha ieft,that he knowes that he wil not this yeere trouble him:whofe 
difpleafure is not{o mach prouoked by his incroching as by thereuealed intelli- 
gence which he holds withthe Florentine; whom he fufters to harbour within his 
hauen of Tyrus,(yetexcufing itasa place lying waft,and nottobe defended to 
comeafhorefor frefh-water,buyes of him vnderhand his prizes, and furnifheth 
him withneceflaries. Butdefignes ofa higher nature haue beene treated of be= 
tweene them, as is well knowne tocertaine merchantsimployedin that bufineffe, 
And Iam verily perfwaded,that if the occafion were laid hold of,and fre ely pur- 
fued by Chriftias, it would terribly fhake, ifnot vtterly confound the Oftansgn 
Empire. Itis faid fora certainty, that the Tarke will turne his whole forces vpon 
him the next Summer:and therefore more willingly condefcends toa peace with 
the Perfias.Butthe Emer is not muchtrerrified with the rumor/although he feekes 
to diuertthe tempeft by continuance of gifts, the fauour of his friends & profef- 
{ed integrity: for he nora little prefumeth of his inuincible forts, well ftored for 
a long warre;and aduantage of the mountaines:haning befides forty thoufand 
expert fouldiers in continuall pay;part of them Afoores, and part of them Chri- 
ftians; and ifthe worft fhould fall out, hath the fea to friend, and the Florentine, 
Andin fuch an exigent intendeth,as isthought,to make for Chriftendome,and 


_ there to purchafe fome Signiory:for the opinion is, that he hath a maffe of trea- 


fure, gathered by wiles and extortions, aswell from the Subiec, as from the 
forreiner.He hath coined of late anumber of counterfeit Dutch dollars, which he 
thrufteth away in payments,and offers inexchange tothe merchant: {o that no 
new Duch dollars, though neuer fo good, will now gocurrantin Sidon. He hath 
the fifth part of the increafe of all things, The Chriftians & Jewesdo pay for their 
heads two dollars apiece yeerely:and head mony heehath for all the cattell 
within his dominions. A feuere lufticer: te-edifies ruinous,and replants depopu- 
lated places;too {trong for his neighbors,and able to maintaine a defenfive warre 


_ with the T#rke:but that it istobe fufpected that his people would fall from him 


in regard of his tyranny. Now as for the merchants, (whoate forthe moft part 
Englith)they are entertained with all courtefic and freedome: they may trauell 
without danger with their purfes intheir hands,paying foreuftome but 3.inthe 
hundred. Yet thefe are but traines to allure chem, and difguife his voracity; for if 
a Factor dye,as if the owner and he his heire,he will feize onthe goods belonging 
to his Principals, and feeme to doé them a fauour in admitting ofa redemption 
voder the value: fothat they doe but labour for his harueft, and reape for his gar- 
ners: For fuch,and fuch-like eatings they generally intend to forfake his Coun- 
try. The merchandizes appropriate to this place are cottons, and filks, which here 
aremade in the Mulberry groues, in indifferent quantity.Orher commodities 
(which are many and not courfe) they fetch from Damajco;two dayes iourney 
from hence; interpofed with the fnow-topt mountaines of Antelibanus: fo excee-

ofan English merchant, perifhed by the way; the heatethen excefliue reate in 
the valleyeson both fides.

{eruing the City fo abundantly, that few houfes are withouttheir fountaines:and 


by little riuolets is let into their orchards,thé which the habitable earth affordeth 


not more delicate for excellency of fruires,& their varieties, Yer is this City fab, 
Jecttoboth the extremes of weather;rich in trades,and celebrated for excellent 
fxrtizans, We. were defirous to haue feene it,butwere aduifed not to aduenture, 
becaufe ofthe lawlefle Spabeis there then refiding in great numbers, The people a- 
Bout Sidon are greatly giuemtothe nourifhing of catrell, (hauing notwithftanding 
hot many )infomuch as beefe and vealeare {eldom here to be had, but when by 
chancethey do breaketheirlegs or otherwife mifearry. They fother them inthe 
Winter(forthey cut no graffe) with ftrawjand the leaues of trees, whereofmany 
do flourifh continually. | |

Tyrus waslaid to be built by Tyras the feuenth fon of saphes;ve-edified by Phas 
‘nix, madea Colony ofthe Sidonians,and after the Metropolis of Phenisia. The 
‘Citie wasconfecrated to Hercules,whole Prieft was Sichews.T he citizens famous 
for fundry excellencies and forreine plantations. Carthage emulous of Rome (who 
yeerely fent hither theirEmbafladors )Zeptis and tice do acknowledge them for 
‘their founders together with Gades.For,thinking thofe Streights to be the vtrer- 
moft bounds oftheearth,on Europe fide they placed that Citieand a Templevaro 
Hercules oathe oppofite fhore;called therupon the pillars of Hersales. |

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And nomaruell, fince their principall profeflion was merchandize, having ele- 
éted the fice thereof for that purpofe. For it ftood vpona rockie Hand, remoued 
feuen hundred paces fromthe Continent: the fhapethereofcircular, the building 
lofty, by nature and are impregnably fortified: foueraigne of the feas, andchiete 
for commerce thorowoutthe whole Vaiuerfe: whofe glory isdefcribed by Eze- 
biel, anddeftruction foretold;inflicted by Nebuchadwexzar, who is faid tohaue 
ioyned it firft to the Continent:but that paflage was foone after debolithed by af- 
faulting feas and induftry of the Tyréans, Yet feuenty yeeresthe Citie lay waft,and 
then re-edified, was ouerthrownagainetwo hundred yeeres after by Alexanders 
whofe vndefatigable perfeucrance made ali things poffible. For when the reft of 
Pheniciahad etaee their freedoms to his feruice,the Tyrians rather accepted of 
amitie then fubiection; who fent hima Crowne of gold, withplenty of prouifion: 
whith he thankfully receiued; & made knowne withall that he purpofed to facri- 
fice vito Hercwlesthe Patron of their Citie, and his aneeftor. The Embafladors 
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Lis.2 Tyrus. 215 
told him, that he might{o doinhis Temple in Paletyras. Whereat enraged:Yon 
contemne(quoth he) my armie of foote, for that you inhabite an Mand; but Lere lone 
will make it appeare that you ave of the Continent. They are difmifled, & he prouides 
for the aflault.Paletyrws aftoords him ftones,and Lrbasus timber. The South-wett 
winds,to whichit lay open;the profunditiethereof,and little fhew of much labor; 
makes the fouldier defperate. But reuenge re-inflamed theircourages by the refu- 
fall of peace (being prottered, leaft fo long a fiege fhould proue an impediment to 
their victories and {laughter of their Heralds, aggrauated with {coftes: That they 
fo glorious in armes, fhould now -beare burthens like affes; and demanding sf Alexan- 
der were greater thes Neptune. But whencontrary totheir expectations they faw 
the pile mount aboue the fuperficies of the, fea and fortified with towers of wood 
to defend allannoyances, they fired one of their greateft fhips, being full of com. 
buftible matter,which driving againft it,not onely caught hould ofthe towers, but 
of as much of the pile as furmounted the water;the fury of the fea fubuerting the 
remainder.His fecond attempt,they againe made fruitrate,whereupon he thought 
to haue defifted: but leaft he fhould impeach his fame, which fubdued more then 
his fword, and thatthis City might witnefle to the world that he wasto be with- 
{tood; once more he renewed hisenterprize, whichby the arriuall of his Nauy 
“was effected. After 7.months fiegethe City was taken and defaced, two thou- 
fand of the Citizens. crucified all along the fhore,thereft being put to the fword; 
faue thofe that were vnder-hand faued bythe Sidonians, thenferuing Alexander, 
and mindfull that both wereonce but one people. But Tyrus fhortly after ouer- 
came thefe calamities, and recouered both her former riches and beautie. That 
part whichioyned to the forced Ifthmos(which is not much more thena ftones 
cat ouer)being fortified with foure {trong walls fiue andtwenty foot thicke,ens 
tied thorow abulwarke, on each fide whereof ftood fix high towers, almoft 
conioyning to each other. On the South fidevpona rocke, and adherent, ftood 
the Caftle as inuincibleas ftately:the reft enuironed with a double wall, wella- 
dorned with turrets equally diftant.Onthe North fide lay the hauen, entred be- 
tweene two towers, and affording amoft fafe ftation. This City didiuftly boaft 
of her Purples, the beft ofall other, and taken herabout. A kind of fhel-fiflt, ha: 
uing in the midft ofhis iawes a certaine white veine, which contained thar preci- 
ous liquour:a die of foueraigne eftimation. The inuention thereofis afcribed ynto 
Hercules: who walking along the fhore witha damofel who he loued,by chance 
his dog had feized on one throwne vp by the fea, and fmerched his lips with the 
tincture: which fhee admiring, refufed to be his, vntill he had brought her a gar- 
ment of that colour; who not long afteraccomplifhed it, This bloud, together 
with the opened veines were ftilled ina veflel ofleade, drawne throw a Limbeck 
with the vapour ofa littleboiling water. The tongue ofa Purple is about the 
Jength of a finger, fo fharpeand hard, that hecan open therewiththe fhell of an 
oifter;which was the caufe of their taking. For the fifhermen did: bait their weeles 
therewith, which they fuffered to finkeintothe bottome of the fea:when the Pur- 
plesrepairing thereunto,did thruft their rongus between the ofiess, and pricking 
che gaping oifters(kept for that purpofe long out ofthe water)where by the fuddé 
clozings of their fhels retained;who could neither draw them vntothem,nor ap- 
proach fo neer as to open them. They gathered together in the firft of the fpring, 
and were no where to be found at the rifing of the Dog-ftarre. The fifher-mery 
ftroue totake them. aline:for with their lines they caft vpthat'tinéture. Ep

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lour'did differ according tothe coafts which they frequented: on the coafts of 
Africa vefembling a violet,or the fea when enraged; neere Tyrusa_ rofe,or rather 
our fcarlet, which name doth feemeto bederiued from them,for Zyrus was cal- 
led sarin that built vpon a rocke, which gaue aname vnto Syria(as the one at 
this day Sur; and the other Suria) by the Arabians (they pronouncing /cap for 
fan, and fear: for far) and the fifh was likewife named Sar, or Scar rather in their

The excellencie of the double die, being light vpon through defect,of the for. 
mer. But the Purple is now no more to be had: either extinat inkind, or becaufe 
the places of their frequenting arenow pofleft by the barbarous A¢abometans.Af- 
ter the aforefaid reftauration, Tyrus preferued her dignity for thefpace of nine © 
hundred yeeres remaining for fix hundred thereof in the Chriftians pofleffion: 
a confederate with the Romanes, and for her faith vntothem,endued with theim- 
munities of their City. When the Chriftian religio grew powerfull in thefe parts, 
it was the f{eate_of an Archbifhop;next in precedency vntothe Patriarch of Jer#e 
falem :fourteene Bifhopricks being vnder her Primacy ,viz. Porphjra, Acon, Satep- 
$4,Sidon,Cafarea Philippi, Beritus, Biblis,Betrus, Tripoly, Orthofiay_A rcbisys Aradus, 
Tortofa, and Matadea.In the yeere of our Lord 636.it became a thrall tothe Sara- 
cens. Baldwin the f{econd,foure hundred forty foure yeeres after, deliuered it from 
that yoake,aflifted by the Venetian nauic.It was then deuided into three portions; 
two allotted tothe King of Jerufalens,and the third to the Yenetéans: And was re- 
ftoredto her Archiepifcopall fea, but not vnto all her inferiour Bifhopricks:thofe 
onthe North of the riuer of Cavis being then {ubiectto the Patriarke of Ayzioch. 
After this with admirable valour they repulfed theaffaults of Saladéne,then Lord 
of Iury.But inthe yeere 1289.it was fubdued by the Aigyptian AMahometans,and 
from them by the Ottoman Selymus. Butthis once famous Tyras,is now no other 
then anheape of ruines; yet haue they a reverent refpect;and do inftru¢t the pen- 
fiue beholder withtheir exemplary frailty. It hath 2.harbors,that on the Nortlr 
fide the faireft,and beft rhorowoutall the Lenant,(which the Curfours enter at 
their pleafure)the other choaked with the decayes of the City. The Emer of Sidon 
hath given ir with the adiacentsterritories to his brother for a pofleflion; compre- 
hending fix miles-of the Continentin length; twoin breadth,andin fome places 
three. A leuell naturally fertill, burnow neglected:watered with pleafant {prings, 
heretofore abounding wich fugar canes,and all variety of fruitetrees, en

Within night we came vnto certaine tents that were pitched inthofe marithes, 
belonging to the Emers brothers feruants,; who. there paftured’ their horfes. 
where by a Moletto the Mafter of his horfe¢whofe fifter he had mattied) we Were 
curteoufly entertained. The next morning after two or three houers riding, we 
afcended the highand woody mountaines of Saron, which ftretch with intermit-. 
ted valleys, vnto the fea of Galile, and here hauetheir white cliffes waht wich the 
furges; (called Capo Biasco by the marriner:) frequented (though forfaken by men ) 
with Leopards, Bores, Taccalls, and fitch like fauage inhabitants. This paflage is 
both dangerous and difficult, neighbouted by the precipitating cliffe, and made 
by the labout of man:yet recompencing the trouble with fragrant fauours ;bayes, 
rofemary miarioram,hyfope,and thelike there growing in abundance. They fay, 
that of late athiefe,purfued on all fides, atid defperate of his fafety, (for rarely are 
offences here pardoned) leaptfrom the top into the Sea; and fwum vato T9115, 
which is feucn miles diftant: who for the ftrangenefle of the fa was forgiuen b 
the Emer.A little beyond we paffed by aruinous fort, called Scandarone of Alex. 
ander the builder; here built to defend this paflage: much of the foundation o« 
uet-growne with ofiers and weedes, being nourithed by a fj pring that falleth from 
thence into the Sea. A Afoore not long fince was here affailed by a Leopard, that 
feulkt inthe aforefaid thicketsand iumping vpon him, overthrew him from his 
affe:but the beaft hauing wet his feet,and mift of his hold, retired as afhamed 
Without further violence. Withina day or two after he drew cOpany together to 
haue hunted him:but found him dead ofa wound recieved fr6 a Bore. The higheg 
mountaines now comming fhort.of the fea, do leauea narrow level! between. Vp- 
onthe left hand ona high round hill, we fawtwo folitary pillars,to which fome of 
vs rid,in hope to haue {eene fomething ofantiquityswhere we fod divers others 
laid along with the halfe buried foundation ofan ample building. A mile beyond 
we came toa fort maintained by afmall garifon of Afcores,to prohibite thar 
paffage ifneed fhould require, and tofecure thetraueller fromthieues: a place 
heretofore vnpalable by reafon of their out-rages, The fouldiers acquainted with 
our merchants, frecly entertained vs,and made vs good cheare according to their 
manner of diet: which was requited with the prefent of alittle Tobacco,by them 
greedily affected. They alfo remittedour Caphar; vfing to make foure dollarsa- 
pciec of the ftranger Chriftians. From hence afcending the more eminent part of 
the tockie and naked mountaines,which here againe thruftinto the Sea, (called in 
times pat the Tyrian ladder) by along and fteepe defcent we defcended into the 
valley of Acre.Diuerfe little hils being here and there difperféd,crowned with ru- 
ines (the couerts for theeues) and many villages on the skirts of the bordering.

Thither faid to be driuenin regard of the fertilicy of the foile, or beaftly lufts of 
the people; who to purchafe portions fortheir danghters,accuftomed to pro- 
fAitute them onthe fhore vnto ftrangers: an offering befides held acceptable to 
their goddeffe of vicioufneffe. Some write that Cyprus was fonamed of the Cy- 
preffetrees that grew therein.Others of Cyrus, who builtin it the ancient Citie of 
Apbrodifia, but grofly: for Cyrus liued fixe hundred yeeres aftet Homer, who hath 
vVfed that name:but more probable of Cryptus, the more ancient name;in that often 
concealed:by the farges.It ftretcheth from Eaft vnto Weft in forme ofa fleece,

This City was afterwards called Conftantia:but defiroyedby the Zewes in the daies 
ofthe Emperor Traian, and finally by:the Saracens inthe reigne of Heraclins. yp- 
onthe ruinesthereof,the famous Famagofia was erected by king Costa,as they fay, 
the father of S. Katharine, Eternizedinfameby the vafortunate valour of the pe. 
netians,and their auxiliary forces,vnder the command of Sigzior Bragadino; who 
with incredible fortitude withftood the furious affaults, made by the populous 
army of Se/ymusthe fecond,conduedby Mu/lapha:and after furrendred it Vpon 
honourable conditions, infringed by the periured and execrable Ba/vz. Who en- 
tertaining athis tent with counterfeit kindaeffe the principal ofthem, fiuddenly 
picking a quatrel,caufed them all to be murdered,the Gouernor excepted, whom 
he referued for more exquifite torments. For hauing cut of his cares, & exhibited 
him by carrying-ofearth on his backto 9 derifio- of the Infidels, he finally fley’d 
hint aliue, & {tuffing his skin with chaffe, commanded itto be hung at the maine 
yard of his Galley. Famagoftais{eated in a plaine, between two promontories:in 
forme welnigh quadrangular, whereof two parts are wafht withthe Sea, indiffe- 
rent ftrong, && containing two miles in circumference, It ftandeth almoft oppo- 
fite vnto Trzpolyy hauing ahauen whichopeneth South-caft; the mouth thereof 
being ftreightned withtworockes which defend it from the weather. There was 
Saint Barnaby borne, there fuffered martyrdome vnder Nero,and there buried: to 
whom the Cathedrall Church was dedicated. This greatly ruined City isyet the 
ftrongeftinthe Tand, the feate ofthe Zan%iacke: who was’ late put istofuch an 
affright vpon the approach of the Florestine Ships, that he fully purpofed, as is 
credbly scported,tohane furrendred itvpon their landing. But they( perhaps

The aforefaid région of S4- 
lamina(whichlye:h onthe Eaft of the Ilandy contained alfo the celebrated Cities 
of Aphrodifinm, Tamaffus abounding with Vitriol,and Verdigreafe, Arfinoe, Ida- 
lium, andthe neighbouring groues fo chanted of; the Olympian Prom ontory 
(where Venus had her Temple, into which it was lawfull for no woman to enter) 
with the hill onthe oppofite Pedafium,{quare on the top like atable,and facred vn- 
to her, as all the aforenamed. Inthe territory of Lapathia comprehending the 
North part,where once ftood Tremitus, inthe heart almoft of the Iland,& midft 
ofa goodly plaine ftands the late regall City of 2¢scofiascircular in forme,and fiue 
milesincircumference;not yeelding in beauty (before defaced by the Turk)vnto 
the principallCities of Jea/y: taken by theaforefaid Atuftapha onthe g.of Seprem- 
ber, inthe yeere 1570.with ati vncredible flaughter, and death of Dandalus the 
vnwarlike Gouernor. The chiefe ofthe prifoncrs,and richeft {poiles,he caufed to 
be imbarquedin two tall thips,and a greate Gallion, fora prefentto fend ynto Se- 
/yzeus: whena noble and beautifull Lady, preferring an honourable death, be- 
fore alifewhich would proue fo repleat with flauery, and hared proftitutions.fer 
fire oncertain barrels of powder, which. not onely ‘tore in pieces the veffels that 
carried her,but burnt the other fo low,thatthe fea devoured their reliques. The 
Franks haue their factours ‘refident in Nicofias partly. inhabited by the ancient 
Greek-Cypriots, and partly by Turks and Moores. The buildings are low, flat-rooft 
the entrances little, for the moft part afcended by ftaires for the more difficult en.

made in imitation ofthatin Aigspt,as aforefaid. But no traét therof remained inthe 
dates of Pliny although at this day the inhabitan:s vadertakero fhew 1 vato ftraa- 
gers. For betweene where once ftood Gortyna, and Guoffss,atthe foore of Mda,vn- 
der the ground are many Meanders hewne out of the rocke,now turniag this way, 
and now that way: in fo much thatic-is not without a conductour to be entred, 
which you are to hire at the adioyning village. I haue heard an Eno lith merchane 
fay (who hathfeen it)that it was fo intricate & vatt thata guide which vfed to fhew 
it vato others for twenty yeeres together, loft himfelfe therein, and was neuer 
more heard of. Within are little rurrets. which ouer-looke the walls that make the 
deuifions, in many places not reaching to therop. But by moft this is thought to 
hauebene buta quarrie where they had the ftone that built both Gao/f/us,and Ger- 
tyna;being forced to feaue fuch wallesfor the fupport ofthe roofe,and by follow- 
ing of the veines to make it fo intricate. Aetellus firft made the Cretans ftoope ta 
the Romans. After they were vnder the Greeke Emperours, vntill Baldwin the La- 
tine Empereor of Conflantinople beftowed the Iland vp6 Bonz face Marquis of 5 Sib 
errate 
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farrato:who fold it to the Venetians inthe yeere 1 194. But inthe time of Duke 
Dandalus they rebelled, and were againe in the yecre 1343 .reduced totheit obez 
dience. So remaine they at this day: the Greekes being permitted the free exercife 
oftheir religion ,by whom it is forthe moft part inhabited. And although in many 
things they imitatethe Veverians,yet ftillretaine they their old vices; Liers, ewill 
beajtflow bellies; whereof formerly vpbraided by Saint Paa/; out of their Poet E- 
pimenides. They ftill exercife fhooting; wherein throughout all ages they haucex- 
celled:

The country people 
do dance with their bowes ready bent on their armes, their quiuers hanging on 
their backes, and their {wordsby their fides, imitating therein their anceftors,(a 
cuftome alfo amongft the Lacedemontans) called by them Pyrricha:and as of old, 
fo vfe they to fing in their dancings; and reply to one another. The better fort of 
men are apparelled like the Venetians, andfoarethe women; whe feldome ftir a= 
broad; except it be to Church, but in the night time. The common people are clo- 
thed likethe Greekes of Simo,of whom we haue {poken :the women onely wearing 
loofe veiles ontheir heads; their brefts and fhoulders perpetually naked, and died 
by the Sunne into alothfome tawnie. 
Now out of fight of Candie, the windes both flacke and contrary, we ‘were 
forced to beare Northward of our courfe,vntill we came within:view of Zant; 
where our Mafter purpofed to put in (fince we could not fhorten our way,)to 
furnifh the fhip with frefh water and other prouifions.But anon wedifcouer fiue 
failes making towards vs,and imagining them to be men of warre, made all 
things readie for defence. Whento our better comfort, they proued all Englifh; 
and bound for England; with whom we conforted:they hauing fupplyed our ne- 
ceflities. Their names were, the Alithia (Admirall,)the Centaure(Vice-admirall, ) 
the Delight, the Blefsing, and a fhip of Plsmmoenth (called (it forget not) the Zona- 
than. Two daies after(the winds now fomething more friendly)the Admiral gaue 
chafetoa little fhip which we fuppofeda Pirat,who left her courfe,& fledbefore 
the wind: fo that without too muchexpence of time he could not approach her, 
We paft by the South fide of Sicéléa,and left alta on the left hand:when out of 
hope to be fet afhore(for it was the purpofe of our Merchant before he met with 
th<fe conforts, to haue touched at Me/sina(&\fadded with the apprehenfion of fo 
tedious a voyage, onthe fudden the wind came about, andblowing fiercely Welt 
and by North,did all the night following exercife his fury. W hereby our fhips ra- 
ther lofing then gaining oftheir way ,and exceedingly tofled,the weather not like. 
ly to alter, they refolued to put into Malta. So onthe fecond of Iune being Sune 
day,we entred the hauen that lies onthe Baft fide of the City of Valetta;which we 
falated with eighteene piecesof Ordnance.But we were notfuffered to comeinto 
the Citie, (though euery fhip had aneat Patent tofhew that thofe places from 
whence they came were free fromthe infection)nor fuffered to depart when the 
Wind blew faire;which was within a day or two after.For } galliesofthe Religion 
were then fetring forth,to make fome atcempt vpon Barbarie;& the reafon ofthe 
reftraint was,left beingtaken by the Pirats, or touching vpon occafion at Tipo.

face intofo many formes, and with {uch antick gefturesftaredvpon me. Thefe 
two did {preada Turky. carpet onthe rock,andon that atable-cloth,which they 
furnifhed with varietie of the choiceft viands. Anon another arriued, which feta 
_Gallantafhore with his two Amarofaes, attired like Nymphs, with lutes in their 
hands, full ofdifport & forcery.For little would they fuffer him to eate,but what, 
he receiued with his mouth from their fingers . Somtimesthe one would play on 
the lute, whileft the other fang, and laid his headin her lap; their falfe cies logking 
vpon him, asif their hearts were troubled with paffions. The attending Hags had 
no finall part inthe Comedy, adminiftring matter of mirth with their ridiculous 
moppings.

* Malta doth lie in the Lybien fea, ei betweene Tripolis of Barbarie; and the 
South-caft angle of Sscilias diftant an hundred fourfeore and ten miles from the 
one, and threefcorefrom the other. It containeth threefcore milés in Circuitsand 
wascalled formerly Afelitajof the abundice of hony.Ai country altogether ch#= 
pion,being no other thena rocke couered ouer with earth, but two feete deepe 
<=  wherethedeepeft; haning fewtrees burfich as beate fruité, whereof ofall forts 
, plentifully furnifhed. So that their wood they haue from Sicilia: yet thereis 4 
kind of great Thiftle,which together with cow-dung ferues the countty people 
for fuell; who needenotmuchina Clime fo exceeding hote; hotter by much thé 
any other which is feared in that fame parallell: yet fometimes temperated by thé 
comfortable windes,to which it lies open.Riuers heré até none, but fundry founs 
taines. The foyle produceth fo graine but barley. Bread made of it;and oliues, is 
the villagers ordinary diet: and with the ftraw they fuftaine their cattéll. Commin 
feed, Anis feedand hony they haue here in abundance, whereofthey make mer- 
chandize:and an indifferent quantity of cotton woll;but that thebeft of all oi 
thet. The inhabitants die more. with age then difeafes.and heretofore were répus 
ted fortunate for their excellency in arts & curious weauings. They were at firft 4 
Colony of the Phenicians,whoexercifing merchandize as tat as the great Ocean, 
betooke themfelucs to this Harid,and by the commodity of the haven,attained to 
much riches and honor:(whoyet retaine fome print ofthe Pasicke language. yet 
fo,that they now differ not much from the Morefco:) and built inthe midft thereof 
the City of Aelita,(now called old Malta)giuing ot taking a name from the-T- 
land. Now whether it came into the hands of Spaine with the kingdome of Siei- 
4a, or wonne from the Moores by their {words (probableboth by theit language, 
and that it belongeth to Africayl am ignorant: butby Charlesthe fifth it was o%- 
uento the Knights of Rhodes,as appeareth by (Maninus of 7 tina,exhorting Philip 
the fecond to relieue them.

This order of Knight-hood receiued their denomination from Jobn the charita- 
ble Patriarch of Alexandria;though vowed to Saint-tobn Baptistas their Patron, 
Their firft feate was the hofpitall of Saint Jobain Jerufalem( whereupon they were 
called Knight-hofpitallers )built by one Gerrard,at fuch timeas the Holy land be- 
came famous by the firceffefull expeditions ofthe Chriftians: who drew diners 
worthy perfons into that fociety -approued by Pope Gelafius the fecond. They by 
the allowance of Hozorins the fecond, wore garméts ofblack,figned with a white 
crofle. Raymond the firft Mafter of the Order did amplifie their Canons; inftiling 
himfelfe, The peore fervant of Chrift, and@uardian of the Ho(pitall in Jerufalem. In 
cucry country throughout Chriftendome they had Hofpitals, & reuenues affig- 
acd them, with contributions procured by Pope Immecent the fecond. They were 
tyed by their vowesto entertain all Pilgrims with fingular humanity:to fafegard 
their 
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their paflages from theeues. atid incurfions, and valiantly to facrifice their lives in 
defence of that country.Butthe Chriftians being driuen out of Syréa,the Knights 
had the Rhodes affigned them by the Greek Emperor, (others fay by Clement the 
fifthywhich they wonne fromthe Twrke, and loftagaiaas aforefaid:retiring from 
thence vnto Aalta. There areof them here feuen Alberges er Seminaries: one 
of France in generall,one of Averne, one of Prouince, one of Caffile,one of _Ara- 
gon,one of Italy, one of Almany:and an eightthere was of England, vntill by Henry 
the eighth diffolued with what iuftice I know not. Yetis there one that fupplyeth 
the place in theelection of the Great Mafter,Ofeuery onethere isa Grand Prior, 
who liues in great reputation in his country, & orders the affaires of their Order. 
Saint Johns without Smithfield was in times paft the manfion ofthe Grand Prior 
of England.An Jri(h manliuing ia Naples and receiuing alarge penfion fromthe 
King of Spain, now beareth that title: thofethat come for the Order, are to bring 
ateftimony oftheir gentry for fixe defcents; which is to beexamined,and appro- 
ued by the Knights of their Nation: and is firft to remaine herea yeere for a proe 
bation. Nor are women exempted from that dignity; admitted by a ftarute 
made inthe Mafterfhip of Hugo Rewelus. Perhaps forthat one W4gnis, a noble 
Lady was the Author, asthey affirme,of their Order: but that therebce any 
now ofit, is more then I could be informed. The ceremonies vfed in knighting 


“arethefe: Firft, carryinginhis hand ataper of white wax, he kneeleth before 


the Altar, clothed ina long loofe garment, and defireth the Order of the Ordi- 
nary. Then, in the name ofthe Father, the Sonne, ‘andthe Holy Ghoft, hee re- 
ceiueth af{word, therewith to defend the Catholike Church; ta repulfe and van- 
quifh the enemy, to relieue the .opprefled, if need fhould beeto expofe him- 
felfe vnto death for the Faith,andall by the power of the Croffe, which by the 
croffe hilt is defigured. Then ts he girt.with a belt,and thrice ftrooke on the fhou- 
ders with his fword, to put him in mind;that forthe honor of Chrift he is cheere- 
fully.to fuffer whatfoeuer is grienous: who taking it of him, thrife flouritheth it 
aloftas a prouokement tothe aduerfary,and fo fheathesitagaine;hauing wiped 
it firft on hisarme,to teftifiethat thenceforth he wil liue vndefiledly. Then he that 
giues him Knighthood, laying his hand on his fhouldier, dothexhort him to be 
vigilant in the faith, and to afpire vnto true honour by couragious and laudable 
actions, &c. Which done,two Knights do put onhis {purres:guilt;to fignifiethar 
he fhould {purne gold as dirt, not to doe what were ignoble for reward. And {fo 
goes he to Maffe with the taper in his hand; the workes of pictie,hofpitalitie,and 
redemption of Captities, being commended vato him, told alfo of what he was 
to performein regard of his Order. Then is asked ifhe bea freeman, ifnot ioyned 
in matrimony, if vauowed to another Order, or not of any profeffions and ithe 
be refolued toliue among them,to reuenge theiriniuries, and quit the autho- 
rity of fecular magiftracy ?Hauing an{wered therunto,vpon the receipt of the Sa- 
crament he vowes inthisorder: I vow to the Almighty God, tothe Virgin Marte, 
bis immaculate mother, and to Saint lohn Baptift,perpetually,by the helpe of God,to be 
truely obedient to all my fuperiours, appointed by God and this Order: to line without 

any thing of mine owne,and withall to line chasily. Whereuponhe ts made a partaker 

oftheir priuiledges,and indulgences, granted vntothé by the Sea of Rome. Befides 

other prayers, they arecommanded tofay ahtidredand fifty Pater-nofters daily 

for {uch as haue been flaine in their warres. They weare ribands about their necks 

with brouches of the Crofle,;and cloakes ofblacke with large white croffes {ce 

ese i x rf ae thereinto’ 
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thereinto on the fhoulder,of fine linnen:but in time of warre,they Weare crimfor 
mandilions,behind and before fo croffed, ouertheir armour. They come hither 
exceeding young, thatthey may the fooner attaine toa commendum at home, 
(whereof many be of great value) not gorby fanour bur fignioritie; and are to 
liue here for the {pace of fine yecres(butnot neceflarily together )and togoeon 
foure expeditions. If one ofthem be conuicted of acapitall crime, heis firft pub. 
likely difgraded in the Church of S. Johawhere he received his Knight-hood; 
then ftrangled,and throwne after into the fea inthe night-time. Euery Nation do 
feed by themfelucs in their {cuerall Alberges,and fit at the table like Friers:but 
{uchasvpon fuite do get leancto eate apart, haue fixty crownes allowedthem by 
the Religion yeerely;as all haue fiueand twenty apiece for apparell. There are. 
here refident about fiue hundred, being not to depart Without leaue:and as many 
more difperfed thorow Chriftendome;who hither repaire vpon eueryfummons 
or notice ofinuafion. The Religion is their gencrall heire wherefoeuerthey dye: 


~ onely each Knight may difpofe ofa fifth part ofhis fubftance. Therebe fixteene of 


them counfellors of State,and of principallauthority, called Great Croffes:who 
weare tippets,and coats alfo vnder their cloaks,that be figned therewith. Of thefe 
arethe Martiall, the Mafter of the Hofpitall,the Admirall, the Chancellour, &c, 
When one doth dye, another is elected by the Great Mafter and his Knights, who 
gine their voices(if I forget notyby bullets; as do the Venetians; whereby both en- 
uy, & faction isauoided. Nowif the GreatMafter fall fick they willfufféy no ver. 
{ell togo out of the hauen, vntill hebe either recoucred ordead, andanotherele- 
éted-leitthe Popefhould intrude into the election, which they challengeto be 
theirs and isin this manner performed.) The feuerall Nations cle@ two Knights 
apiece of their owne, andtwoare elected:for the Englifh: from amongft them- 
ielues thefe fixteene choofe eight,and thofe eight do nominate a Knight,a Prieft, 
and a Frier-feruant(who alfo-weares armes)& they three choofe the Great Ma- 
fter, out ofthe fixteene Great Crofles.Fhisman isa Pickard borne, about the 
age of fixtic, and hath gouerned eight yeeres. His name and title, The luftrious 
cr moft renerent Prince my Lord Frier Alofius of Wigutan-court, Great Mafter of the 
Hofpitallof Saint Iohas of Ierufalem: Prince of Malta,and Goza. For albeita Frier, 
(as the reft of the Knights(yetis he an abfolure Soueraigne, and is brauely atren- 
ded on by anumber of gallant yong Gentlemen. The Clergie do weare the cog- 
nizance ofthe Order: who are fubiect tolike lawes,except in military matters. 
Thereare fixty villages iache Iland,vnderthe command often Captaines.and 
foure Cities.Old Malta is feated(as hath been faid before) inthe midft ofthe I- 
land vpona hill, and formed likea fcutchion; held ofno great importance, yer 
kept by agarrifon. In it there is a Grot,wherethey fay Saint Paw/ lay when he fuf- 
fered {hipwracke,of great devotion among{ftthem.The refined ftone thereofthey 
caft into little medals, with the effigies of Saint Paul onthe one fide,anda Viperon 
the other, Agnus Deis & the like:of w* they vent ftoretothe forreiner, They fay, 
that being dranke in wine, it doth cure the venime of ferpents:and withall, though 
therebe many ferpents inthe Iland, that they haue not the power of hurting,al- 
though handled,and angred, bereft oftheir venimeeuer fince the being hereof 
the Apoftle. The other three Cities (if they may all be fo termed)areabout eight 
miles diftant; and notmuch withoutamusket fhot cach of other; neere the Baft-

end,and on the North fide of the Hand:wherethere is adouble hauen deuided by 
a tongue of rocke, which extendeth no further(then the conueniently large en. 
trance. The Eaft hauen refembleth thehorne ofa Stag, the firft branch(as the 
palme)affording anexcellent harbor for the greateftfhips, andthe fecond fot 
Gallies; the reft are fhallow.Clofe to the vppermoft top there isa Fountaine of 
frefh water which plentifully furnifheth all veflels that doenter.On thetp ofthe 
forefaid tongue ftood the ftrong Caftell of Saint Hermes, the firft that the Turke 
befieged:which after many furious aflaults, twenty thoufad Cannon fhot(whofe 
horrible rorings were heardto Adfefsina) and the loffe of ten thoufand liues,they 
tooke inthe yeere 15 65, inthe moneth ofIune;burto the greater glory ofthe van- 
quifhed, that loffe rather inraging then dif-heartening the remainder.

Nowvpon the point of the Promontory which lies between thefe two branches 
ofthe haven where the fhipsand gallies haue their ftations, ona ficepe rocke 
ftands the Caftle of Saint Angelo,whole ftrégth appeared in fruftrating thofe vio- 
lent batteries(being next befieged by Y Turkeywhereofit yet beareth the {carres. 
Atthe foote of the rocke are certaine Cannons planted,that front the mouth of 
the hané. This Caftle is onely diuided by atrenchcutthorow the rocke,from the 
Burgo:a little Citie which poffeffeth the reft of that promontory;being alla rocke 

hewne hollow within, for their better defence, & difioyned by a great deepe d hich 


from the land. South of this,and onthe Next Promontor 


y,ftands another towne, 


which is called La J/u/a:onthe point therof there isa platforme; and at the other 
end theftrong fort of Saint AZichael;yet inferior in ftrégthto that of Saint Angelo. 
Here remember we the pictie of acMahometan; dcf{cended no doubt of Chriftian 
parentage, and fauouring our religion-whoin thetime of the ftri@eft fiege, and 
{malleft comfort tothe befieged, leapt into the fea, and maugre all the fhot thar 
was madeat him, fwam to this fort: where firft requiring and receiuing baptifme 

he made knowne vnto them thefecrets ofthe enemie,aduifed how to fruftrare 
their purpofes, and brauely thruft himfelfe forward in euery extremitie.But the 


Knights of the Order affifting one anotherb 


y their proper valour, fo nobly beha- 


ucd themfelues,that the Turke beganto defpaire of {uccefle: and vpon the rumo. 
red approach of the Chriftian fuccours (which in the beft conftruétion by theo- 
uercircum{pect Vice-roy of Sicilia had bin dangeroufly protracted) imbarqued 
themfelues and departed. Bur all, fauing Burgo and Saint cAneelo, reduced into 
powder, and the returne of the Tarke diftrufted, it was propounded amongit the 
Knights,a to bandon the land, rather then vainly to repaire,and endeuour tode- 
fend thofe lamentable ruines;the aduerfaries vnequall power;and backward aide 
of the Chriftian Princes confidered.Butittoo much concerned the ftate of Chri- 
ftendome, (efpecially ofthe countries confining )it being as it were both the key 
and bulwarke thereof,to haue it fo forfaken: In fo much that the Pope,the Floren. 
tine,& the reft ofthe Princes of Jtaly,cneouraged them to ftay;affifting them with 
money,and all neceffary prouifion.Butefpecially the King of Spaiz;who ouerand 
aboue did fend them three thoufand Pionefs, leuied inthe kingdomeof Waples 


and Sicilia, torepaire their old fortrefles, and begina new City vponthat 
of land which diuideth the two hauens:now almoftabfolutely finifhed.

This is called the City of Ya/etta,in the honour of lohn de Yaletta, whothen was 
Great Mafter. Not great,but faire, exactly contriued,and ftrong aboue all other: 
mounted aloft,and no whereaffaileable by land,but at the South end. The walls 
ofthe reft do ioyne to the vpright rocke,as if of one peece,and are beaten Vpon 
by the fea, That towards the land, is but a narow Ifthmos, where the rocke doth 


hatu- 
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naturally rife: the ditch without, hewnedowne exceeding broad and of an incre- 
dible profunditie: ftrongly flankt, & not wanting what fortification can do. This 
way openeth the onely gate of the City, (the other two, whereof one leadeth to 
Saint Hermes, andthe other tothe Eaft hauen, being but {mall pofternes:) and 
hard within are two great bulwarkes,plated on the top with Ordnance, Atthe o- 
cher end (but withoutthe wall) ftands the Caftle of Saint Hermes, now ftronger 
then ever: whereof(as of that of Saint Angelo) no French man canbe Gouernour. 
Almoft euety where there are platforms on the wals,well ftored with Ordnance. 
The walls on theinfide are not aboue fix foot high, vnimbatrald, and fheluing on 
the outfide:the buildings thorowout a good diftance off,bothto leaueroome for 
the fouldier,and tofecurethem from battery. Neerethe Southend,and on the 
Welt fide,there isa great pit hewne into the rock; out of which there is a port cut 
vnderthe wallinto the Weft hanen: intended (for yet vnfinifhed)to haue beene 
made an Arfenall for their gallies;that harbor being too fhallow for fhips:a work 
ofgreat difficultie. The market place is {pacious;out of which the ftreets do point 
on the Rotid. The buildings for the moft part vniform,all of free ftone,rwo ftories 
high, & flat at the top: the vpper roomes of moft hauing out-tarratfes. The Gr at 
Matters Palaceis a princely ftructure; hauing a tower which ouer-looketh the 
whole Iland. The chamber where they ficin councell, is curioufly painted with 
their fights by fea & by land;both forrein & defenfiue.The feuen Alberges of the 
Knights, be ofno meanebuilding;among ft whom the Citie is quartered. Magni- 
ficent isthe Church of Saint Pasl,and that of Saint Johas: theonethe feat of a 
Bishop, and the other ofa Prior. And Saint Johns Hofpitall doth merit regard, 
not enly for the building, but for the entertainmentthere giué:for all that fall fick 
areadmitted thereunto. The Knights théfeluestherelodge,when hurt or difeafed; 
where they haue phyficke for the body,and for the foule alfo(fuch as they giue.) 
The attendants many, the beds ouerfpredwith faire canopies; euery fortnight 
hauing change of linnen.Serued they are by the iunior Knights in filuer: & euery 
Friday by the Great Mafter,accompanied withthe great crofies.A feruice obli- 
ged vnto from thefirft inftirution; andthereupon called Knight-hofpitallers. 
The Iefuites haue of late creptinto the Citie, who now hauea Colledge a buil- 
ding. Here béealfo three Nunneries: the one for Virgins, another for penitent 
whores,(ofimpenitent here are ftore) and the third fortheir baftards. 

The barrenneffe of this Ile is fupplyed with the fertilitie of s#cilia,from whence 
they haue their prouifion. The Citie is vidtualled for three yeeresskept vnder the 
eround, & fupplied with new as they {pend of the old. They haue fome freth wa- 
ter fountaines, and the raine that falleth they referue in cifterns. Befides the 
Knights and their dependants, the Citizens and Tanders be within the mufter of 
their forces;in which there are not of liuing foules abouetwenty thoufand. They 
keepe a court of guard nightly:and almoft euery minute of the night the watch of 
one fort giuestwo or three knolles witha beli,webis anfweted by y other in or- 
der. The Religion hath onely fiue Gallics,and ftinted they are,as I haue heard, to 
that number, (if more,they belong vnto priuate men)and but one fhip. The cu- 
ftome is, orhath bin hauing hung outa flagge, to lend mony to all commers that 
would dice it:ifthey win, to repay itwith aduantage; if lofe,to ferue vntill their 
entertainment amounted to that f{umme.Now the expeditids that they make, are 
little better then for bootie:fometimes landing in the night time on the maine of 
Africa,& {urprizing fome village; or pane along the coafts, they take pie 
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234. eA alta. Sicilia. Draw 
{mall barks, which disburdened of their lading and people, they fuffer to hull with 
the weather.For they make good profit of their flauess either imploying them in 
their drudgcries (they hauing at this inftant aboue fifteene hundred ofthem) or 
by putting themto ranfome. For euer and anon.you fhall hauealittle boat witha 
flag of treatie,come either from Tripoly, Tunis, or Algetys,to agrec for the redemp- 
tion of captiues: as dothe Afaltefesto thofe places who are ferued withthe fame 
meafure. During my abode here, there arriued a bark, brought in by eight Englith 
men,who had for along time ferued the Turkith pirates of Tvnis:they boundfor 
Algeérs, tooke weapons in hand,and drouerhe diftruftlefle Tarkes(being twice as 
many) into the fterne, kept there by two, whilft the other dreffed the failes for 
Malta.. Amongftthem.there was one, who faying he would never be flaue toa: 
Chriftian, ftript himfelfe fecretly propping vp his gowne,and laying his Tarbanit 
vpon it, as if ftill there, and dropt into the fea. But the deceiter was decciued by: 
the high land which feemed neerer then it was;,and fo wearied with {wimming,, 
funk in their fights. The Inquifition would hauefeized both on their perfonsiand: 
purchafe, becaufe they had {erued the Infidels: bur they were protected by the 
Great Mafter (being defirous to ferue him)who will noc fuffer their cruelanrho= 
ritie to enter the new Citie;fo thatthey are faine to refide in Bargo, 

The Maltefes are little leffe rawnie then the c%oores, efpecially thofe of the: 

country; who go halfe clad, and are indeed amiferable people: butthe Citizen's 
are altogether Frenchified; the Great Mafter, and maior part ofthe Knights be - 
ing Frenchmen. The women wearelong blacke ftoles, wherwiththey couer thei r 
faces(for itis agreat reproch ro be feene otherwifeywhoconuerfenot with meia- 
and are guarded according to the manner of/saly. But theicalons are better fec y- 
ted, by the number ofallowed curtizans (for the moft part Greciansywho fir ple.y- 
ing intheir doores on in{truments; and withthe art oftheir eyes inucigle th efe 
continent by vow, but contrary in practice;asif chaftitie were onely violated; by 
mariage. They here ftir early and late, inregard of theimmoderate hear,and f] cep 
atnoone day. Theirmarkersthey.keepeon Sundayes. 

Now were the gallies returned with indifferent fuccefle;and yermy fay yeas 
proroged by the approching feftiuall of their Patron: for vntill that was paft; no 
boate would ftir out ofthe harbour. ‘The Palace, Temples, Al berges and other 
principall houfes were ftuck round on the outfide with lampes the cuening be- 
fore: and amongft other folemnities, they honored the day wich the difcha: se of 
all theirartillery.

Fiue great ones were made 
inthe court of the Palace; whereof the firft was kindled by the Great Mafter,the 
fecond by the Bifhop, the third by the Prior, the fourth and fifth by the Marthall 
and Admirall,On the foure & twentieth of une I departed from A¢afta ina Pha- 
lucco of Naplessrowed by fiue,and not twice fo big as a wherrysyet will-the fora 
{pacekeepe way witha galley.They vie co fet forthin fuch boates as thefe, two 
houres before Sunfer: and ifthey difcouera {ufpected faile betweenethat & nicht 
(forthe Turkes continually lie there in waite) do returne againe; if: net,they pro- 
ceed;and by the next morning(as aow did we)reach the coaft of Sieilia.

Sainft heauen:receiuing that name from the forme of their beuers, the fight being 
round, and therefore fained ro haune-hadbut one eye,andthat inthe forehead. 
Their bones in fundry places digged vp,and at this day to be {eene,do ginea fuffi- 
cientteftimony oftheir Gyant-like proportions. They haue yet an annnall feaft at 
Mifena, where they carry about the ftatue oftwo Giants of both fex in proceffi- 
on. This race extinguifhed,the Sicanz fucceeded;a people of Spaiz,fo named of the 
riuer Sicoris in Catalonia, now Agua nauall, : 
pba ic emai non vitimus Not leaft of the H efper ian Sreames. 
who were expulfed by the Siculs,a people of Liguria,& both defcended from one 
original. A fter which the Grecias fent hither their Colonies;building fundry mari- 
times, cities, & incorporated théfelues withthe inhabitants. To omit their feuerall 
warres,and celebrated Tyrants; at length Sicé/ia hauing relinquifhed the Romane 
amity, to take part with Hanébal,was by Marcellus reduced into the forme ofa 
Pronince;and fo held euer after (though not without fiindry defections) bythe 
Romane and Greek Emperours,vatillit became a prey vnto the Goths in the yeere 
485.together with Italy:whoaboutfeuenty yeres after were expulfed out of both 
by Bellifariusand Narfétes Lieftenants tothe Emperor Zuffinian. Long after it fell 
intothe hands ofthe Saraceas,by the treal6 of Exphemins a Prince of the people, 
Who hauing ftolne away acertaine beautifull Nun,and being purfued by Tuftice, 
fled into Africa to the Saracen A miratypromifing to deliuer him the Iland,fo that 
he would make him King ofthe fame,and to pay a great tribute yeerely:which by 
his affiftance he effected. But vengeance did {wiftly follow:for pafling thorow s/- 
cilia in {tate, & approching neere vnto Syracafe, two brethren of that City vpona 
fudden motion confpiring his death, and going out withthe reftto meerehim, 
as the infinuating Tyrat bowed his body tocuery priuate faluter, the one ofthem 
caught him by the haire, whileft the other ftroke his head from his fhoulders, 
Sogot the Saracens the foucraignty, and for twohundred yeeres kept it, Arthe 
end of which time,they were expulted by the Normans,conducted by Count Ro. 
ger. Him Simon fucceeded,who not long out-liuing his father, left his Stare to his 
brother afecond Reger: whom Pope Janocent the fecond by force of armes would 
haue difpoffeft; alledging it tobe the patrimony of Saint Peter. Buthetooke both 
him and his Cardinals prifoners. Meane whilea new Pope was elected at Rome: 
who to winne Count Roger tohis faction,gaue him the title of King (as he had the 
poffeffion)of both the Sicilias.Willsans fucceeded Rogerthe fecond,whom Adrian 
thefourth excommunicated, for withholding the goods of the Church, i dif- 
| charged 
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charged his fubiects of their featly:who reconciled,receiued the Crown as from 
him, and fromthattime forward Sicilia was called Saint Peters patrimony .Him 
fucceeded William the fecond: who left behind him onc onely daughter ‘called 
Conflantias and {heea Nun. Whereupon Clement the third attempted by armes 
to haue feized onthe Iland. But Tancred the bafe fonne of King Roger (elected 
King by the Nobles) repulfed him. What force could not,his fucceffor Celeftine 
thought to compafle by a wile: who getting Constantia out of the Nunnery, and 
difpenfing with her vow, did marry her vnto the Emperour Henry the fou rth:vp- 
oncondition that hefhould pay ayeerely penfion for the fame, and hold it in 
chief of the papacy:who fhortly after became Lord of the whole.It were tedious 
to relate how oft( and in what fhorttime)they gaue it from one to another: like 
the ball of Difcord, taken vp with much Chriftian bloud-fhed.At length Clemen: 
the fourth did giue it from C&radine,vnto Charlesof Anion the French Kings bro- 
ther; betraying Conradine tothe flaughter, who was ouercomeneere Naples in 
mortall battell,and his head ftricken off by Clements appointment. So fell the Ger. 
mans: and {o rifethe Freach men to the kingdome of Naples and both the Sicilia. 
But here fome feuenteenc yceres after they were bid toa biteer banquersall flainc 
at the tole of abell throughout the whole Iand;w¢t is calledto this day the Sici- 


_ 4ian Buen-fong.A inft reward (if iaftice will countenance fo bloudiea defigne) for 


their intolerable infolencies. The author of this maffacre was John de Prochita, 
fometime feraantto AManfroy,their late flaine King. Don Pedro King of Aargon, 
had married Confantiathe onely daughter of Manfroy. In whofe right (although 
Manfrey was a baftard, a patricide, and vfurper)hee entred Sicilia in this tumult, 
whereunto he was priuily,and was crowned King by the general corifent of the si. 
cilians: itcontinuiug inthe houfe of C4ragoavntill vnited to Castile.So it remai- 
neth fubiect vnto. Spaine: and is goucrned by a Viceroy vnder the Spanifh Coun- 
cell for Ztaly; which confifteth of three Spaniards, and three Italians, the Con- 
{table of Ca/tile being Prefident. Who by the Kingsallowance, doe inftitute Go. 
uernours, Iudges,Commanders; and difpofe of titles and dignities, Sicilia yeelds 
to the coficrs of Spaine yeerely fixe hundredthoufand Ducats;fome fay, a mil- 
lion: but thar and more drawne backe againe in rewards and payments. There" 
is init by computation about a million of foules. Wee may coniecture ‘of their 
force by the army of Dox Garzia of Toledo, confifting of three thoufand horfe, & 
ten thoufand foot(and that raifed’but out of the South angle ofthe land) to de- 
fend the largeand vnfortified hauen of Aaguffa,ifthe Turke fhould haue there at- 
temptedto land,when he patfed by to the inuafion of aza/ta.But what was this, 
compared to that which we read of Déonyfins the elder, being but Lord of Syre- 
enfa only and the adioyning territories? who kept continually tenthoufand foor. 
men of his guard,as many horfemen,and‘foure hundred gallies. But now there are 
but eight maintained about the whole Iland. The fummit of the lefler hilles,are 
crowned with towhes, and the coats befet with watch-towers throughout; the 
feas being feldome free from the Turki/h Pirats of Africa. 
The Sicilsans are quicke-witted, and pleafant:Epicharmus ofthat Nationbeing 
the firft inuenter of Comedies, and Theocritus of Pattoral Eglogs:

A people greedy of honour,yet giuen to eafe and delightstal- 
katiue, meddlefome, diffentious, iealous,and mC They haue their come 
modities fetcht from them by forreiners,and withallthe profit:who trafick little 
abroad; and are(though feated in the midft of the feayvnexpert nauigators,So fit 
pinely idle, that they {ell their fugar, as extracted from the cane,to the Venetians; 
and buy what they {pend ofthem again, when they haue refined ir. The Duke of 
Ofuna isnow Vice-roy,who keepes his Court at Palermo, the ancient feate ofthe 
Sicilian Kings; {tiled the Happy, for the delightfull ficuation: now adorned with 
goodly buildings, and frequented by ftudents. It is feated on the North fide of 
the Iand, hauing naturally noPort, yet one lately made bya mighty Peere:a 
workcof great expence,and no {maladmiration. This Vice-roy hath well purged 
the country of Bandities by patdoning of one fory bringing in or death of ano.. 
ther: whodid exceedingly, and yet dotoo much intett ir, Befides, the vp-land in. 
habitants are fo inhofpitable to ftrangers,that berweenthem both,thereis no trae 
yelling by land withouta ftrong guard; whoroband murder whomfoeuer the 
can conueniently lay hold on. Their Religiois Romith(yerare they not fo few 
as ten thoufand whe are ofthe tolerated Greeke Church.) Palermo, Mefsina,and 
Mont-royall, haue their Archbifhops . The Bifhopsof U4 Srigentine,Mazara, and 
Afalta, being ynder the firft:the fecond hath Pati, cefaledi,and Leparé: the third 
Syracufa.s The Bithop of Catania is vnder none ofthem. There be inthis Tand 7, 
Princes, foure Dukes,thirteene Marquefles, fourteene Earles, one Vicount,and 
eightand forty Barons. The chiefe oftheancient Sicilian Nobility attend in the 
Court of Spaie:a courfe of life,rather politickely commanded,then elected; * 
Tune 25. hauing compatled Cape Paffaro, defended by a ftrong fortreffe noe 
long fince erected,we rowed clofe ynderthe Cliffe called Adwro del Porco,(in that 
thofe blacke rocks do refemble thefnowts of {wine)where {tore of Tunny is ta- 
ken, A fifhthatis bred(as hath bin {aid before)in the lake of Meotis,but groweth | 
vnto his greatnes in the Ocean: when about the midft of May they returne again

andfo isin my iudgement; in tafte fomething refembling flefh,asin colourand 
foliditie. I haue read or heard how certaine Merchants being bound to ferue the 
Freach army atthe fiege of Naples; with {omany tun of Tunny, and notableto 
performe it:heating of a late tought battell in Barbary, repaired to the place,and 
{upplyed the quantity with mans flefh dreft inthe fame manner: which proued fo 
ouer-higha feeding (moft eafily conuerting into the like) that their bodies brake 
forthintolorhfome vlcers; and from that infeétion the difeafe that taketh from 
them the name (not knowne before in our parts of the world ) was introduced a= 
mongft vs. And Sealiger in his181.Exercife vpon Cardan, and the 19, feGion. 
doth alfo affirme,that it proceeded not originally from the impurity of women, 
but from contaction; andthatthe Spaniards did firft tran{port thefe rare wares 
fromthe Indians: as commonamoneft them as the meafels amongtft vs and equal- 
ly contagious. Which feemethtoconfirme the former affertion;they hauing bin 
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Man-eaters for the moft part. No Tunny is fuffered to. be fold at Vewice,vnlefle 
firft difcaskt,and fearchtto the bottome. The {tory goes,how the Genoaes hauing 
feizedonapart of Venice, & driuenthe Venetians into their houfes;a woman run- 
ning toa window to beltoldthetumult,by chace threw downeamortarof brafle, 

which lighting vpon the head of thetr Geaerall, . ftrucke him dead to the earth. 
Whereupon difcomforted, the Gevoaes retired in fuch haft, that they lefta num- 
ber oftheir men behindthem;who fanedthemfelues for atime by mingling with 
the Venetians; being not tobe deftinguifhed by habite, language, fauour, nor be- 
hauiour..Atlength al generally were commanded to afcendanhigh tower:where 
(not vnlike as the Gileadites {erued the Ephramites)a fheep being fet before them, 
they were compelledto name it. So being diftinguifhed (the name differing in 
their dialect)they were throwne downe headlong. The Genoaes hauing: after ta- 
ken certaine of their gallies, wherein were the prime of their Gétry;in reuenge of 
that cruelty, caufed them to be cutin pieces, and dreft like Tunny; nailing their 
hands to the bottome with fcedules of tinne containing their names,and fo fent it 
thither tobe fold: who bought,and almoft had deuouredit all, before it was dif- 
couered.ButI haue this onelyby relation.Still winding with the fhore,we entred 
at kength the hauen of Syracu/a; and cogether with the Sunne, made anend of thar 
dayes journey. | 

Archias not daring toreturne vnto Corinth,hauing vanaturally abufed a youth 

ofhoneft behauiour,imbarqued himfelfe with certaine Corinthians and Doriane, 

and came together with Aty/celus voto Delphes to contult with the Oracle.De- 

manded by Apollo, whether it were riches or{aniry that they affected: Aty/cellus 

faid fanity, and Archias riches. Whereupon hecommanded the one to ereét Cro. 

tena, andthe other Syracufa: which he did.inthe fecond yeere ofthe fecond O- 

Iympiad. Where they in fhorttime grew fo wealthy by the fertilitte ofthe foule, 

and benefit of the hauen: thatit became a prouerbiall {coffe vato the too fumptu- 

ous, that they werenot worth theriches of Syracufe. Archias {laine by Telephus, 


whom he had formerly defiled; the Citizens conuerted the gouernment into an 


Ariftocracie.But the Nobles by-alaw that they had made,as tealous that fome of 
them fhould haue affected thetyranny, exiled one another:fothat the commons 
affumed the gouernment. After, to accord a dangerous fedition,they chofe Gelon 
for their Tyrant,inthe ycere ofthe world 34.74.Hierowlucceeded Gelon the good; 
his crueltie tempered by the inftructions of Pindarus and Simonides. Thrafibulus 
his fucceffor was expulfed by the Syracsfans for his oppreffion; & the State again 
reduced into a Democracy:vntll threefcore yeeres after it was viurped by Diony- 
fiws;a. man admirably valiant. Diony/ius his fonne fuccceded as execrably vicious, 
(although both the hearers of Platoywho ouerthrown by Doz and Timolion,was 
{ent vnto Corinth, where he lined in great pouerty. So recouered the Syracufians 
their liberty;but hadnot cnioyed it aboue twenty yeeres,when Agathocles(a man 
of a bafe originall)did makethem {toopeto a cruell fubiection. He dead, and after 
much civil] diffention,they make choice of Hieren the fecond of that name; moft 
beautifull in body and as beautifull in mind, whofe profperous gouernment lafted 
fifty yecres; being ever a friend tothe Romenes.Hieronymes his fon,within fifteene 
moncetlis after the death of his farher,was flain by his guard. Now as forthe Syra- 
crfians, although fubie& themfelues to thefe Tyrants;yet were they the mafters of 
others -and when free,deliuered many from the feruitude of the Barbarous. Me- 
morable are the fights which they had with the Arbewtans and Carthaginians:

But Augu/fus Cefar fent hither a Colony,and rebuilt a great part of that which lies 
next to Ortygia, with the Ileit felfe:-whereon now there ftandetha ftrong Caftle 
pofleffing the whole compatfle ofthe Iand;denided by adeepe trench(but notby 
the fea)from the reft of the Citie. The Citie it felfe is ftrogly walled,(theh which 
heretofore there was nothing more goodly )not farre remoued onboth fides fr6 
thefea: the point whereon it doth ftand being but narrow towards the Weit,and 
fo maketh by land a difficult approch: without whichare the ruines of the old Ci- 
tie. The principall gate is onthe South-fide,and neere the Welt end,ounet which is

The buildings of the Citie are an- 
cient, the inhabitants graue,and their women all hid vnderlong black ftoles, 
not vnlike the Aalzefes. The Winter is heere moft temperate,noday fo tempe- 
ftuous as affoordeth not fome Sun-fhine:but againe they are affliGed with the in- | 
- falubrious heate ofthe Summer. Yet in the hoteft feafoncoole fprings gufh out of ae 
the rocke (not to {peake againe of Arathu/a)both within the walles of the Citie; if 
-and without;and that fo neere vnto thefea,that the faledoth mingle withthe frefh | 
vponeuery motion. Notwithftanding thereis along ancient Aquaduct, which 
conueyeth waters from the neerer mountaines (yet reaching fhort of the Citie) 
wherewith the Citieis principally furnifhed.

The lower parts are luxurioufly fruitfull;the middle 
wooddy,the vpper rockie,fteepe,and almoft couered with {now-yet fmoking in 
the midift like many-conioyning chimnies,& vomitingintermitted fames,thouch 
not but by nightto be difcerned,as if heat ahd cold had left their contentions, and

T he Romaues made it their refuge in the Sicilian W arresagaintt the Carthaginians, 
with whomit Rood and fell,as did the whole Lland. It is teated onthe Weit fide 
and South end (which is the botcome)ofa bay, hauing behind it high hils, where. 
ofitafcenderh a part,ftrongly walled,and fortified about with bulwarks, greater 
or lefle,aceording to the places neceffiry. Vponthe Welt fide,and high mounted 
aboucir,ftands a {trong Ciradel,which commandeth the whole City manned by 
agarrif6 of Spaniards. South-wetft of it a fortrefie is motited onthe top ofa higher 
hill. And onthe top ofanother towards the South,is the Caftleof Genfage: both 
without the walls. The City is garnifhed with beautifull buildings, both publike 
and p inate. Venus, Neptume,Caftor,and Pollux had here their Temples ; whofe ru- 
ines are now the foundation of Chriftians Churches. Diuers ancient ftatues are 
here yetto be feene. Throughout the City there are fountaines of frefh water: 
and towardsthe Northend, theruinesofanold Aquaduct. Inthat end which 
turnes to the Eaft,about the bortome of the bay, where the City is flender, and 
free from concourfe of people, ftands the Vice-royes Palace, of no meane buil:

She was fained to be thedaughter of Phorows, begotten on the Nymph Cretheide - 
being Circes riuallinthe loue of Glaucus. By whom preferred, the enuious witch 
infected this place with weeds and inchantments: when Scyllaentring hereintoto 
bathe, was transformed intotnat monftrous refemblance.

But Scylla 
ishow withourdanger. the current atthis day not fetting vpon ic. And wonder I

for fuch was his pietie;he being Lord ofthem. He taught at firft the vfe of the 
fuile;and by obferuing ofthe fire and {moke that afcended from thofe Ilands,(for 
heretofore they all ofthem flamed)prognofticated of ftormesto come,and there- 
fore was Called the Soueraigne of the winds. Of thefethere were feuen (but now 
are eleuen) almoft ofan equall magnitude. Yet Léparia is the greateft (being ten 
miles incircuite)asalfo the moft famous;to whichthe other werefubiect; fruit- 
full,& abounding with bitumen,fulphur,and allume,hauing alfo hot baths,much 
frequented by the difeafed.In the yere 154.4.it was depopulated by the T#ré:bue 
Charles the fifth replanted it with Spaniards,and fortified the place. The fire here 
went out about anage ago, hauing (as isto be fuppofedyconfumed the matter thar 
fed it.Wulcano and Strombolo(of which we will ohely fpeak) do now onely burne. 
Yulcano receiueththat name from his nature,confecrated formerly to Vulcan,and 
called his manfion.It is faid but firftro haue appeared aboue water,about the time — 
that Seipio Africanas died. AbarrenIland, ftony, andvninhabited, It had three 
tunnels whereat it cuaporated fire;but now hath but one:out of which it {moketh 
continually ,andcafts out ftones with a horrible roaring Inthe yeerebf our Lord 
1444. onthe fifth of February, it flamed fo abundantly, and flung forth fireand 
ftones with fuch ati hideous noyfe,that not only the reft of the Ilads, but alfo sici- 
lia trembled thereat.Perhaps the laftblazesfor now flame itdothnet, burrerai- 
neth the reftofhisterrors. Now Strombolo,called formerly Strongyle, of the ro- 
tundity thereof (for all isno other then a high round mountaine) doth burne al- 
moft continually at the top like a Beacon,and exceeding cleerelysfothatby night 
it is tobe difcerned a wonderfull way. ‘Thefe places(and fuch likeyare commion- 
ly affirmed by the Romane Catholickesto bethe iawes of hell: & that within, the 
damned foules are tormented. It was told meat Naples by a countrymanof ours, 
and anold pentioner of the Popes, who was a youth in the dayes of King Henry, 
that it was then generally bruited thorowout England , that mafter Grefham,'a 
merchant fetting faile from Palermo, where there then dwelt one Anthonio called 
the Rich,who at onetime had2.kingdomes morgaged vnto him by the King of 
Spaine:being crofled by contrary winds, was conftrained to anchor vader the lee 
of this Iland. Now about mid-day, whenfor certain houres it accuftomedly for-

bearethto flame,he afcended the mountaine with eight of the failers: and appro- 
ching as neere the vent asthey durft;amongft other noifes they heard a voice cr 
aloud,Difpatch,difpatch, the rich Amtoniois acoming. Terrified herewith they de- 
f{cended ; and anon the mountaine againe evaporated fire. But from {o difmall a 
place’ they made all the haft that they could: when the winds ftill thwarting their 
courfe,and defiring much to know more of this matter,they returned <6 Palermo, 
And forthwith enquiring of Amtonie,it was told them that he was dead; andcom- 
puting the time, did finde it to agree with the very inftantthat the voice was heard 
by them.Gre(ham reported this at his returne,to the King: and the mariners being 
called before him, confirmedby oaththe narration. In Grefhaw himfelfe; as this 
Gentleman faid (for Ino otherwife report it) it wrought fodeepe an impreffion, 
that he gaue oner all traffique-diftributing his goods, a part to his kinsfolke, and 
the reft to good vies, retaining onely acompetency for himfelfe: and fo {pent the 
reft of his life ina folitary deuotion. 

Allthe day following we ftaid at Scylla,the winds not fauouring vs. My Spani/h 
comrads were very harfhto me, (for inthefe parts they deteft the Englifh,& think 
vs not Chriftians but when vpon their demand told thé that I was no Lutheran, 
they exceeded on the other fide in their curtefie.One of thé had bin in the voiage 
of eighty eight; and would fay that it was not we, but the windes that ouerthrew 
them. Onthethird of Iuly we departed, and landed thar night at Aupage. Here- 
about (as throughout this part of Ca/abria)are great ftore of Tarantulas.a ferpene 
peculiar to this countrey;and taking that name from the City of Taventum. Some 
hold them to be of the kind of {piders, others of efftssbut they are greater théthe 
one,and leffe then the other, and (if that were a Tarantula which Ihaue feen) note 
ereatly refembling either.For the head of this was {mall,the legs flender & knoté 
tie,the body light, the tailefpiny, and the colour dun, intermixed with {pots ofa 
fullied white. They lurke in finkes and priuies, and abroad inthe flimy filth be- 
tweene furrowes; for which caufe the countrey people doe reape in bootes. The 
{ting is deadly, and the contrary operations thereof moft miraculous. For fome 
fo ftung, are {till oppreffed with a leaden“ceepe : ot hers are vexed with continued 
waking, fome fling vp and downe, and others areextreamely lazy. He {weats,a 
fecond vomits,athird runnes mad, Some weepe continually ,& fome laugh con- 
tinually, andthat is the moft vfuall. Infomuch that itis an ordinary faying to a 
man that is extraordinarily merry,that he hath been ftung by a Tarantula. Here- 
upon nota few haue thought,that there areas many kinds of Tarantula’s, as fe- 
uerall affections in the infected, Butas ouer-liberall cups do not work with all in 
one manner; but according to each mans nature, and conftitution ; {ome weepe, 
fome laugh, fome are tongue.tide, fom ealltongue, fome fleepe, fome leape ouer 
tables, fome kiffe,and {ome quarrel: euen{o itfalls out with thofe that are bitten, 
The merry,the mad,& otherwife actively difpofed,are cured by muficke;at leaft 
it isthe caufe, in that it incites them to dance indefatigably: for by labour, and 
{weate the poyfon is expelled. And muficke alfo by acertaine high excellencie 
hath been found by experience to ftirre inthe fad and drowfie fo ftrange an ala- 
critie,that they haue wearied the {pectators with continued dancing.In the mean 
time the paine hath aflwaged, the infection being driuen from the heart ; and the 
mind releafed of her fufferance. Ifthe muficke intermit,the maladie renewes, but 
againe continued,and it vanifheth. And obiects of wonder haue wrought the fame 
effects in the franticke. A Bifhopof this countrey pafling inthe high i : 
clothe 
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250 Caftilion. Paula, Lipiag 
clothed in red; onebitbya Tarantula, hooting thereat, fall a dancing about him. 
The, offended Bifhop commanded that he fhould be kept backe, and. made hafte 
away. Butthe people did inftantly intreate him to haue compaffion, of the poore 
diftreffed wretch,;who would forthwith die,vaolefle he ftood ftill,and fuffered him 
to continue inthatexercife. So fhame or importunity enforced himto ftay, vneill 
by dancing certaine houres together,the afflicted perfon became perfedlly cured. 
The fourth of uly we rowed again(t the wind,and could reach no further thé Cgu 
flilion; where the high-wrought feas detained vs the day following. Our churlith 
Oatt, becaufe we fent for fuch things to the towne whereof he had none,made vs 
alfo ferch our water from thence, it being a mile off:though he had in hishonfea 
plentifull fountaine. And Ithinkethere are not that profefle Chrift, amore vineinil 
people then the vulgar Calabrians.Ouer land there is no trauelling withoutaflured 
pillage, and hardly to beauoided murders although all that you haueabout you 
(and that they know it)benot worth a Dollar, Whereforethe common pallageis 
by fea, inthis manner as we paflednow, Along the fhore there ate many of thefe 
Oftaries: but mo of the townes area good way remouced, and mounted onhils 
with not eafie acceffes. Diners {mall forts adioyneto the fea , and watch-towers 
thorowout. For the Turkes not feldome made incurfions by night: lurking inthe 
day time about thofe vninhabited lids. Vader thefe forts we nightly haled yp our 
boate-and fleptin our clothes onthe fand. And our fare waslitele better thenour 
lodging: Tunny,onions, cucumbers.and melons ibeing our ordinary viands. Nor 
but that we might haue had better:but the fouldiers were thriftie, and I was loth 
to exceed them. For there being but onely one houfeat aplace, they fold eucry 
thing,not according to the worth, but to the neceffitie of the buyer. But Mulber= 
ries we might gather, & cate of free coft: dangeroufly vawholefomeif not pulled 
fromthetrees before Sunne rife. Ofthem there are here euery where aninfinite 
number: infomuch that more filke ismadein Calabriathen befides in. all rrafe. 
And fromthe leaues of thofe that grow higher on the mountaines(for the Appe- 
mine ftretcheth along the mid{t of this countrey)they gather plenty of Manna, the 
beft of all other: which falls thereon lte.a dew in the nighttime. Hereacertaine 
Calabrian hearingthat I wasan Englifh aan, cameto me, and wouldneeds per- 
fwade me that I had infight in magicke:for that Earle Bothel was my countryman, 
wholiuesat Wapées, and isin thofe parts famous for fulpected .negromancie. He 
told me that he had treafure hidden in his houfe; the quantitie and qualitie fhewne 
him by aboy,vpon the coniuration ofa Knight of A¢alta: and offered to fhare it 
between vs, it Icouldhelpe him vatoit. But Lanfwered, thatin Englandwe were 
at defiance with the diuell,and that he would do nothing forvs, 

Onthefixt of Iuly we landed by noone before Paula; and afcended the towne 
high mounted ona mountaine. Here was Saint Franz borne,from whom the Or- 
der of the Minimsis deriued.A mile aboue,there is a Monaftery confecrated vnto 
him: where one of his teeth, which curethtooth-ach (ifyou will beleeue them) 
is to be feene, witha rib ofhis,his beard, his habit, & fandals, They fay at Mefsina, 
that being denied paflage by a fifherman, he {wam ouer the Phare on his gowne,. 
¢hauing firft petitioned heaué)& for that was caonized. The next day wetouched 
at Belvideresthenat Lifcare,whereof, Carolus Spinola is Prince,whofe elder brother 
was taken by the Turks. The confonancic ofthe names, or trechery of the people, 
haue authored the report that J/cariot was hereborne. Inthecoole of the euening 
we rowed to Paleneda.luly the 8.we crofled thebay of Salerne,of that ancient Gi- 
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Salerne.Promontory of Minerua.

But 
afterthat thefe ftudents had abufed their. gifts tothe colouring of wrongs, the 
corruption of manners,and fubuerfion of good gouernment; the Syrens were fai- 
ned to haue been transformed into monfters,and with their melody and blandifhe 
ments,to haue inticed the paflenger to his ruine: andfuchas came hither, confu- 
ming their patrimonies,and poifoning their vertues with riot & effeminacy.This 
Promontory is beautifully enriched with wines and fruits:of whofe pregaancie 
the City that now. {tands on the extent thereof,may feeme to be named.

We’paffed betweene this Cape and Capre;an land diftantthree miles fromthe 
fame: fmalland rocky, haning no hauen, nor conuenient ftation.Buttheayre is 
there mild, euen during the Winter; being deféded fromthe bitter North by the 
Surrentine mountains: andby the ‘Weft wind,to which it lies open;refrefhed in 
the Summer: poffeffing onalk fides the pleafure of thefea, and the delicate pro- 
{pects of Ve/unins, Naples, Cuma,and théadioyning Ilands. The Eheleboans did firlt 
inhabit it, fo called of Thelowtne father of Ocbalus: 


Nor (hall our verfé thee Ocbalus forget, 
Whom the Nymph Sebethis. to Thelonbore: 
Thelon then old the Crowne of Capra wore, 
And Theleboans rul'd 





whowere orriginally of Samas.Butwhen Auguflus. Cafarcameintothefe parts, it 
was inhabited by Grecians. And becaufean old faplefle tree did flourith afreth vp- 
onhis landing in the Iland,he would needs haue it ofthe Neapolitans,in exchange 
of maria: which from thenceforthhe varioufly beautified,and honoured with 
his retirements .But Tyberins made Capre by his cruelty and lufts, both infamous 
and vnhappy: whohither withdrawing from the affaires ofthe C6émon:wealth 

(for that the Iland was vnacceflable onallfides by reafon ofthe vpright cliffs,ex- 
ceptonely atone place, no man being fufferedtoland but vponefpecialliadmic- 
tance hence fent his mandates of death. In the meane time making ita very ftew 
of incredible beaftlineffe:which modefty will not fufferto relate .Info muchthar 
Capre was {tiled the Iland of fecret Lufts, and he Caprenens.His vfuallcompanions 
were Magicians and South-fayers: whereof the Satyrefpeaking of Seéanus,

The principall of thefe was Thrafylus;wh6 Tiberius intending onatime to thruft 
downe from the cliffeasthey walked together, in that he had failed in a former 
prediction,and perceiuing by his lookes that he was troubled in his mind,deman- 
dedthe caufe.Who replied,that by his art he fore-faw fome hardly to be auoy- 
ded danger to be ‘neere him:whereat Téberius amazed,altered his purpofe.A few 
yecres before his death, the Pharus there ftanding,and {poken of by Pampinins,

was throwne downe by an earthquake. Vnto this and they vfed to confine of: 
fenders:a cuftome that continuesto this day. Amongft other Grots hereis one 
that hathan entrance very obfcure, but leades into a lightfome caue: exceeding 
pleafant, by reafon of thewater cropping from on high. Aboutthe fhore there 
are divers ruines,{ufficient witnefles of the Romane magnificency.Here is 2 little 
City(whereof there isa Bifhop) ofthe name ofthe lland, hauinga ftrong for- 
trefle; 


























































fortreffe: fo feated,that by one alone it may be defended. And Avacapre,a towne 
erected ona higher rccke, mounted by a narrow fteepe and difficult paflage: yee 
the inhabirants by vfe,and with burthens on their backesafcend it with eafe.Be- 
fides thefe,towards the North are fundry ftraggIng habitations. ‘The inhabitants 
are generally fifhermenand fhip-wrights; being muchemployed about the nauy 
at Naples. In regard whereof they made a petition, that fuchas were banifhed 
and confined vnto this Iland,might not ftay in Amacapré by night;left they fhould 
force or corrupt their wiues in theirabféce, They areexempted fro all pay ments, 
permitted to weare armes, yetliuein great poverty, and are oftenat fea furprifed 
by Turkes, who lead them into feruitude. 

On the right hand we left Surrentum,{o called ofthe Syrens;which doth require 
a more large defcriptid then our breuity wil permit:deftroyed by Pial Ba//ainthe 
yeere 1558. when drawing neere vnto Naples, we threwall the bread that we had 
into the fea: twenty duckats being forfeited for euery loafe brought thither; for 
that they will hane the better vtterance fortheir owne. About noone,hauing run 
allthat morning before the winde,we arrined at Naples. : 

Of the time when the City was built,diuers authors do differ,notto be recon- 
ciled by reafon of the antiquity.Some fay,an hundred feuenry yeeres after the de. 
ftruction of Trey,others but twenty ,and others fay otherwife. No leffe difagree 
they concerning the builder, whercof the Neapeliten Poet,

But that ic was firft built by the inhabitants of Cumais the moft approued;and cal- 
led Parthenope(aname moft frequently giuen it by the Poets) of the Syren Parthe- 
nepe:who was here intombed vndera little hill. not farre from the hauen,called the 
Mountaine, divinely honoured by the Weapelitans;and where oracles were faid to 
be giuen: demolifhed after by an earth-quake.Of this Pampinzus,

Now whenthe City began exceedingly to flourifh,to the neglect and threatned 
defolation of Cuma;the Camans razedit tothe earth: for which being punifhed 
with a plague,they were admonifhed by an oracle ro rebuild it,and to offer facri- 
fice yeerely at thetombe of the Syren. Of that new edification it was called 2 ¢4- 
polis: but Strabo {aith,of the new inhabitants; who were Athenians, and other of 
the Greeke Natio. This City isnot onely the Metropolis of Campania,but Queene 
of the Picentines, Hirpines, Lucanians, Brutians, Calabrians, Salentines, Peucetians, 
Samnites, Vefinians,Ferentanisns,and Dausians.Her throne is anfwerable to her

dignity: placed vnder a{miling heauen,ina rich, and flourifhing foyle. Bounded 
on the South-eaft fidewvitha bay of the Tyrrhen fea vnacquainted with tempefts. 
alongft which the ftretcheth;and is backt by mountaines enobled for their eene- 
rous wines: wherecfafcending a part,fhe enioyeth the delicate profpects of Vefis- 
uins, Sarventum, Capre, Mifenus, Prochita, and Ainaria.Her beauty is inferiour 

















voto neyther. The priuate buildings being gracefull,& the publicke ftatelysador-

condin the yeere 1289. and finithed by Robert his fucceffor: where thetower of 
Bel-fort {tood, erected119.yeeres before by the Normans. This is adefence tothe 
adioyning countrey;.afafeguard andacurbe tothe citie. Forit ouer-looketh it 
all:and hath both of fea and landa large furuey,and nonarrow command. Charles 
the fifth pulling downe the old, did ftrongly rebuild it according tothe moderne 
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fortificatio; cutting way about it out ofthe rock forthe conueyance of horfmen.

Withinthe City,neer¢e tothe fea , andalofr; there ftandeth another cal- 
led, The new Caftle,builtby Charles Duke of Aniow King of Naples by the Popes 
donation,and by conqueft,to defend the City and vr derlying haven from mari« 
time inuafions. This Caftle,e4/phonfws the firfthauing expulfed the French men, 
greatly enlarged;fo thatat this day it may ftand in comparifon with the principal 
fortrefles of Italy : furnifhed by Charles the fifth, and PAilipthefecond, with all 
military prouifion, wherein there lyeth a ftrong garrifon.In the midft of this Ca- 
ftell ands aroyall Palace,adorned braucly both without and within - the feate 
ofthe Viceroy. Thethird Caftell ftandsat the South-eaft corner of the City,vp- 
on arocke thatthrufteth like an arme into the Sea ; and isioyned by the labour of 
mantothe Continent. It wascall’d Afegaris,either of Megara,the wife of Hercules, 
or ofthe AMegarians which there inhabited ; and Myagra of the hopeleffe fortunes 
of the imprifoned there, being from thence no hope of efcape. Called alfo the Ca- 
ftell of Lucallvs, either for that he made it firftan Hand, orfor the fifh ftoues by 
hie hewne out of the rocke , and built - which yet are manifeft by their ruines.

But nowthe onely regall City of zraly, herroyall Court is com pletely furnifhed 
with Princes and Commanders: her tribunals are peftered with clamorousaduo- 
eates,and litigious clients : her ftreets with citizens and forreiners, in purfuite of 
their delights & profits : whofe cares aredaily enured tothe found ofthe drumme — 4 
and fife, as theireyes tothe bounding of fteeds, and gliftering of armours. So «. 
that fhe feemeth at this day to affoord yowallthings bur her former vacancy. Be- 

ing firftthe receptacle of Philofophie,then of Mufes,and laftly ofthe fouldiery.

knowes not,that the one of them could not fo well fubfift without the other: The 
Germans inacknowledgementof their tenure of the Papacy, gaue the Pope yere- 
ly 8.and go. thoufand duckats , together with a white horfe. The mony though 
remitted by Iudiws the fecod vato Ferdinand the Catholicke,yer at this day is paid 
together with the white hackney. The Spavtards gouerne this kingdome by a 
Vice-roy : yetto be directed when occafion fhall ferue, by the Councell appoin- 
ted for Jtaly. The Vice-roy now being Duke of Lemos. 

The {o many innouations that haue happened to this vnhappy kingdome,haue 
proceeded partly fromthe ouer-much power, and factions of the Nobilitie- bur 
chiefly in that the election of their Kings depended on the Popes , who depofed 
and crowned according to their {pleenesand affections: whereunto the fhortnefle 
of their liues,and often contention for the Papacie (the aflifted approouing, and 
the refifted depriuing) may beadded. Butthe Spaniard hath fecured his eftare by 
the prevention of thefe difturbances : taking all power and greatneffe, more then 
titular,from the Nobilitie;fuppreffing the popular,and indeed the whole country 
by the forreinefouldiery garrifoned among{tthem:who may obey perhaps with 
as much loue, as gally-flauesobey thofethat haue deprived thé oftheir fortunes 
and liberty. The King doth keepe inthis kingdomea regiment of fourethoufand 
Spaniards,befides fixteen hundred inthe maritime townes and fortrefles. A thon- 
{and great horfeare inrolled,and foure hundred and fifty light horfmen.The bat- 
talion confifts oftwo hundred thoufand, fiue hundred, threefcore and thirreene: 
Z 3 . thefe 
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thefe are not in pay, but in time of fervice, and thenraifech inpart, accordineto 
occafion. For euery hundred fires are charged withfiue footuien: and there are 
foure millions, eleuen thoufand foure hundred fifty and foure fires in this king- 
dome. Thefe are named by certaine in euery towne deputed for the fame: but fo, 
thar if they be not wel! liked by their Capraines, they makechoife of others in 
their ftead. The Captaines and officers in time of peacc hauethcir ftanding penfi- 
ons. Their ftrength at fea confifteth of feuen and thirty gallies. But what doththe 
King receiue from this kingdome,mote then troubleand titley: For although the 
reuenue,and donatiues(now made a reuenue)withimpofitions, amount yeerely 
totwo millions,and fifty thoufand duckats ; yet defalke one million and thirty 
thoufand thereof given ordinarily away in penfions and other largefles ; the reft 
fudiceth not by muchto maintaine the earrifons,gallies, horfemen, & remainder 
ofthe fouldiery. | 

This country for the better government is dinided into thirteene Proninces ; 
wherein areathoufand fiue hundred threefcore & three cities and townes,, (twene 
ty of them the feats of Archbifhops, and an hundred and {even of Bifhops) thofe 
along the coafts of principall ftrength. And although itbea Pene-infula; yer are 
there few havens thorowout, and not many fafe ftations. Thetownes and cities 
are fubie&t vnto Nobles offundry titles,(fuch as are not, haue their captains)who 
as they increafe in number, decreafe in authority:for that many of chem hauebin 
bought by men of bafe condition; and many of the ancient haue exhaufted their 
patrimonies, Befides, no office isallotted them, nor command, whereby they 
mightattaine to eftimation:euery Officer is countenanced againftthem; all their 
faults lookt into: iuftice executed vpon them with rigour; their vaflals (in whofe 
Joue and obedience their potency did formerly confift now alienated from them 
and being backt in their contentions,are grown neg lectfull ofthem.To conclude, 
they haueloft their ftings: and defperate oftheir liberty nourifh intheir brefts an 
hatred, which they dare not exprefle,muchleffe put into action ; hauing no likeli- 
hood of forreine affiftance ; allthe Princes of Italy being either in perfectamity 
with the Spaniard,or awed by hisgreatneffe, As for the French, their memory is 
deferuedly hatefull vntothem. Thebody ofthe Nobility confifts of fourteene 
Princes, fiue andtwenty Dukes,thirty Marquefles , foure and fifty Earles, and 
fourethoufand Barons, For fault of heires male, their principalities reuertro the 
King,who fels them moft commonly to men of meane birth, and meaner fpirits, 
who arehated ofthe honourable: whereby a defired enuy and difcord is foftred 
amongft them. Moft of thefe doe liue moft partof the yeere in the City; where 
they haue fiue feates for their fiueaflemblies of Capua, Nido, Montana,Spente, and 
Lafpentes 

The chiefe officers in the kingdome vnder the Vice-roy, are the High Confta- 
ble, Chiefe Iuftice, Admirall, Great Chamberlaine, Secretary , Marfhall, and 
Chancellor. The morefeuere thatthefe are to the naturals , thegreatertheir re- 
pute with the Spaniard : who enrich themfelues by extorting fromthe other, and 
give a pregnant proofe ofthe many calamities which are incident vato all king- 
domes that are gouern’d by deputies. Nor is the King’a little abufed by their aua. 
tice,and that not only inthe fouldiery:of whom there be fewer by an vnreafona- 
blenumber thenare inrolled & paid for. Thetaxes that are impofed vpon filks,as 
wel wrought as vawrought, hath fo inhanced the price, thatthe forrein merchant 
neglecteth rotrade.to the great impouerifhment ofthe citizens ; whofe efpeciall 
commodity 
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commodity doth confift inthe working, & quick failetherof. And what rates are 
impofed vpon victuals & wines, maybe gathered by this, thar the cuftome: of 
hearbes {pent yeerely in Naples, amounteth to foure thoufand pounds of our mo. 
ney. Aind of wines they have fuch a quantity that twelve thoufand Buts are cuery 
feafon tran{ported out ofthis kingdome. wn 
Naples is the pleafanteft of Cities, if not the moftbeautifull:the building all of 
free ftone,the ftreets arebroad and paued with bricke,vaulred vnderneath forthe 
conucyance of the fulledge;& fernea'with water by fountaines and conduits. Her 
palaces are faire;but her Temples ftately,and gorgeoufly furnifhed; whereof, ad- 
ding Chappels, and Monatfteries within her walles and without, (for the fuburbs 
doe equallthecitie in magnitude) fhe containeth three thoufand. It is fuppofed 
that thereare inherthree hundred thoufand men ; befides women and children, 
Their habitis generally Spanifh: the Gentry delight much in great horfes, where- 
uponthey prance continually thorow the f{treetes. The number of carofles is 
incrediblethat are kept inthis City, as ofthe fegges'not vnlike to horfe-litters, 
butcarriedby men. ‘Thefe waite for fares in thecorners of ftreets, as warermen 
doe at our wharfes ; where thofethat will not foote irin the heat, are borne (if 
they pleafe vnicene) aboutthe City. None do weare weapons without {pecjall 
admittance,butthe fouldiery. Their womenare beltolding to Nature for much 
beauty, ortocunning art fora nottobe difernedimpoftury : howfocuer, they 
excell in fauour which Art can hauenohand ia. They are elegantly clothed; and 
filkeis a work-day weare for the wife of the meaneftartificer. They are nor alto- 
gether fo ftrictly guarded asin other places of Haly;perhaps leffe tempted, in re- 
gard of the number of allowed Curtizansthere being of them inthe city about 
thirty thoufand. . i

The farre end of this valley is confined by Vefwuius foure miles remoued, and 
Fatt of the City, from whence the Sunneis firft feenetoarife, asif that were his 
bed-chamber. This mountainc hatha double top: that towardsthe North doth 
end ina plaine: the other towards the Sonth afpireth more high, which when hid 
inclouds prognofticates raine to the Neapolitans. Inthe topthere isa largedeepe 
hollow, without danger to bedefcended into,in forme ofan Amphitheater,in the 
mid{t a pit which leades into the entrailes of the earth,from whence themountain 
in times paft did breath forth terrible flamessthe mouth wherof is almoit choked 
with brokenrocks and trees that are falne theron. Next tothis,the matter thrown 
vpis ruddy, light,and {oftumore remoued, blacke, and ponderous ; the vttermoft 
brow that declineth like the feates ina Theater, flourifhing with trees,and excel- 
lent pafturage. The midft ofthe hillis fhaded with chefnut-trees,and others beae 
ring fundry fruits. Thelower parts admirably clothed with vines, that afford the 
beft Greeke wines ofthe world;which hath givento the mountainethe name of ds 
Sommo,in regard of their excellency ; affording tothe owners the yerely reuenue 
ofthree hundred thonfand duckats. They clarifie it with the white ofegs to fup- 
prefle the fuming, adding fulphur thereunto, or falt, orallume.So now it hath 
lofithe name of Ve(uuizs with the caufe why it was giuen,which fignifietha {park, 
as Vefews aconflagration.It flamed with the greateft horror inthe firft,orasfome 
fay the third yeere of the Emperour Titus: where,befides beatts, fifhes,and fowl, 
it deftroyed two adioyning Cities, Hercalanum, and Pompeios withthe people fit 
ting inthe Theater. Plzwy the naturall Hiftorian, then Admirallofthe Romane 
nauy, was fuftocated with the {moke thereof.

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Dion affirmes ina mafiner as much. But Bodiz,the cenfurer of all Hiftorians, doth 
deride it. Notwithf{tanding Ca/siodorus writes as great matters ofa later confla- 
eration, whereupon Theodorécws (firft King of the Gothes in zealy) did remit his 
tribute tothe damnified Campanians. MarceMinus writes, that the afhesthereof 
tranfported intheaire,obfcured all Europe; andthat the Constantinopolitans being 
wonderfully affrighted therewith, (infomuchas the Emperour Leo forfooke the 
City)in memoriall of the fame did yeerely celebrate the twelfth of Nouember.It 
alfo burnt in the fixteenth yeere of Conflantine the fourth ;and at fuch timeas Bedi- 
fariustooke Naples, and groned,but erected no cinders : andagaine when the S¢- 
vacensinuaded WA frica. Platina writes that it flamedin the yeere 685. prognotti- 
cating the death of Benedsé# the fecond, with enfuing flaughters,rapines, & deaths 
of Princes.During the Papacy oftwo other Benedicts,the eighth and the ninth, it 
is faidto haue donethe like. The latter,zhe laft;which wasin the yecre 1024. yet 
often finceit hath beene wonderfully feared. Andalthough it hath madefundry 
dreadfull deuaftations, yet the fruitfullafhes throwne about, did feeme to repaire 
the fore-going lofles, witha quicke and maruellous fertility. At the foote of the 
hil thereare diuers vents,out of whichexceeding cold winds docontinually iffue, 
fuch as by venteducts from the vaft canes above Padua they letintotheirroomes 
at their pleafure, to qualifie the heate of the Summer. Spartacus the Fencer, and 
ringleader of thefugitiue bond-flaues;no lefleaterror vnto Rome then Hannibal 
did make this mountaine the feate of his warre, Where befieged by (lodius, he by 
a ftrange ftratagem,with bonds made of vines, defcended into the bottome of the 
hollow hill, being long before it firft begun to flame) and finding out’ a private 
paflage, iffued fuddenly vponthe vnfufpecting Romsanes ;{eized on their tents sand 
purfising his vittory, ouer-ranneall Campania. 
A while after we wentto feethe antiquities of Purxele, with the places adioys

prodigalitie and luxurie are no new crimes, that we do but re-do old vices.Hard 
without the City the way is crofled with Paufilype: the name doth fignifie a re- 
Jeafer from caress for thatthe wine (wherewithall this mountaine is richly furni 
fhed)isanapproued remedy for thofe confuming infirmities. Heare Horace inthe 
perfon of Teucer exiled; :

But(quoth he)rarely to be vied liberally; left thereby an euill habite be attained. 
This Mountaine doth ftretch from North-eaft to South-weft, informe of a pro- 
{trated Pyramis : and although flat onthetop, on each fide fteepely declining : 
South-eaft-wardbordering with the fea,and North-weft-ward withthe country. 
{will not now fpeake of the delicate wine whichit yeeldeth, neate and fragrant, 
ofa more pleafing guft,and farre leffe heauy then thofe of Yefnnins, nor. of thofe 
orchards both great and many, replenifhed with all forts ofalmoftto be named 
fruite trees; efpecially with oranges and lymons, which at once doe delightthree 
{enfes,nor how gratefull the foyle is(though ftony)tothetiller. The Grot of Pau 
filype (a worke of wonder) doth haften our defcription ; which paffes vnder the 
mountaine for the {pace of fixe hundred paces (fome fay of a mile,) affoordinga 
delightfull paflageto fuchas pafle betweene Naples and Putzol, orthat part of Ita- 
ty; receiving fo much light from the ends and tunnellin the middle (which let~ 
teth in the day from therop ofthe high mountainc} as is fufficient ‘for direction.

_ whichisthe eafilier beleeued,becaufe feldome any do there mifcarry .This vault, 
as the like,is faid to haue bin begun by the Cismerii,a people that inhabited here. 
aboutin thetime of the Tvoian warres: though placed by Homer beyond the Sey 
thian Bofphorws, wherethe aire isthicke and darke, depriued ofthe Sunne(there 
faintly fhining) by the lofty bordering mountaines. Hereupon came the prouerb 
of Cimmerian darknefle;where Oud placeth the palace of Sonus.

Thofe here were fo called,in that they dwelt in caues :Jiuing by theft,and not ftir- 
ting abroad in the day time. They offered facrificerothe Azanes, beforethey be- 
gun to cut thefe darkefome habitations;and from their moft retired parts,gaue o- 
racles (or rather fold them)to fuchas enquired. The God of dreames is therefore 
aptly fained to refide amongft thefe dreamers; who are faid to haue been all putto 
the fword,by a certaine King that was deluded by their prophefies. The Grecians 
that inhabited this cointrey after them, conuerted thefe Cémmeriaw caues into 
ftoues, baths, paflages, and fuchlike vfes;amplified by thefucceeding Remanes, 
who exceeded all others in prodigious and expenfiue performances. Some do at- 
tribute the cutting thorow ofthis paflage vnto one Baffus; others (but falfly) to 
Luculless and others toCeccius;but not that Cocciwsthat was grandfather vnto 
Nera. Whereot, 1 know not what Poet:

Others there are that report that Virgil effected it by art magick,(& Virgéls Grot 
itis called by many:) butwho.euer heard that Virge/ was a Magician? Senece tor- 
mented in thisthen horrid paflage,doth call ita long darke dungeon; and further 
faith, that ifit had light, the fame would prouc but vnprofitable, by reafon of the 
raifed duft which thickned the ayre, and fell downe againe. And Petronius, that 
they vfed to pafle thorow it with their bodies declining. Yet Strabo that lined be- 
fore either,hath written that it received light from the top,and was of that height 
and largenes, thattwo carts might pafle eachby other. But the height,bclike, was 
afterward choaked with earth-quakes, & the paflage with rubbidge.And in pro: 
cefle of time it affoorded no paflage; but enforced they were to clamber ouer the 
mountaine:vntill A/phonfus the firft did cleanfe, enlarge,and by cutting the iawes 
morchigh, did enlightenit. But peter of Toledo, Vice-roy of this kingdome, be- 

{towed thereon that perfection which now it retaineth. 
Pefore youenter this Grot,vpon the right hand, aloftin the vpright rock,ina 
concaue,there are certaine {mall pillars,if I forget nor, fuftaining an Vrne;which

was told meto be the Sepulcher of Virgs/; buterronioufly. For that ftandetha- 
boue,right ouer the entrance,in forme of a little Oratory which the Inie and Mir.

thar the Regular Priefts did conucy it to their adioyning Couent;& from thence 
ro haue beene born away by the Cardinall of Atamtua, whodying at Genoa inhis 
returne there left it.Butif either were truejno doubt but fome memoriall would 
haue remained of fo coueteda poffeffion: efpecially by the Atantuans, who held 
théfelues fo honored in his birth, that they ftampt their coine withohis figure.But 
rather it fhould 4eemethat through time & negligence thofe relicksare perifhed.

Oly iin 
piad:hauing retired himfelfe into Calabria, to perfect his neats He willed that 
his bones fhould be buried at Naples, where he had long liued: (which was cr- 
formed by Augufius and Maecenas made his heires by his teftamentyeuen in thefe 
eroues, where he had compofed his Eclogs and Georgicks. Purchafed they were 
after by Silius Italicus, who religioutly celebrated his birth-day, and frequented 
this monument with as great denotion asit had been'a Temple. Nor leffe was it 
adored by Statéus Pampinins. |

The water thereof is fweet at the top, 
and falt ynderneath, by reafon offome minerall: fodeepein the midft, thatthe 
inhabitawts fay that it hath nobottome.

hauetheir {ulphurous fauour tranfported by the winds to places fare diftant. You 
would thinke,and no doubtthink truly, that the hungry fire had made this valley 
with continuall feeding;which breakes out ina number of places. And ftrange it 
feemeth toa ftranger,that men dare walke vp and downe with fo great a lecurity: 
the earth asthotas fufferable, being hollow vnderneath ; where the fire 8¢ water 
makea horrible rumbling;conioyning together, as ifone were fuell tothe other: 
hereand therebubbling vp,as if in a caldron ouer a fornace; & {prouting alofcin- 
totheaire, atfiuchtime asthe feais enraged withtempefts. In fome place of the 
colour of water which is mingled with foot, in othersas if with lime,according to 
the complexion of the feuerall minerals. The flames doe many times fhift places, 
abandoningthe old,& making new eruptions(the mouths ofthe vents enuironed. 
with yellow cinders)arifing with fo ftrog a vapor, that ftones thrown in,are forth- 
with eiected. Yet for all thefe terrors, it is hourely trod vpon both by men & hor- 
fes:and reforced vnto by the difeafed in May, lune, & Iuly who reccine the fume 
attheir mouthes, eares, noftrils, andfuch other parts of their bodiesas are illaf- 
fected ; which heateth,but hurtethnot:. that being ofely foueraigne that euapo- 
reth from brim{tone, It mollifieth the finewes,fharpneth the fight, aflwageth the 
paines of the head and ftomacke,makes the barren pregnant,cures violent feuers, 
itches,vicers, &c.From January to October the husbandmen hereabout do eo

theirgleabe at fuchtimesas much fmoke doth arife,8¢ that they know thatit pro- 
ceedeth from fulphure: which doth adde to the foile a maruellous fertilitie. From 
hence they exact yeercly three thoufand pounds weight , whereofthe Bifhop of 
Patzol hath the tithe. Another kind of fulphureis gotten here,notraken from the 
fire but found inthe earth: of efpeciall vic forthe dying of haire, and familiarly 
experimented by women. White falt Armoniack is here found alfo,whichbelon- 
ecthtothe aforefaid Bifhop. Arthe foote of thismountaine thar regardeth the 
Eaft,are mineralls of Allume,and the beft of the world: whereof,one part was g1- 
uentothe Hofpirals of Saint Adartha, and the Annuneiation;and the other belon- 
eed to apriuat Lord.But left the Papacy fhould be thereby damnified, (for they 
make of Allume a principall reuenueythe Pope, on paine ofhisheauy curfe, did 
prohibit the labourers. Afterward Psys the fourth brought ourthe owner of the 
onehalfe, for the yeerely rent of twelue thoufand duackats ; and Gregory the thir- 
teenth,by the paiment of fiue andtwenty thoufand,extinguifhed that annuity: the 
Matters of the Hofpitals hauing inthe meane time abiured their intereft in the o- 
ther.Inthetop of the mountain are certain little veines of a white matter like fale; 
much vfed by skinners:wherofa water is made,that forthwith putterh outal cha- 
racters thar are written in paper. The flower of braffe is here found euery where; 
excellent,and tranfparent;with whiteand red Niter. This place is faid by the Ro- 
mane Catholikes to be difquieted with diuels sand thatthe fire vnderneath, isa 
part of Purgatory, where departed fouleshaue a temporall punifhment. The Pri- 
ers that dwell hard by inthe Monaftery of Saint January, report thatthey often 
do heare fearefull fhreekes and gronings. They tellalfo alate ftory ofa certaine 
youth of 4pulia.a ftudent in Naples swhodefperate in his fortunes, aduifed with 
the diuell, and was perfwaded by himto make hima deed of gift of himfelfe, and 
to write it inhisowne bloud; in doing whereof he fhould ia {hort time recouer 
his loffes, Belecuing the Deluder, according to appointment he came vnto this 
place with that execrable writing ; whenaftrighted withthe multitudes of diuels 
that appeared vnto him, he fledto the aforelaid Monaftery , and acquainted the 
Prior with all that had happened. He communicated it to the Bifhop (now orlate 
liuing) who informed the Pope thereof:by whofe command he was caft into pri- 
fon,and after condemnedto thegallies.P offible it is that this may betrue;but Da- 
miansstve reporter of that which followeth(though a Cardinal) might hauc had 
the whetlione,ifhe had not alledged his author. who telteth ofa number of hide- 
ous birds wich accuftomedto arife from hence ona fudden in the enening ofthe 
Sabbath; anato be {eene vntill the dawning of the day, {talking on the tops of thie 
hils,ftretchin: our their wings,& pruning their feathers; neuer obferued to teed, 


_ nor tobe takenhy the art of the fowler: when vpon the croking ofthe Raven that 


chaced them, theythrew themf{elues into thefe filtky waters. Said to be damned. 
foules, tormented ashe week long,and fuffered to refrefhthemfelues on the Sab- 
bath, in honour of ot: Sauiours refurrection, This he reports from the mouth of 
the Archbifhop /mberx,, Butifthis be hell, what adefperateend made that vn- 
happy German,who nothne fince flipt into thefe fornaces: or what had his poore 
horfe committed, that felly with him,that he fhould be damned ;atleaft retaine 
in Purgatory ? The mattethardoth nourifh theie fubterranean fires, isfulphur 
and Bitumen. Butthere it istq by the later, where the flame doth mixe withthe 
water,which is not by water tye extinguifhed : approued by the compofitionof 
thofe igues admirabiles.

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Thofe that were condemned to fight with wild beafts were produced inthe mor: 
nings.the horror whereof was fuch,as women were-prohibited to beholdthem : 
where the killers in the end were killed, and no way lefttoauoidedeftruction.A 
memorable accident is,reported by seneca, (atwhich himfelfe was prefent) of a 
Lyonthat tooke knowleage of one that had bin intimes paft his keeper: and not 
onely forbeare him himfelfe,but defended him from the fury ofothers. It fhould 
feemeto be thatbond-flaue Androclus(for thetimes doagree) who is mentioned 
by Appian.Some for hire,and fome in brauery vndertook to encounter with fuch 
beafts, who cither peri t@d,ormade way by victory vnto fafety.An hundred Ly- 
ons were often at once let foorthinro the court of the Amphitheater ; and often 
beafts were fet again ft beafts, alefle fauage fpectacle. But O the wicked delight of 
thefebarbaroustyrants,worthy to fuffer what they inflicted! who caufed milera- 
ble wretches to make hiftories of fables, and putin actimaginary miferies. They 
being mott praifed ct the dry-eyed beholders,that expofed thélelues vato death 
without terror : either by taking it from the weapon of another, or by falling on 
their owne,as the fable required. Nor mattered it who had the part to furuine:he 
being but referued for another dayes flaughter.And fometimes they erred iathe 
ftory,to make the cataftrophe more horrid:as in that of Orpheus, who although 
faid to haue bin cut in pieces by the Ciconian wiues, was reprefented to be torne 
in pieces with a Beare. The manner thusdefcribed by Martial :

The foore of the Amphitheater was couered with fand,to drink vp the bloud that 
was fhed thereon. Asczu/lus Cefar did redrefle the diforders of this in Putzol, com- 
mitted inthe confufed placing of themfelues:affigning particular roomesto euery 
degreeaccordingrotheir dignities. But when the Romans here fhewed their prea. 
ceitbrauery, when Nero entertained the Armenian Theridates, who trom the Vp 
permoft rounddid wound two buls at one throw, tothe woder of the beholders. 
Theodoricke King of theGoths, did vtterly abolifhthefe execrable paftimes. For 
what could be more inhumane,then to giue the condemned life, that they might 
rake itfrom each other by mutuall {laughter ¢ Afhameit was'to grone atthe re- 
ceit ofa wound,to pull backe their throats from the violent ftecle, or to behold 
their bloud with othereyes then ifithad bin the bloud of an enemy. The relicks 
of this is now ouergrowne with briersand thorness; {tanding vpon arched con- 
caues, yet almoft entire, hauing feuerall diuifions : wherein, [fuppofe, they kept 
the wildbeafts,and thofe that were tobe deuoured by them;from thence exhibi- 

ted to the {pectacle. Vnder the earth herearea number of vaults, with fuch per. 
plexed paflages, that hardly canhe get out that enters withouta lineor a con- 
ducter: whereupon it is called the Labyrinth. In which area world of bats, that 

hide themfelues from the hatedday; and will put out your lights with fluttering 

about, ifnotthebetter guarded. Somefay thatthis was made to retaihe water 

for the vie of the beholders:why not rather for the vie aforefaid¢ Defcending fré 

hence by the ruines of the old Colon, we came vnto Patzol (eight miles diftane 

from Naples) and called formerly-Pateoli, 

That name ittooke vnder Hanmibal, ofthe many pitstheredigged: or of the 
fmel of the waters arifing from mines of brimftone & allume. Called it was more 
anciently Di¢earchia,which fignifietha iuft gouernment:being a Greeke Colony, & 
built by the Samians; at luch timeas Targuinius Superbus ruledin Rome, A port 
town,and mart it was oftheCumans; amplified by the Romane Emperours in {uch 
fort,as called Little Rome,by Cicero. Whofe walles,hauen, Temples, Academy, 
Theaters, baths, ftatues, &c. ({ome of them yet fhewing their foundations) fufii- 
ciently declarethe Romane magnificency : pofieflinga part of the mountaine 5, as 
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in | well as the fhore, and fuppofed to containe foure miles in circumference. wep- 
| tune was of this City the Patron:the ruines of whofetempleare yet to be feene, 
ie hard behind the Duke of Toledos orchard ; where we refrefhed our felues during 
| the heat of the day. A place of furpaffing delight;in which are many excellent {ta- 
tues recouered from the decayes of antiquitie;and euery where fountains of freth 
waterjadorned with Nymphs & Satyres:where the artificial rocks, fhells,moffe, 
and tophas, feeme to excell euen that which they imitate. This was made by 
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theafore-mentioned Peter of Toledo, atfuchtime as Putzol was abandoned by 
theinhabirants,by reafon of fearfull earthquakes,and the horrible conflagrations 
of the New Mountaine:building onthe other fide of the way a faire palace,there- 
by toanimate the peopletoreturne. For ouer the entrance ftands this ingrauen 
inicription:

So that now the towneis well ftored with 
buildings; feated for the moft part on alittle promontory that {tretcheth into the 
bay. Inthe midft whereofisa faire Temple of marble, of Corinthian ftrudture ; 
hauing withftood the wafte of time,the fury of thefoe, (whichto this City hath 
been often fatall)and iniury of earthquakes. The ftones are fo artificially laid thar 
you would thinkeitconfifted but of one. It wasbuilt by Lucius Calpburnius, and 
dedicated to Auguitus;as appeareth by thefe extantcharacters :

Here the Emperour Adrian was buried : Antonius erecting 2’Temple in the place 
ofhisfepulture. The ruines do thew that the buildings wereample: amongft the 
reft,the foundation of that(as {ippofed ) Academy is yet to befeene, in forme 
of a Cirque,three hundred and feuenty foot long,and fo called. Now allis ouer- 
towne withbriers - and{heepe and goates are paftured where theMufes had 
oncetheir habitation. It was feared clofe to the water: infomuchas Cicero accit~ 
ftomed to feed the fifhes out of his windowes, andto takethem for his pleafure 
with an angle. But now the feahath forfakenit, forced by earth-quakes toretire, 
& content it felfe with more narrow bounders: hauing in times pat poffeffed the 
prefent poffeffions of the Dukes of Toledo; whereofa part interpofethir, and the 
Villa. The forefaid fountaines,called Ciceros baths, are tobefeene ina Grot atthe 
foot ofa rock,of a maruellous nature arid vertue. For they ebbeand flow, accor- 
ding to the quality of the fea, filling with fuming waters, the place of theirrecep- 
tacle. Which when ouer-fwelling,a part thereof proceedes tothe fea,and another 
part retiresto their fountaines. They aflwage the pains of the bowels,and aches 
ofthe body, but are good efpecially for the eyes: declaring therby that they par- 
ticipate of Copperis. | 
Welt ofthis ftands the eminent Gaurwss a ftony and defolate mountaine. In 
which there are divers obfcure cauernes, choked almoft with earth where many 
haue c6fumed much fruitlefle induftry in the fearching for treafure. Hicher come 
duch from fundry parts as boat themfeluesto be skilful in magicke; but haue re- 
turned with no other profit,then to know the vanity ofthat knowledge. The c6- 
mon people bewitched withthe like perfwafions,do digge & ‘delue with vndefa- ‘ 
tigable toilesand oft do meer,in ftead of hoped for gold with thereward of their 
auarice,buried in mines,or drowned by [prings,or {tenched with vapors: forthey 
practifethe like alfo about Forum Vulcani. Herethey dreame ofcertaine Kings of 
gold, fhining richly with Carbuncles,and that they haue beene feen, but are guar- 
ded by fpirits and goblins. Many are animated by theftory of Collenucius, who | 
writes that Robert the Nerman did dig vp much treafure here-about, by the aby

For 
thatthofe who hired the fifhing of that Jake'adioyning , were endamnified much 
by the violent breaking in of the feas; wherof a part he excluded by thefe croo- 
ked moles,and lefta narrow {pace forthe fifhestoenter. Thus Seruéus. But Sueto- 
sins doth giuethe honour thereof to Aaguftus ; effected by the labor of twenty 
thoufand manumitts feruanted: who gaueit that name, ofthe name of the family 
whereof he was defcended by the mother. 

Here landed we. And here once wasthe famous Lake of Lucrinus :feparated 
then from the fea by abanke ofeight furlongslong, and fo broad, asaftoorded 
conuenient way fora chariot.

Pasfanias doth report himfelfe tohaue beencan eye-witnefle almoft of the 
like, And Pliny {peakes of another about Heppo,when Flauianus was Proconful of 
Africa,that would play with fuch as bathed in the fea, {uffring himfelfto be hand- 
led; and got vp vpon. Butthe hard meafure that thetownefinen receiued from 
thotethat came to behold that {pectacle, caufed them tokill him. Ja/fusjone City 
doth affoord twoexamples of their loues vato boyes.

This famous lake extended formerly to Awerny: & 
fovnto the aforefaid Geurus:but isnow 10 other thena little fedgy plath,choaked 
vp by the horrible,and aftonifhing eruption ofthe New Mountaine ; whereof as 
oftas I thinke, 1am eafie to credit whatfoeuer is wonderfull, 
For who here knowes not, or who elfewhere will beleeue, that a mountaine 
fhould arife (partly out ofa lake, and partly out of the fea) in one day anda night

Nor can what they then fuffered be euer forgotten, hauing fucha teftimony ftillin 
view asis this ftrange Mountaine: aduancing his top a mileaboue his bafis. The: 
ftones hereof are fo lightand pory ,that they will not finke when throwne intothe 
water. The caufe ofthis accident is afcribed vnto the neighbourhood of the fea 
and hollowneffe of the foyle: wherby eafily ingendred exhalations,being hurried 
about with a moft violent motion,do inflame that dry and bituminous matter:c a~ 
{ting itvpward,and making way for their fiery expirations. To thofe alfo isthe re- 
tiring of the feato be attributed: who ftruggling to breake forth,do ratifieand fo 
raife the earth, which thereby alfo as it were madethirfty, fucks the waterthorow 
crannies into her {pongy,and hotintrailes; increafing the vapours, por decreafing 
the fire by reafon of the bitumen. Perhaps Delos, and Rhodes, vnfeeneinthe firft 
ages,were made apparantby fuch meanes: howfocuer,diuers of the Molides were 
without peraduenture; all ofthem hauing flamed, and being now more innumber - 
chen obferued by the Ancient. This new Mountaine, whennewly raifed, had a 
numberofiffues , at fome ofthem fmoking, and fometimes flaming: at others 
difgorging rinolets of hot waters keeping withina terrible rumbling: and many 
mife-

miferably perifhed that ventured to defcend into the hollowneffe aboue. Butthat 
hollow on the top is atthis prefent an orchard ; and the Mountaine thorowout is 
bereft of his terrors. 

Leauing this Mountaine onthe right hand, andturning about the brow of 4 
hillthat lay onthe left; we came to the lake C4uernus,

This was fiuppofed the entrance into hell by igno- 
rant Antiquitie : where they offered infernall facrificeto Pluto, and the Manes, 
here faid togiue anfwers, For whichpurpofe Homer brought hither his Wlyfes 5

The obf{curitie of the place perhaps did author that caniecture,that the Civmeriens 
here inhabited,of who we haue formerly fpoken. The water of the Lake looketh 
blacke : fothought heretoforeto haue done, by reafon of the vameafurable pro- 
fundicy. But latrer times haue found out a bottome; and chat it exceedeth 
not two hundred fifty and three fathoms, No leafe,nor whatfoeuer falleth there- 
on,is forthwith after euer to bef{eene. The water isnotto be drunke of, in regard 
of the ill {melling,and vawholfome minerals wherofit participates. Former ages 
did abftaine from the viethereof; for that defiled with humane bloud, here wic- 
kedly fhed in their diuellith facrifices - and that Sty was fuppofed to fow from 
thence. Fifh it produceth, but thofe {mall and blacke 3 not feruing for fuftenance, 
and thereforenot fifht for.In the dayes of King Robert, an incredible number lay 
dead onthe fhore, ftinking infuchfort as no rauenous creature would tafte of 
them: proceeding,as was thought, by the veins of brimftone, that then violently 
burft thereinto, 8 infected the waters. The fea wasaccuftomed, when vrged with 
{tormes,to flow in thorow the lake of Lacrinus, drining fifhes in with it: but now 
not onely that patlage, butapart of Avernusit felfe is chokedby the new Moun- 
taine. When the woods about it were cutdowneby Agrippa, an image was found 
({uppofed robe the image of Calip(us) that fwet as if endued with life. And no 
maruell choughthe diuell were troubled with the diffolution of fuch impious cu- 
ftoms. Thoughthe name werefuted to the nature, yetthe Lake retaineththe one 
hauing changed the other : for fowle do now ordinarily frequent it. 

On the North-wett fide arethe ruines of a goodly building. Some imagine it 
to hauebinthe Temple of Pluto,others of Apolfo, but the more induftriousin an. 
tiquities, that itwas onelya Bannia: perhaps coniedtured by the fountaines of , 
hote water adioyning, called by the country people,the bath of Scafvubudello, of 
foueraigne vertue for fundry difeafes.On the other fide of the Lake opens ato be 
admired Grot, witharuined Frontifpice ; but affoording a large and high-rooft 
paflage into rhe mountaine: cut out of the firme rocke , and now cleanfed of the 
rubbidgethat pefteredit, againft the late repaire hither of this Vice-roy. Ween: 
tred it with torches. The farend doth fhew that there in times paft it ended not; 
but more then by coniecture to hané extended vnto Baie, And diuers fay, that it 
was here rammedvp,for tharmany greedy people in hope to find treafure,aduen. 
eured too far in,and were futtocated with vapors : not noifome thereunto when 
curioufly kept by the Romanes.After we had gone an hundred and fifty yards for- 
ward, turning on the right hand we paft thorow a narrow entry which led intoa 
roome about fourteeniefootlong ; eight broad, and thirteene high: giuing yet 
affurance that it had been richly gilded, and adorned with Azure, and Mofaicke 
workmanfhip. Atthe vpper end there isa little bench cut out of the rock,in forme 
ofabed: wheronour guide would needs makevs belceue thats ibyllay,and from 
hence gaue her oracles; of purpofetofauea labor in conducting vstoCuma. Yet 
is this generally mifcalledthe Grot of S#byl: for what habitationcould a place fo 
darke and fultry have affoorded? Within this roome alow {quare doore giues 
paflage to another, whercin there is water; a witnefle that it wasa bath,and made 
for that purpofe: confirmed by another on the other fide, which for breuitie J 
pafle ouer. , 

« Before wedepart from Auernus, fic it is that we {peake of the audacious proiect 
of Nere, whoattempted to haue madea nanigable fofle berweene thisand 0 tia, 
an hundred and threefcore miles long and of that breadththat two great galleys

might paffe by each other, along the craggie fhore,and thorow oppofite moun- 
taines(atracé deftitute of waters, faue onely inthemarifhesof Pomprina)to failé 
by the fea,and not inthe fea, A worke ofinrolerable labour. But he that defired 
to effect incredible things, commanded that no malefactor fhould fuffer, but that 
all the prifoners throughout the whole Empire, fhould be conueyed hither, and 
employed herein. Senerus and Celeris were the ouerfeers ofthe worke, and the 
contrivers, men of witandimpudency toattempt by Art what Nature had pro- 
hibited. They beganto dig thorow the adioyning mountaines,which yet retaine 
the impreffion.A lafting monument of ouerweening hopes, and frantticke prodi- 
gality. The inhabitants atthis day do call it Licola. 

But now we willleade youto the ruines of Cuma, that was the moftancient Ci- 
ty of Ztaly: built by the Greczans of Calchisa City of Enbea, who {eeking ary habi- 
tation, firft planted themfelues in Aimaria,an [and hard by, andafter remoued to 
this place,being then vninhabited. The Generals, Hippocles Cumeus,8 AMegasthe- 
nes of Calchus,agreeing betweene themfelues, that the one fhould haueit, andthe 
other fhould name it.Sothe Calchians builtyand poffeft it-burnamed it Cuma. O- 
thers fay,thatit was fo named of the waues ofthe fea: or of repofe (forthe name 
doth fignifie the fame) then hauing ended their long nauigations : or ratherof a 
woman being great with child, whom they there found fleeping,which they took 
as a luckie figne of flicceeding fecunditie:approued by the fequel. For in praceffe 
oftimethey fent forth diners Colonies , theerectorsand Lords of Puteoli, Pale. 
opolis, and Naples sand were foueraignes of theadioyning Camspania, gouerning 
cheir foutifhing Common-wealth with the wile.and honeft Pythagorean difei- 
pline. Hither /args/bringeth his Auseas :

Which fhewed itto haue been ere the warres of T70y, if his teftimony be of cre: 
dit. Before the Kings were expulled Rome, it was gouerned by Tyrants, (not fo 
called for their crueltie and oppreffion, as they areat this day,but for their abfo- 
Jureauthoritte) of whom 4riffodemus was not the leaft famous, andinthe endthe 
moft infamous. Afterward they were opprefled by the Campanians: but the Ro- 
manes inthe end both {ubiugatedthem,, and their oppreffors, Andasthereft of 
Campania grew populous, and greatly affected through the Romane luxurie ; fo 
Cuma decreafed both in people and repute: becomminga place of retirement 
for men of meane and ob{cure condition. Whereof Iuuenat vpon the departure 
from Rome ofhis poore friend Vasbritins:

Itfurueyeth the Tyrrben fea, being mounted vpona not eafily approached Pro= | 
montory, whofe skirts are beaten with the vnquierfurges -ftrongly walled in lat. 
rer times,and fortified with bulwarks,infuch fort,as Tot#/aand Tela, twoKings 
of the Gothes,did make itthe receptacle of their treafure. But now left defolate, 
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there is nothing to be feen buta confufion of ruines :pieces of wals, broken down 
Aquaduds, defaced Temples, foundations of Theaters, to be admircd Canes, 
&c. But heare wethe Neapolitan Sannazarins :

awhere fhe propheficd-yet othersaffirme thatit was Erythrea, who remouing hi- 
ther,was called Cumea:and flourithed, bothbefore, and afterthe Troan warres, _ 
with whom Alea confulted. Themanner of her prophecying’ thus Virgil de- 
fcribeth: ~ :

Whereby it doth give caufe of ftrong conie@ure, that 
thefe bookes haue had much infertedinto them after the euent, (wheroffome of 
the Fathers are fufpected) the hiftory befides being orderly relared,though writ- 
tenby divers, andin diuersages. Sothatthe wholebeing tobe mifdoubted , in 
that falfified in part, orthe true fromthe vntrue nordiftinguifhable,weare rather 
to belceuechofe that haue the teftimony of time for their approbation. As' that 
prophiefe of our Sauiour by this of Cuma: borrowed from her by Virgil (as he 
contefleth)though perhaps notapplycd by him where it was meant, but left-ac 
randome to be conftrued by euent,and mixt with his fétions, eet

Inthe midft ofthis roomy Grot,thereare three cifternes hewne out of the floores 
wherein it is faid that fhe wafhed her felfe, and after couered with a {tole, retired 
into the innermoft part of the Caue:where feated aloft ona Throne,the diuulged 
her Oracles. This is fhethat foretold of the deftru@ion of Troy, and withall ofthe 
inuention of Homer: who hath inferted fundry of her verfes into his poems: and 
faid to be fhe thatfing the Roman deftinies, But I cannot belecue that this was thas 

ign wo hi ot ieee = = : = 
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Sibylla, (although fhe be called long-lined) that brought thofe nine booksto fell 
Vnto Tarquinius Saperbus sy ctot Cuma fhe was ; for divers s7by/s there were of 
this place,all Prieftsto Apollo (who here was ferued onely by Virgins) in his not 
far diftant Temple:but rather fhe whom they call’d Amalthea;although it beto be 
imagined that her books containedalfo the prophefies of the former,by many of 
the felfe-fame verfes found at Erythrea. An old vnknown woman demanded for 
thofe bookes,the value of three hundred angels: The King thinking that fhe do- 
ted, both denied to giue her that price, & derided her : when forthwith the burne 
three;and returning,askt as much for the other fixe. But Tarquénins {coft at her 
much more then before:whereupon the burnt other three, and yet required the 
fame fumme for the remainder. Info muchasthe King being mooued with her 
conftancy (and aduifed thereunto by the Augures) gaue her the price of the nine 
for thethree : fhe admonifhing him that he fhould keepe them carefully ; and fo 
departing was neuer feeneafter. Others fay, that thefe bookes were brought to 
Tarquinius Prifcws,and that {he lined inthe fiftieth Olympiad. Thefewere keptin 
Jupiters Temple adioyning to the Capitoll,ima cheft of ftone: whereof, firft two, 
then ten,and laftly fifteen Priefts (their interpreters)hadthe keeping: and a crime 
vnpardonable it was for others to lookeon them.‘ Neuer vndertooke they any 
great enterprize, nor great calamity befell'them which they endeuoured to re- 
moue,butthofe fifteene repaired to thefe books of Ssbyls, as toan Oracle; and 
prefent remedy for all difafters. But thofe bought by. Targuénius,wereburnt with 
the Capitollin the hundred feuenty and third Olympiad;C. Norbanus, and P.S«- 
piothen Confuls. When the Capitoll being reftored by Sada the Dictator,and Iga 
piters Femple by 9.Catulws;Embafladors were fent by the Senatto Erythraaand 
to other Cities of Italy,Greece,and Afi, tomake a collection of ‘the verfes of the 
Sibyls but efpecially-ofhers of Erythrea ; who returned with athoufand,butthofe 
Jame and vnperfect:which the fifteene had incharge to reformeand fupply , ac- 
cording to their wifedomes,And althoughthey belonged vnto diuers sébyls, yet 
were they called Cameas. Tyberius Cefar made a fecond fearch thorowout the 
world,andcaufedthem againe tobe refined. Thofe continued at Rome vntill the 
dayes of Honoris and Theodofius the yonger ; and then were burned by the traitor 
Stilico. Whereof Rutilins Claudius Numantianas:: |

Yet by fome faid to haue ftood below.’ The image of Apollo ereKedin this Teny- 
ple, wasfaid to weepe for forty dayes together, arfuch time as the Romanes made 
warreagainit the Achaians,aflilting Ariffonicus , who kad intruded into the pof- 
feifions of Attalus, (bate fonne vnto his brother) who d ying, gauehis kingdome 
vato.the people of Rome: Whereat theSoothfayers amazed, held it fit to throw 
the ftatue intro the fea. Butthe Cumeans perfwaded the contrary , alledging that it 
had done thelike in their warres with Antiochus,and atter with Perfius;both which 
fucceeded fortunately to Rome : whereupon oblations and gifts were fent thither 
by the Senate, Sothe Sooth-fayers changed their opinions ; and declared thar the 
weeping of _4pollo was aulpicious to the Romans, becanle Cumawas a Grecke'C O- 
Jony;andthat thefeteares did pretend confufion to the pcople whomitfauoured = 
and withina while after they heard newes that Aritomcus was taken. Not farre 
off there is a large caue,calledby the people Ja Grotta di Pietro di Pace » which the 
fay, led vndergroundfrom thence to Avernus, A report, in my opinion, ofercdir, 
For Strabo doth make mentionofthe fame, and that it was digged by Cosciys ; O- 
thers fay by the Cimmerians through which Sibyl pafled to Auernus to offer facti« 
fice to the Infernals. Whereby that feeming contradiction may be reconciled ; 
whichis,thatthey thew the place of her habitation both at Ayernus and Cuma.Bur 
this paflage is now ftopt vp, tor the felffame caufe that the other was, which leads 
from thencevnto Baie,by vs formerly mentioned. The plaine that lies betweene 
thefe hils and the City,is repleate with ruines ; where areto be feenethe founda 
tions of Temples, Theaters, &c. vader which, no doubt but many admirable an. 
tiquities haue their fepulture. Approued by. that triall made by Alfonfus Pimentel. 
dusthe Vice-roy,in the yeare 1 6 06. who defirousto find out fome antique ftatues 
to fend into spaive;and hearingthat the husbandmen hereabout turned vp with 
their ploughs many fragments of armesand images : got leaue of O¢fanio Cardi- 
nall of Aquauina,and Archbifhop of Naples(to whofe Church this foiledoth be- 
Jong) to make further fearch. When hauing remoued but the vpper carth, it was 
their chanceto light onancntire Temple, although crufhed together: the walls 
and pauement of polifhed marble,circled witha great Corinthian wreath with pil- 
lars, and Epiftals of like workmanfhip,together witha number of defaced figures 
excellently wrought :the workeas well of the Greciansas Latines. There they alfo 
found the fiatue of Neptave,his beard of a blue colour : of Saterne or Priapus (for 
he held inhis hand the heft of acycle ; of VeS#awith the top of her haire wound 
roundina fillet : of naked Casfor,hauing a hat on his head,his chin a little couered 
with doune:of Apollos with long difheueled haire, at whofe feet ftooda Swanne - 
of Hercules with aclub crowned witha wreath: of Afculapius, or perhaps of Ro- 
_ mulys:the Coloflus of Augufus Cafar exquifitely formed : Venus naked, & furpaf 

- Zing beautifull; two images in Contular habites : Pallas.the worke ofanadmirable 
workman: thearmed {tatueofan Emperour, with a Sphinx engrauenonhis bo. 
fome:the image ofa youth head-bound with a facred fillet,clothed Only ina fhire 
girttohim witha painted Zone.

The Poets fable, that Hercules here aicending from hel] 
took from his head the Poppie garlandthathe wore , and placed it onthe banks, 
in memorial of his recurne: fince when, the Poppie hath bin black that hereabout 
croweth. : 
©" ‘Nor far from this, the Mannor houfe of Seruilius Vatia prefented our eyes with 
her ruines: who was Conful with Appius Claudius fix hundred feuenty and foure 
yeares after the building of the City. He ouerthrew the Pirats in Cicilia, and tri- 
umphed forthe fame:hauing taken Coricus,Olympus,Phafelédes,I(avrus;& retaining 
the name of the latter. Who in theend cafting of all publike employments retired 
tothis place. Of which,and of him,thus Seneca to Luctlins: Therefore I perfeuered 
thelonger,inuited by the pleafant fhore, which windeth about berween Gamaand 
the manfion of SeruzlinsVatia: enclofed on the one fide with the fea; andon the 
other with thelake ; affoording as it were a ftreight paflage,being thickned witha 

lare tempeft. For that water, as thou knoweft,fo prouoked,doth often ouerflow 
and vnites thofe fands,whicha long calm difunites by reafon of their ficcity. As 
my manner is,] began to lookeabour me,to feeif I could finde out any thing that 
might profit;and bent mine eyes vponthe houfe, which fometi:mes belongedvnto 
¥atia. Unthisthat rich Pretor (for nothing famous butfor his retirement) grew 
old;and forthat onely wasaccounted happy. For as oftenasthe friendfhip of Aq 

finias Gallus, ox the hatred of Sezanas, and in the end hisloue, had deftroyed any 
(for to haue offended him, andto haue loued him, wascqually dangerous) men 
would fay,O V atia,thou onely knoweft how to linelyct knew not he how toliue, but 
how toconceale himfelfe.Great is the difference between leading thy lif: vacant= 
ly, and leading it flouthfully. I neuer paft by this houfe of Yatie, but I faid, Here 
Vatia lav buried. Ofthe houfe it felfe, Lcan write nothing certainely: only know 
‘it by the out fide,& asit expofeth it felfe tothe view of the paflenger. Twocaues 
chereare ofexcellent workmanthip,both made by Arc, and both alike fpacious : 
| the 
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the oneneuer receiueth the Sun, and the other retaineth it vatillSun-fet. A litle 
brooke there runneth diuided by Artthorow agroue of Plantines , deuoured by 
the fea and Acherufia ; {ufficient for the nourifhing of fith, alehough daily taken. 
When the fea is compofed,they fparethem: but takethcm when inraged with 
ftormes. Thechicfeft commodity of this place, isin thatit hath Baie beyond the 
walls:enioying the delights thereof,and fequeftred from the incombrances. This 
praife I can giueit,thatitisto be dwelt inall the yeere long. For it lycth open to 
the Weft winds,andforecciueth them,that it detainerh them from Baie:Not vn- 
aduifedly therefore did Yatia make election of this place, wherenow grown old, 
he might beltow hisidleneffe.

Rome transferred the publicke riches,cainus Marius,Cneus Pompeins, & Cefars buile 
them houfes inthe region of Ba‘e:-but feared them on thetops of the mountaines, 
This appeared more warlike,to behold from aboue the vnderlying country .Con- 
fider what fituationsthey chofe,in what places,what buildings they erected, and 
thou wilt findthem to be rather fortrefles then palaces. Thus Seneca, But Pampers 
Villa only ftood here. Nothing hath this place note-worthy (for time hath depri- 
uedthe ruines of their Hiftorie butcettaine wer, and dry baths + the former ina 
caueat the foot of therocke, nownot preferued ; called heretofore thebaths of 
Diana. Wemounted a paire ofhigh ftaires, onthe ont-fide ofthe rocke,and cut 
out ofthe rocke tothe other; wherecertaine roomes are built forthe benefit of 
thedifeafed. This Sudatory is entred by a long narrow paflage hewen intothe 
rock,into which we were faineto go backward or ftooping, by reafonof the va- 
pour;and fo exceffiue hot, that it forthwith bathed vs in our owne fweat. But here 
we it defcribed by alate traueller :

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Called this was formerly Fridfole,of the rubbing of their bodies;and now bycor- 
ruption Trituleor,as others fay,for that it cureth the Tertia feuer. There bewho 
fay, that it was called of old Trifolws , and doe afcribethe Tréfoline wine to this 
mountaine. It cureth the Freach pox,and fluxes of the head.Men and women haue 
feueralltimes allotted them toenter. Who {weat here halfe an houre, become 
prone vnto venery : infomuch that Chriftian widowes and virgins are admoni- 
fhed by S. ferome to auoid the place. Both aboue and below, thete baths were a- 
dorned with Images(wherof fome fragments do remaine in fome of them) which 
together with adioyning in{criptions, exprefled and declared their feuerall ver- 
tues. Defaced as they fay one night by the Phyficions of Salerne, asan impeach- 
ment to their profit, they were punifhed for thefame by the Sea; being drowned 
intheir returne.

Egyptian Canopus, mentioned before, was afchoole of vertuec,ompared to the 
*  yoluptuouslibetty ofthis City. TheInne(faith Seneca) and receptacle for vices : 
where luxury taketh the reines,and is(as in a priuiledged place), there farremore 
licentious,&cc. Whatatight it isto fee drunkards reeling alongthe fhore; the 
bankettings of fuch as are rowed onthe water,thelakes reecchoing their cotinual 
canzonets,and the like:which Lafcivioufneffe, as if there lawlefle,not onely fins 
in, but publifheth? The mind isto be hardned, and remoued far from the forcer 
of enticing pleafures .One winter onely here enfecbled Hanwibal ; 8 the delights 
of Campania did what the fnow,and the Alpes could notdoe; victorious.in armes, 
yet by viccs vanquifhed,&c. Thinkeftthou that Cato would euer hanedwelt at 
eMica,tohaue numbred the by-failing harlots, andto behold fo many diuers fa- 
fhioned boates,bepainted with diuerfity ofcolours, the Lake ftrewed ouer with 
rofes,and to haue heard the night-noifes of fingers °&c. Whoto is a.man,had ra- 
ther be wakened withtrumpetsthen effeminate harmony. But long enough haue 
we contended with Baie, though with vices we canneuer fuificiently. Thus he.

For which they haue bin of diuers incredibly affe@ed: in fo muchas Cra/fus be- 
wailed che death of one,no leffe then the Joffe of a fonne,and builta fepulcher for 
It. Casus His tus who had a Mannor houfealfo in Baie, wasthe firft that inuented 
thefeitues for Lampreyess who receiued for the houfes which were about his 
fiih-ponds,two thoufand Seftertians;all which he fpent in food for his fifhes. He 
it was that lent Cefar the Ditator fix hundred Lampreys to furnifh his feafts in 
the time of his triumphs;to be paid againeinkind,in number, andby waight: for 
he would neither fell them nor exchange them for othercommodities. The Ty- 
rants ofthofe times(nor was Asguftus free from that fauage paftime) tooke a de- 
light to throw the condemned into thefe ponds, to be deuoured by them, becaufe 
they would fee them tornein pieces in aninftant. The Oifters alfo of Baia were 
exceedingly commended - } |

Sergius Ovatus was the firft that made pits for them about his houfe here; more 
for profit.then to indulgiate his gluttony. For by fuch detiices he putchafed much 
riches. He alfo deuifed the hanging Bannias,and pooles tobathe in, on the tops of 
houfes. 

Atthe foot of the hill that windeth towards Tritule, ftood the Palace of Pifo: 
whereunto Nero frequented often,andcafting off ftate & attendance, accuftomed 
to bathe and banquet. Here thofe of Pifoes con{piracy would haue executed their 
purpofe: but he refuted to giuehis confent, tharhis table fhould bedefiled with 
flaughter and the gods ofhofpiraliry prouoked. Of this nothing remaineth but 
certaine caues and entrances hewne out ofthe rock.More withinthe Bay on the 
bending fhore ftand the ruines of a goodly building, called arthis day Truclinnm. 
{rfeemethto hauebina Bannia, bythe vents in the walls forthe f{moketo cuapo- 
rate, and by the pipes which on cach fide conueyed raine water into the ample.

Now vpon the high hill oppofing Tritule , and confining the other end of the 
Bay,there is a {trong Caftle, erected by Phdipthe fecond to protec the vnder- 
lying fea,and places adioyning, from the thefts & waftes of the Turkifh Rouers ; 
manned by threefcore fouldiers : where the Mannor houtfe of Ialus Cefar ftood, 
as isto be collected our of Tacitus, 

Betweene this and Adifenus lies Banli,called firft Boaula,as muchto fay , asan 
Oxftall:of Gerions oxen,which Hercales brought hither intriamph out of Spaine, 
where be hada Temple confecrated vnto him.

for the better fotiding of the word. Here Hortenfius the Orat or had his Villa, (the 
raines wherof arenow buried in earth,and couered with water) who greatly de- 
lighted in his fith-ftues,and was nick-named Tritonby Tully ;for the fithes herein 
would cometo his hand whé fo called:who wept for the death ofa Lamprey: & 
toa friend that begged two Barbels of him (called a¢u(é in Latin)replied, that he 
had rather giue himtwo mules for his litter. This was afterward pofiefled by An- 
toniathe mother Of Drafus Nevo ; who hung a iewell in thegills of a Lamprey 
which fhe loued.A place famous for the Tragedy of Agrippina, herefeatted by 
her diflembling fon,& inuited by him vnto Baia, to celebrate the fiue dayes con- 
tinuall feaftiuall of Minerna:when by the way (being by night to come,the better 
to cloake it) ina galley deuifed by Avicetus Captaine of thenauy at Méfenus, by 
Artmade loofe in the bottome, fhe fhouldhaue beenasif accidentally drowned. 
But fhe aptto diftruft,as inured to like practifes,or hauing had fome notice therof 
given; caufed her felfeto be carried in a chaire vnto Baie ; whereby Neroes artifi- 
cially paffionar entertainment difcharged of her feares.fhe returned by galley (the 
{ea calme, and the night ftarry,as detefting to cloak fucha villany with only two 
of her owne retinue: Creperins Gallus that {tood not farre fromthe fterne, and 4- 
cervonia her woman who lay ather feet. When with great ioy relating the repen. 
tance of her fonne,and her recouered fanour,the watch-word was giuen, and the 
heauy couering of the place failing downe as wasordered, preft Gadus to death : 
butthat ouer the women being ftronger then the reft, though fhrinking, faued 
them,the veflell herby kept alfo from parting afunder:fo that fainethey were to 
finkethe galley atthe fide by little & little. Aceronéacrying, that fhe wasthePrin- 
ces mother,was {lain with poles & oares:comming to her end by the craft which 
she vfed for her fafety. Agrippina with filence fwimmingto the fhore, hauing only 
%: recemed 
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receiued one wound on the fhoulder, was {uccoured by {mal barks,and conueied 
to her houfe which bordered on Lucrizus. When cafting in hermind the valooke 
for honour done her, fucceeding {uch bitternefie of hatred, the fabrick of the gal- 
ley foro ditfolue, neither fhaken with ftormes,not cruthed by rocks ;the death of 
Aceronia alluming her name; and laftly the wound the had receiued : fhe held irthe 
beft courfe to take no notice of the treachery:fending Azerszus totell her fonne of 
the danger which fhe had efcapedby the goodnefle ofthe Gods, andby his good 
fortunes, But he knowing hercraft,and fearing that fhe fhould prefently practifea . 
reuenge, fent Avicetusa Captaine ofthe nauy,anda Centurion of fea-fouldiers to 
difpatch her: who breaking into her houfe, and finding her abed, it ts faid that the 
prefented her belly to the {word ofthe Centurid,bidding him to ftrike it that had 
brought forth fuch a monfter:and fo with many wounds perifhed. Nevo {tanding 
by when fhe was cut vp, (therin no leffe fauage then in murdering )furuey ing eue- 
ry part ofher, faid tothe by-ftanders, That he thought he had zor had fo beautifull a 
mother The fame night fhe was burned with bafe funerals, and whileft Nero reig- 
ned,vnburied.But fhortly after inclofed here at Bauls by herhoufhold feruants in 
a fimplefepulcher,called the Sepulcher of Agrippéna at this day,which we entred; 
being placed on the fide of the rifing ground,partly hewne into the rock,and now 
hauing a dificult entry. The roofe and fides are figured with Sphinxes, and Grif 
fons: but fullied greatly with the {moke oftorches andlights,borne inby fuchas 
do enter. rasta Ee | 
Not farre beyond, the land pointed into the fea, and there hollowing alittle 
by the induftry of Agrippa,at Cefars appointment; and called the Port of Agréypas 
Another navy they kept at Rauenaa , both feruing aptly for employment: inthat 
from either the one or the other they might makea {wift cut,if occafi6 required, 
without compafling of countries, toany part of their Empire within Hercules pil- 
Jars. Pols(ius Proculus was Admirall of thisin thetime of Nero: and Pliny thena- 
turall Hiftoriaa, in the reigne of Titus. Divers {tones hereabout doe beare the 
names of fhips,and nauall Commanders, with fuch like antiquitie. Atthe mouth 
hereof yet are to be feene certaine ruinous piles, The innermoft part,now a filthy 
lake,is vulgarly called the dead Sea.

Called _4erins before sor hauing that Epithcte giuen it, inthat partly by nature, 
and partly by. art it is almoft hollow throughout. This Promontory is of all other 
the moft famous for the clemencie ofthe aire, the City here once ftanding, the 
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Mannor houfes adioyning,the Roman nauy,antike monuments, fifh.pooles,grots; 
baths,and other admirable buildings: furucying-all the fea coafts vnto the Pio: 
montory of cMinerua ; (if meafured withthe winding fhore foureand fifty miles 
diftant) all which fhewedin thetimeof the Roman Monarchy like to one entire 
Citie. W hereof now(Xaples excepted) there is little tobe feenethat hath c{caped 
the fury offire,of water,or earthquakes.Heére Caius Marius hada V ila,with a pa- 
lace more fumptuousand fine then beficted fuch afouldier ; after purchafed b 
Cornelia,and after that by Lacwllws,in which Tiberius Cefar departed this life ¢ pre- 
uented by extremity offickneffe)in his way vnto Capre. The vault of Traconaria 
(which fignifietha paffage for water)is neere vnto this. A part of the fame(as cone: 
lectured by fome)which was digged by Were, reaching vnto — Avernus <to receiue 
all che hot waters of the baths of Baie: being couered ouer head, and oneach fide 
cloiftered. But this fhould rather feemeto bemade for the receit of the raine that 
defcended from the Promontory ,asappears by the conueianccs. It isabouttwene 
ty foot high, the falnedowne roofe obfcures boththe length and breadthe The 
middle {pace is contained betweentwo wals,eighteene foot broad, and two hun- 
dred long.

Buthow fumptuous they grew fré forude a beginning, that Theater built by afar 
cus Scars doth declare,exceeding all other fabricks whatfoeuer,I¢ had 3.ftages 
one aboue another,{apporced with three hundred & fixty pillars ofntarble. The 
lowelt ftage was of marble;the front of the middle, ofglafle.the yppermoft of 
boords guilt curioufly ouer, Threéthoufand ftatuesofbrafle ftood between the 
columnes: and the femicircle was ample enough to containe fourefcorethoufand 
perfons. The furniture of hangings, pictures and apparell, was anfwerabletorhe 
magnificency ofthe building: and all this done by a priuate man. The parts ofa 
Theater were foure:the front of the ftage,the ftage whereon they acted; the place 
where the muficians played, (in which Poets alfo, and Orators pronounced their 
compo- 
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compofitions) and that wherethe Chorus danced and fung: about which fate 
the Senators. Thefpectators fare one aboue another round about the Round, di 
{tinguifhed according to their qualitie. The face of the{cene was made fo as to 
turne of a fudden : andto prefent new pictures and places, according to theargu- 
ment then handled. But herein theinuention of Curio furpaffed: whofe two great 
Theaters framed of wood, hung vpontwo hooks, whichupheld the whole frame: 
Inthe forenoone placedthey were back vnto backe,and plaies exhibited therein; 
in theafter,turned about in atrice they affronted each other: & towards the latter 
end of the day ioyning them together, made of both onegoodly Amphitheater, 
(the people never remouing from their feates) where Fencers at tharpe fucceeded 
the actors. Thus borehee the Romanes between heauenand earth vpon thetruft 
oftwo hookes;:a bold inuention, and as bold an aduenture. Aero in perfon oft 
acted in publike Theaters, although players were filenced by him in the begin- 
ning of his reigne,as before his ttmeby Tyberius,and after by Trazan. 

A little remoued there are certaine falt pits,and beyond towards Cumawecam 
toacifterne, not vndeferuedly called P:fcina mirabilis. This was entred at two 
doores in the oppofite corners, (whereof one now is rambd vp) and is defcended 
into by forty ftonefteps. The vaulris fiue hundred footinlength,and in breadth 
two hundred and twenty: the roofe fuftained by foure rowes of pillars,twelue in 
a row; wherein are diuers tunnels wherat they draw vp water;now yeelding a fuf- 
ficient lighttothe fame. Without, itappeareth but asa rifing banke ; the walles 
within confifting ofbrick,and plaiftered oner withacompofition, as they fay,of 
flower,the white of egs,and {tone beaten into powder;hard as marble, and not to 
be foked thorow by water. The making of this fome impute to Zucw#l/us,by reafon 
of the neighbourhood of his manfion:but more probably wemay doitto 4grip- 
peforthe benefitofthe Nauy, into which water was conducted from the riuer 
Serinus. Thofethat are called Centum Camerelle (into whichalfo we entred) of the 
multitude of vaults forthe preferuing of water, I rather thinke to haue belonged 
to Lucullus:mentioned by Varro, Tacitusand Pliny, 

Betweene Mifenus and Baie there lyeth along plaine, called by fome the E/;- 
Rian field, but morecommonly Adercato di Sabato, enuironed with ruines ; here- 
tofore a Cirque:fo called of the gunning aboutthe obelisks that ftood alog inthe 
middle, with horfesand chariots. Tavqu7nins Prifcas built the firft amongft the Ro- 
manes between the two hils Palatinus and Auentine, named Maximus; enlarged 
and magnificently adorned by Cefar Auguflus,Traianand Heliogabalus. Itcontai- 
ned in length three hundred feuenty & fiue paces,in breadth an hundred, and fiue 
and twenty:{quare at oneend,and circular atthe other: the round and fides com- 
paffed witha riuolet of ten foot broad,and of equall depth; without which were 
the wals, containing three galleries one aboue another,and built with feats likean 
Amphitheater: where places were afligned to each feuerall calling; large enough 
to receiue two hundred & threefcorethoufand fpeGators.Entred it was attwelue 
ports, Atthe{quareend the horfesvnder certaine arches had their ftand, kept 
back by a barrier drawn vp vpon the figne giuen.Inthe midft of the Cirque ftood 
an hieroglyphical obelisk, brought by Augu/tas out of Aigyprfird the City of che 
Sunne,there erected by Semnefertus; an hundred fiue and twenty foore and nine 
incheshigh.On each fide of this ftood three lefle,guilt afterwards ouer,for the o- 
ther fix planets-all ina row like the lifts inatiltyard. They vfed ro ftrew.chefloore

Inthe midft of the Hand 
fiands the high mountain Epomeus, vpon whofetop Saint Nicolas hatha Temple, 
befriended witha fountain of frefh water:the want wherofis here greatly miffed, 
there being but tweluein the whole Iland, whereas there be of horand medicina- 
ble{prings(befides fudatories)fiue and twenty. For the earthis full of fubterrene

inflammations? Thoughthis Ifle was not called Arime, and Pithecu(a (for borh 
fignifieth one thing) of the men herefained to -haue beenc metamorphofed into 
Apes:yct why not of theircrafty and beaftiall difpofitions¢ And little better are 
they at this day:cither retaining the fauage cuftomes oftheir progenitors, or ha- 
wing their bloud dried vp with ouermuch fire: being prone to iniuries, violence 
and flaughters. But Piimy faith that it tooke that name of Inarime ofthe making 
of earthen pots,as Avarza of the ftation of Mneashisnauy, Now calledit is z/- 
chia,which fignifieth ftrong, inregard ofthe ftrength of thetownc (fome fay, 6f 
the forme expreffing a huckle-bone) regarding Prochita. Seated itis ona high 
craggy rock,enuironed in times paft withthe fea, though now ioyned tothe reft 
by.along paflage of ftone,which maketh(accordingas the wind doth fit) on each 
fideaharbour. The rocke isalmoft feuen furlongs about,atfoording buta {teepe 
and dithcultafcent, and that made by mans labour. The towne is ftrengthened 
with Iron gates,and guarded by Italians. The Marques of Yastois Gouernour of 
the Caftleandtowne. There are inthe Iland eight villages. The inhabirantsbe 
forthe moft part poore,yetis the earth in many’ places not niggardly inher pro- 
ductions.Much more might be faid ofthis Iland: butI now grow weary of this 
Jabour. 

Thenext day the wind blowing fauourable,we failed clofe vnder Cwma :.and 
crofled,a little beyond the mouth of Yalturmus: ariuer that rifech in the Country 
of the samnites,and gliding by Capua ( but three miles diftant from the ruines of 
the oldyhere falleth inrothe fea: where ftooda City (now not to be feene)of thar 
name.

The lobftars of this riuer are commended 
by Atheneus:whereof when Apecius had tafted(who liued in the daies of Tiberius) 
a man of great fub{tance, and deuoted wholly to luxury and his belly ; he feated 
himfelfe at Minturnum(a City which ftood a little vp the ftreame) that he might 
at all times,and more liberally feed onthem. And hauing heard that farre greater 
were taken vpon the coafts of Africa,he failed hither of purpofe to make proofe. 
But finding it otherwife, ( for the U4frican fifhermen fore-knowing of his com- 
ming, whilftyeta fhip-boord, had prefented him withthe greateft)without fo 
much as going afhore,hee returned into aly, This was that Apiciws that wrote 
whole volumes of cookery:whofe luxury and end are expreffed in this Epigram:

It fhew- 
eth, among other ruines of fumptuous buildings, the ruines of an Aquadu@, a 
Theater, an Amphitheater,éc. Inthe marifheshard by, Caius Marius, ouer- 
throwne by Syl/a,concealed himfeife,when the anfteritie of his afpect did terrifie 
the fouldier that was fentto kill him: and fo efcaped into Africa. 

Betweene this River and Tybur lieth Latium (of whomthe Latines) bounded 
on the North with the country of the Sabizes : taking that name, as moft authors 
affirme, of Saturnas here hiding of himfelfe from the purfuite of Jupiter: whereof 
a Chriftian Poet {cofingly :

We crofled the Bay of 
Formia;inthe bottome whereofnow ftandeth a Cattle, with atowne called AZlaz 
where erft Forma built by the Laconians ftood;therecreation and delight of the 
Romsanes,as appeareth by many notable ruines. A little aboue, (%cero had a Villas 
{laine by Herennius, as his feruants bore him from thence towardsthe feaina lit- 
ter: whom he had formerly defended, when accufed for the murther of his father. 
OF Formia I cannot choofle bur infert this(though long)commendation of ALar- 
tial,fince it alfo toucheth the places fpoken,andto be fpoken of : ,

Others will hauc it fo called of the burning here of Aizeashis nauy by the Trotan 
women, tired with their tedious nauigations. Ithath one onely acceffe to it by 
Jandsthe reft enuironed by the Zyrrheafea and the aforefaid Bay; which incro-’ 
ching vpon the North fide, lies withia the land like anample lake the Weftfhore 
bordered almoft withcontinued buildings. Butthe City and Caftle lyevnder a 
high hill, which thrufteth into the fea, and is alfo included within the fame wall; 
yet hath little building therupon:crowned with the Maufoleum of Lucius Muna- 
tins Plancins, though vulgarly and ignorantly called, The Tower of Orlando. The 
building is round of forme,and withoutconfifts of fquare ftone,lined within with 
white marble; and receiuing light onely from the doore. In the fides there are 
foure concaues where ftatues haueftood. The top of the monument is adorned 
with {pires and trophics : and the front prefenteth this in{cription :

Ofwhom Iulins Capitolinus; Many coniecture that Commodus was borne in adul- 
tery;confidering Fau/tings behauiour at Caieta : who difhonored her felfe with the 
familiarity of Marrinets and Fencers. Whereof when Adareus Antonius wastold,

Thenext day we putagaine to fea, rowing along a pleafant fhore. We paft by 
the lake of Fuadé,that hath a towne of that nameat the further end,ereéted out of 
the decayes of the old;fackt not long ago by the pirat Barbaroffa.
